Church  in  the  UnUed  Statee  of  AmerkOy  in  Convention^  thie  Vkh  day 
of  October,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thoueand  eeven  hundred  and 


Thu  Convention  having,  in 
their  present  session,  set  forth  A 
Book  of  Common  Prayer,  and  JSd- 
mtnietration  of  the  SacramentSy  and 
Uher  Ritee  and  Ceremonies  of  the 
Church,  do  hereby  establish  the 
saidBook :  And  they  declare  it  to 
be  the  liturgy  of  thia  Ghareli: 


And  require  that  it  be  received  as 
such  by  all  the  members  of  the 
same :  And  this  Book  shall  be  in 
use  from  and  after  the  First  day 
of  October,  in  the  Year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety. 


PREFACE. 


TT  is  a  nuMt  invaluable  part  of 
X  Uiat  blessed  Uk«rty  wkerewUk 
CaMOThutkntaOs  ns  free,  that  in 
his  worship,  different  forms  and 
usages  may  without  offence  be 
allowed,  provided  the  substance 
of  the  Faith  be  kept  entire;  aqd 
that,  in  every  Church,  what  can- 
not be  clearly  determined  to  be- 
lone  to  Doctrine,  must  be  referred 
to  Discipline ;  and  therefore,  by 
common  consent  and  authority, 
may  be  altered,  abridged,  en- 
larged, amended,  or  otherwise 
disposed  ot,  as  may  seem  most 
convenient  far  the  edification  of 
the  people,  '*  according  to  the 
various  exigencies  of  tunes  and 


The  Ckvrek  of  En^nd,  to 
which  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  in  these  States  is  indebt- 
ed, under  God,  for  her  first  foun- 
dation and  a  long  continuance  of 
nursing  care  and  protection,  hatli, 
in  the  Preface  of  her  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  laid  it  down  as  a 
rule,  that '*  The  particular  forms 
of  Divine  Worship,  and  the  Rites 
and  Ceremonies  appointed  to  be 
used  therein,  being  things  in  their 
own  nature  indifferent  and  alter- 
able, and  so  acknowledged,  it  is 
but  reasonable  that  upon  weighty 
and  important  considerations,  ac- 
cording to  the  various  exigencies 
of  times  and  occasions,  such 
changes  and  alterations  should 
be  made  therein,  as  to  those  who 
are  in  places  of  authority  should, 
from  tune  to  time,  seem  either 
necessary  or  expedient." 

The  same  Church  hath  not  only 
in  her  Preikce,  but  likewise  in  her 
Articles  and  Homilies,  declared 
the  necessity  and  expediency  of 
occasional  alterations  and  amend- 
ments in  her  Forms  of  Public 
Worship;  and  we  find  accord- 
ingly, that,  seekbig  to  *«keep  the 
happy  mean  between  too  much 


stiiAiess  in  reAising,  and  too  much 
easiness  in  admitting  variations 
in  things  once  advisory  establish- 
ed, she  hath,  in  the  reign  of  seve- 
ral Princes,  since  the  first  com- 
piling of  her  Liturgy  in  the  time 
of  Edward  the  Sixth,  upon  Just 
and  weighty  considerations  her 
thereunto  moving,  yielded  to 
make  such  alterations  in  some 
particulars,  as  in  their  respective 
times  were  thought  convenient ; 
yet  so  as  that  the  main  body  and 
essential  parts  of  the  same  (as 
well  in  the  chiefest  materials,  as 
in  the  ilrame  and  order  thereof) 
have  still  been  continued  firm 
and  unshaken." 

Her  general  aim  in  these  dif* 
ferent  reviews  and  alterations 
hath  been,  as  she  fiirther  declares 
in  her  said  Prefkce,  "to  do  that 
which,  according  to  her  best  un- 
derstanding, might  most  tend  to 
the  presei:vation  of  peace  and 
unity  hi  the  Church ;  the  prx>- 
curing  of  reverence,  aiid  the  ex- 
citing of  piety  and  devotion  in 
the  worship  of  Oos ;  and,  finally, 
Uie  cutting  off  occasion,  from 
them  that  seek  occasion,  of  cavil 
or  quarrel  against  her  Liturgy." 
And  although,  according  to  her 
Judgment,  there  be  not  "any 
thing  in  it  contrary  to  the  Word 
of  Oon,  or  to  sound  doctrine,  or 
which  a  godlv  man  may  not  with 
a  good  conscience  use  and  submit 
unto,  or  which  is  not  fliirly  de- 
ffensible,  if  allowed  such  Just  and 
fhvourable  construction  as  in 
common  equity  ought  to  be  al- 
lowed to  all  human  writings ;" 
yet  upon  the  prmciples  ahready 
laid  down,  it  cannot  but  be  sup- 
posed that  ftirther  alterations 
would  in  time  be  found  expedient. 
Accordingly,  a  commission  tor  a 
review  was  issued  in  the  year 
1669:  but  this  great  and  good  I 
work  miscarried  at  that  tfine;  \

and  the  Civil  Authority  has  not 
since  thought  proper  to  revive  it 
by  any  new  commission.  - 

But  when  in  the  course  of  2>i- 
vine  Providence,  these  American 
States  became  independent  with 
respect  to  civil  government,  their 
ecclesiastical  independence  was 
necessarily  included;  and  the 
difl^rent  religious  denominations 
of  Christians  in  these  States  were 
left  at  full  and  equal  liberty  to 
model  and  organize  their  respect- 
ive Churches,  and  fbrms  of  wor- 
ship, and  discipline,  in  such 
manner  as  they  mi|ht  judge  most 
convenient  fbr  their  Aiture  pros- 
perity; consistently  with  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  their 
country. 

The  attention  of  this  Church 
was  in  the  first  place  drawn  to 
those  alterations  In  the  Liturgy 
which  became  necessary  in  the 
prayers-  for  our  Civil  Rulers,  in 
consequence  of  the  Revolution. 
And  the  principal  care  herein 
was  to  make  them  conformable 
to  what  ought  to  be  the  proper 
end  of  all  such  prayers,  namely, 
that  "Rulers  may  have  grace, 
wisdom,  and  understanding  to 
execute  justice,  and  to  maintain 
truth  ;'*  and  that  the  people  "  may 
lead  quiet  and  peaceable  lives, 
in  all  godliness  and  honesty." 

But  whQe  these  alterations 
were  in  review  before  the  Con- 
ventioit^  they  could  not  but,  with 
gratitude  to  God,  embrace  the 
happy  occasion  which  was  offered 


to  them  (uninfluenced  and  un- 
restrained by  any  worldly  author- 
ity whatsoever)  to  take  a  ftirthei 
review  Af  the  Public  Service, 
and  to  establish  such  other  alter- 
ations and  amendments  therein 
as  might  be  deemed  expedient. 

It  seems  unnecessary  to  enu- 
merate all  th.e  different   altera- 
tions   and  amendments.      They 
will  appear,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped, 
the  reasons  of  them  also,  upon 
a  comparison   of  this  with  the 
Book  of  Common  Prayer  of  the 
Church  of  England.    In  which  it 
wHl  also  appear  that  this  Church 
is  fkr  firom  intending  to  depart 
flrom  the  ChUrch  of  England  in 
any  essential  point  of  doctrine, 
discipline,  or  worship ;  or  ftarther 
than  local  circumstances  require. 

And  now,  this  important  work 
being  brought  to  a  conclusion,  it 
is  hoped  the  whole  will  be  re- 
ceiVea  and  examined  by  every 
true  member  of  our  Church,  and 
every  sincere  Chrntian,  with  a 
meek,  pai^id,  and  charitable 
frame  of  mmd;  without  preju- 
dice or  prepossessions ;  seriously 
considering  what  Christianity  is, 
and  what  the  truths  of  the  Gos- 
pel are;  and  earnestly  beeteech- 
ing  Almighty  Gon  to  accompany 
with  his  blessing  every  endea- 
vour fbr  promulgating  them  to 
mankind,  m  the  clearest,  plain- 
est, most  aflticting  and  miyestic 
manner,  ibr  the  sake  of  Jesus  | 
ChbisTj  our  blessed  Lord  and 
Saviour. 


THE  ORDER  HOW  THE  PSALTER  IS 
APPOINTED  TO  BE  READ. 


rIE  PsALTsm  shall  be  read 
tbroagli  ence  every  iiMmt|i» 
aa  it  is  there  appointed,  both  fbr 
Morning  and  Evenina  Pc»yer. 
Bat  in  February  it  shall  be  read 
only  to  the  twenty -eighth  or 
twenty-nintii  day  of  the  month. 

And  whereas  Jigmacarf ,  Mareh, 
JIfay,  July^  Jiuguxt,  October^  and 
Deeemfrer,  hare  one*and-thirty 
days  apieee ;  it  is  ordered,  that 
the  same  Psalms  shall  be  read 
the  last  day  of  the  said  months 
which  were  read  the  day  before  ; 
so  that  the  Psalter  may  begin 
agaitt  the  first  day  of  the  next 
mon^h  enStthig. 

And  whereas  the  119th  Psalm 
is  divided  into  twenty-two  Por- 
tionS)  and  is  over-lont  to  be  read 


at  one  time ;  it  is  so  ordered,  that 
at  one  time  shall  not  be  read 
above  fbnr  or  five  of  the  said 
PortioM. 

The  Minister,  instead  of  read« 
ing  from  the  Psalter  a«  divided 
for  Daily  Morning  and  Eveninf 
Prayer,  may  read  one  of  the  Se- 
lections set  out  by  this  Church. 

And,  on  Days  of  Fasting  and 
Thanksgiving,  appointed  eltber 
by  the  Civil  or  m  the  Ecclesias- 
tical Authority,  the  Minister  mav 
appoint  such  Psalms  as  he  shall 
think  fit  in  his  discretion,  unless 
any  shall  have  been  appointed  by 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  in  a 
Service  set  out  for  the  Occasion  ; 
wliich,  in  that  case,  shall  be  used, 
and  no  other. 


PROPER  PSALMS  ON  CSBTAIN  DATS, 
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The  Minister  may  use  one  of  the  Selections,  instead  of  any  one  of 
the  above  Portions. 


THE  ORDEIt  HOW  THE  REST  OF  THE  HOLY 
SCRIPTURE  IS  APPOINTED  TO  BE  READ. 


THE  Old  Tsstahbitt  is  ap- 
pointed for  the  First  Lessons 
at  Mombig  and  Evening  Prayer ; 
so  that  the  most  part  thereof  will 
be  read  every  year  once,  aa  in 
the  Calendar  is  appointed. 

Thb  New  Testaheny  is  ap- 
pointed for  the  Second  Lessons 
at  Morning  and  Evening  Prayer. 

And  to  know  what  Lessons 
shall  be  read  every  day,  look  for 
the  day  of  the  month  in  the  Ca- 
lendar fbllowlng,  and  there  ye 
shall  find  the  Chapters  that  shall 
be  read  fbr  tlie  Lessons,  both  at 
Morning  and  Evening  Prayer; 
except  only  the  Moveable  Feasts, 
which  are  not  in  the  Calendar; 
and  the  Immoveable;  where  there 
is  a  blank  left  in  the  column  of 
Lessons;  the  Proper  Lessons  fi>r 


all  which  days  are  to  be  fbund  in 
the  Table  of  Proper  Lessons. 

And,  on  Days  of  Fasting  and 
Thanksgiving,  the  same  rule  is  to 
obtain  as  in  reading  the  Psalms. 

And   the   same   discretion  of 
choice  is  allowed  on  occasions  ot 
EcckoiAstisat  Conventions,  and 
those  of  Charitable  Collections. 
And  J^aU,  That  whensoever  Pro- 
per Psalms  or  Lessons  are  ap- 
pointed, then  the  Psalms  and 
Lessons  of  ordinarv  course  ap- 
pointed in  the  Psalter  and  Ca- 
lendar, if  they  be  difTerent,  shall 
be  omitted  for  that  time. 
JVoto  aUo^  That  the  Collect,  EpM- 
tle,  and  Gospel,  appointed  fbr 
the  Sunday^  shall  serve  all  the 
Week  after,  where  it  is  not  la 
this  Book  otherwise  ordered.

OWE  no  man  any  thia^  but  to  kte  Me 
another:  for  he  that  loirath  aao&er  ba& 
fulfilled  the  Law.  For  Uns,  Thou  shalt  ni>t 
eommit  adultery,  Thou  sbi^  not  Idll,  Thou 
ahalt  not  steal.  Thou  shalt  not  bear  ftlsewit- 
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t^ssB^  Thoti  Atalt  aot  eevi^;  «id  if  diene  be 
tny  other  ^mxAjeaukxieiit,  it  is  briefly  eon^ie- 
beaded  in  Hob  nyiag,  namelyy  Thau  Adit  loye 
|)iy  nei^boar  as  Aiyself*  Ltive  worketh  no  ill 
to  his  Dttghboor;  Ifaerefoie  k>Te  is  the  ialfilling 
of  ^6  Law.  And  thut^  knomng  die  tmo,  ihat 
tiow^it  is  high  time  to  awake  out  pf  akep;  §ot 
now  is  our  salvation  nearef  than  when  we 
believed.  The  night  is  for  spent,  the  day  is  at 
hand ;  let  us  therefore  cast  off  the  works  of 
darkness,  and  let  us  put  on  the  armour  of  light. 
1^61:  ftisi  w^lk  hmestfy,  as  in  t^e  day;  not  in 
rioting  and  di:unkenness,  not  in  chambering  and 
wantonness,  not  in  strife  and  envying.

WHEN  they  dtew  nigh  untoJisrusaiten,  and 
'twere  come  to  fietfapfaage,  unto  'w 
moikt  of  (Hives,  then  sent  Jesus  two  diBcipks, 
saying  unto  them,  Go  into  the  viUage  oter 
a^msl  you,  and  strid^vray  ye  «haK  find  an 
as8  tied,  and  a  adt  wmihei^:  Ibose'fhem,  and 
fating  thMi  tmto  note.  Aild  if  any  i»an  say 
augm  unto  ydu,  ye  shall  say,  The  Lend  hath 
need  of  them;  and  straigfatis^  he  will  ^eiid 
tbein»  ^1  this  w^  done,  that  it  might  be 
fiilfilled  which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet, 
saying.  Tell  i  ye  &e-dau^iter  of  Skaiy  Behold, 
tiy  lung  oonieiik  unto  thee^  nKek^  and  Aifi^g 
upon  an  ass,  and  a  colt  the  fi»l  of  an  ass. 
i^d  ^ae  diseiples  went,  and  did  as  Jesus  com- 
manded them;   and  brou^t  the  asa  and  the 

eoh,  and  p^  on  them  tk^  clothes,  and  ^n&y 
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set  him  diereon.  And  a  very  great  multitude 
spread  their  garments  in  the  way;-  others  cut 
cbwn  branches  £x)m  the  trees,  and  strewed  them 
in  the  way.  And  the  midtitudes  that  went 
before,  and  that  followed,  cried,  sa^png,  Ho* 
sanna  to  the  Son  of  David!  Blessed  is  he  that 
Cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord !  Hosanna  in 
the  highest!  And  when  he  was  come  into 
Jeruisalem,  all  the  city  was  moved,  sa^pig,  Who 
is  this  ?  And  the  multitude  said,  This  is  Jesus, 
the  Prophet  of  Nazareth  of  Galilee.  And  Jesus 
went  into  tibe  temple  of  God,  and  cast  out  all 
them  that  sold  and  bought  in  the  temple,  and 
overthrew  the  tables  of  the  money-changers, 
and  the  8e9ks  of  them  that  sold  doves,  and  said 
unto  them.  It  is  written.  My  house  shall  be 
called  the  house  of  prayer ;  but  ye  have  made 
it  a  den  of  thieves.

Scriptures,  might  have  hope.  Now  Ae  Qod 
of  patience  and  consolation  grant  you  to  be 
like-minded  one  towards  anotiber,  according  to 
Christ  Jesus :  that  ye  may  with  one  mind  and 
one  mouth  glorify  God,  even  the  Father  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Wherefore  receive  ye  one 
another,  as  Christ  also  received  us,  to  the  glwy 
of  God.  Now  I  say,  that  Jesus  Christ  was  a 
minister  of  the  Circumcision,  for  the  truth  cf 
God,  to  confirm  the  promises  made  unto  the 
fathers:  and  that  the  Gentiles  might  glorify 
God  for  his  mercy;  as  it  is  written,  For  this 
cause  I  will  confess  to  thee  among  the  Gentiles, 
and  sing  unto  thy  Name.  And  again  he  sailh. 
Rejoice,  je  Gentiles,  with  his  people.  And 
again,  Praise  the  Lord,  all  ye  Gentiles  •  and 
laud  him,  all  ye  people.  And  again  Esaias 
saith.  There  shall  be  a  Root  of  Jesse,  and  He 
that  shall  rise  to  reign  over  the  Gentiles,  in  Him 
shall  the  Gentiles  trust.  Now  the  God  of  hope 
fill  you  with  all  joy  and  peace  in  believing, 
that  ye  may  abound  in  hope,  through  the  power

of  the  just,  that  at  thy  second  coming  to  judge 
the  world  we  may  be  found  an  acceptabk 
people  in  thy  sight,  who  livest  and  reignest 
with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  ever  one 
God,  world  without  end.     Amen. 

The  Epistle.     1  Cor.  iv.  1. 

LET  a  man  so  account  of  us,  as  of  the 
ministers  of  Christ,  and  stewards  of  the 
mysteries  of  God.  Moreover,  it  is  required  in 
stewards,  that  a  man  be  found  feithful.  But 
with  me  it  is  a  very  small  thin^  that  I  should 
be  jud^  of  you,  or  of  man's  judgment :  yea,  \ 
I  jadge  not  mine  own  self.    For  I  know  nothing  \ 
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by  myself,  yet  am  I  not  hereby  justified ;  but 
He  that  jungeth  me  is  the  Lord.  Therefi>re 
judge  nothing  before  the  time,  undi  the  Lord 
come,  who  both  "will  brin^  to  light  the  hidden 
things  of  darkness,  and  will  ma^  manifest  the 
counsels  of  the  hearts;  and  then  shall  eveiy 
man  have  jHraise  of  God. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Matt,  xi,  2. 

NOW  when  John  had  heard  in  the  prison 
the  works  of  Christ,  he  sent  two  of  his 
disciples,  and  said  unto  him.  Art  thou  He  that 
should  come,  or  do  we  look  for  another  ?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  them.  Go  and  show 
John  again  those  things  which  ye  do  hear  and 
see  :  The  blind  receive  their  sight,  and  the  lame 
walk,  the  lepers  are  cleansed,  and  the  deaf  hear, 
the  dead  are  raised  up,  and  the  poor  have  the 
Gospel  preached  to  them :  and  blessed  is  he 
whosoever  shall  not  be  offended  in  me.

For  this  is  he  of  whom  it  is  written,  Behold, 
I  send  my  messenger  befwe  thy  fiice,  which 
shall  prepare  thy  way  before  thee.

And  he  auanwteA,  Kdl 
Then  said  Hieyiinto  Urn,  Who- axt  thou^  that 
we  may  give  in  anawcf  to  Iheitt  that  seairt  us. 
What  safest  thotttrf  thy^lf?  He  isad,  I  api

straight  the  way  of  the  LosD^as  said  the  prophet 
Esaias.  And  they  which  were  sent  were  of  the 
Pharisees.  And  they  asked  him,  and  said  unto 
him,  Why  baptizest  thou  then,  if  thou  be  not 
that  Christ,  nor  Elias,  neither  that  Prophet? 
John  answered  them,  saying,  I  baptize  with 
water:  but  there  standeth  One  among  you, 
whom  ye  know  not;  He  it  is,  who,  coming 
after  me,  is  preferred  before  me,  whose  shoe's 
latchet  I  am  not  worthy  to  unloose.  These 
things  were  done  in  Bettiabara  beyond  Jordan, 
where  John  was  baptizing.

liveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the  same 
Spirit,  ever  one  God,  world  without  end.  Amen, 
The  Epistle.    Heb.  i.  1. 

GOD,  who  at  sundry  times  and  in  divers 
manners  spake  in  time  pasft  unto  the 
&thers  by  the  presets,  hath  in  mese  last  days 
spoken  unto  us  by  his  S<ni,  whom  he  hath 
i^l^pointed  heir  of  all  thin^,  by  whom  also  he 
made  the  worlds ;  who,(b«ng  me  brightness  of 
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his  gloiy,  and  the  express  image  of  his  person, 
and  n]^olding  all  things  by  the  word  of  his 
power,)when  he  had  by  himself  puiged  our  sins, 
sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of  &e  Majesty  on 
^igfa ;  being  made  so  much  better  dian  the  an* 
gels,  as  he  hath  by  inheritance  obtained  a  more 
j  excetknt  name  than  the^ .  For  unto  which  of 
I  the  angels  said  he  at  soiy  time,  Thou  art  my 
I  Son,  tims  day  have  I  begotten  thee?  And 
again,  I  will  be  to  him  a  Father,  and  he  sball 
be  to  me  a  Son  ?  And  again,  when  he  bring- 
eOi  in  the  First-begotten  into  ibe  world,  he 
saith,'  And  let  all  the  angels  of  God  worship 
him.  And  of  the  angels  he  saith,  Who  mafceth 
his  angels  spirits,  and  his  ministers  a  flame  of 
fire.  Bat  unto  the  Son  he  saith.  Thy  throne,  O 
Grod,  is  for  ever  and  ever ;  a  sceptre  of  right* 
eousness  is  Ihe  sceptre  of  thy  kingdom.  Thou 
hast  lored  righteousness,  and  hSted  iniquity; 
therefore  God,  even  thy  God,  hath  anointed  thee 
with  the  oil  of  gladness  above  thy  fellows. 
And,  Thou,  Lord,  in  the  beginning  hast  laid 
the  foundation  of  the  earth;  and  the  heavens 
are  the  works  of  thine  hands :  they  shall  perish, 
but  tiiou  remainest ;  and  they  all  shall  wax  old 
as  doth  a  garment ;  and  as  a  vesture  shalt  t]K)u 
fold  them  up,  and  they  shall  be  changed ;  but 
thou  art  the  same,  and  thy  years  dball  not  fail. 

The  Gospix.    St.  John  i.  1. 

Fthe  beginning  was  the  Wcwd,  and  the 
Word  was  wi&  God,  and  the  Word  was 
God.  The  same  was  in  the  beginning  with 
God.  All  things  were  made  by  him;  and 
without  him  was  not  any  ihing  made  that  was 
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made.  In  him  vtbs  life,  iqid  the  life  ^as  the 
light  of  men.  And  the  light  shineth  in  dark* 
neoBy  and  the  darkness  comprehended  it  not. 
There  was  a^  man  sent  from  God,  whose  name 
was  John.  Thesame  emne  for  a  witness^  to  beaj? 
witness  of  the  Li^t,  that  all  men  through  him 
might  belieye.  He  was  not  that  light,  1^  was 
sent  to  bear  witness  oi  that  Light.  That  w.as 
the  true  Light,  whidi  lighteth  every  man  that 
Cometh  into  the  world.  He  was  in  the  world, 
and  the  world  was  made  l^  hun,  and  the  world 
knew  him  not.  He  came  unto  bis  owp,  and 
his  own  received  him  not.  But  as  many  as 
received  him,  to  them  gave  he  power  to  become 
the  sons  of  God,  even  to  them  that  believe  on 
his  Name :  which  were  bom,  not  of  Wood,  nor 
of  the  will  of  the  flesh,  nor  of  the  will  of  man, 
but  of  God.  And  the  .Word  was  made  flesh, 
and  dwelt  among  us,  (and  we  beheld  his  gloiy, 
the  glory  as  of  t£e  Only-begotten  of  the  Father,) 
foil  of  grace  and  truth.

ALMIGHTY  God,  who  hast  given  us  thy 
only  begotten  Son  to  take  our  nature 
upon  him,  and  as  at  this  time  to  be  born  of  a 
pure  virgin;  Grant  that  we  being  regenerate, 
and  made  thy  children  by  adoption  and  grace, 
may  daily  be  renewed  by  &iy  Holy  Spirit; 
through  die  same  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who 
Hveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the  same 
Spirit,    ever   one    Grod,    world    without    end. 
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The  Episixe.    GsI.  iy.  1. 

NOW  I  say,  that  Ae-heiir,  as  lohg  as  he  is  a 
child,  diflereth  -noOnng  from  a  servant, 
thou^  he  be  lord  of  all ;  but  is  under  tutors 
and  goremors,  until  the  ixtae  appdnted  of  the 
&ther.  Even  so  We,  when  we  were  children, 
were  in  bondage  under  the  elanents  of  the 
world;  but  when  the  fhlness  of  the  time  was 
come,  God  sent  forth  his  Son,  made  of  a  w(Hnan, 
made.under  the  Law,  to  redeem  them  that  were 
under  the  Law,  that  we  might  receive  the  adop- 
tion of  sons.  Aiid  because  ye  are  sons,  God 
hath  sent  forth  the  Spirit  oi  his  Son  into  yclur 
hearts,  crying,  Abba,  Father.  Wherefore  Ulou 
art  no  more  a  servant,  but  a  son ;  and  if  a  son, 
then  an  heir  of  Grod,  through  Christ. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Matt.  i.  18. 

THE  birth  of  Jesus  Christ  was  on  this  wise. 
When  as  his  mother  Mary  was  espoused 
to  Joseph,  before  they  came  together,  she  was 
found  with  child  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  Then 
Joseph  her  hii^band,  bemg  a  juat  man,  and  not 
wiUuig  to  nxahe  I^r  a  publie  example,  was 
minded  to  put  h&t  away  privSly.  But  wMle  he 
thought  on.  ihe^e  things,  behold,  the  m^  of 
the  Lord  appeared  unto  him  in  a  dseam,  caying^ 
Joseph,  thou  son  of  David,  fear  ftot  to  teke 
iBtto  thee  Mary  thy  wife;  for  that  which  is 
conceived  in  her  is  of  the  Holy  Ghost*  And 
she  riiall  bring  forth  a  son,  and  thou  ^lalt  caH 
his  name  JESUS; for  be  shall  save  las  people 
fiom  their  sina.  (Now  all  this  was  dome,  that  it 
mt^t  be  fulfilled  which  was  spokai  4$i  the  Lord 
by  the  prophet,  saying,  Bdaold,  a  vitgin  shall 
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be  with  child,  and  shall  bring  forth  a  son,  and 
they  sdiall  call  his  name  Iknmanuel,  which, 
being  interpreted,  is,  God  with  us.)  Then 
Joseph  being  raised  from  sleep  did  as  the 
angel  of  the  Lord  had  bidden  him,  and  took 
unto  him  his  wife ;  and  knew  her  not  till  she 
had  brought  forth  her  first-bom  son :  and  he 
called  his  name  JESUS. 


THE  CIRCUMCISION  OP  CHRIST. 
The  Collect. 

ALMIGHTY  God,  who  madest  fliy  blessed 
Son  to  be  circumcised,  and  obedient  to 
the  law  for  man ;  Grant  us  the  true  circumcision 
of  the  Spirit; that,  our  hearts, and  all  ourmem- 
bers,being  mortified  from  all  worldly  and  carnal 
lusts,  we  may  in  all  things  obey  thy  blessed 
will ;  through  the  sjame  thy  Son  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.   Amen. 

The  Epistle.     Rom.  iv.  8. 

BLESSED  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Lord 
will  not  impute  sin.  Cometh  this  blessed- 
ness then  upon  Ae  Circumcision  only,  or  upon 
^eUnciicumcision  also?  For  we  say,  that  feith 
was  reckoned  to  Abraham  for  ri^teousness. 
How  was  it  then  reckoned?  when  he  was  in 
circumcision  or  in  uncircumcision  ?  Not  in  cir- 
cumcision, but  in  uncircumcision.  And  he 
received  tfie  sign  of  circumcision,  a  seal  of  the 
ri^teousness  of  the  frith  which  he  had  yet 
being  uncircumcised ;  that  he  might  be  the 
&ther  of  41  them  that  beliere,  thou^  they  be 
juot  circumcised;    that  ri^teousness  might  be 
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imputed  unto  them  abo:  wnd  the  fidher  of 
circumcision  to  them  who  are  not  of  due  Cir* 
cumci^on  only,  but  also  -walk  in  the  steps  of 
that  faith  of  our  Jath^  Abraham,  which  he  had 
being  yet  undrcumcised.  For  the  promise,  that 
he  should  be  the  heir  of  the  worid,  was  not  to 
Abraham,  or  to  his  seed,  throu^  the  Law,  but 
through  the  righteousness  c^  faith.  For  if  tbeiy 
which  are  of  the  Law  be  heirs,  faith  is  made 
Yoid,  and  the  promise  made  of  none  effect* 

The  Gospel.  St.  hake  ii.  15. 
A  KD  it  came  to  pass,  as  the  angels  weve 
^^jL  gone  away  from  them  into  heaven,  the 
shepherds  said  one  to  another,  Let  us  now  gp 
even  unto  Bethlehem,  and  see  this  thine  which 
is  come  to  pass,  which  the  Lord  hath  made 
known  unto  us.  And  they  came  with  haste, 
and  found  Mary  and  Joseph,  and  the  babe 
lying  in  a  manger.  And  when  they  had  seen 
it,  mey  made  known  abroad  the  saying  which 
was  told  them  concerning  this  child.  And  all 
they  that  heard  it  won<fered  at  those  things 
which  were  told  them  by  the  shepherds.  But 
Mary  kept  all  the^e  things^  and  pondered  them 
in  her  heart.  And  the  shepherds  returned, 
glorifying  and  praising  God  for  all  the  thinfi;s 
mat  they  had  heard  and  seen,  as  it  was  told 
unto  them.  And  wl^en  ei^t  days  were  accom* 
plished  for  .the  circumctioi]^  of  the .  child,  his 
name  was  called  JESUSS,  wich  was  so  named 
of  the  angel  before  he  was  conceived  in  the 
womb.

FOR  this  cause,  I  Paul,  the  prisoner  of  Jesusr 
Christ  for  you  Gentiles ;  tf  ye  have  heard 
of  the  dispensation  of  the  grace  of  Grod,  which 
is  given  me  to  you- ward :  how  that  by  revela- 
tion he  made  known  unto  me  the  mystery  (as  I 
wrote  afore  in  few  words,  whereby,  when  ye 
read,  ye  may  understand  my  knowledge  in  the 
mystery  of  Christ)  which  in  other  ages  was  not 
made  known  unto  the  sons  of  men,  as  it  is 
now  revealed  unto  his  holy  Apostles  and  Pro- 
phets by  the  Spirit ;  that  the  Gentiles  should  be 
feHow^heirs,  and  of  the  same  body,  and  par- 
takers of  his  promise  in  Christ,  by  the  Gospel : 
whereof  I  was  made  a  minister,  according  to 
the  gift  of  the  grace  of  God  given  unto  me  by 
the  effectual  working  of  his  power.  Unto  me, 
who  am  less  than  the  l^ast  of  all  saints,  is  this 
grace  given,  that  I  should  preach  among  the 
Gentiles  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ;  and 
to  make  all  men  see  what  is  the  ffeUowship  of 
the  mystery,  which  from  the  beginning  of  the 
wodd  hatll  been  hid  in  God,  who  crei^ed  aS 

things  by  Jesus  Christ:  to  the  intent  that  now 
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unlo  ihe  pnDcipaUtie&  ai|d  powera  in  heareniy 
places  might  be  known  by  the  church  the 
manifold  wisdom  of  God,  according  to  the 
eternal  purpase  whioh  he  purposed  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Ijocd:  in  whom  we  have  boldness 
and  access  with  confidence  by  the  fidth  of  him. 

The  Gosp£l«     St.  Matt«  ii.  1. 

WHEN  Jesus  was  bom  in  BetUe^em  of 
Judea,  in  the  days  of  Herod  the  king, 
behold,  there  came  wise  men  £rom  the  East  to 
Jerusalem,  saying,  Where  is  he  that  k  bom 
King  of  the  Jews?  for  we  have  seen  his  star  in 
the  East,  and  are  come  t^  woiship  him.  When 
Herod  the  king  had  heard  these  things,  he  wis 
troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem  with  him.  And 
when  he  had  gathered  all  the  chief  priests  and 
scribes  of  the  people  together,  he  demanded  of 
them  where  Christ  should  be  bom.  And  they 
said  unto  him,  In  Bethlehem  of  Judea:  for  thus 
it  is  written  by  the  prophet.  And  thou  Bethlo- 
hem  in  the  land  of  Juda,  art  not  the  least  among 
the  princes  of  Judia;  for  out  of  thee  shall  coo^ 
a  Ooremor,  tbat  sibaU  rule  igeiy  people  Ista^. 
Then  Herod,  when  he  had  privily  ealled  the 
wise  men,  enqw^l  of  Hiem  dihgently  what 
time  the  star  appeart^.  And  he  sent  mem  to 
JBeftfaUiem,  and  sa«d^  60^ 'Md  seai^  diligently 
ibr.the  yctaig  Aaid;  afid^wiien  ye  httre  found 
him,  bring  me  word  a^s^,  that  {  may  come  and 
wmship  hiin  dtoo.  When  th^y  had  beard*  the 
kingv  they  departed ;  -and,  lo,  the  star  which  1 
Ihey  saw  in  tiie  East  w«nt  brfore  them,  tiB  it 
came  and  stood  over'  where  the  young  cKld  I 
Wken  thqr  8«w  the  star,  they  rejoiced  J 
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vfiih  exceeding  great  joy.  And  wh«i  they  "were 
come  iato  the  house,  they  saw  the  young  child 
with  Mary  his  mother,  and  fell  down  and  ww- 
shipped  him :  and  when  thiey  had  opened  their 
treasures,  they  presented  unto  him  gifts ;  gold, 
and  frankincense,  and  myirh.  And  heing 
warned  of  God  in  a  dream  that  they  should  not 
return  to  Herod,  they  departed  into  their  own 
country  another  way.

And  he  saith  unto  them,  Draw  out  now,  and 
bear  unto  the  governor  of  the  feast.  And  they 
bare  it.  When  the  ruler  of  the  feast  had  tasted 
the  water  that  was  made  wine,  and  knew  not 
whence  it  was,  (but  the  servants  which  drew 
the  water  knew,)  the  governor  of  the  feast  called 
the  bridegroom,  and  saith  unto  him,  Evay  man 
at  the  beginning  doth  set  forth  good  wine,  and 
when  men  have  well  drunk,  then  that  which 
is  worse;  but  thou  hast  kept  the  good  wine 
until  now.  This  beginning  of  miracles  did 
Jesus  in  Cana  of  Galilee,  and  manifested  forth 
his  glory,  and  his  disciples  believed  on  him.

For  for  this 
cause  pay  ye  tribute  also ;  for  they  are  God's 
ministers,  attending  continually  upon  this  very 
thing.  Raider  therefore  to  all  their  dues ; 
tribute  to  whom  tribute  is  due,  custom  to  whom 
custom,  fear  to  whom  fear,  honour  to  whom 
honour.

And  he  said  uuto  them.  Go.  And  when  they 
were  come  out,  tbey  wmt  into  liie  henl  ol 
swine:  and  behold,  the  whole  herd. of  twine 
tan  violently  down  a  steep  platce  into  the  sea^ 
and  periled  'in  ike  waters.

BEHOLD,  what  manner  oi  love  the  Father 
hath  bestowed  upon  us,  tiiat  we  should 
be  called  the  sons  of  God :  therefore  the  world 
knoweth  us  not,  because  it  knew  him  not. 
Beloved,  now  are  we  the  sons  of  God,  and  it 
doih  not  yet  appear  what  we  shall  be :  but  we 
know,  that,  when  He  shall  appear,  we  shall  be 
like  him ;  fer  we  shall  see  him  as  he  is.  And 
eveiy  man  that  hath  this  hope  in  him  purifieth 
himself,  even  as  he  is  pure.  Whosoever  com- 
mitteth  sin  trassgreaselh  also  the  Law :  ^r  ^  I 
is  the  transgresBion  of  the  Law.  And  ye  know 
that  He  was  manifested  to  take  away  our  sins ; 
and  in  Um  is  no  smi.  Whosoever  abideth  in 
him,  fflnneth  not:  whosoever  anneth  hath  not 
—55  FT 
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seen  him>  i^ther  koo'vingi  him.  Little  childvei^ 
let  no  man  deceive  you:  he  that  doedi  iighfceo«»* 
ness  is  righteous,  even  as  he  is  righteous.  He 
that  committeth  sin  is  of  the  devil  ]  for  the  devil 
sinneth  from  the  b^innin^.  For  this  purpose 
the  Son  of  God  whs  manifested,  that  he  might 
destroy  the  works  of  the  devil. 

The  GrospEL.     St.  Matt.  xxiv.  23. 

THEN  if  any  man  shall  say  unto  you,  Lo, 
here  is  Christ,  or  there;  believe  it  not. 
For  there  shall  arise  false  Christs,  and  &lse 
prophets,  and  shall  show  great  signs  and  won- 
ders; insomuch  that  (if  it  were  possible)  they 
4iall  deceive  the  very  elect.  Behold,  I  have 
told  you  before.  Wherefore,  if  they  shall  say 
unto  you,  Behold,  he  is  in  the  desert ;  go  not 
forth :  Behold,  he  is  in  the  secret  chambers ; 
believe  it  not.  For  as  the  hghtning  cometh  out 
of  the  east,  and  shineth  even  unto  the  west ;  so 
shall  also  the  coming  of  the  Soa  of  Man  be. 
For  wheresoever  the  carcase  is,  there  will  the 
eagles  be  ^thered  together.  Immediately  after 
the  tribulation  of  those  days  shall  the  son  be 
darkened,  and  the  moon  shall  not  give  her 
light,  and  the  stars  shall  &11  from  heaven,  and 
the  powers,  of  the  heavens  shall  be  shaken. 
And  then  shall  appear  the  sign  of  the  Son  of 
Man  in  heaven ;  and  then  shaU  all  the  tribes  of 
the  earth  mourn,  and  they  shall  see  the  Son  of 
Man  comiAg  in  the  clouds  of  heaven,  with  power 
and  great  glory.  And  he  shall  send  his  anaels 
with  a  great  sound  of  a  trumpet,  and  they  &/31 
gather  together  his  elect  from  ^le  four  winds, 
■^  from  one  end  of  heaven  to  the  other.

KNOW  ye  not,  that  they  which  run  in  a 
race  run  all,  but  one  receiveth  the  prizej 
So  run,  that  ye  may  obtain.  And  ^vtrf  man 
&at  striveth  for  the  masteiy,  is  temperate  in  all 
things.  Now  they  do  it  to  obtain  a  corruptible 
crown,  but  we  an  incorruptible.  I  therefore 
so  run,  not  as  uncertainly;  so  fight  I,  not  as 
one  that  beateth  the  air :  but  I  keep  under  my 
body,  and  bring  it  into  subjection,  lest  that  by 
any  means,  wheii  I  have  preached  to  others,  I 
myself  should  be  a  cast-away. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Matt.  xx.  1. 
ri^HE  Idngdom  of  heaven  is  like  unto  a  man 
J.      that  is  an  householder,  which  went  out 
early  in  the  morning  to  hire  kbourofs  into  his 
vineyard.     And  when  he  had  agreed  with  the 
labourers  for  a  pennv  b  day,  he  sent  them  into 
his  vineyaid.    And  be  went  out  about  the  thkd 
hour,    aad    saw   others   standing  idle   in  the 
market-place,  and  said  \mto  them,  Go  ye  also  I 
into  the  vineyard,  and  whatsoever  is  xi^it  1  wUl  I 
give  you.    And  they  ^<sbX  their  way.     Again  1 
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he  went  out  about  the  sixth  and  ninth  hour,  and 
did  likewise.  And  about  the  eleventh  hour  he 
jwent  out,  and  found  others  standing  idle,  and 
Isaith  unto  them,  Why  stand  ye  here  all  the  day 
idle?  They  say  unto  him.  Because  no  man 
hath  hired  us.  He  saith  unto  them,  Go  ye  also 
into  the  vineyard,  and  whatsoever  is  right,  that 
shall  ye  receive.  So  when  even  was  come,  the 
lord  of  the  vineyard  saith  unto  his  steward.  Call 
the  labourers,  and  give  them  their  hire,  begin- 
ning from  the  last  unto  the  first.  And  when 
they  came  that  were  hired  about  the  eleventh 
hour,  they  received  every  man  a  penny.  But 
when  the  first  came,  they  supposed  that  they 
thould  have  received  more ;  and  they  likewise 
received  every  man  a  penny.  And  when  they 
had  received  it,  they  murmured  against  the 
good-man  of  the  house,  saying.  These  last  have 
wrought  but  one  hour,  and  thou  hast  made  them 
equal  unto  us,  which  have  borne  the  burden  and 
heat  of  the  day*  But  he  answered  one  of  them, 
and  said.  Friend,  I  do  thee  no  wrong ;  didst  not 
thou  agree  with  me  for  a  penny?  Take  that 
thine  is,  and  go  thy  way ;  I  will  rive  unto  this 
last  even  as  unto  thee.  Is  it  not  lawful  for  me 
to  do  what  I  will  with  mine  own  ?  Is  thine  eye 
evil,  because  I  am  good  ?  So  the  last  shall  be 
first,  and  the  first  last :  for  many  be  called,  but 
few  chosen.

Y£  suffer  fools  gladly,  seeing  ye  yourselves 
are  wise.  For  ye  suffer,  if  a  man  bring 
you  into  bondage,  if  a  man  devour  you,  if  a 
man  take  of  you,  if  a  man  exalt  himself,  if  a 
man  smite  you  on  the  &ce*  I  speak  as  concern- 
ing reproach,  as  though  we  had  been  weak. 
Howbeit,  whereinsbever  any  is  bold,  (I  speak 
foolidily,)  I  am  bold  also.  Are  they  Hebrews  ? 
so  am  I.  Are  they  Israelites  ?  so  am  I.  Are  they 
the  seed  of  Abraham  ?  so  am  L  Are  they  minis- 
ters of  Christ  ?  (I  speak  as  a  fool)  I  am  more ; 
in  labours  more  abundant,  in  stripes  above 
measure,  in  prisons  more  frequent,  in  deaths 
oft.  Of  the  Jews  five  times  received  I  forty 
stripes  save  one ;  thrice  was  I  beaten  with  rods, 
once  was  I  stoned,  thrice  I  suffered  shipwreck, 
a  night  and  a  day  I  have  been  in  the  deep ;  in 
joumeyings  ofb^,  in  perils  of  waters,  in  perils 
of  robbers,  in  perils  by  mine  own  countrymen, 
in  perils  by  the  heathai,  in  perils  in  the  city, 
in  perils  in  the  wilderness,  in  perils  in  the  sea, 
in  perils  among  false  brethren;  in  weariness 
and  painfiilness,  in  watchings  often,  in  hunger 
and  durst,  in  &stings  often,  in  cold  and  naked- 
ness. Besides  those  things  that  are  widuHit, 
that  which  cometh  upon  me  daily,  the  care  of 
all  the  churches.  Who  is  weak,  and  I  am  not 
weak?  who  is  off«ided,  and  I  bum  not?  If  I 
must  needs  glory,  I  will  glory  of  the  things 
w^hich  concern  mine  inftrmities.     The  God  and 
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Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  which  is  blessed 
for  evermore,  knowe&  &at  I  lie  not. 

Thr  Gospel.     St.  Luke  viii.  4. 

WHEN  much  people  were  gathered  together, 
and  were  come  to  him  out  of  every  city, 
he  spake  by  a  parable.  A  sower  went  out  to 
sow  his  seed :  and  as  he^  sowed';  some  fell  by 
the  way-side,  and  it  was  trodden  down,  and  the 
fowls  of  the  air  devoured  it.  And  some  fell 
upon  a  rock ;  and  as  soon  as  it  was  sprung  up, 
it  withered  away,  because  it  lacked  moisture. 
And  some  fell  among  thorns ;  and  the  thomis 
sprang  up  with  it,  and  choked  it.  And  other  fell 
on  good  ground,  and  sprang  up,  and  bare  fruit 
an  hundred-fold.  And  when  he  had  said  these 
things,  he  cried,  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let 
him  hear.  And  his  disciples  asked  him,  saying. 
What  might  this  parable  be?  And  he  said. 
Unto  you  it  is  given  to  know  the  mysteries  of 
the  kingdom  of  God :  but  to  others  in  parables  ; 
that  seeing  they  might  not  see,  and  hearing 
they  might  not  understand.  Now  the  parable 
is  this:  The  seed  is  the  Word  of  God.  Those 
by  the  way-side  are  they  that  hear ;  then  cometh 
the  devil,  and  taketh  away  the  word  out  of  their 
hearts,  lest  th^y  should  believe  and  be  saved. 
They  on  the  rock  are  they,  which,  when  they 
hear,  receive  the  v^ord  with  joy;  and  these 
have  no  root,  which  for  a  wiiile  beheve,  and  in 
time  of  temptation  fall  away.  And  that  which 
fell  among  thorns  are  they,  which,  when  they 
have  heaid,  go  forA,  and  are  choked  with  cares 
and  riches  and  pleasures  of  this  life,  and  brin^ 
no  fruit  to  perfection.     But  that  on  the  good 
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groQiid  are  ihej^vrbidb,  in  an  honest  and 
heart,  haying  beard  the  word,  keep  it,  and  br 
Ibrdi  fnit  -with  patience.

And  though  I  bestow  aU  my  soods  to 
feed  the  poor,  and  thou^  I  ^ye  my  body  to  be 
burned,  and  have  not  chanty,  it  }m>fiteth  me 
nothing.  Charity  suffered)  long,  aAd  is  kind ; 
charity  enyieth  not ;  diarity  yaunteth  not  itself, 
is  not  pufied  up,  doth  not  behaye  ita^  unseem- 
ly;  sedbath  not  her  own,  i»  not  easily  provoked 
Ihuiketh  no  evU,  rejoiceih  not  in.  miquity,  bul 
leioiceth  in  the.  truth ;  beareA  all  thuigs,  be 
Ueveth  all  ttogs,  hopeth  rfl  things,  endureth  ai 
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thiags.  Charity  never  failcth :  but  whether  ik&e 
be  prophecies,  thej  shall  &ii ;  whether  there  be 
tongues,  they  shall  cease;  whether  thene  be 
knowledge,  it  shall  vanish  away.  For  we  know 
in  part,  and  we  prophesy  in  part ;  but  when 
that  which  is  perfect  is  come,  then  tiiat  which  is 
in  part  shaQ  be  done  away.  When  I  was  a 
child,  I  spake  as  a  child,  I  understood  as  a  child, 
I  thought  as  a  child ;  but  when  I  became  a  man, 
I  put  away  childish  things.  For  now  we  see 
through  a  glass,  darkly ;  but  then  face  to  face : 
now  1  know  in  part ;  but  then  shall  I  know  even 
as  also  I  am  known.  And  now  abideth  faith, 
hope,  charity,  these  three ;  but  the  greatest  of 
these  is  charity. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Luke  xviii.  31, 

THEN  Jesus  took  unto  him  the  twelve,  and 
said  unto  them,  Behold,  we  go  up  to  Jeru- 
salem, and  all  things  that  are  written  by  the 
prophets  concerning  the  Son  of  Man  shall  be 
accomplished.  For  he  shall  be  delivered  unto 
the  Greoitiles,  and  shall  be  mocked,  and  spitefully 
entreated,  and  spitted  on :  and  they  shall  scourge 
him,  and  put  him  to  death ;  and  the  third  day 
he  shall  rise  again.

jrigfat  hand  and  on  the  left,  by  honour  and  dis- 
honour, by  evil  report  and  good  report;  as 
deceivers,  and  yet  tiue;  ias  unknown,  and  yet 
well  known ;  as  dying,  and  behold  we  live ;  as 
chastened,  and  not  killed;  as  sorrowful,  yet 
alway  rejoicing;  as  poor,  yet  making  manv 
rich ;  as  having  nothii!^,  and  yet  possessing  aU 
things.

THEN  was  Jesus  led  up  of  the  Spirit  into  the 
wilderness,  to  be  tempted  of  the  devil.

He  shall  ^ve  his  vsgds  charge  cour 
ceming  thee ;  and  in  their  hands  they  shall  bear 
th^  up,  lest  at  any  time  thou  dash  thy  foot 
against  a  stone.  Jesus  said  unto  him.  It  is 
written  again,  Thou  shalt  not  tempt  the  Lo&n 
thy  God.  Agun  the  deiril  taketh  him  up  into  1 
an  exceeding  hi^  mountain,  and  showeti^  him  | 
aU  tbe  kingdoms  of  the  world,  and  the  glory  of  \ 
^ ., -_  - 
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Aesm ;  and  saitb  unto  him,  AH  these  things  WlH 
I  give  thee,  if  diou  wilt  fail  down  and  worship 
me.  Then  saith  Jesus  unto  him,  Get  thee 
hence,  Satan !  for  it  is  written,  Thou  shalt  wor- 
ship the  Lord  thy  God,  and  him  onlyi^ialt  thou 
serve.  Then  the  devil  leaveth  him,  and  behcdd, 
soigels  came  and  ministered  unto  him.

WE  beseech  you,  brethren,  and  exhort  yoH 
by  the  Lord  Jesus,  ttiat  as  ye  have 
received  of  us  how  ye  ought  to  walk  and  to 
please  Grod,  so  ye  would  abound  more  and 
more.  For  ye  know  what  commandments  we 
gave  you  by  the  Lord  Jesus.

Then  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  her, 
O  woman,  great  b  thy  feiA :  be  it  unto  tfaee 
even  as  thou  wilt  And  her  daughter  was 
made  whole  from  that  very  hour.

The  Epistle..  Eph.  r.  1. 

BE  ye  therefore  followers  of  God,  as  dear 
children;  and  walk  in  love,  as  Christ 
also  hath  loved  tis,  and  hath  ^ven  himself 
for  us,  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice  to  God 
for  a  sweet-fflnelling  savour.  But  fornication, 
and  all  uncleanness,  or  covetousness,  let  it 
not  be  once  named  amongst  jou,  as  beeomedi 
saints;  neither  filtfainess,  nor  foolish  talking, 
nor  jestinff,  which  are  not  convenient;  but 
rather  givmg  of  thanks.  For  this  ye  know, 
that  no  whoremonger,  nor  unclean  person,  nor 
covetous  man,  who  is  afi  idolater,  hath  any 
inheritance  in  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  and  of 
God.  Let  no  man  deceive  you  widi  vain 
words;  for  because  of  diese  things  cometh  the 
wradi  of  <jod  upon  the  children  of  disobedience. 
Be  not  ye  therefore  partakers  with  them.  Forye 
were  sometimes  darkness,  but  now  are  ye  light 
in  the  Lord :  walk  as  children  of  li^t ;  (for  me 
fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  in  all  g<>odness,  and 
ri^teousness,  and  truth;)proving  what  is  accept- 
able unto  the  Lord.  And  have  no  fellowship 
wfih  the  unfruitful  works  of  daikness,  but  rather 
reprove  them.  For  it  is  a  ^hame  even  to  speak 
of  those  things  which  ar^  done  of  them  in 
secret.  But  all  things  that  are  reproved  are 
made  manifest  by  the  li^t;  for  whatsoever  doth 
make  manifest  is  light.  Wherefore  he  saith, 
Awake,  thou  that  sleepest,  and  arise  from  the 
dead,  and  Christ  shall  ^ve  thee  light. 

The  Gospel.    St.  Luke  xi.  14. 

JESUS  was  casting  out  a  devil,  and  it  was 
dumb.  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the 
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deril was  gone  out«tbe  dumb  spake;  md  the 
people  wondered.  JBut  some  of  tfaem  said,  He 
casteth  out  deyils  through  Beelzebub,  the  chief 
of  devils.  And  others,  tempting  hun,  sou^t 
of  him  a  sign  from  heaven.  Btit  he,  knowing 
ffaeir  thoughts,  said  unto  tiliem,  Eveiy  kingdom 
divided  against  itseif  is  bn>i^t  to  desokrtioa; 
and  a  houde  divided  against  a  nouse,  falleth.  If 
Satan  also  be  divided  against  himself,  how  shall 
his  kin^om  stand  ?  because  ye  say  that  I  cast 
out  devib  through  Beelzebub.  And  if  I  by 
Beelzebub  cast  out  devils,  by  whom  do  your 
sons  cast  them  out  ?#therefore  «iall  they  be  your 
judges.  But  if  I  with  the  finger  of  God  cast 
out  devils,  no  doubjb  the  kingdom  of  God  is 
come  upon  you.  When  a  strong  man  anned 
keepe&  his  palace,  his  goods  are  m  peace ;  but 
when  a  stronger  than  he  stall  come  upcm  him, 
and  oreccome  him,  he  taketh  from  him  all  his 
armour  wherein  he  trusted,  and  dividetb  his 
apcHls.  He  that  is  not  with  me  ia  against  me ; 
and  he  that  gathereth  not  with  me  acalAeretk. 
When  the  uncSean  spirit  is  gone  out  of  a  man, 
he  walketh  dirou^  diy  places, seeking  rest;  and 
finding  none,  he  saith,  I  will  return  unto  my 
house  violence  I  came  out.  And  when  he 
Cometh,  he  findeth  it  swept  and  ganuAed. 
Then  goedi  he,  and  takethi  to  him  seven  other 
spirits  more  wicked  than  himself ;  and  th^  enter 
in,  and  dwell  there :  and  the  last  state  of  that 
man  is  worse  than  the  first.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  as  be  spake  Uiese  things,  a  certain  wcttnan  i 
ofthe  company  lifted  up  her  vxHce,  and  said  unto  ' 
him.  Blessed  is  the  womb  that  bare  thee,  and 
the  paps  whidi  thou  hastsudced.     But  he  said, 
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Yea  rather,  blessed  are  theyAat  hear  the  Word 
of  God,  and.  keep  it.

TELL  me,  ye  that  desire  to  be  und«r  the 
Law,  do  ye  not  hear  the  Law  ?  For  it  is 
written,  that  Abndiam  had  two  sons,  the  one  by 
a  bond*maid,  the  other  by  a  free- woman.  But 
he  who  was  of  the  bond- woman  was  bom  after 
the  flesh;  but  he  of  the  free- woman  was  by 
promise.  Which  things  are  an  allegory:  for 
these  are  the  two  covenants;  the  one  from 
Mount  Sinai,  which  gendereth  to  bondage, 
which  is  Agar.  For  this  Agar  is  mount  Sinai 
in  Arabia,  and  answereth  to  Jerusalem  which 
now  is,  and  is  in  bondage  with  her  children. 
But  Jerusalem  which  is  above  is  fi«e,  which 
is  the  mother  of  us  all.  For  it  is  written. 
Rejoice,  thou  barren  that  bearest  not;  break 
forth  and  cry,  thou  that  travailest  not :  for  the 
desolate  hadi  many  more  children  than  she 
which  hath  an  husband.  Now  we,  brethren, 
as  Isaac  was,  are  the  children  of  promise.  But 
as  then  he  that  was  born  after  the  flesh  perse- 
cuted him  that  was  bom  after  the  spirit,   even 

so  it  is  now.      Nevertheless,  what  saith  the 
—  _ 
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Scripture?  Cast  out  the  bond-woman  and  her 
son;  for  the  son  of  the  bond-woman  shall  not 
be  hdr  with  the  son  of  the  free-woman.  So 
dieD)  brethren,  we  are  not  chiMren  of  the  hood* 
woman,  but  of  the  firee. 

The  Gospel.     St.  John  vi.  1. 

JESUS  went  over  the  sea  of  GalUeei  which  is 
the  Sea  of  Tiberias.  And  a  great  multitude 
followed  him,  because  they  saw  his  mixagl^ 
which  he  did  on  tliem  that  were  diseased.  And 
Jesus  went  up  into  a  mountain,  and  there  he 
sat  with  his  disciples.  And  the  Passover,  a 
feast  of  the  Jews,  was  nigh.  When  Jesus  then 
lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  saw  a  great  company  come 
unto  hun,  he  saith  unto  Philip,  Whence  shall 
we  buy  bread,  that  these  may  eat  ?  (And  this 
he  said  to  prove  him ;  for  he  himself  knew 
what  he  would  do.)  Philip  answered  him,  Two 
hundred  penny-worth  of  bread  is  not  sufficient 
for  them,  that  eveiy  one  of  them  may  take  a 
littk.  One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew,  Simon 
Peter^s  brother,  saith  unto  him,  There  is  a  lad 
here,  which  hath  five  barley  loaves,  and  two 
smaU  fishes :  but  what  are  they  among  so  many  ? 
And  Jesus  said,  Make  the  men  sit  down.  Now 
there  was  much  grass  in  the  place.  So  the 
men  sat  down,  in  number  about  five  thousand. 
And  Jesus  took  the  loaves ;  and  when  he  had 
given  thanks,  he  distributed  to  the  disciples,  and 
die  disciples  to  them  that  were  set  down ;  and 
likewise  of  the  fishes  as  much  as  they  would. 
When  they  were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  disci- 
ples, Gather  up  the  fragments  that  remain,  that 
nothing  be  lost.  Therefore  they  gathered  them 
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together,  and  filled  twdve  baskets  with  tlie 
fragments  of  the  five  barley  loaves,  ^vfakh 
remained  over  and  above,  unto  them  that  had 
eaten.  Then  those  men,  when  diej  had  seen  the 
miracle  that  Jesus  did,  said,  This  is  of  a  tratii 
that  Prophet  that  should  come  into  the  world.

CHRIST  being  come  an  High-Priest  of  good 
.  thin^  to  come,  by  a  greater  and  more 
perfect  tabernacle,  not .  made  with  hands ;  that 
is  to  say,  not  of  this  building ;  neither  by  the 
I  blood  of  goats  and  calves,  but  by  his  own 
I  blood  he  entered  in  once  into  the  Holy  Hace, 
I  having  obtained  eternal  redemption  for  us. 
For  if  the  blood  of  bulls  and  of  goats,  and  the 
ashes  of  an  heifer  sprinkling  the  unclean,  sancti* 
fieth  to  the  purifying  of  the  flosh ;  how  much 
more  shall  the  blood  of  Christ,  who,  through 
the  eternal  Spirit,  oflered  himself  without  spot 
to  God,  purge  your  conscience  from  dead  works 
to  serve  the  living  God?  And  for  this  cause 
he  is  the  Mediator  of  the  new  testament,  that 
by  means  of  death,  for  the  redemption  of  the 
ti*an$gressions  that  were  under  the  first  testa- 
ment, they  which  are  called  might  receive  the 
promise  of  eternal  inheritance.

JESUS  said,  Whieh  of  you  canyinceth  me 
of  sin  ?  And  if  I  say  the  tnitKy  why  do 
ye  not  beHeve  me  ?  He  that  is  of  Grod  heareth 
God's  words:  ye  therefore  hear  them  not, 
because  ye  are  not  &{  God.  Then  answered 
the  Jews,  and  said  unto  him,  Say  we  not  well 
ttiat  thou  art  a  Samaritan,  and  hast  a  devil? 
Jesus  answered,  I  have  not  a  devil ;  but  I 
honour  my  Father,  and  ye  do  dishonour  me. 
And  I  seek  not  mine  own  glorv :  th^e  is  One 
that  seeketh  and  judgeth.  Veruy,  yerily,  I  sav 
unto  you,  If  a  man  keep  my  saying,  he  shaU 
never  see  death.  Then  said  die  Jews  unto  him, 
Now  we  know  that  thou  hast  a  devil.  Abraham 
is  dead,  and  the  prophets ;  and  thou  sayest,  I^ 
a  man  keep  my  saying,  he  shall  never  taste  of 
death.  Art  thou  greater  than  our  fioher  Abra* 
ham,  which  is  dead  ?  and  the  prophets  are 
dead:  whom  makest  thou  thyself?  Jesus 
answered.  If  I  honoar  myself,  my  honour  is 
nothing:  it  is  my  Father  that  honoureth  me; 
of  whom  ye  say,  that  he  is  your  God.  Yet  ye 
have  not  known  him ;  but  I  know  him :  and  if 
I  should  say,  I  know  him  not,  I  shall  be  a  liar 
like  unto  you ;  but  I  know  lum,  and  keep  his 
^y^g*  Your  &ther  Abraham  rejoiced  to  see 
my  day;  and  he  saw  it,  and  was  glad,  llien 
said  the  Jews  unto  him,  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty 
years  old,  and  hast  thou  seen  Abraham  ?  Jesus 
said  unto  them,  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  you, 
before  Abraham  was,  I  AM.  Then  took  *cy  up 
stones  to  cast  at  him;  but  Jesus  hid  himself, 
and  went  out  of  the  temple.  ^

LET  this  mind  be  in  you,  which  was  also  in 
Christ  Jesus :  who,  being  in  the  form  of 
Grod,  thought  it  not  robbery  to  be  equal  with 
God ;  but  made  himself  of  no  reputation,  and 
took  upon  him  the  form  of  a  servant,  and  was 
made  in  the  Kkeness  of  men :  and  being  found 
in  fashion  as  a  man,  he  humbled  himself,  and 
became  obedient  unto  death,  even  the  death  of 
the  cross.  Wherefore  God  also  hath  highly 
exalted  him,  and  given  him  a  Name  which  is 
above  every  name ;  that  at  the  Name  of  Jesus 
every  knee  should  bow,  of  things  in  heaven, 
and  things  in  earth,  and  things  under  the  earth  ; 
and  that  every  tongue  should  confess  that  Jesus 
Christ  is  Lord,  to  the  gloiy  of  God  the  Father. 

The  Gospel.    St.  Matt,  xxvii.  1. 

"TT7HEN  the  morning  was  come,  all  the  chief 

VV      priests  and  elders  of  the  people  took 

counsel  against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death.    And 

when  they  had  bound  him,  they  led  him  away, 

and  delivered  him  to  Pontius  Pilate  tiie  governor. 
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Then  Judas,  who  had  betrayed  him,  when  he 
aaw  that  he  was  condemsed,  repented  himself^ 
and  brought  again  the  tlurty  pieces  of  silver  to 
the  dnef  priests  and  eid^^  saying,  I  baire 
sinned,  in  that  I  have  betrayed  the  innocoit 
blood*  And  they  said.  What  is  that  to  us?  see 
thou- to  that.  And  he  cast  down  the  pieces  of 
salver  in.  the  temple,  and  departed,  and  went 
and  hanged  .himsdf.  And  the  chief  priests 
took  the  silver  pieces,  and  said.  It  is  not  law* 
fill  for  to  put  them  into  the  tieasucy,  beeanae  it 
is  the  price  ci  blood.  And  they  took  counsel, 
and  bought  with  them  the  potter's  field,  to  buiv 
strangers  in.  Wherefore  that  fidd  was  called, 
The  field  of  blood,  unto  this  day.  Then  was 
fulfilled  that  which  was  spoken  byJereaijr  the 
prophet,  saying,  And  they  took  the  thirty  pieces 
of  silver,  the  price  of  Him  that  was  valued, 
whom  they  of  the  diildisn  of  Israel  did  value; 
and  ^ve  them  for  the  potter's  field,  as  the  Lord 
appointed  me.  And  Jesus  stood  before  the 
governor ;  and  the  governor  asked  him,  saying. 
Art  thou  tte  king  of  the  Jews?  And  Jesus 
said  unto  him.  Thou  sayest.  And  when  he  was 
accused  of  tiie  chief  priests  and  elders,  he 
answered  nothing:  Then  saith  Pilate  unto  him, 
Hearest  thou  not  how  many  things  th^  witness 
against  thee?  And  he  answered  him  to  never 
a  word,  ins(»^uoh  that  the  governor  marvelled 
gready.  Now  at  that  feast,  the  governor  was 
wont  to  release  imto  the  peo^e  a  prisoner, 
whom  they  would.  And  they  had  then  a  nota- 
ble prisoner,  called  Barabbaa.  The^ore  \rtien 
they  were  gathered  tQgetlier,  Pilate  said  unto 
tkem,  Whom  wUl  ye  that  I  release  unto  you? 
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l^uAbbas,  or  Jesus  which  is  called  Christ? 
For  he  knew  that  foar  envy  they  had  deHrered 
him.  When  he  was  set  down  on  the  judgmenb- 
seat,  his  wife  sent  unto  him,  saying,  Hare  thou 
Botlung  to  do  with  that  just  man ;  for  I  hare 
steered  many  things  this  day  in  a  dream  be- 
cause of  him.  But  the  chief  priests  and  elders 
pemuaded  the  mukitude  that  they  should  ask 
Bambbas,  and  destroy  Jesus.  The  governor 
answered  and  said  tmto  them,  Whether  of  the 
twain  will  ye  that  I  rdease  unto  you?  They 
saud,  Barabbas.  Pilate  saidi  unto  theia,  What 
$ball  I  do  then  with  Jesus,  which  is  called 
Christ?  They  all  say  unto  him,  Let  him  be 
crucified!  And  the  governor  said,  Why,  what 
evil  hath  he  done?  But  they  cried  out  the 
more  saying.  Let  him  be  crucified!  When 
Pilate  saw  mat  he  could  prevail  nothing,  but 
that  rather  a  tumult  was  made,  he  took  wator, 
and  washed  his  hands  before  the  multitude, 
saying,  I  am  innocent  of  the  blood  of  this  just 
person :  see  ye  to  it.  Then  answered  all  the 
people,  and  said.  His  blood  be  on  us,  and  on 
our  children !  Then  released  he  Barabbas  unto 
them;  and  when  he  had  scourged  Jesus,  he 
delivered  him  to  be  crucified.  Then  the  soldiers 
of  the  governor  took  Jesus  into  the  common 
hall,  and  gathered  unto  him  the  whole  band 
of  soldiers.  And  they  stripped  him,  and  put 
on  him  a  scarlet  robe.  And  v^n  they  had 
platted  a  crown  of  thorns,  they  put  it  upaa 
his  head,  and  a  reed  in  his  ri^t  hand;  and 
they  bowed  the  knee  before  him,  and  mocked 
him,  saying,  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews!     And 

they  spit  upon  him,  and  took  the  reed,  and 
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smote  him  on  the  head.  And  after  that  thej 
bad  mocked  him,  the^  took  the  robe  off  firom 
him,  and  pat  his  own  rako^nt  <m  him,  and  led 
him  awajr  to  eracify  him.  And  as  thqr  came 
00^  they  found  a  man  of  Cyftoa,  Simon  by 
oaoie:  him  they  eompdOed  to  hear  his  cross. 
And  when  they  ware  come  nnio  n  plaoe  caBed 
GMgotha,  that  is  to  say,  a  place  of  a  skoll, 
they  gave  him  vmegar  to  drmk  ainded  with 
gall:  and  when  he  had  tasted  thereof,  he  wodd 
aot  drink.  And  they  cmeified  hiia,  aad  pafted 
his  garments,  casting  lots:  that  it  mif^t  he 
fUfiUed  whic^  was  spdcen  by  the  prophet, 
Tbey  parted  my  garments  among  them,  and 
upon  my  yestixre  did  they  cast  lots.  And  sitting 
down  they  -watched  bun  tibere;  mid  set  uf 
oyer  his  head  his  accusation  wtitlea,  THIS  IS 
JESUS  THE  KING  OF  THE  JEWS.  Then 
were  there  two  thieyes  crucified  wtth  him,  one 
(m  the  right  hand,  and  another  on  the  Ieft» 
And  they  that  passed  by  reriled  him,  waging 
their  heads,  and  saying,  Thou  that  desbroyest 
the  temple,  and  buildest  it  in  three  days,  save 
thyself.  If  diou  be  the  Son  of  God,  eome  down 
ftom  the  cross.  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests 
mockmg  bim,  with  the  scribes  and  ^ers,  said. 
He  say^  others  ;him8df  be  (»umot  save.  Vhe 
be  the  King  of  Israel,  let  him  now  come  down 
fiom  the  cross,  and  ^e  will  believe  lum.  He 
tmsted  in  God ;  let  faim  deEver  him  now,  if  he 
will  hare  faim :  for  he  said,  I  am  the  Son  of 
God.  The  thieyes  also,  which  were  crucified 
with  him,  cast  the  same  in  bis  teeth.  Now 
from  the  sixth  hour  thete  was  darkness  over  aU 
the  land  imto  the  ninth  howr.  And  ^Kwt  the 
U3 :  8"  i» 
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Bintfa  hoar  Jesus  cried  witii  a  load  rmce,  say- 
ing, ElrlMiilamambackOueni^  that  is  to  say. 
My  God  liny  God ! wky  faast  thixi  forsaken  me? 
Some  of  them  that  stood  diere,  ^en  they  kciud 
that,  ssdd,  This  man  oalledi  for  Elias.  4iid 
straightway  one  of  them  ran,  and  took  a  spon^ 
ind  Med  it  withidnegar,  and  pot  it  on  a  reed, 
and  gave  him  to  drink.  The  rest  said.  Let  be, 
tet  US  see  -wiietfaer  Elias  will  ecHne  to  sa^e  him. 
Jesiis^  when  be  had  cried  i^ain  mth  a  loud 
roice,  jrielded  up  the  ghost.  And  behold,  the 
rail  of  (^e  temple  was  rent  in  twain  ^m  tiie 
top  to  the  bottom ;  and  the  earth  f}id  quake,  and 
llfee  rocks  rent;  and  the  gmves  were  opened; 
and  many  bodies  of  saints  which  slept  arose, 
and  came  oat  otihA  graves  after  his  lesuirectiony 
and  went  into  the  holy  dty,  and  appeared  unto 
many.  Now  when  the  centurion,  and  they  thai 
were  witb  him, watching  Jesus^  saw  the  eartb* 
quake,  and  those  <Ungs  that  were  done,  they 
feared  greatly,  sajrmg,  Truly  this  was  the  Bon 
of  God. 


MONDAY  BEFORE  EASTER. 
Fox  THE.  Epstx<£.    Isa.  Ixiii.  1. 

WHO  is  this  that  oooi^th  fiom  £di>m>  wifli 
dyed  ^annenls  firoin  Bozmh  ?  fiiis  thttfc  j 
is  gloriouiS  in  his  appaiel^  trayc^ng  in  the'giieat«>  ' 
ness  of  his  strength  ?  I  that  ^eak  in  rigbteous* 
ness,  mi^ty  to.  save.  Wherefore  art  Son  red 
in  thine  apparel,  and  tby  gaiments  libe  him  that 
treadeth.in  the  wine-fat?  I  have  troddi^n  the 
wine^press  alone; and  of  die  peo^e  there  was 

none  widi  me :   for  I  will  fa^ead  them  in  mine 
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\  anger,  and  tramfde  them  in  my  fluy;  and  tbeir 
blood  aball  be  sprinkled  upon  my  garments,  and 
I  will  stain  all  my  laiment.  For  tbe  day  of 
TeogeaBce  is  in  mine  heart,  and  the  year  of  my 
redeemed  is  come^  And  I  looked,  and  diere 
was  none  to  help ;  and  I  wcHidered  dmt  there 
was  none  to  uphold :  therefore  mine  own  arm 
bronefat  salration  mito  me ;  and  my  fury,  it 
upheld  me.  And  I  will  tread  down  the  people 
in  mine  anger,  and  make  them  drunk  in  my 
fiiiy,  smd  I  will  bring  down  their,  strengdi  to  the 
earth.  I  will  mention  the  k)THigr*kiaQidnesses  of 
the  LQSD,and  the  praises  of  the  LowD^acemd* 
ing  to  all  that  the  Lo&D.hath  bestowed  on  us, 
and  the  great  goodness  towards  the  house  of 
Israel,  which  he  halh  bestoic^d  cm  diem 
according  to  his  mercies,  and  accoidii^  to  ^ 
multitude  pf  his  ioving-kindnessei.  For  he 
said,  Sioely  they  are  my  people,  children  that 
will  not  lie :  so  he  was  thek  Saviour.  In  all 
their  affliction  he  was  afflicted,  and  the  Angel 
of  his  presence  saved  them :  in  his  love  and  in 
his  pity  he  redeemed  them;  and  he  bare  diem, 
and  carried  them  all  die  days  d  old.  But 
they  rebeUed,and  vexed  his  Holy  J^rit;  th^ie* 
fcwre  he  was  turned  to  be  their  enemy,  and  he 
fought  against  them.  Thai  he  remen^ared  the 
days  of  old,  Moses,  and  his  people,  saying. 
Where  is  he  that  brought  them  up  out  of  the 
sea  with  the  sdiepherd  of  his  ficck  ?  Where  is 
he  that  put  his  Holy  Spirit^  within  him  ?  that 
led  them  by  the  right  hand  of  Moses  with  his 
glorious  arm,divrdmg  the  v^ater  before  them,  to 
make  himsetf  an  everlasting  Name  ?     That  1^ 

them  through  the  deep,  as    an   horse    m  the 
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wilderness,  that  the^  should  not  stumble  ?  As 
a  beast  goeth  down  into  the  valley,  the  Spirit  of 
the  Lord  caused  him  to  rest ;  so  didst  thou  lead 
thy  people,  to  make  thyself  a  glorious  Name. 
Look  down  fibm  hearea,  and  behold  fiora  the 
habitaticm  of  thy  holiness  and  of  thy  glory: 
where  is  thy  zeal,  and  thy  strength,  ^ie  sound- 
ing of  thy  bowels  and  of  thy  mercies  towards 
me?  are  they  restrained?  Doubtless  thou  art 
our  Father,  though  Abraham  be  ignor^t  of  us, 
and  Israel  acknowledge  us  not:  thoii,  OLobd, 
art  our  Father,  our  Redeemer;  thy  Name  is  from 
everlasting.  O  Lord,  why  hast  thou  made  us 
to  err  fixmi  thy  ways,  and  hardened  our  heart 
from  thy  fear  ?  Return  for  thy  senrants  -  sake, 
the  tribes  of  thine  inheritance.  The  people  of 
thy  holiness  hare  possessed  it  but  a  little  while : 
our  adversaries  have  trodden  down  thy  sanc^ 
tuary.  We  are  thine:  thou  never  barest  rule 
over  them ;  they  were  not  called  by  thy  Name. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Mark  xiv.  1. 

AFTER  two  days  was  the  feast  of  the  Pass- 
over, and  of  unleavened  bread :  and  the 
chief  priests  and  the  scribes  sought  how  they 
might  take  him  by  craft,  and  put  him  to  death. 
But  they  said,  Not  on  the  feast-day,  lest  there 
be  an  uproar  of  the  people.  And  being  in 
Bethany,  in  the  house  of  Simon  the  leper,  as 
he  sat  at  meat,  there  came  a  woman  having  .an 
alabaster  box  of  ointment  of  spikenard,  very 
precious;  and  she  brake  the  box,  and  pouxted 
it  on  his  head.  And  there  were  some  that  had 
indignation  within  themselves,  and  said,  Why 
was  this  waste  of  the  ointment  made?   for  it 
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might  have  been  sold  for  more  than  three 
hundred  pence,  and  hare  been  given  to  the 
poor.  And  they  murmured  against  her.  And 
Jesus  said,  Let  her  alone  ;  wot  trouble  ye  her  ? 
iShe  hath  wrought  a  good  work  on  me.  For  ye 
liaye  the  poor  with  you  always,  and  whensoever 
ye  will  ye  may  do  them  good;  but  me  ye 
have  not  always.  She  ham  done  what  she 
could;  she  is  come  afordiand  to  anoint  my 
body  to  the  burying.  Verily  I  say  unto'^you, 
Wheresoever  this  Gospel  shall  be  preached 
throughout  the  whole  world,  this  also  that  she 
bath  done  shall  be  spoken  of,  for  a  memorial  of 
ber.  And  Judas  Iscariot,  one  of  the  twelve, 
went  unto  the  chief  priests,  to  betray  him  unto 
them.  And  when  they  heard  it,  they  were  dad, 
and  promised  to  give  him  money.  And  he 
sought  how  he  might  conveniently  betray  him. 
And  the  fir^  day  of  unleavened  bread,  when 
they  killed  die  passover,  his  disciples  said  unto 
him,  Where  wilt  thou  that  we  go  and  prepare, 
that  thou  mayest  eat  the  passover?  And  he 
sendedi  forth  two  of  his  disciples,  and  saith  unto 
them,  Go  ye  into  the  city,  and  there  shall  meet 
you  a  man  bearing  a  pitcher  of  water :  follow 
him.  And  wheresoever  he  shall  go  in,  say  ye 
to  the  good  man  of  the  house.  The  Master  saidi. 
Where  is  ike  guest-chamber,  where  I  shall  eat 
die  passover  with  my  disciples  ?  And  he  will 
show  you  a  large  upper  room  fumbled  and 
prepared :  there  make  ready  for  us.  And  his  1 
disciples  went  forth,  and  came  into  the  city,  and  I 
found  as  he  had  said  unto  ttem;  and  they  made  | 
ready  the  passover.  And  in  the  evening  he  j 
comefli  with  the  twelve.  And  as  they  sat,  and  J 
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did  cat,  Jesus  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  one 
of  you  which  eateth  with  me  shall  betray  me. 
And  they  began  to  be  sonrowfid,  and  to  say 
unto  him,  one  by  one.  Is  it  I  ?  And  another 
said,  Is  it  I  ?  And  he  answered  and  said  unto 
them,  It  is  one  of  the  twelve,  that  dippefh  with 
me  in  the  dish.  The  Son  of  Man  indeed  goeth, 
as  it  is  written  of  him :  but  wo  to  that  man  by 
whom  the  Son  of  Man  is  betrayed !  good  were 
it  fofthat  man  if  he  had  never  been  bom.  And 
as  they  did  eat,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed, 
and  brake  it,  and  gave  it  to  them,  and  said. 
Take,  eat :  this  is  my  body.  And  he  took  the 
cup,  and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he  save 
it  to  Unem :  and  thej  all  drank  of  it.  And  he 
said  unto  them.  This  is  my  blood  of  the  new 
testament,  which  is  shed  for  many.  Verily  I 
say  unto  you,  I  will  drink  no  more  of  the  fruit 
of  the  vine,  until  that  day  that  I  drink  it  new  in 
the  Kingdom  of  God.  And  when  they  had  sung 
an  hynm,  they  went  out  into  the  mount  of 
Olives.  And  Jesus  saith  unto  them.  All  ye 
shall  be  offended  because  of  me  this  night :  for 
it  is  written,  I  will  smite  the  shepherd,  and  the 
sheep  shall  be  scattered.  But  after  that  I  am 
risen,  I  will  go  before  you  into  Galilee.  But 
Peter  said  imto  him.  Although  all  shall  be 
offended,  yet  will  not  I.  And  Jesus  saith  unto 
him,  Verily  I  say  unto  thee-  that,  this  day,  even 
in  this  ni^t,  before  the  cock  crow  twice,  thou 
shalt  deny  me  thriee.  But  he  spake  the  more 
vehemently,  If  I  should  die  with  tiiee,  I  will  not 
deny  thee  in  any  wise.  Likewise  also  said  they 
all.  And  they  came  to  a  place  which  was 
named  Gethsemane:    and  he  saith  to  his  dis- 
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ciples,  Sit  ye  here  wbile  I  shall  pray.  And  he 
taketh  with  him  Peter,  asd  James,  and  John, 
and  began  to  b^  sore  amazed^  and  to  be  very 
heavy;  and  (saith  unio  th^n^  My  soul  is  exceecjl 
ing  sorrowful  ui;ito  death:  tany  ^e  here  and 
watch*  And  he  went  forward  a  htde^  and  fell 
on  the  ground,  and  prayed  that,  if  it  were 
possible,  the  hour  m%ht  pass  from  him.  And 
he  said,  Abba,  F^er,  all  things  are  poss3>le 
unto  thee;  take  away  tfais  cup  £K>m  me:  nerer- 
thelftss,  not  wlud;  I  will,  but  what  thou  wilL 
And  he  cometh,  apd  findeth  thesn  sleeping,  and 
saith  unto  Peter,  Simon,  sleepest  thou  I  cQutdHt 
not  thou  watch  <«e  how?  Watch  ye,  and  pray, 
lest  ye  enter  into  temptation ;  the  q)ixit  truly  is 
ready,  but  the  flesh  is  weak.  And  again  he 
went  away,  and  prayed,  suid  c^ake  die  sanw 
words.  And  when  he  returned^  he  found  tfaran 
adeep  again,  (for  their  eyes  weare  faeayy ;)  neidier 
wist  they  what  to  answer  him.  And  he  cometh 
die  third  time,  and  saith  unto  diera.  Sleep  on 
now,  and  take  your  rest:  it  isenou^,  the  Ixrar 
is  come ;  behold^  the  Son  of  Man  is  bebeayed 
into  the  hands  of.  sinners*  Rise  up,  let  ns  go ; 
lo,  he  that  beitrayeth  me  is  at  hand.  And  imme* 
diktely,  while  he  yet  ^)ake,  cometh  Judas,  one 
of  the  twelve,  and  wtth^^  him  a  great  multitude, 
with  swoids  and  stayes^  from  the  chief  pdests, 
and  the  scribes,  and  the  elders.  And  he  that 
betmyed  him  had  giren  them  a  token,  saying, 
Whomsoever  I  shall  kiss,  that  same  is  he ;  take 
him,  and  lead  him  away  safely*  And  as  soon 
as  he  was  coibe,  he  eo&h  straightway  to  him, 
and  saith,  Msister,  Masteif;  and  kissed  him. 
And  they  laid  their  Hands  on  him,  and  ^k 
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him.  And  one  of  them  that  stood  bj  drew  a 
sword,  and  isnote  a  servant  of  the  high  priest, 
and  cut  off  his  ear.  And  Jesus  answered  and 
said  unto  them,  Are  ye  come  out  as  against  a 
thief,  widi  swords  and  with  staves,  to  take  me  ? 
I  was  daily  with  you  in  the  temple,  teaching, 
and  ye  took  me  not :  but  the  Scriptures  must 
be  fulfilled.  And  they  all  forsook  him,  and 
fled.  And  there  followed  him  a  certain  youn^ 
manj  having  a  linen  clotih  cast  about  his  naked 
body;  and  the  young  men  laid  hold  on  him. 
And  he  left  the  linen  cloth,  and  fled  from  than 
naked.  And  they  led  Jesus  aWay  to  the  high 
priest :  and  with  him  were  assembled  all  £e 
chief  priests,  and  the  elders,  and  the  scribes. 
And  Peter  followed  him  afar  off*,  even  into  the 
pakce  of  the  high  priest;  and  he  sat  with  the 
servants,  and  warmed  himself  at  the  fire.  And 
the  cUef  priests,  and  all  the  council,  sought  for 
witness  against  Jesus  to  put  him  to  death ;  and 
found  none«  For  many  bare  felse  witness 
agamst  him,  but  their  witness  agreed  not 
together.  And  there  arose  certain,  and  bare 
Mse  witness  against  him,  ikying,  We  heard  him 
say,  I  will  destroy  this  temple  that  is  miade  with 
hands,  and  within  three  dnys  I  will  build 
another  made  without  hands.  But  neither  so 
did  their  witness  agree  together.  And  the  high 
priest  stood  up  in  the  midst,  and  asked  Jesus, 
sayii^,  Answerest  thou  nothing?  what  is  it 
which  these  witness  against  thee  ?  But  he  held 
his  pe»»,  and  answer^  nothing.  Again  the  high 
priest  asked  him,  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou 
the  Christ,  the  Son  of  the  Blessed  ?  And  Jesus 
said,  I  am :  and  ye  shall  see  the  Son  of  Man  I 
120 ' ' 
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sitdBg  on  the  tight  hand  of  p^wer,  and  coBung 
in  the  clouds  of  hearea.  Then  the  high  priest 
reat  his  clothes^  and  sailli.  What  need  we  any 
further  witzieeses?  ye  have  heifd  the  blasphemy: 
what  think  ye  ?  Aad  they  all  condemnied  hun 
to  be  guilty  of  death.  Aiid  seaie.  began  to  q>it 
on  him,  and  to,  cover  hts  face,  atid  to  burnt 
him,  aad  to  sa^  unto  him.  Prophesy.  And  tlie 
servants  did  strike  him  with  tl^  palms  c^  thar 
hands.  And  aa  Peter  was  beneath  in  the  palace, 
there  cometh  one  of  the  mfeids  of  the  iiigh  priest; 
and  when  she  saw  Peter  wanning  himself,  she 
looked  upon  him,  and  said,  And  thou  also  wast 
with  Jesus  of  Nazareth.  But  he  denied,  saying, 
I  know  not,  nei&er  understand  I  ^Aai  thou 
sayest.  And  he  went  out  into  the  porch ;  and 
the  Goek  crew.  And  a  maid  saw  hhn  again, 
and  began  to  say  to  them  tkit  stood  by,  This 
is  one  of  them.  And  he  denied  it  again.  And 
a  little  after,  they  that  stood  by  said  again  to 
Peter,  Surely  thou  art  oae  of  them ;  for  mou  ait 
a  Galilean,  and  thy  speech  agreeth  thereto.  But 
he  began  to  curse  and  to  swear,  saying,  I  know 
not  this  man  of  whom  ye  speak.  And  &e 
second  time  the  cock  crew.  And  Peter  caHed 
to  mind  the  word  that  Jesus  said  unto  htm, 
Befbre  the  cock  crow  twice,  Aott  A^  deny 
m&  thrice.     And  whei^  he  thought  thereon  he

For  the  Epistle.     Isaiah  1.  5. 
HE  Lord  God  hath  opened  mine  e&r,  and  I 
was.  not  rebdlious,  neither  turned  away  I 
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back.  I  gave  my  back  to  the  smhers,  and  my 
cheeks  to  them  ^at  plucked  off  the  hedr :  I  hid 
not  my  face  from  shame  and  spitting.  For  the 
Lord  God  will  help  me ;  therefore  siudl  I  not  be 
confounded :  thereloTe  hare  I  set  my  face  like  a 
flint,  and  I  know  that  I  slmll  not  be  ashamed. 
He  is  near  that  justifieth  me ;  who  will  contend 
with  me?  let  lis  stand . togetider :  who  is  mine 
adversary  ?  let  him  come  near  to  me.  B^old, 
ike  Lord  God  will  help  me;  who  is  be  that 
shall  condemn  me  ?  Lo,  diey  all  shall  wax  okl 
as  a  gannent;  die  moth  shall  eat  them  up. 
Who  is  among  you  that  fearetfa  the  Lobd,  that 
obeyeth  Ihe  voice  of  his  servant,  that  walkefli 
in  darkness,  and  hath  no  light?  let  him  trust  in 
the  Name  of  the  Lord,  and  stay  upon  his  God; 
Behold,^  ye  that  kindle  a  fire,  that  compass 
yourselves  about  with  sparks :  walk  in  the  Ugfat 
of  your  fire,  and  in  the  sparks  that  ye  have 
kindled.  This  shall  ye  have  of  mine  hand;  ye 
shall  lie  down  in  sorrow. 

The  Gospel.    St.  Mark  xv.  1. 

AND  straightway  in  the  morning  the  chief 
priests  hdd  a  consultation  wi&  the  elden 
and  scribes,  and  the  whole  council,  and  bound 
Jesus,  and  carried  him  away,  and  delivered  him 
to  Pilate.  And  Pilate  asked  him.  Art  thou  the 
King  of  the  Jews  ?  And  he  answering  sud 
unto  him.  Thou  sayest  it.  And  the  chief  priests 
accused  him  of  many  things :  but  he  answered 
nothing.  >  And  Pilate  asked  him  again,  saying, 
Answerest  thou  nothing?  behold  how  many 
tlimgs  they  witness  against  thee.      But  Jesus 

yet  answered  nothing ;  so  that  Pilate  marvelled. 
■  — 
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Now  at  that  feast  he  rdeased  untd  tfaem  one 
prbooer,  whomsoever  tiiej  desired.  And  diere 
was  one  named  Barsbbas,  which  ixf  bound  widi 
tfaem  tiiat  had  made  insutreetkn  \mth  him,  who 
bad  committed  mmder  in  tlie  insdrrection«  And 
the  multitade  ciying  aloud  began  to  desife  him 
to  do  as  he  had  ever  done  onto  them.  But 
Pilate  answered  them,  saying,  Will  ye  that  I 
release  mito  you  the  King  of  the  Jews  i  (For 
he  knew  that  the  chief  priests  had  delivered 
him  for  envy.)  But  the  chirf  priests  moved 
the  peofde,  that  he  should  rather  release  BuxAh 
has  unto  them.  And  Pilate  ans\^ered  and  sud 
Bgain  onto  tkon,  What  wiH  ye  then  that  I  sfaaU 
do  unteliim  whom  ye  call  the  King  erf  the  Jews? 
And  they  cried  out  again,  Crucify  him !  Then 
Pilate  said  unto  them,  Why,  what  evil  hsA  he 
done  ^  And  they  cried  out  the  more  exceedingly, 
Cmcify  him  I  And  so  Pilate,  wiBing  to  oontent 
the  people,  released  Barabbas  unto  tlkem,  and 
delivered  Jesus,  when  he  had  seoumd  him,  t^ 
be  crucified.  And  the  soldiers  ledlmn'awi^ 
into  the  hall,  called  Prstorium ;  and  Ihey  called 
togetiier  the  whole  band.  And  they  <^&ed 
him  with  purple,  and  platted  a  crown  of  dioras, 
and  put  it  about  his  head,  and  began  to  salute 
hinr.  Hail,  King  of  the  Jews !  And  tfa^  smots 
hun  on  the  head  with  a  reed,  and  did  spit  upon 
him,  and  bowine  their  knees  woishipped  Inm; 
And  when  they  had  mocked  him,  they  took  oflF 
(he  purple  firom  him,  and  put  las  own  clothes 
on  him,  and  led  him  out  to  crucify  him.  And  | 
they  compel  one  Simon,  a  Cyreman,  who  pained  j 
by,  coming  out  of  the  country,  the  &lher  of  I 
Alexander  and  Rufiis,  to  bear  his  cross.  And  j 
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they  brin^  him  unto  the  place  Golgodia,  Tivfaick 
is,  being  interpreted,  The  place  of  a  skull.  And 
they  gave  him  to  dxiak  wine  mingled  with 
myrrh ;  but  be  received  it  not.  And  ^eh  they 
had  crucified  him,  Ihey  parted  im  garments, 
casting  lots  upon  them,  what  every  man  shoidd 
take.  And  it  was  the  third  hour,  and  they 
Crucified  him.  And  the  supeiscription  of  his 
accusation  was  written  over,  THE  KING  OF 
THE  JEWS.  And  wiA  him  they  crucify  two 
thieves;  the  one  on  his  right  hand,  and  the 
o4rerx}n  his  left.  And  the  Scripture  was  fulfilled 
which  saith,  And  he  was  numbered  with  the 
trans^essdrs.  And  tbey  that  {hissed  by  railed 
on  bun,  wagging  their  heads,  and  saying,  Ah, 
thou  that  destroyest  the  temple,  and  buildest  it 
in  tbiPee  days,  save  tbjrself,  and  come  down  fixjm 
the  cross.  Likewise  also  the  chief  priests 
moeldng'  said  among  themselves  with  the 
Mibes,  He  saved  others;  himself  he  cannot  save. 
Let  Christ  the  King  of  Israel  descend  now  from 
the  cross,  that  we  may  see  and  beHeve.  And 
they  that  were  crucified  with  him  reviled  him. 
And  when  tiie  sixth .  hour  was  come,  there  was 
darkness  over  the  whole  land  until  Ihe  ninth 
hour.  And  at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus  cried  with 
a  loud  voice,  saying,  EtoilEkiHama  sabachtha* 
m?  which  is,  being  interpreted.  My  God!  my 
God! why  hast  thou  forsaken  me?  And  sc»ne 
of  them  that  stood  by,  ^dien  they  heard  it,  said, 
Behold,  he  calleth  Elias.  And  one  ran  and 
filled  a  sponge  full  of  vinegar,  and  put  it  on  a 
reed,  and  gave  him  to  drink,  saying.  Let  alone ; 
let  us  see  whether  Elias  will  come  to  take  him 
down.     And  Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  and 
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(gave  up  the  ghost.  And  tbe  vail  ef  the  tempk 
was  lesA  in  twain,  iix»n  the  top  to  the  bottom. 
\  And  when  the  centuri<m,  which  stood  oyer 
1  against  him,  saw  that  he  so  cried  oat,  and  gaye 
up  the  ^ost^  he  said,  Truly  th»  mm  was  the 
jSonofGod. 


WEDNESDAY  BEFORE   EASTER. 
The  Epistle,    Heb.  ix.  16. 

WHERE  a  testament  is,  there  must  also  of 
necesaitj  be  .the  death  of  tl^  testator. 
For  a  testament  is  of  force  after  men  are  dead; 
otherwise  it  is  of  no  strength  at  all  whilst  the 
testator  liyeth.  Whereupon  neither  the  first 
testament  was  dedicated  without  blood.  For 
when  Moses  had  i^ok^  eveiy  precept  to  ail  the 
people  according  to  the  Law,  he  took  the  blood 
of  calyes  and  of  goats,  with  water,  ami  scarlet 
wool,  and  hys»^,  and  qprinkled  both  the  book 
said  all  the  people,  sajring,  This  is  the  blood 
of  the  testament  which  God  hath  enjoined  unto 

{ou.  Moreoyar,  he  sprinkled  likewise.  wMi 
lood  both  tbe  tabernacle,  and  all  the  yessels 
of  the  ministry.  And  almost  all  things  are  hy 
the  Law  purged  with  blood  ;  and  widiotat  shed* 
ding  of  blood  is  no  Bcmission.  It  was  therefore 
necessary  that,  the  patterns  of  things  in  tbe 
heayens  should  be  piuified  with  these ;  but  the 
heayenly  thin^  themselves  with  better  sacrifices 
than  these.  For  Chrifit  is  not  entered  into  the 
holy  places  made  with  hands^  which  are  the 
figures  of  the  true ;  but  into  heaven  itscif,  now 
to  appear  in  the  presence  of  God  for  us.  Nor  I 
I  yet  that  he  should  offer  himself  often,  as  the  j 
_  —  — 
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fai^  priest  entereth  into  the.  Holy  Place  eveiy 
year  with  blood  of  others ;  (for  then  must  hie 
<^;^  have  suffered  aince  the  foundatiDn  of  the 
world;)  but  now  once  in  the  end  ^of  die  world 
hath  he  s^peared  to  pint  away  sia  by  the  sacri* 
fice  of  himself.  And  as  it  is  appointed  uato 
men  once  to  die,  but  after  this  the  judgment: 
so  Christ  was  once  offered  to  bear  &e  sins  of 
many ;  and  unto  them  that  look  for  him  shall  he 
appear  the  second  time  without  sin  unto  salva- 
tion. 

The  Gospel.    S^.  Luke  zziL  1. 

NOW  the  feart  of  unleavened  bread  <hew 
nigh,  which  is  called  the  Passover.  And 
the  chief  priests  aad  scribes  sought  hpw  they 
might  kill  him ;  for  they  feared  the  people.  Then 
eaftteired  Satan  into  Judas  sumamed  Iscariot, 
b^ng  of  the  number  of  the  twelve.  And  he 
went  his  way,  and  communed  with  the. chief 
pidests  mid  captains,  how  he  might  betray  him 
ujitotbem.  .  And  they  were  glad,  and  covenanted 
to  give  him  money.  And  he  promised,  and 
nought  opportunity  to  betray  him  unto  them  in 
ilie  absence  of  the  multitude.  Then  came  the 
day  of  unleavened  bread,  when  the  passover 
must  be  killed.  And  he  sent  Peter  and  John, 
saying.  Go,  and  prepare  us  the  passover,  timt 
we  n^y  eat.  And  tliey  said  unto  him.  Where 
wilt  thou  that  we  prepare  ?  And  he  said  onto 
them,  Behold,  when  ye  are  entered  into  tiie  city, 
Hiere  shall -a  man  meet  you,  bearing  a  pitcher 
of  water ;  follow  him  into  the  honse  where  he 
entereth  in.  And  ye  shall  $ay  unto  the  good  man 
e£  the  house.  The  master  saith  unto  thee.  Where 
is  the    guest-chamber,  where  I  shall  eat  the 
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passofver  with  my  disciples?  And  he  shril 
show  you  a  large  upper  room^  fumkhed  :  there 
make  ready.  And  diey  went,  and  found  as  he 
had  said  unto  th^a :  and  they  made  ready  the 
j>assoTer«  And  when  the  hour  was  come,  be 
sat  down,  and  the  twelve  aposUes  with  him. 
And  he  said  unto  them,  With  desne  I  have 
desited  to  eat  this  passoTer  widi  you  before  I 
sufier.  For  I  say  unto  you,  I  will  not  any  more 
eat  thereof,  until  it  be  fiilfiUed  in  the  IGngdom 
of  God.  And  he  took  the  eup,  and  gave 
thaiAs,  and  said.  Take  this,  and  divide  it  among 
jourselves.  For  I  say  unto  you,  I  wifl  not 
drink  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine,  until  the  Kingdom 
of  God  shall  come.  And  he  took  bread,  and 
gave  thanks,  and  brake  it,  and  gave  imto  them^ 
saying,  This  is  my  body,  which  is  given  for 
fon :  this  do  in  remembrance  of  me.  Likewise 
also  the  cup  after  supper,  saying,  Hiis  cup  is  the 
new  teslament  in  my  blood,  which  is  i^ed  for 
you.  But  behold,  the  band  of  him  that  l>etrayeth 
me  is  with  me  on  the  table.  And  truly  the  Son 
of  Man  goetfa  as  it  was  determined;  but  wo 
unto  that  man  by  whom  he  is  betrayed !  And 
they  began  to  inquire  am<mg  tiiemselves, which 
of  them  it  was  that  should  do  diis  thing.  And 
there  was  also  a  strife  among  them,  which  of 
them  should  be  accounted  i£e  greatest.  And 
he  said  unto  them.  The  kings  of  the  Gentiles 
exercise  lordship  over  then: :  and  they  that 
exercise  authority  upon  them  are  oalled  benefec- 
tOTS.  But  ye  shall  not  be  so  t  but  he  that  i« 
greatest  among  you,  let  him  be  as  the  younger ; 
aand  he  that  is  chief,  as  he  that  doth  serve.  For 
whether  is  greater,  he  that  dtteth  at  meat,  or  | 
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he  that  serveth  ?  Is  not  he  that  sitteth  at  meat  ? 
But  I  am  among  you  as  he  that  serveth.  Ye 
are  they  which  have  continued  with  me  in  my 
temptations.  And  I  appoint  unto  you  a  kingdom^ 
as  my  Fathec  hath  apppinited. unto  me;  thai  ye 
may  eat  and  drink  at  my  table  in  my  kingdom, 
and  sit  o^  thrones,  judging  the  twdve  tribes  of 
Israel.  And  the  Lofd  said^  Simon,  Sioton, 
behold,  Satan  hath  desired  to  have  you,  that  he 
may  sift  you  as  wheat :  but  I  have  praved  for 
thee,  that  tiiy  £adth  fail  not ;  and  when  thou  art 
converted,  strengthen  thy  brethren.  And  he 
said  unto  him.  Lord,  I  am  ready  to  go  with  tfae^ 
both  into  prison,  and  to  death.  And  he  said, 
I  tell  thee,  Peter,  the  cock. shall  not  crow  this 
day,  before  that  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  that  thoii 
knowest  me.  And  he  said  unto  than,  When 
I  sent  you  without  purse,  and  scrip,  and  shoes, 
lacked  ye  any  thing?  And  they  said.  Nothing. 
Thai  said  he  unto  them.  But  now,  he  that  ham 
a  purse,  let  him  take  it,  and  likewise  his  scrip : 
and  he  that  hath  no  sword,  let  him  sell  his 
garment,  and  buy  one.  For  I  say  unto  you, 
Siat  this  that  is  written  must  yet  be  accompli^ied 
in  me,  And  he  was  reckoned  among  the  trans* 
gressors :  for  the  things  concerning  me  have  an 
end.  And  they  said.  Lord,  behold,  here  are 
two  swords.  And  he  said  unto  them,  It  is 
enough.  And  he  came  out,  and  went,  as  he 
was  wont,  to  the  Mount  of  Olives ;  and  his 
disciples  also  followed  him.  And  when  he  was 
at  the  place,  he  said  imto  them.  Pray  that  ye 
enter  not  into  temptation.  And  he  was  wim- 
drawn  from  them  about  a  stone's  cast,  and 
kneeled  down,  and  prayed,  saying.  Father,  if 
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thou  be  willing,   remoTe  this  cup  fiom  me: 

neveitlielesSy  not  my  will,  but  tliine,  be  dcme* 

And  there  appeared  an  angel  unto  Um  Aam 

beayen,  strengthening  him.    And  being  in  aa 

agony,  he  prayed  more  earnestly ;  and  hit  sweat 

ivas  as  it  were  great  drops  of  Mood  faUing.down 

to  die  ground.    And  when  he  rbse  up:&om 

piayer,  and  w»3  come  to  hiis^4lisci|^68,  be  found 

them'  sle^HBg  for  sonow,  .and  said  unto  ikem^ 

Why  sleep  ye?  rise  and  pny,  Isst  ye  ttter  into 

temptation.    And  while '  he  yet  jspake^   bdiold 

ft  muMtiide,  and  hi^  thai;  was   caUed  Judoar^ 

'  one  of  the  twelre,  went  beioK'  them,  aid  dicew 

near  mito  Jesus  to  kiss  him. .  But  Jesus  said 

unto  him,  Judas,  betlnaye^  &du  the  Son  of  Men 

with  a  kissf    When  they  which  were  about 

him  sow  ^vriiat  would  feflbw,  t&ey  Sttki  unid  b&EO, 

Lord,  Shan  we  smite  with  die  swofd  ?  and.  one 

of  diem  smote  the  serv^t  rfihe  hig^  priest, 

and  cutoff  his  i^ht  ear.    And  Jesus  answered 

and  said,  Sufifer  ye  thus  fiv.    And  he  touched 

his  ear,  and  healed  him.     Then  Jesus  said  uaito 

I  the  cUef  piiests,  and  cKiptainsof  th^vtempl^ 

and'^e  elders  which  were  eometolnn^fieiye 

come  oat  as  against  a  'dnel^  \dlty.  swxnds  and 

staves?

Then  took  tbey  Urn,  sii^d  Ud  hiin,  iand  btt)iight 

hhaa.  into  die  ^kagh*  priest^'  house;    And  V^ 

fbttowed  afttftiiC  '*Aiflfrwfaefr'thi^¥ad*1«^ 

a  fire  in  Hie  midst  of  ihe  hall,  and  weMr  set 

down  together,  Peter  sat  down   among  them. 

But    a  certMn  maid  beheld  him  as  he  sat  by  1 

the   fire,  and  eamestlj  looked  upon  him,  andj 
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said,  Hiis  man  was  also  with  him.  And  he 
denied  him,  S3y>^9  Woman,  I  know  him  not. 
And  9^er  a  little  while  another  sa^T  him,  and 
aacid,  Thou  art  also  of  them.  And  Peter  >saidy 
Man,  I  am  not.  And' about  the  qmee  of  one 
hour  after,  another  confidently  afimned,  sayiBg, 
Of  a  truth,  this  fellow  also  was  with  him;  for 
he  is  a  GaiUean*  And  Peter  said^  Man,  I  know 
not  what  thou-  sajest.  And  immediatdy,  while 
he  yet  spake,  the  eoek  crew.  And  th«  Lord 
turned,  and  looked  upon  Petcar.  And  Peter 
]Kmembered  the  word  of  the  Lord,  how  he  had 
md  unio  lam,  Be&xte  the  cock  crow,  Ihou  shidt 
dei^  me  thriee.  And  Peter  went  ij^t,  wad 
wept  bitterly.  And  the  men  that  hdd  Jestss 
mocked  him,  and  smote  him.  And  when  &(ey 
had  bhndiblded  him,  they  stnick  him  on  the 
&ce,  and  aadced  him,  ^ying,  .Prophesy,  who  is 
it  Aat  smote  thee  ?  Ajid  many  otiier  things 
bla^>hemoHsly  spake  they  against  him.  And 
as  soon  as  it  was  day,  the  elders  of  the  people^ 
and  the  chief  priests,  and  the .  scribes  came 
together,  and  led  him  into  their. cotmcil,  saying. 
Art  thou  the  Christ  .>  >  tell  us.  And  he.  said 
unto  than.  If  I  tell  you,  ye  wik  not  belieye: 
and  if  I  ako  ask  you,  ye  will  not  answer  me, 
nor  let  me  go.  Het^eafter  shall  the  Son  of  Man  ait 
on  the  right  hand  of  the  power  of  God.  Then 
said  th^y  all,  Ait  thou  then  Hie  Son  of  God? 
And  he  said  unto  them,  Ye  say^tbat  I  am.  And 
*ey  said,  What  need,  we  Anyjhrther  ^tiie«? 
fer  we  ourselTes  have  licwrd  of  his  own  mouth.

IN  tius  thsfc  I  declare  nnto  you,  I  pigdse  yoa 
Bot,  that  ye  eoioe  toge&er  not  for  the 
better,  but  finr  ^  wone.  For  first  of  ali,  jsh&x 
ye  come  to^^ar  in  the  ekimh,  I  hear  that 
there  be  divincHift  among  you ;  and  I  pudy 
believe  it  For  there-must  be  also  heseaes 
^^Bifmg  ywLy.  ihai  iHa&y  vMch  aie  appreyed  rasy 
be  made  manifest  among  you.  Whenyeeome 
together  tbeiefore  into  c^  place,  this  is  not  to 
eat  the  Loid^s  Supper.  For  in  eating  ev«fy  eaw 
taketh  b^ore  other  his  own  siqqier;  and  one  ia 
hungry,  and  another  is  drunken.  What!  have 
ye  not  houses  to  eat  and  to  drink  in?  or 
despise  ye  the  church  of  God,  and  sfcame  them 
that  have  net?  1i¥hat  ^xaSl  I  sacjrto  yM?  shlAl 
I  praise  you  in  ihis?  i  praise  yon  not  F«r  I 
have  received  of  the  Lord  tiiat  whic^  also  I 
delivoedunto  you,  That  the  Loid  Jesus,  the 
same  ni^t  in  whic^<  he  was  betrayed,  took 
bread :  tod  wben  he  had  «iven4haidbs,  to  brake 
It,  and  said,  Take,,  cat ;  itfa»  is  myibbdy,  whidi 
is  be^esi  for^fint:  :ttiis  do  ib  febetdwenee'  of 
me.  After  Ae  s^e  manncs  also  he  took  die 
coffj  'mb&a.  he  had  slipped,  sajring',  TUsciqp'  is 
tiie.ti^w  testadent  ia  my  blood:  th«  dp  y^,  «s 
oft  as  ye  d^aik  it^.in  4femeflBbiHsioeof  me.  Fo# 
as  often  as  ye  eat  Ihis. 'baiteif  abd  dKidD  ihb 
cm,  ye4e  show  the  Loifik  d^^  till  he.  ooese. 
Wteaefore,  wfaosoeviB^  shaB  eat  tbis  \iieaid,  and 
cfaiBk  this  onp  of  Urn  Lbid,  unworthiiy,  shati  be 
goilty  of  the  body  and  blood  of  the  Lord.  But 
m  e  man  examine  hiaoelf,  and  so  tet  him  e^ 
iSI ^^^^^^^^^^^^ 
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of  that  breads  and  drink,  of  4liat  cup.  For  he 
that  eateth  and  drinketh  unworthily,  eatefh  and 
driuketh  damnation  to  himself,  not  discerning 
the  Lord's  body.  For  this  cluse  toady  aine 
weak  and  sickly  among  yon,  nnd.  many  deep* 
For  if  we  woold  judge  ocBBelres,  wb  diould  iiot 
be  judged.  But  when  we  are  jiKi^ed,  we  ace 
chastened  of  the  Lord,  tha^  we  should  not  be 
condemned  with  tibie  world.  Wherefore,  my 
brethren,  when  ye  oome  together  to  eat,  tan^r 
one  foi;  another.  And  if  any  man  kunger^  let 
him  eat  at  hpme;  that  ye  come  not  together 
ufxto  condemnation.  And  the  rest  wili  I  sd:  ia 
order  when  I  oome. 

The  Gospel.     St.  Luk^  xxiji.  1. 

THE.  whole  multitude  of  them  acosey  and  led 
him  onto  Hlate.  And  they  \iegmk  :ter 
ac«»ifle  bim^  saying,  We  found  this  Mow  pern 
Terting  the  nation,  aild  forbidding  to  gire 
tribute  to  Caesar,  saying  that  he  hinnett  is 
Christ  a  king.  And  Pilaiie  asked,  him,  sayug^ 
Art  thou  the  King  of  the  Jews^  And  he 
atiswered  him,  and  8aid,'Thouiayest  it,  Thefi 
aeud  Pilaite  to  the  diief  pdeJ^siandrtothg^^people:, 
lind  no  fekolt  in  thMt  man.  And  l3iey- were  ihe 
more(  fi^rde,  saying,  be  stiereth  up'the^  peop^ 
teadttng  tlmughbatvall  Jenry,  begomiaig  fiodi 
Galilee  ito  this.fdabe;  -Wken  Bihte  heaid  df> 
GaUloe,  he  asked  Iw^fdheclhe  man  were  a  Gah«< 
lean.  And  as  soon  as  iss^  knaew  tint  he  bdonged 
unto  Herod's  jurisdiction,  he  seat  him  to  Heiod^ 
wh6  himself  was  also  at  Jerusalem  at  that  tiime^ 
And  when  Ijbeod  saw  Jesus  he  was  exceeding  . 
^ad :  for  he  was  desirous  to  see  him  of  a  fong  | 
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•easoii,  because  he\had  heard  maiiy  tian&s  of 
him;  and  he  hoped  to  have  seen  some  miracle 
dime  by  him.  Then  he  questioned  with  him 
in  many  wosda ;  but  he  answered  him  nothing. 
I  And  the  chief  priests  and  sciibes  stood  and 
'  Tefaemendj  accused  him.  And  Herod  with  his 
'  «ien  of  war  set  hiin  at  nought,  and  mocked  him, 
and  anayed  idm  in  a  gorgeous  robe,  and  sent 
him  again  to  Pilate.  And  the  samie  day  Pilate 
and  Merod  were  made  frimids  together;  lor 
before  they  were  at  enmity  between  themselves. 
And  Pilate^  when  he  had  called  together  the 
chief  {mests,  and  the  rulers,  and  1h.e  people, 
said  unto  them,  Ye  hare  brought  this  man  unto 
me^  as  one  ^lat  perverteth  the  people:  and 
behold,  I,  having  examined  him  before  you, 
have  found  no  ^tuh  in  this  man,  touching  those 
things  whereof  ye  accuse  him.  No,  nor  jet 
Herod :  for  I  sent  you  to  him ;  and  lo,  nothmg 
worthy  of  death  is  done  unto  him.  I  will  th»e- 
fore  chastise  him,  and  release  him.  (For  of 
necessity  he  must  release  one  unto  them  at  the 
fcaast)  And  -fliey  cried  out  all  at  once,  saying. 
Away  with  thas  man,  and  release  unto  us  Barab- 
bas:  (who  for  a  ceitain  sedition  made  in  Hie 
city,  ffiid  for  muipder,  was  cast  into  prison.) 
Pilate  therefore,  willing  to  release  Jesus,  spake 
a^arn  to  them.  But  they  cried,  saying,  Crucify 
him! crucify  him!  And  he  said  unto  them  th^ 
third  time,  W^,  what  evil  hath  he  done?  1 
have  found,  no  cause  of  death  in  him:  I  will 
fterefece  chsestise  him,  and  let  him  go.  And 
fliey  wise  instant  with  loud  voices,  requiring 
thid:  he  might  be  cruoified :  and  the  voices  of 
them,  asnd  of  the  chief  priests,  prevailed.     And  ] 
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Pilate  gaye  jsentence  tfatal;  it  shonU  be  as  tboy 
zequif ed.  And  he  released  unto  them  him  Hat 
for  sedition  and  murder  was  cast  into  piison^ 
whom  they  had  desired  ;  but  he  delrwred  Jestis 
to  their  will.  And .  as  th^  fcd  hkn  away,  Ikey 
laid  hold  upon  one  Simon  a  Cyrenian,  comifig 
out  of  the  country,  and  cm  him  &ey  laid  this 
cross,. that  he  might  bear  it  after  Jesus.  And 
there  followed  him  a  great,  conqiany  of  people, 
and  of  women,  which  also  bewailed  .and  lamented 
him..  But  Jesus  turning  unto  them,  said, 
D^ughtoa  of  Jerusalem,  weep  not  for  me,  but 
weep  for  yourselves,  and  for  your  children.  For 
behold,  the  days  are  Coming,,  in  Hie  which  they 
shall  say.  Blessed,  are  the  banren,  and  the  wombs 
that  never  bare,  and  the  paps  whidi  never  gave 
suck.  Th^  shall  they  begin  to  say  to  the 
mountains,  Fall  oja  us !  and  to  the  hills,  Cover 
us !  For  ]f  they  do  these  things  in  a  green  tree^ 
what  shall  be  done  in  ike  dry?  And  there 
were  also  two  other,  malefactors,  ledwidi  him 
to  be  put  to  death.  And  when  they  were  emne 
to  the  place  which  is  called  Calvary,  there  ikej 
crucified  him,  and  the  malefttctors ;  one  on  im 
ri^t  hand,  and  the  other  on  the  left.  Then 
said  Jesus,  Father,  forgive  them ;  for  they  know 
not  what  they  do.  And  they  parted*  his  raiment, 
and  cast  lots.  And  the  people  stood  beholding. 
And  the  rulers  also  with  them  derided  him,  say-* 
mg,  He  saved  others ;  let  him  save  himself,  if 
he  be  Christ,  the  chosen  of  *  God.  And  the 
soldiers  also  mocked  him,  coming  to  Um,  md 
offering  him  vinegar,  and  saying.  If  thofu  'be  the 
King  of  the  Jews,  save  thyself.     And  a  8upa^ 

scription  also  was  written  over  him,in  letters  of 
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Greet,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew,  THIS  IS  THE 
KING  OF  THE  JEWS/  And  one  of  the 
malefactors  which  were  hanged  railed  on  him, 
'myiagy  If  thou  be  Christ,  save  thyself  and  ,ts. 
But  die  oth^  answering,  rebuked  him,  sajiig, 
Dost  no(t  thou  fear  God,  seeing  tkoil  iat  in  'the 
same  condemnatioir?  And  we  indeed  juritlv; 
for  we  receive  the  dtie  reward  of  oup  deedb: 
but  this  man  hath  done  nothing  amiss.  Axui  he 
said  unto  iesna,  Lord,  r^mem&r  me  when  thou 
comest  ii^  thy  kingdom.  And  Jeans  seM  tiM) 
hun,  Verily  I  say  imto  thee,*  To-day  ab^  ^oyi 
be  with  me  in  I^uradise.  And  it  was  about  the 
sixth  hour,  aad  there  was  a  darkness  over  di  the 
earth  until  the  ninth  hour.  And  the  aa^wn^ 
darkened,'  and  the  vail  of  the  tem^e  was  loaat 
in  the  midst  .  And  wha^t  Jesus  had  oried  with 
a  loud  voicey  he  said,  Father,  into  thy  hands  I 
commend  my  ^rit :  and  baring  said  dius,  hk 
gave  up  the  ghost  Now  when  the  ^e&tarieii 
saw  what  was  done,  be  glorified  God,  aayme, 
Certainly  this  was  a  righteous  man.  And  ml 
the  people  that  came  together  to  that  si^? 
beholdingthe  things  which  were  done^  smote  &Qir 
breasts  and  returned.  And  all  his  a^quaiatance, 
and  the  women  that  followed  him  frooi  (jtaljlee, 
stood  afer  off,  beholding  these  filings.

tions  and  prayers^  vAikh.  we  ofier  befi>re  tiiee  for 
«n  estates  of  men  in  thy  holy  Churdb,  that  eyeiy 
meiQib^r  of  the  same,  in  his  yo6aii(»i  and  xninis- 
^^laay  truly  and  godly  serye  thee;tfm)ug^  our 
Ii9rda9dSayiourJesu3  Christ.

OMEIRCIFUL  God;  who  ha^  made  all  men, 
abd  hat^  nothing  that  thou  hast  made,

The  Epistle.     Heb.  x.  1. 

THE  Law  haying  a  shadow  of  ^od  things  to 
come,  and  not  the  yery  unage  of  the 
things,  can  neyer,  with  those  sacrifices  which 
they  offered  year  by  year  continually,  make  the 
comers  thereunto  perfect  For  then  would  they 
not  haye  ceased  to  be  offered  ?  because  that  the 
wprshij^ers,  once  pui^ed,  should  haye  had  no 
more  conscience  of  sins.  But  in  tho^e  sacrifices 
there  is  a  remembrance  again  made  of  sins  eyaiy 
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Far  it  is  not  pos»bIe  that  ^e  blood  of 
^vlQs  and  of  goats  should  t^ke  away  sins. 
^Wherefore,  when  He  coineth  into  the  world,  he 
saithy  Sacnfice  and  oiTeni^  thou  wouldest  not, 
but  a  body  hast  thou  prepared  me:  in  buxnt- 
o^rin^  and  sacrifices  for  sin  thou  hast  had  no 
pleasure*  Then  said  I,  Xx>,  I  come,  (in  the 
volume  of  the  book  it  is  written  of  me)  to 
do  thy  will,  O.God,  Above,  when  he  said, 
Sacrifice  and  offering  and  burnt-offerings  and 
offering  for  sin  thou  wouldest  not,  neither  had^ 
pleasure  therein ;  which  are  offered  by  IlieLaw; 
then  said  he,  Lo,  I  come  to  do  thy  will,  0  God. 
He  taketh  away  the  first,  that  he  may  establish 
the  second.  By  the  which  will  we  are  sancti- 
fied, through  the  offering  of  the  body  of  Jesus 
Chnst  once  for  all.  And  every  priest  standefli 
daily  ministering  and  offering  pfientimes  t)ie 
same  sacrifices,  which  can  never  take  away  sins: 
but  this  Man,  after  he  had  offered  one  sacrifice 
for  sins  for  ever,  sat  down  on  the  right  hand  of 
God ;  firom  henceforth  expecting  till  his  enemies 
be  made  his  footstool.  For  by  one  offering  he 
hath  perfected  for  ever  them  that  are  sanctified. 
Whereof  the  Holy  Ghost  also  is  a  witness  to  us  : 
for  after  fliat  he  had  said  before.  This  is  the 
covenant  that  I  will  make  with  them  after  those 
daj^,  saith  the  Lord,  I  will  put  my  la,w6  into 
their  hearts,  and  in  their  minds  will  I  write 
them;  and  their  sins  and  iniquities  will  I 
remember  no  more*  Now  where  remissi<»i  of 
these  is,  th^re  is  no  more  offering  for  sin. 
Havmg  therefore,  brethren,  boldness  to  eat^r 
into  the  holiest  by  the  bk)od  of  Jcwis,  by  a  n^w 
and  living  way^  which  he  hath  consecrated  for 
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us  through  the  vail,  that  is' to  say,  his  flesh;  and 
having  an  High  Priest  over  the  house  of  Grod ; 
let  us  draw  near  with  a  true  heart,  in  fiill  assur- 
ance of  faith,  having  our  hearts  sprinkled  from 
an  evil  conscience,  and  ottr  bodies  washed  with 
pure  water.  Let  us  hold  fest  the  profession  of 
our  faith  without  warering;  (for  He  is*  faithful 
that  promised ;)  and  let  us  consider  one  another 
to  provoke  unto  love  and  to  good  works:  not 
forsaking  the  assembling  of  ourselves  together, 
as  the  manner  of  some  iSi ;  but  exhorting  one 
another :  and  so  much  the  more,  as  ye  see  the 
day  approaching. 

The  Gospel.     St.  John  xix.  1. 

PILATE  therefore  took  Jesus,  and  sfcburged 
him.  And  the  soldiers  platted  a  crown 
of  thorns,  and  put  it  on  his  head,  and  they  put 
on  him  a  purple  robe,  and  said.  Hail,  King 
of  the  Jews!  and  they  smote  him  with  their 
hands.  Mate  therefore  went  forth  again,  and 
saith  unto  them,  Behold,  I  bring  him  forth  to 
you,  that  ye  may  know  that  I  find  iio  fault  in 
him.  Then  came  Jesus  forth,  wearing  the 
crown  of  thorns,  and  the  purple  robe.  And 
Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Behold  the  man!  When 
the  chief  priests  therefore  and  officers  saw  him, 
they  cried  out,  sajdng.  Crucify  him!  crucify  him! 
Pilate  saith  unto  them.  Take  ye  him,  arid  cracify 
him ;  for  I  find  no  feult  in  him.  The  Jews 
answered  him,  We  have  a  law,  and  by  our  law 
he  ought  to  die,  because  he  made  himself  the 
Son  of  God.  When  Pilate  therefore  heard  that 
saying,  he  was  the  more  afraid  ;  and  went  again 
into  the  judgment-hall,  and   saith  unto  Jesus, 
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Whence  art  thoif?  But  Jesus  gave  him  no 
answer.  Tlien  satth  Pilate  unto  hint,  Speakest 
thou  not  unto  me?  Knowest  thou  not  that  I 
hare  power  to  crudfy  thee,  and  have  power  to 
release  thee?  Jesus  answered,  Thou  couldest 
hare  no  power  at  sJl  against  me,  except  it  were 
given  thee  from  above :  therefore  he  that  deli- 
vered me  unto  thee  hath  the  greater  sin.  And 
ftom  thenceforth  P51ate  sought  to  release  him : 
but  the  Jews  cried  out,  saymg.  If  thou'  let  this 
man  go,  thou  art  not  Csesar^s  firiend :  whosoever 
maketh  hunself  a  king,  speaketh  agamst  Caesar. 
When  Kl^te  therefore  heard  that  saying,  he 
brought  Jesus  forth,  and  sat  down  in  the  judg- 
ment-seat, in  a  place  that  is  called  the  Pavement, 
but  in  Hebrew,  Gabbatha.  And  it  was  the  pre- 
paration of  the  Passover,  and  about  the  sixth  hour: 
and  he  saith  unto  flie  Jews,  Behold  your  King! 
But  fliey  cried  out.  Away  with  him !.  away  wim 
him !  crucify  him !  Pilate  saith  unto  them,  Shall  I 
crucify  your  King  ?  The  chief  priests  answered. 
We  have  no  king  but  Caesar.  Then  delivered 
he  him  therefore  unto  them  to  be  crucified.  Ajid 
they  took  Jesus  and  led  him  away.  And  he 
bearing  his  cross  went  forth  into  a  place  called 
the  place  of  a  skull,  which  is  called  in  the 
Hebrew,  Golgotha ;  where  they  crudfied  him, 
and  two  others  with  him,  on  eittier  side  one, 
and  Jesus  in  the  midst.  And  Pilate  wrote  a 
title,  and  put  it  on  the  cross.  Ahd  the  writing 
was,  JESUS  OF  NAZARETH,  THE  KING 
OF  THE  JEWS.  This  tiHe  then  read  many 
of  the  Jews :  for  thfe  place  where  Jesus  was 
crucified  ^iims  nigh  to  the  city ;  and  it  was  written 
m  Hebrew,  ana  Greek,  and  Latin.     Then  said 
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the  cbief  piiests  of  the  Jevfs  to  Pilate,  Write 
not,  The  King  of  the  Jews ;  bnX  that  be  said) 
I  am  King  of  the.Je^ws.  Pilate  answered, 
What  I  have  written,  I  have  writta;i.  Th^a 
the  soldiers,  ivhen  they  had  cracified  Jesus^ 
took  his  Raiments,  smd  made  four  parts,  to 
eyesy  soldier  a  part;  and  al^o  his  coat:  now 
the  coat  was  without  seam,  woven  firom  the 
top  throu^iout.  They  said  therefore  among 
th^nselves,  Let  us  not  rend  it,  but  cast  lots 
for  it  whose  -  it  shall  be :  that  the  Scriptujpe 
might  be  fulfilled,  which  saith.  They  parted  my 
raiment  among  them,  and  for  my  vesture  they 
did  cast  lots.  These  things  thereftre  the  sol* 
diers  did.  Now  there  stood  by  the  cross  of 
Jesus,  his  mother,  and  his  mother's  sister,  M?«y 
the  wife  of  Clec^has,  and  Mary  Magdalene. 
When  Jesus  therefore  saw  his  mother,  and  the 
disciple  standing  by  whom  he  loved,  he  saith 
unto  his  mother,  Woman,  behold  thy  son! 
Then  saith  he  to  the  disciple,  Behold  thy  mother:! 
And  from  that  hour  that  disciple  took  her  unto 
his  own  home.  After  this,  Jesus  knowing  that 
all  things  were  now  accomplished,  that  the 
Scripture  might  be  fulfilled,  saith,  I  thirst  Now 
there  was  set  a  vessel  full  of  vinegar:  and  they 
filled  a  sponge  with  vinegar,  and  put  it  upon 
hyssop,  and  put  it  to  his  mouth.  When  Jesus 
therefore  had  received  the  vinegar,  he  said.  It 
is  finished:  and  he  bowed  his  head,  and  gave 
up  the  ghost.  TJie  Jews  therefore,  because  it 
was  the  preparation,  that  the  bodies  should  not 
remain  upon  the  cross  on  the  sabbath-day,  (for 
that  sabbath-day  was  an  high  day,)  besought 
Pilate  that  their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that 
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diey  might  be  taken  awaj.  Then  came  ^ 
soldiers,  and  brake  tbe  legs  of  the  first,  and 
oi  the  oth^  which  was  crucified  with  him. 
But  when  ikey  came  to  Je^us,  and  saw  thtt  be 
was  dead  already,  they  brdke  not  his  legs  :  but 
one  o£  the  soldba*s  widi  a  spear  pierced  hk 
side,  and  fi^rdiwith  came  dbereout  blood  and 
wafc^.  And  he  that  saw  it  bare  recoid,  and 
bis  record  is  time':  and  he  knoweth  that  he  sasth 
tnie,  that  ye  mi^t  believe.  For  these  things 
were  clone  that  the  Scripture  shonld  be  fiilfilled, 
A  bone  of  him  shaU  not  be  brokoi.  And  «eain 
another  Scripture  saith,  They  shall  look  onhim 
whom  they  pierced.

W^HEN  the  even  was  come,  there  came  a 
rich  man  of  Arimathea,  named  Joseph,

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s^all  be  worse  than  Uie  fixst,  Pilate  said  uato 
them,  Ye  have  a  watch:  go  your  way,  make 
h  as  sure  as  you  can.  So  titejr  went  and  made 
the  sepulchee  mxe^  aealing  the  stoijie  and  setting 
a  watch.

PETER  opeaed  Us  mouth,  and  said,  Of  a 
truth  I  perceive  that  Grod  is  no  r^ect^ 
of  persons  ;  but  in  evierj  natioti  he  that  fe^^seUli 
bim,  and  woiketh  r^teousDeeas,  ia  accepted 
with  him.  The  W<Hrd  wluok  God  sent  vmto  the 
dddien  of  larad,  preachiltg  4[>eace  by  Jesus 
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Christ,    (he  is  Lord  of  all,)  that  Woixl,  I  say, 

Je  know,  which  was  published  diroughout  all 
udea,  and  began  from  Galilee,  after  the  bap- 
tism which  Johji  preached ;  how  God  anointed 
Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy  Ghost  and  wiSi 
power :  who  went  about  doing  good,  and  Heal- 
mg  all  Aat  were  oppressed  of  the  devil ;  fqfr 
God  was  with  him.  And  we  are  witnesses  of 
all  things  which  he  did  both  in  the  land  of  the 
Jews,  and  in  Jenisalem;  whom  they  slew  and 
hanged  on  a  tree.  Him  God' raised  up  the  third 
day,  and  showed  him  openly;  not  t6  all  the 
people,  but  unto  witnesses  chos^  before  of 
Grod,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink  with 
him  after  he  rose  from  the  dead.  And  he  com- 
manded us  to  preach  unto  the  people,  and  to 
testify  that  it  is  he  who  was  ordained  of  God 
to  be  the  Judge  of  quick  and  dead.  To  him 
give  all  the  Prophets  witness,  that  through  his 
Name  whosoever  believeth  in  him  shall  receive 
remission  of  sins. 

Tb£  Gospel.    St.  Luke  xxiv.  13. 

BEHOLD,  two  of  his  disciples  went  that 
same  day  to  a  village  called  Emmaus, 
which  was  fit)m  Jerusalem  about  threescore  flir- 
longs.  And  they  talked  together  of  all  these 
things  which  had  happened.  And  it  came  to 
pass,  that,  while  they  commimed  together  and 
leasoned,  Jesus  himself  drew  near^  and  went 
with  diem.  But  their  eyes  were  nolden  that 
they  ^ould  not  know  him.  And  he  said  unto 
them,  What  manner  of  c<unmunicati<His  are  these 
^at  ye  have  one  to  another,  as  ye  walk,  and  are 

sad  ?    And  one  of  th^n,  whose  name  was  Cleo- 
— 
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f^Sy  answefii^  said  imto  him,  Ait  &ou  only  a 
stranger  in  Jerusalem,  and  hast  not  known  the 
things  which  are  come  to  pass  there  in  these 
days?  And  he  said  unto  them,  What  things? 
And  th^y  said  unto  him,  ConGenaiiig  Jesus  of 
Nazareth,  which  was  a  pcqphet  imghty  in  .dsed 
and  word  before  God,  and  all  the  pex^le;  and 
how  the  chief  priests  and  our  rulers  ddivered 
him  to  be  condemned  to  death,  and  have 
crucified  him.  But  we  trusted  that  it  had  been 
he  who  should  have  redeemied  Istad:  and 
bedde  all  this,  to-day  is  the  third  day  since 
these  things  were  done.  Yea,  and  certain 
women  also  of  our  company  m&de  us  astonished, 
who  were  early  at  the  sepulchre;  and  when  they 
found  not  his  Dody,  they  came,  saying,  that  they 
had  also  seen  a  nsioii  of  angds,  which  said  diat 
he  was  alive.  And  certain  of  them  which  were 
with  us  went  to  the  sepulchre,  and  found  it 
even  so  as  die  vramen  had  said ;  but  him  they 
saw  not.  Then  he  said  unto  them,  O  fools,  and 
slow  of  heart  to  believe  all  4hat  the  Prophets 
have  spoken !  ought  not  Christ  to  have  suiiered 
these  thmgs,  and  to  ^ter  into  his  glory  ?  And 
beginning  at  Moses,  and  all  the  Prophets,  he 
expounded  unto  them  in  all  the  Scriptures  the 
things  concerning  himselfl  And  ihey  drew  nigh 
unto  the  vilk^e  whither  they  went;  and  he 
made  as  thou^  he  would  have  gone  further. 
But  they  copstramed  him,  saying,  Alnde  ¥dth 
us ;  for  it  is  toward  evening,  and  the  day  is 
£aur  spent.  And  he  went  in  to  taery  with  thefia.  .1 
And  it  came  to  pass,  as  he  sat  at  meat  with  I 
them,  he  took  br^»  and  blessed  it,  and  brake  \ 
axul  gave  to  thjE^m.   And  their  eyes  were  op«ied,  | 
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and  they  knew  him ;  and  he  vanished  out  of 
their  sight.  And  <hey  said  one  to  another,  Did 
not  our  heart  bum  within  us,  whUe  he  talked 
with  us  by  the  way,  and  while  he  <^)ened  to  us 
the  Scriptttves?  And  they  rose  up  the  same 
hour,  and  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and  found  the 
eleven  gathered  together,  and  them  that  were* 
with  them,  saying.  The  Lord  is  risen  indeed, 
and  hath  aj^ared  to  Simon.  And  they  toM 
what  things  were  done  in  the  way,  and  how  he 
was  known  of  tliem  in  breaking  of  bread.

and  he  was  seen  many  days  of  them  which 
came  up  with  him  from  Gralilee  to  Jerusalem, 
who  are  his  witnesses  unto  the  people.  And 
we  declare  unto  you  glad  tidings,  how  that  the 
promise  which  was  made  ui^  the  &diers,  God 
hath  fulfilled  the  same  unto  us  their  children,  in 
that  he  hath  raised  up  Jesus  afradn ;  as  it  is  also 
written  in  the  second  Psalm,  Thou  art  my  Son, 
this  day  have  I  begotten  thee.  And  as  con- 
cerning that  lie  raised  him  up  from  the  dead, 
now  no  more  to  return  to  corruption,  he  said 
on  this  wise,  I  will  give  you  the  sure  meicies 
of  David.  Wherefore  he  saith  also  in  another 
Psalm,  Thou  shalt  not  suffer  thine  Holy  One 
to  see  corruption.  For  David,  after  he  had 
served  his  own  gpneration  by  the  will  of  God, 
fell  OA  sleep,  and  was  laid  imto  his  fatheii^  and 
saw  corruption:  but  be,  whom  God  ,m«^ 
again,  saw  no  corruption.  '  T^e  it  loM^wn  unlQ 
you  tkei:efore,  men  and  brethren,  th^t  throng 
this  man  is  preadied  unto  you  the  £BtT^j(eiie6» 
o£  sins:  and  by  h^n  all  that  believe  s^fe |Ufitified 
j&om  all  things,  from  which  .ye.cfmld  not  b€ 
justified  by  the  law  of  Moses.  Seware  there^ 
fore,  lest  that  come  upon  you,  which  is  spoken 
of  in  the^  prc^pbeta ;  Qehofd,  ye  det^isers^  ^  and 
wonder,  and  perish :  for  I  work  a  work  in  your 
days,  a  work  which  ye  shall  in  no  wise  believe, 
though  a  man  declare  it  tmto  you. 
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The  Gospel.    St  Luke  xxiv.  36. 

JESUS  himself  stood  in  the  midst  of  them, 
and  saith  unto  them^  Peace  be  unto  you! 
But  they  were  terrified  and  affrighted,  and 
supposed  that  they  had  seen  a  spirit.  And  he 
said  unto  them,  Why  are  ye  troubled.^ and  why 
do  thoughts  arise  in  your  hearts  ?

in  white  apparel ;.  ii^ich  ako  said,  Ye  men  of 
Galilee,  why  stand  ye  gazisig  up  into  heaven  ? 
thm  flame  Jesus,  which  is  taken  up  from  you 
into  heaven,  shall  so  come  in  like  manner  as  ye 
have  seen  haa  go  into  heaven.

JESUS  appeared  unto  the  eleven  as  they  sat 
at  meat,  and  upbiaided  them  with  their 
unbelief  and  hardness  of  heart,  because  they 
believed  not  them  which  had  seen  him  afler  he 
was  risen.  And  he  said  unto  them.  Go  ye  into 
all  the  world,  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every 
creature.  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized 
shall  be  saved ;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall 
be  damned.  And  these  signs  shall  follow  them 
that  believe:  In  my  Name  shall  ihey  cast  out 
devils;  they  shall  speak  with  new  tongues; 
they  shall  take  up  serpents ;  and  if  they  drink 
any  deadly  thing,  it  shall  not  hurt  them ;  they 
shall  lay  hands  on  the  sick,  and  they  shall 
recover.  So  then  after  the  Lord  had  .spoken 
unto  them,  he  was  received  up  into  heaven,  and 
sat  on  the  right  hand  of  God.  And  they  went 
forth,  and  preached  every  where,  the  Lord 
worlong  with  them,  and  confirming  the  Word 
with  signs  following.

THEN  Peter  opened  hte  mouth,  and  sadd. 
Of  a.  truth  I  perceive  that  God  is  no 
respecter  of  persons ;  but  in  e^reiy  nation  he 
diat  feareth  him,  and  worketh  ri^eousness,  ^ 
accepted  vnUi  hiin.  The  Word  which  God  sent 
unto  the  children  of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by 
Jesus  Christ,  (he  is  Lord  of  all,)  that  Word,  I 
say,  ye  know,  which  was.  published  throughout 
all  Judea,  and  began  from  Galilee,  after  the 
baptism  which  John  preached ;  How  God 
anointed  Jesus  of  Nazareth  with  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  with  power :  who  went  about  doing 

food,  and  healing  all  that  were  oppressed  of  the 
evil;  for  God  was  with  him.  And  we  are 
witnesses  of  all  things  which  he  did  both  in 
the  land  of  the  Jews,  and  in  Jerusalem ;  whom 
they  slew  and  hanged  on  a  tree.  Him  God 
raised  up  the  third  day,  and  showed  him  openly, 
(not  to  all  the  people,  but  imto  witnesses  chosen 
before  of  God,  even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and 
drink  with  him,]  after  he  rose  from  the  dead. 
And  ^le  commanded  us  to  preach  unto  the 
people,  and  to  testify  that  it  is  he  which  was 
ordained  of  God  to  be  the  judge  of  quick  and 
dead.  To  him  give  all  the  Prophets  witness, 
that  through  his  Name  whosoever  believeth 
in  him  eiiaU  receive  remission  of  sins.  While 
Peter  yet  spake  these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost 
fell  on  all  them  which  heard  the  word.  And 
they  of  the  circumcision  wl»cb  believed  were  1 
fltstoniflhed,  as  many  as  came  with  Peter,  because  ) 
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that  on  the  Gentiles  also  was  poured  out  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  thoy  heard  them 
speak  with  tongues,  and  magnify  God.  Then 
answered  Peter,  Can  any  man  forbid  water,  that 
these  should  not  be  baptized,whicfa  have  received 
the  Holy  Ghost  as  wefl  as  we  ?  And  he  com- 
manded th^n  to  be  baptized  in  the  Name  of  the 
Lord.  Th«i  prayed  they  him  to  tarry  certain 
days.

GOD  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his 
only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  in  him  should  not  perish,  but  have 
everlasting  life.  For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into 
the  world  to  condemn  the  world; but  that  the 
world  through  him  might  be  saved.  He  that 
believeth  on  him  is  not  condemned;  but  he 
that  believeth  not  i^  condemned  already,  because 
he  hath  not  believed  in  the  Name  of  the  only- 
begotten  Son  of  God.

And  before  the  dirone 
there  was  a  sea  of  glass  like  unto  crystal :  and 
in  the  midst  of  the  throne,  and  round  about  the 
throne,  were  four  beasts  foil  of  eyes  before  and 
behind.  And  the  first  beast  was  hke  a  lion,  and 
the  second  beast  like  a  calf,  and  the  third  beast 
had  a  face  as  a  man,  and  the  feuHfa  beast  was 
l&e  a  flying  eagle.  And  the  four  beasts  had 
each  of  them  six  wings  about  him ;  and  Hiey 
were  full  of  eyes  within ;  and  they  rest  not  day 
and  night,  saying.  Holy,  holy,  holy.  Lord  God 
Almighty,  which  was,  and  is,  and  is  to  come. 
And  when  those  beasts  give  glory,  and  honour, 
and  thanks  to  Him  that  sat  on  the  diitme,  who 
liveth  for  ever  and  ever,  the  four  and  twenty 
elders  fall  down  before  Him  that  sat  on  im 
throne,  and  worship  Him  that  liveth  for  ever  and 
ever,  and  cast  their  crowns  before  the  tfaitme, 
saying.

THERE  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees,  named 
Nicodemus,   a  ruler  of   the  Jews:    the 
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same  came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and  said  unto 
him,  Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou  art  a  teacher 
come  from  God :  for  no  man  can  do  these  mira* 
cles  that  thou  doest,  except  God  be  with  him. 
Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him,  Verily, 
yerily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a  man  be  bom 
again,  he  cannot  see  the  Kingdom  of  God. 
Nicodemus  saith  unto  him.  How  can  a  man 
be  bom  when  he  is  old  ?  can  he  enter  the  second 
time  into  his  mother's  womb,  and  be  bom  ?  Jesus 
answered.  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  except 
a  man  be  bom  of  water,  and  of  the  Spirit,  he 
cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  That 
which  is  bom  of  the  flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that 
which  is  bom  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit.  Marvel 
not  diat  I  said  unto  thee.  Ye  must  be  bom  again. 
The  wind  bloweth  where  it  listeth,  and  thou 
hearest  the  sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell 
whence  it  cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth :  so  is 
every  one  that  is  bom  of  the  Spirit.  Nicodemus 
answered  and  said  unto  him.  How  can  these 
things  be  ?  Jesus  answered  and  said  unto  him. 
Art  thou  a  master  of  Israel,  and  knowest  not 
these  things  ?  Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee. 
We  speak  that  we  do  know,  and  testify  that  we 
have  seen ;  and  ye  receive  not  our  witness.  K 
I  have  told  you  earthly  things,  and  ye  believe 
not,  how  shall  ye  believe,  if  I  tell  you  of  hea- 
venly ttnngs  ?  And  no  man  hath  ascended  ixp 
to  heaven,  but  he  th^t  came  down  from  heaven, 
even  the  Son  of  Man,  which  is  in  heaven*  And 
as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wildemess, 
even  so  must  the  Son  of  Man  be  lifted  up  ;  that 
whosoever  believeth  in  him  should  not  perish, 
but  have  eternal  life.

If  a  man  say,  I  love  God,  and  hatetfa 
his  brother,  he  is  a  liar:  for  he  that  lovetk  not 
his  brother  whom  he  hath  seen,  how  can  he 
love  God  whom  he  hath  not  seen  ?  And  this 
conmiandment  haVe  we  from  him.  That  he  who 
loveth  God  love  his  brother  abo. 

The  Gospel.    St.  Luke  xvi.  19. 

THERE  was  a  certain  rich  maja,  which  was 
clothed  in  purple  and  fine  linen,  and  ^ured 
sumptuously  every  day.  And  there  was  a  cer- 
tain be^ar  named  Lazaru$,  which  was  laid  at  his 
gate,  fuU  of  sores,  and  desiring  to  be  fed  with 
Sie  crumbs  which  fell  from  the  nch  man's  table : 
moreover  the  dogs  came  and  licked  his  sores. 
And  it  came  to  pass,  that  the  beggar  died,  and 
was  carried  by  the  angels  into  Abraham's 
bosom.  The  rich  man  also  died,  and  was  buried ; 
and  in  hell  he  lifted  up  his  eyes,  being  in  tor- 
ments, and  seeth  Abraham  afar  off,  and  Lazarus 
in  his  bosom.  And  he  cried  and'  said,  Father 
Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me,  and  send  Lazarus, 
that  he  may  dip  the  tip  of  his  finger  in  water, 
and  cool  my  tongue,  for  I  am  tormented  in  this 
flame.  But  Abramam  said.  Son,  remember  that 
&ou  in  thy  lifetime  receivedst  thy  good  things, 
and  likewise  Lazarus  evil  things ;  but  now  he 
is  comforted,  and  thou  art  tormented.  And 
besides  all  this,  between  us  and  you  there  is  a 
great  gulf  fixed :  so  that  they  which  would  pass  J 
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fiom  hmce  to  jou  casnot;  ndtiier  can  diey  pass 

tc  us,  that  would  come  bom  thence.     Then  be 

said,  I  pray  Ihee    therrfore,  father,  Ihat  thou 

woiildest  8&id  him  to  my  fether's  hoine :   foi 

I  hare  five  brethi^n;   that  he  may  testify  unto 

them,  Jest  they  also  e(»ne  into  dus  plaaee  of 

toraient.     Abraham  saith  unto  him,  Th^  have 

^  Moses  and  the  Pro^ets;   let  them  hear  than. 

And  he  said.  Nay,  fether  Abraham ;  but  if  one 

went  unto  them  &om  the  dead^  th^  will  repent 

And  he  said  unto  him,  If  they  hear  not  Moses 

and  the  Prophets,  neither  wiU  tiiey  be  persoaded 

though  one  rose  fiom  the  dead.

MARVEL  not,  my  brethren,  if  the  world 
hate  you.  We  know  that  we  have 
passed  6om  death  unto  life,  because  we  love 
the  brethren.  He  thact  lovdb  not  his  brother 
abideth  in  death.  Whosoever  hateth  his  brother 
is  a  murderer :  and  ye  know  that  no  murderer 
hath  etermd  life  abiding  in  him.  Hereby  per- 
ceive we  the  love  of  God^  because  he  laid  down 
his  life  for  us :  and  we  ought  to  lay  down  onr 
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lives  for  the  brethren.  But  whoso  hath  this 
world's  good,  and  seeth  liis  brother  have  need, 
and  sbutteth  up  his  bowels  of  compassdon  from 
him,  how  dwelleth  the  love  of  God  in  him? 
My  little  children,  let  us  not  love  in  word^ 
aeither  in  tongue;  but  in  deed  and  in  truth* 
And  hereby  we  know  that  we  are  of  die  truth, 
and  shall  assure  our  hearts  be&re  him.  For  if 
our  heart  condebin  us,  God  is  greater  than  our 
heart,  and  knoweth  all  things.  Beloved,  if  our 
heart  condemn  us  not,  then  have  yre  oon^daioe 
toward  God.  And  whatsoever  we  ask,  we 
receive  of  him,  because  we  keep  his  command- 
ments, and  do  those  things  that  are  pleasing  in 
his  sight.  And  this  is  his  conunandment,  That 
we  should  believe  on  the  Name  of  his  Son  Jesus 
Christ,  and  love  one  another,  as  he  ^ve  us 
commandment  And  he  that  keepeth  his  com- 
mandments  dwelleth  in  him,  and  he  in  him. 
And  hereby  we  know  that  he  abideth  in  us,  by 
the  Spirit  which  he  hath  given  us.

And  the  servant  said,  Lord,  it  is  done  as  thou 
hast  commanded,  and  yet  there  is  room.  And 
the  lord  said  unto  the  servant,  Go  out  into  the 
highways  and  hedges,  and  compel  them  to  come 
in,  that  my  house  may  be  filled  For  I  say  unto 
you,  that  none  of  those  men  which  were  bidden 
afcall  taste  of  my  supper.

And  when  she  hath  found  it,  she 
calleth  her  friends  and  her  neighbours  together, 
saying,  Rejoice  with  me ;  for  I  have  found  the 
piece  which  I  had  lost  likewise,  I  say  unto 
you,  there  is  joy  in  the  presence  of  the  Angeb 
of  God  over  one  sinner  that  repenteth.

For  he  that 
wiU  lore  life,  and  see  good  days,  let  him  refrain 
his  tos^e  fiom  cyil,  and  Us  lips  that  they 
speak  no  guile :  let  him  eschew  evil,  and  do 
good;  let  him  seek  peace,  and  ensue  it.

The  GrosPEi*.     St.  Luke  v.  1. 

IT  came  to  pass,  that,  as  the  people  pressed 
upon  him  to  hear  the  word  of  God,  he  stood 
by  the  lake  of  Gennesaret,  and  saw  two  ships 
standing  by  the  lake ;  but  the  fi^ermen  wei« 
gone  out  of  them,  and  were  washing  their  nets. 
And  be  entered  into  one  of  the  «iip8,  which 
was  Simon's,  and  prayed  him  that  he  would 
thrust  out  a  litde  from  the  land.  And  he  sat 
down,  and  taught  the  people  out  of  the  ship. 
"Now,  when  he  had  left  speaking,  he  said  unto 
Simon,  Launch  out  into  the  deep,  and  let  down 
your  nets  ibr  a  draught.  And  Simon  answering 
said  unto  him,  Master,  we  have  toiled  all  the 
night,  and  have  taken  nothing;  nevertheless 
at  thy  word  I  will  let  down  the  net.  And  when 
they  had  this  done,  they  enclosed  a  great  multi- 
tu<ie  of  fishes ;  and  their  net  brake.  And  they 
beckoned  unto  their  partner8,which  were  in  the 
other  ship,  that- they  should  come  and  help 
them.      And  they  came,  and   filled  both    the 
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ships,  so  that  they  began  to  sink.  When 
Simon  Peter  saw  it,  he  fell  down  at  Jesus' 
knees,  sajdn^,  Depart  from  me  ;for  I  am  a  sinfbl 
man,  O  Lord.  For  he  was  astonished,  and  all 
that  were  with  him,  at  the  draught  of  the  fishes 
which  they  had  taken ;  and  so  was  also  James, 
and  John,  the  sons  of  Zebedee^  which  wore 
partners  with  Simon.  And  Jesus  said  unto 
Simon,  Fear  not ;  from  henceforth  thou  shalt 
catch  men.  And  when  they  had  brought  their 
ships  to  land,  they  forsook  all,  and  followed  him.

The  Epistle.     Rom.  vi.  3. 

KNOW  ye  not,  that  so  many  of  us  as  were 
baptized  into  Jesus  Christ  were  baptized 
into  his  death  ?  Therefore  we  are  buried  with 
him  by  baptism  into  death ;  that  like  as  Christ 
was  raised  up  from  the  dead  by  the  glory  of  the 
Father,  even  so  we  also  ^ould  walk  in  newness 
of  life.  For  if  we  have  been  planted  together 
in  the  likeness  of  his  death,  we  shall  be  dso  in 
the  likeness  of  his  resurrection:  knowing  this, 

that  our  old  man  is  crucified  with  him,  that  the 
-         -—^  . — .. 
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body,  of  sin  might  be  destroyed,  that  h^icefortli 
we  ^hoidd  not  serve  sin.  For  he  that  is  dead 
is  freed  from  sin.  Now,  if  we  be  dead  with 
Christ,  we  believe  that  we  shall  also  live  with 
him: knowing  that  Christ  being  raised  from  the 
dead  dieth  no  more;  death  hath  no  more 
dominion  over  him.  For  in  that  he  died,  he 
died  unto  sin  once;  but  in  that  he  Hveth,  he 
liveth  unto  God.  Likewise  reckon  ye  also 
yourselves  to  be  dead  indeed  unto  sm,  but 
alive  unto  God  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

The  GoapEZ.     St.  MatL  v.  20. 

JESUS  said  unto  his  discij^es.  Except  yotir 
ri^teousness  sh^Il  ea^^^eed-tiie  righteousness 
jof  the  Scdbes  and  Pharisees,  ye  shall  iii  no  case 
enter  into  the  Kingdom  of  heaven.  Ye  have 
heard  that  it  was  said  by  them  of  old  time, 
Thou  shalt  not  kill ;  and  whosoever  shall 
kin  shall.be  m  danger  of  the  judgment.  But 
I  say  unto  you,  that  whosoever  is  Jingiy  with 
his  brother  without  a  cause  shall  be  in  danger 
of  the  judgment :.  and  whosoever  shall  say  to 
his  brother,  Raca,  shall  be^  in  danger  of  the 
council :  but  whosoever  shall  say,.  Thou  fool, 
shall  be  in  danger  of  hell-fire.  Therefore  if 
thou  bring  thy  gift  to  the  altar,  and  there  remem- 
berest  that  thy  brother  hath  aught  against  thee, 
leave  there  thy  gift  before  the  Star,  and  go  thy 
way ;  first  be  reconciled  to  thy  brother,  and  then 
come  and  offer  thy  gift.  Agree  with  thine 
adversshfj  quickly,  whues  thou  art  in  the  way 
with  him ;  lest  at  any  time  the  adveisaiy  deliver 
thee  to  the  judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee 
to  the  officer,  and  thou  be  cast  into  piisoii. 
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Verily  I  saj  unto  thee,  thou  shalt  bj  no  means 
come  out  diencey  till  thou  hast  paid  the  uttermost 
farthing.

to  eat:  and  if  I  send  them  away  bsiing  to  their 
own  houses,  they  will  feint  by  the  w^;  for 
divers  of  them  came  from  far.  Aod  hk  di^ 
ciples  answered  him,  From  whence  can  a  man 
satisfy  these  men  with  bread  here  in  the  wilder- 
ness  ?  And  he  asked  them,  How  many  loares 
haye  ye?  And  they  said,  Seven.  And  he 
ccmimanded  the  people  to  sit  down  on  the 
ground:  and  he  took  the  seven  loaves,  and 
gave  thanks,  and  brake,  and  gave  to  his  dis- 
ciples to  set  before  them ;  and  &ey  did  set  them 
before  the  people.  And  they  had  a.  few  tmaU 
fishes ;  and  he  blessed^  and  commanded  to  set 
them  also  before  them.  So  they  did  eat,  and 
were  filled :  and  they  took  up  of  the  broken 
meat  ibaX  was  left  seven  baskets.  And  they 
that  had  eaten  were  about  four  tboiisand.  And 
he  sent  them  away.

BRETHREN,  we   aj*  debtors,  not   to   the 
flesh,  to  live  after  the  flesh.  For  tf  ye  finp 
afl^rtlie  flesh,  ye  shall  die;  but  if  ye  throu^ 
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the  Spirit  do  mortify  the  deeds  of  the  body^  ye 
shaU  lire.  For  as  many  as  are  led  by  the  Spirft 
of  God,  tbey  are  the  sons  of  God.  For  ye 
have  not  received  the  spirit  of  bondage  d^gsin 
to  fear;  but  ye  have  received  the  spirit  of 
adoption,  whereby  we  cry,  Abba,  Father.  The 
Spirit  itself  beareth  witness  wit^  our  spirit,  that 
we  are  the  children  of  God.  And  if  children, 
then  l^irs  ^  heirs  (^  God,  and  joint-heirs  with 
Olrist-;  if  so  be  that  we  suffer  with  him,  that 
we  may  be  also  glorified  together.

BEWARE  of  felse  prophets,  which  come  to 
you  in  «heep's  clothing,  but  inwardly 
they  are  ravening  wolves.  Ye  shall  know  tttem 
by  their  fruits.  Do  men  gather  grapes  of  thorns, 
or  figs  g[  thistles  ?

A  godd  tree  cannot 
bring  forth  evil  firuit,  neiUier  can  a  corrupt  tree 
bn^  &>rQi  good  firuit.  Every  tree  that  bringeth 
not  forth  good  fruit  is  hewn  down,  and  cast 
into  the  fire.  Wherefijre  by  their  fi:iuts  ye  shall 
know  them.  Not  every  one  that  saith  uilto  tn^, 
Ijxrdy  LcHrd,'  shall  en^r  into  the  Kingdoni'  6f 
heaven ;  biit  he  t&tl  doeth  the  will  of  my 
Father,  who  is  in  faeav^L.

weU  pleased;  for  they  were  overthnnim  in  the 
wilderness.  Now  these  things  were,  our  exam- 
ples, to  the  intent  we  should  not  lust  after  eyil 
things,  as  they  also  lusted.  Neither  be  ye 
idolaters,  as  were  some  of  them;  m  it  is  written, 
The  people  sat  down  to  eat  and  drmk,  and 
rose  up  to  play.  Nrither  let  us.  commit  bx- 
iiioalion,  as  some  of  them  cbmmitted,  and 
fell  in  one  day  three  and  twenty  thousand. 
Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ,  aasom^  of  them 
also  tempted,  and  were  destroyed  of  serpents. 
Neither  muimur  ye,  as  some  of  them  also  miir- 
ttured,  and  were  dei^oyed  of  the  destroyer. 
N^w  ail  diese  things  happened  ttnto  them 
for  ensraiples:  «id  ihey  are  written  for  our 
admonitioii,  upon  whom  the  ends  of  the  world 
are  come.  Wherefcnre  let  him  that  thinketh 
he  stai^ketli  take  heed  lest  he  fall.  There 
hatli  no  temptation  taken  you  but  such  as  is 
common  to  man:  but  God  is  ^thful,  who 
iss  ""  n2 
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will  not  suffer  you  to  be  tempted  above  that 
ye  are  able ;  but  will  widi  tbe  temptation  also 
make  a  way  to  escape,  that  ye  may  be  able  to 
bear  it.

JilSUS  said  unto  his  disciples.  There  was  a 
cartain  rich  man,  which  had  a  steward ;  and 
tilie  same  was  accused  unto  him  that  he  had 
wasted  his  goods.

And  he  said.  An  hundred  measures  of  oil.  And 
he  said  unto  him.  Take  thy  bill,  and  sit  down 
quickly,  and  write  fifty.  Tb^  said  he  to 
ano&er.  And  how  much  owest  thou  ?  And  he 
said,  An  hundred  measures  of  wheat  And  he 
said  unto  him.  Take  thy  bill,  and  write  four- 
score. And  the  lord  commended  the  unjust 
steward,  because  he  had  done  wisely:  for  the 
children  of  this  world  are  in  their  genemtioa 
wiser  than  the  children  of  light  And  I  sagr 
unto  you.  Make  to  yourselves  fiiends  <rf  Hie 
mammon  of  unrighteousness ;  that,  when  ve  fiil^ 
they  may  receive  you  into  everlastiBg  habita* 
tions.

f;ive  you  to  understand,  that  no  man  speaking 
y  the  Spirit  of  God  calleth  Jesus  accursed;

but  by  the  Holy  Ghost.  Now  there  are  diver- 
sities of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit.  And  there 
are  differences  of  administrations,  but  the  same 
Lord.

But  the  manifestation  of  the  Spirit  is  ^ven  to 
every  man  to  profit  withal.  For  to  one  is  giV^, 
by  the  Spirit,  the  word  of  wisdom ;  to  another, 
die  word  of  knowledge,  by  the  same  i^irit ;  to 
another,  faith, by  the  same  Spirit;  to  anodier, 
the  gifts  of  heding,  by  the  same  Spirit ;  to . 
another,  the  working  of  miracles;  to  another, 
prophecy;  to  another,  discerning  of  spirits;  to 
another,  divers  kinds  of  tongues;  to  anodier, 
the  interpretation  of  tongue^.  But  all  these 
worketh  that  o^.  and  the  self-same  Spirili:, 
dividing  to  every  man  severally  as  he  will.

And  he  went 
into  the  temple,  and  began  to  casi  6ut  them  that 
sold  therein,  and  them  that  bought: saying untd 
them,  It  is  written.  My  house  is  the  house  of 
prayer ;  but  ye  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves. 
Ana  he  taught  daily  in  the  temple.

BRETHREN,  I  declare  unto  you  the  gospel 
which  I  preached  unto  you,  which  also  jre 
have  received,  and  wherein  ye  stand ;  by  whi<5h 
also  ye  are  saved,  if  ye  keep  in  memory  what  j 
I  preached  unto  you,  unless  ye  hav«  befieved  j 
in  vain.     For  I  delivered  unto  you  fiist  of  all,  1 
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that  which  I  also  xeoeired,  how  that  Christ  died 
for  our  sins  accoidiog  to  the  Scriptures ;  and 
that  he  was  buried,  s^  that  he  rose  again  the 
third  day  according  to  the  Scriptures.  Aud  thi^ 
he  was  seen  of  Cephas,  then  of  the  twelve : 
after  that,  he  was  seen  of  above  five  hundred 
brethren  at  once;  of  whom  the  greater  part 
remain  unto  this  preseiit,  but  some  are  fallen 
asleep.  After  that,  he  was  seen  of  James ;  then 
of  all  die  Apostles.  Andlast  of  all  he  was  seen 
of  me  also,  as  of  one  bom  out  of  due  time. 
For  I  am  the  least  of  the  Aposdes,  that  am  not 
meet,  to  be  called  an  Aposue,  because  I  perse- 
cuted the  Church  of  God.  But  by  the  grace  of 
God  I  am  what  I  ani :  and  his  grace  which 
was  bestowed  upon  me  was  not  in  vain ;  but  I 
laboured  more  sibundantly  than  they  all ;  yet  not 
I,  but  the  grace  of  God  which  was  with  me. 
Therefore  whether  it  were  I  or  they,  so  we 
preach,  and  so  ye  believed.

JESUS  spake  Has  parable  unto  certain  whicb 
trusted    ia    themselves    that    fkej   were 
righteous,  and  de^>i8ed  dihers:  Two  *men  west 
up  into  the  temple  to  pray ;  Hib  cme  a  Pharisee, 
and  the  other  a  Publican.    The  Pharisee  stood 
and  prayed  thus  with  himself,    God,  I  thank 
thee,  that  I  am  net  as  o&er  men  ajre,  extortion^ 
ers,  unjust,  aduherers,  or  even  as  tliis  Publican: 
I  fkst  twice  in  the  week,  I  give  tithes  of  all 
that  I  possess.      And  the  Publican,   standing 
afar  off,  would  not  lift  up  so  much  as  his  eyes  j 
unto  heaven,  but  smote  upon  his  breast,  saying,  | 
God  be  merciful  to  me  a  sinner!    I  tell  you,  j 
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this  man  if^ent  down  to  his  house  justified  lath^ 
than  the  other :  for  every  one  that  exalteth  him*- 
self  shall  be  abased ;  and  he  that  humbleth 
himself  shall  be  exalted.

SUCH  trust  have  we  through  Christ  to  God- 
ward:  not  that  we  are  sufficient  of  out 
selves  to  think  any  thing  as  of  ourselves ;  but 
our  sufficiency  is  of  God.  Who  also  hath  made 
us  able  ministers  of  the  New  Testament ;  not  of 
the  letter,  but  of  the  spirit :  for  the  letter  Idlleth, 
but  the  spirit  giveth  life.  But  if  the  ministra* 
tion  of  death,  written  and  engraven  in  stones, 
was  glorious,  so  that  the  children  of  Israel  could 
not  steadfastly  behold  the  face  of  Moses  for  the 
glory  of  his  countenance,  which  glory  was  to  be 
done  away ;  how  shall  not  the  ministration  of 
the  spirit  be  rather  glorious  ?  For  if  the  minis- 
tration of  condemnation  be  glory,  much  more 
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doth  the  ministiatioii  of  nghteousness  exceed  in 
glorjr.

JESUS,  departing  from  the  coasts  of  Tyre  and 
Sidon,  came  unto  the  sea  of  Galilee, 
through  the  midst  of  the  coasts  6f  Decapolis. 
And  they  bring  unto  him  one  that  was  deaf,  and 
had  an  impediment  in  his  speech;  and  they 
beseech  him  to  put  his  hand  upon  him.  And 
he  took  hina  aside  irom  the  multitude,  and  put 
his  fingers  into  his  ears,  and  he  spit,  and  touched 
his  tongue;  and  looking  up  to  heaven,  he 
sighed,  and  saith  unto  him,  Ephphatha^  diat  is, 
Be  opened.  And  straightway  his  ears  were 
opened,  and  the  string  of  his  tongue  was  loosed, 
and  he  spake  plain.  And  he  charged  them 
that  they  should  tell  no  man :  but  the  more  he 
charged  them,  so  much  the  more  a  great  deal 
they  published  it;  and  were  beyond  measure 
astonished,  saying.  He  hath  done  all  things 
well;  he  maketh  both  the  deaf  to  hear,  and 
the  dumb  to  speak.

TO  Abraham  and  his  seed  were  the  promises 
made.  He  saith  not^  And  to  seeds,  as 
of  many;  but  as  of  one,  And  t6  thy  seed,  whidi 
is  Christ.  And  this  I  say,  That  the  covenant, 
that  was  confirmed  before  of  God  in  Christ,  the 
Law,  which  was  four  hundred  and  thirty  years 
after,  cannot  disannul,  that  it  should  make  the 
promise  of  none  effect.  For  if  the  inheritance 
be  of  the  Law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise ;  but 
God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by  promise.  Where- 
fore men  serveth  the  La^v?  It  v(^s  added 
because  of  transgressions,  till  the  seed  should 
come  to  whom  the  promise  was  made ;  and  it 
was  ordained  by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  media- 
tor. Now  a  mediator  is  not  a  mediator  of  one ; 
but  God  is  one.  Is  the  Law  then  against  the 
promises  of  God?  God  forbid;  for  if  there 
had  been  a  law  given  which  could  have  given 
life,  verily  righteousness  should  have  been  by 
the  Law.  But  the  Scripture  hath  concluded  all 
under  sin,  that  the  promise  by  faith  of  Jesus 
Christ  might  be  given  to  them  that  believe. 

The  Gospel.    St,  Luke  x.  23. 

BLESSED  are  the  eyes  which  see  the  things 
that  ye  see.  For  I  tell  you,  that  many  pro 
phets  and  kings  have  desired  to  see  those  thmgs 
which  ye  see,  and  have  not  seen  lliem ;  and  to 
hear  those  things  which  ye  hear,  and  have  not 
heard  them.    And  behold,  a  certain  Lawyer  stood 
up,   and  tempted   him,  saying,  Master,  what  | 
shall  I  do  to  inherit  eternal  life  ?     He  said  unto,  j 
him,  What  is  written  in  the  Law  ?    How  readest 
thou  ?     And  he  answering  said,  Thou  shalt  love  I

who  is  my  neighbour?  And  Jesus  answering 
said,  A  certain  man  went  down  from  Jerusalem 
to  Jericho,  imd  fell  among  thieves,  which  stripped 
him  of  his  raiment,  and  wounded  him,  an^ 
departed,  leaving  him  half  dead.  And  bf 
chance  there  came  down  a  certain  Piiest  thai 
way;  and  when  he  saw  him,  he  passed  by  on 
the  other  side.  And  likewise  a  Levite,  when 
he  was  at  the  place,  came  and  looked  on  him, 
and  passed  by  on  the  other  side.  But  a  certain 
Samaritan,  as  he  journeyed,  cafne  wh^  he 
was ;  and  when  he  saw  hun,  he  had  compassion 
on  him,  and  went  to  him,  and  bound  up  his 
wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and- wine,  and  set  him 
on  his  own  beast,  and  brought  him  to  an  inn, 
and  took  care  of  him.  And  on  the  morrow, 
when  he  departed,  he  took  out  two  pence,  and 
gave  them  to  the  host,  and  said  unto  him.  Take 
care  of  him;  and  whatsoever  thou  spendest 
more,  when  I  come  a^ain,  I  will  repay  thee. 
Which  now  of  these  three,  thinkest  thou,  was 
neighbour  unto  him  that  fell  among  the  thieves? 
And  he  said.  He  that  showed  mercy  on  him.

I  SAY  then,  Walk  in  the  Spirit,  smd  ye  shall 
not  fulfil  the  lust  of  the  flesh.  For  the 
flesh  lusteth  against  the  Spirit,  and  the  Spirit 
against  the  flesh  i  and  these  are  contrary  the 
one  to  the  other;  so  that  ye  cannot  do  the 
things  that  ye  would.  But  if  ye  be  led  by  the 
Spint,  ye  are  not  under  the  Law.  Now  the 
works  of  the  flesh  are  manifest,  which  are  these; 
adultery,  fomicatio'iii  uncleanness,  lasciviousness, 
idolatry,  witchctaft;^  hatred,  variance,  emulations, 
wrath,  strife*,  editions,  heresies,  envyings,  mur- 
ders, drunkenness,  reveUings,  and  such  like : 
of  the  which  I  tell  you  before,  as  I  have  also 
told  you  in  time  past,  that  they  who  do  such 
things  shall  not  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God. 
But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace, 
long-suflering,  gentleness,  goodness,  iaith,  meek* 
ness,  temperance  :  against  such  there  is  no  law. 
And  tiiey  that  are  Christ's  have  crucified  the 
flesh,  with  the  aflections  and  lusts.

Y£  see  how  lar^  a  letter  I  have  written  unto 
you  with  mine  own  hand.  As  many  as 
desire  to  make  a  fair  show  in  the  flesh,  they 
constrain  you  to  be  circumcised ;  only  lest  they 
should  suffer  persecution  for  the  cross  of  Christ 
For  neither  they  themselves  who  are  circipftcised 
keep  the  Law;  but  desire  to  have  you  circum> 
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cised,  that  thfey  may  glory  in  yaur  flesh;  But 
God  forbid  that  I  should  glory,  save  in  the  cross 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  by  whom  the  world 
is  crucified  unto  me,  and  I  unto  the  worid.  For 
in  Christ  Jesus  neither  circumcision  availeth  any 
thing,  nor  uncircumcision,  but  a  new  creature. 
And  as  many  as  walk  according  to  this  rule, 
peace  be  on  them,  and  mercy,  and  upon  the 
Israel  of  God.

NO  man  can  serve  two  masters:  for  either  be 
will  hate  the  one,  and  love  the  other ;  or 
else  he  will  hold  to  the  one,  and  despise  the 
other.  Ye  cannot  serve  God  and  mammon. 
Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  Take  no  thought  for 
your  life,  what  ye  shall  eat,  or  what  ve  shall 
drink ;  nor  yet  for  your  body,  what  ye  shall  put 
on.  Is  not  the  life  more  than  meat,  and  the 
body  than  raiment?  Behold  the  fowls  of  the 
air;  for  they  sow  not,  neither  do  they  reap,  nor 
gather  into  bams;  yet  your  heavenly  Father 
leedeth  them.  Are  ye  not  much  better  than 
thev?  Which  of  you  by  taking  thought  can 
add  one  cubit  unto  his  stature  ?  And  why  take 
ye  thought  for  raiment?  Consider  the  lilies 
of  the  field,  how  they  grow;  they  toil  not, 
neither  do  they  spin :  and  yet  I  say  unto  you. 
That  even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was  not 
arraved  like  one  of  these.  Wherefore,  if  God

to  thee,  Giv^  this  man  place ;  and  thou  begin 
with  shame  to  take  the  lowest  room.  Bat  when 
fliou  art  bidden,  go  and  sit  dovm  in  the  loweirt: 
room ;  that  when  he  that  bade  thee  cometh,  he 
may  say  mito  thee,  Friend,  go  up  higher :  ^en 
shalt  thou  hare  worship  in  the  presence  of  them 
that  sit  at  meat  with  thee.

one  of  another.  Be  ye  angry,  and  sin  not :  let 
not  the  sun  go  down  upon  your  wrath ;  neither 
give  place  to  the  devil.  Let  him  that  stole 
steal  no  more ;  but  rather  let  him  labour,-  work- 
ing with  his  hands  the  thing  which  is  good,  that 
he  may  have  to  give  to  him  that  needeth.

Jesus  saith  unto  him, 
I  say  not  unto  thee,  Until  seven  times ;  but,Until 
seventy  times  seven.  Therefore  is  the  Kingdom 
of  heaven  likened  unto  a  certain  king  which 
would  take  account  of  his  servants.  And  when 
he  had  begun  to  reckon,  one  was  brou^t  unto 
him,  who  owed  him  ten  thousand  talents.  But 
forasmuch  as  he  had  not  to  pav,  his  lord  com* 
manded  him  to  be  sold,  and  his  wife  and 
children,  and  all  that  he  had,  and  pavment  to 
be  made.  The  servant  therefore  fell  down  and 
worshipped  him,  saving.  Lord,  have  patience 
with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  all.  TTien  the 
lord  of  that  servant  was  moved  with  com- 
passion, and  loosed  him,  and  forgave  him  the 
debt.  But  the  same  servant  went  out,  and 
found  one  of  his  fellow-servants, which  owed  him 
an  hundred  pence :  and  he  laid  hands  on  him, 
and  took  him  by  the  throat,  saying.  Pay  me 
that  thou  owest.  And  his  fellow- servant  fell 
down  at  his  feet,  and  besought  him,  saying, 
Have  patience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee  afl. 
And  he  would  not ;  but  went  and  cast  him  into 
prison,  till  he  should  pay  ,the  debt.  So  when 
his  fellow- servants  saw  what  ^  was  done,  they 
were  very  sony,  and  came  and  told  unto  their 
lord  all  that  was  done.  Then  his  lord,  after 
that  he  had  called  him,  said  unto  him,  O  thou 
wicked  servant,  I  forgave  thee  all  that  debt, 
because  thou  desiredst  me :  shouldest  not  thou 
also  have  had  compassion  on  thy  fellow-servant, 
even  as  I  had  pity  on  thee  ?  And  his  lord  was 
wroth,  and  delivered  him  to  the  tormentors,  till 
he  should  pay  all  that  was  due  unto  hkn.  So 
likewise  shall  my  heavenly  Father  do  also  unto 
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you,  if  ye  fiom  your  hearts  forgive  not  every 
one  his  brother  their  trespasses.

BRETHREN,  be  followers  together  of  «ie^ 
and  mark  th^B  which  walk  so  as  ye  hare 
us  for  an  ensample.  (For  many  walk,  of  whom 
I  hare  told  you  often,  and  now  tell  you  eren 
weeping,  that  they  are  the  enemies  of  the  cross 
of  Christ ;  whose  end  is  destruction,  whose  god 
is  their  belly,  and  whose  glory  is  in  th^  shaoiei 
who  mind  earflily  things.)  For  our  conyerta-* 
tion  is  in  heaven ;  from  whence  also  we  look  for 
the  Saviour,  the  Lord  Jesus  ^Christ :  who  {shall 
change  our  vile  body,  that  it  may  be  fashioned 
like  unto  his  glorious  body,  according  to  the 
working  whereby  he  is  able  even  to  smdue  all 
things  unto  himself.

THEN  went  the  Pharisees,  and  took  counsel 
how  they  might  entandle  him  in  his  talk. 
And  they  sent  out  unto  him  meir  disciples,  with

And  when 
Jesus  came  into  4he  ruler's  house,  and  saw  the 
minstrels  and  the  people  making  a  noise,  he 
said  unto  them,  Give  place ;  for  the  maid  is  not 
dead,  but  slcepeth.  And  they  laughed  him  to 
scorn.  But  when  the  people  were  put  forth, 
he  went  in,  and  took  her  by  the  hand,  and  the 
maid  arose.  And  the  fame  hereof  went  abroad 
into  all  that  land.

(And  this  he  said  to  prove 
him :  for  he  himself  knew  what  he  would  do.) 
Philip  answered  him,  Two  himdred  penny-worth 
of  bread  is  not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every 
one  of  them  may  take  a*  little.  One  of  his  dis- 
ciples, Andrew,  Simon  Peter^s  brother,  saith 
unto  him,  There  is  a  lad  here,  wMch  hadi  five 
barley-loaves,  and  two  small  fishes;  but  what 
are  fiiey  among  so  many?  And  Jesus  said, 
Make  the  men  sit  down.  Now  there  was  much 
grass  in  the  place.  So  the  men  sat  down,  in 
number  about  five  thousand.  And  Jesus  took 
the  loaves ;  and  when  he  had  riven  thanks,  he 
distributed  to  the  disciples,  and  the  disciples  to 
them  that  were  set  down ;  and  likewise  of  the 
fishes,  as  much  as  they  would.  When  they 
were  filled,  he  said  unto  his  disciples.  Gather 
up  the  Segments  that  remain,  that  nothing  be 
lost.  Therefore  they  gathered  them  togemer, 
and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the  firagments  of 
the  five  barley-loaves,  which  remained  over  and 
above  unto  mem  that  had  eaten.  Then  those 
men,  when  they  had  seen  the  miracle  that  Jesus 
did,  said.  This  is  of  a  truth  that  Prophet  that 
should  come  into  the  world.

THAT  which  was  from  the  begini^g,  which 
We  have  heard,  which  we  have  seen  with 
our  eyes,  which  we.  have  looked  upon,  and  our 
hands  have  handled,  of  the  Word  ot  life ;  (for  the 
life  was  manifested,  and  we  have  seen  it,  and 
bear  witness,  and  show  unto  you  that  eternal 
life,  which  was  with  the  Father,  and  was  mani- 
fested unto  us ;)  that  which  we  have  seen  and 
heard  declare  we  unto  you,  that  ye  also  may 
have  fellowship  with  us :  and  truly  our  fellow- 
ship is  with  the  Father,  and  with  las  Son  Jesus 
Christ.

If  we  say  that  we  have 
fellowship  with  him,  and  walk  in  darkness,  we 
lie,  and  do  not  the  tiuth ;  but  if  we  wslk  in  the 
h^xt^  as  he  is  in  flie  Ught,  we  have  SdHowsinp 
CHie  with  another,  and  the  blood  cijesm  Cbmst 
his  Son  cleansefb  us  from  jdl  sin.  K  we  say 
that  we  have  no  An,  we  dec^v^  ourselves,  and 
the  truth  is  not  in  us.  If  we  eonfess  our  ma, 
he  is  fahhfal  and  just  to  for^ve  us  our  sh^, 
and  to  cleanse  us  ttom  all  uim^teousness.    If  I 
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we  say  that  we  have  not  skmed,  we  make  him 
a  liar,  and  his  word  is  not  in  us.

JESUS  said  unto  Peter,  Follow  me.  Then 
Peter,  turning  about,  seeth  fhe  disciple 
whom  Jesus  loved  following,  (which  also 
leaned  on  his  breast  at  supper,  and  said,  Lord, 
which  is  he  that  betrayeth  thee  ?)  Peter  seeing 
him  saith  to  Jesus,  Lord,  and  what  shall  this 
man  do  ?  Jesus  saith  unto  him.  If  I  will  that 
he  tarry  till  I  come,  what  is  that  to  thee? 
Follow  thou  me.  Then  went  this  saying  abroad 
among  flie  brethren,  that  that  disciple  should 
not  die :  yet  Jesus  said  not  unto  him,  He  shall 
not  die ;  but.  If  I  will  that  he  tarry  till  I  come, 
what  is  that  to  thee?  This  is  the  disciple 
which  testifieth  of  these  things,  and  wrote  these 
things ;  and  we  know  that  his  testimony  is  true. 
And  there  are  also  many  other  things  which 
Jesus  did,  the  which,  if  liey  should  be  written 
every  one,  I  suppose  that  even  the  world  itself 
could  not  contain  the  books  that  should  be 
written.

When  he  arose,  he  took  the  youn^  child  and 
his  mother  by  night,  and  departed  into  Egypt, 
and  was  there  until  the  death  of  Herod ;  that  it 
m^t  be  fulfilled  which  was  spoken  of  the  Lord 
by  the  prophet,  sayii^.  Out  of  Egypt  have  I 
called  iny  Son.  Then  Herod,  when  he  saw  that  ^ 
he  was  mocked  of  the  ymse  men,  was  er.ceeding  j 
wroth,  and  sent  forth,  and  slew  afl  the  eldldnm  | 
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that  were  in  Bethlehem,  and  in  all  the  coasts 
thereof^  from  two  years  old  and  lender,  accord- 
ing to  the  time  which  he  had  diligaitly  inquired 
of  the  wise  men.  Then  was  fulfifled .  that  which 
was  spoken  by  Jeremy  the  prophet,  saying,  In 
Rama  was  there  a  voice  heaj^,  lamentation,  and 
weeping,  and  great  mourning,  Rachel  weeping 
for  her  childr^d,  and  would  not  be  comforted, 
because  they  are  not.

I  am  Jesus  vAicm  tiiou  persecdteM :  it  is  haid 
for  tliee  to  kick  agsdnst  the  pricks.  And  he, 
trembling  and  astonished,  said,  Lord,  what  wilt 
thou  have  me  to  do  ?  And  the  Lord  said  onto 
him,  Arise,  and  go  into  the  city,  and  it  AnH 
be  (old  tiiee  what  dK>u  must  do.  And  the  men 
which  journeyed  mth  him  stood  speechless, 
bearing  a  voice,  but  seeing  no  man.  And  Saul 
arose  from  the  earth,  and  when  his  eyes  were 
opened,  he  saw  no  man ;  but  they  led  him  by 
the  hand,  and  brought  him  into  Damascus. 
And  he  was  three  days  without  sight,  and 
neither  did  eat  nor  drink.  And  there  was  a 
certain  disciple  at  Damascus,  named  Ananias; 
and  to  him  said  die  Lord  in  a  vision,  Ananias. 
And  he  said.  Behold,  I  am  here,  Lord.  And 
the  Lord  said  unto  him,  Arise,  and  go  into  the 
street  which  is  called  Straight,  and  inquire  in 
the  house  of  Judas  for  one  called  Saul,  of  Tar- 
sus :  for  behold,  he  prayeth,  and  hath  seen  in  a 
vision  a  man  named  Ananias,  coming  in,  and 

Eutting  his  hand  on  him,  that  he  might  receive 
is  eight.  Then  Ananias  answered.  Lord,  I 
have  heard  by  many  of  this  man,  how  much 
evil  he  hath  done  to  thy  saints  at  Jerusalem : 
and  here  he  hath  authority  from  the  chief  priests 
to  bind  all  that  call  on  thy  Name.  But  the  Lord 
said  unto  him.  Go  thy  way ;  for  he  is  a  chosen 
vessel  unto  me,  to  bear  my  Name  before  the 
GentHes,  and  kings,  and  the  children  of  Israel : 
for  I  will  show  him  how  great  things  he  must 
suffer  for  my  Name's  sake.  And  Ananias  went 
his  way,  and  entered  into  the  house ;  And 
putting  his  hands^  on  him  «aid,  Brother  Saul, 
the  Lord,  even  Jesus  that  appeared  unto  thee  in 
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the  way  as  thou  earnest,  hath  sent  me,  that  thou 
mightest  receive  thy  sight,  and  be  filled  with 
the  Holy  Ghost.  And  immediately  there  fell 
from  his  eyes  as  it  had  been  scales;  and  he 
received  sight  forthwith,  and  arose,  and  was 
baptized.  And  when  he  had  received  meat,  he 
was  strengthened.  Then  was  Saul  certain  days 
with  the  disciples  which  were  at  Damascus. 
And  straightway  be  preached  Christ  in  the 
syns^gues,  that  he  is  the  Son  of  Qod.  But 
all  that  heard  him  were  amazed,  and  said,  Is 
not  this  he  that  destroyed  them  which  called  on 
this  Name  in  Jerusalem,  and  came  hither  for  that 
intent,  that  he  might  brin^  them  bound  imto  the 
chief  priests  ?  But  Saul  mcreased  the  more  in 
strength,  and  confounded  the  Jews  which  dwelt 
at  Damascus,  proving  that  this  is  very  Christ

And  it  was  revealed 
unto  him  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  he  should  not 
see  death,  pe^re  jbe.had  seen  the  Lord's  Christ. 
And  he  cag^a  by  the -Spirit  into  the  temple ;  and 
when  t^  paimts  brought  in  the  child  Jesus,  to 
do  forjpn  after  the  jG»jistom  of  the  Law,  then  took 
he  him  up  in  his  acolis,  and  blessed  God,  and 
said,  Lord,  now  lettest  tho^  thy  servant  depart 
in  peace,  according  to  thy  word :  fi>r  mine  eyes 
have  se^  thy  salvation,  which  thou  hast  pre- 
pared before  the  face  of  aB  people ;  a  light  to 
lighten  the  G&atiles,  and  the  glory  of  thy  people 
Israel.  And  Joseph  and  his  mother  marvelled 
at  those  things  which  were  spoken  of  him.

F  those  days.PettSr  stood  up  in  llie  midst  of 
the  disciples,  and  isaid,  (the  number  of  the 
names  together  were  about  an  hundred*  and 
twenty,)  Men  and  brethren,  this  Scripture  must 
needs  have  been  fulfilled,  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
by  the  mouth  of  David  spake  before  concerning 
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Judas,  who  was  guide  to  them  that  took  Jesus. 
For  he  was  numbered  with  us,  and  had  obtained 
part  of  this  ministry.  Now  this  man  purchased 
a  field  with  the  reward  of  iniquity;  and  falling 
headlong,  he  burst  asunder  in  the  midst,  and  aU 
his  bowels  gushed  out.  And  it  was  known  to 
all  the  dwellers  at  Jerusalem ;  insomuch  as  that 
field  is  called  in  their  proper  tongue,  Aceldama, 
diat  is  to  say,  The  field  of  blood.  For  it  is 
written  in  the  book  of  Psalms,  Let  his  habitation 
be  desolate,  and  let  no  man- dwell  therein ;  and 
His  bishopric  let  another  take.  Wherefore  of 
these  men  which  have  companied  with  us  all 
the  time  that  the  Lord  Jesus  went  in  and  out 
sonong  us,  be^ning  from  the  baptism  of  John, 
unto  that  same  day  that  he  was  taken  up  firom 
us,  must  One  be  ordained  to  be  a  witness  with 
us  of  his  resurrection.  And  they  appointed  two, 
Joseph  called  Barsabas,  who  was  sumamed 
Justus,  and  Matthias.  And  they  prayed,  and 
said.  Thou,  Lord,  which  kuowest  the  hearts  of 
all  men,  show  whether  of  these  two  thou  hast 
chosen ;  that  he  may  take  part  of  this  ministry 
and  apostleship,  firom  which  Judas  by  transgres- 
sion fidl,  that  he  might  go  to  his  own  place.

worK,  Ihat  ye  nxay  be  perfect  and  entire,  wanting 
nothing,  K«Bny  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him 
ask  of  God,  that  giveth  to  all  men  Uberally,  and 
uphraideth  not,  and  it  shall  be  given  him.  .But 
let  him  ask  in  £uth,  nothing  wavering ;  for  he 
that  wavefeth  is  like^a  wave  of  the  sea  driven 
witli  the  wind  and  tossed.  For  let  not  that  man 
think  that  he  shall  receive  any  thmg  of  the 
Lord.  A  double-minded  man  is  unstable  m  all 
his  ways.  Let  tl^e  brother  of  low  degree  reioice 
in  that  he  is  exalted ;  but  the  rich,  in  that  he  is 
made  low ;  because  as  the  flower  of  the  grass 
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he  shall  pass  awa^.  For  the  sun  is  no  sooner 
risen  with  a  burning  heat,  but  it  withereth  the 
grass,  and  the  flower  thereof  falleth,  and  the 
grace  of  the  fashion  of  it  perisheth :  so  also 
shall  the  rich  man  fade  away  in  his  ways. 
Blessed  is  the  man  that  endureth  temptation; 
for  when  he  is  tried,  he  shall  receive  the  crown 
of  life,  which  the  Lord  hath  promised  to  them 
that  love  him.

AND  Jesus  said  unto  his  disciples.  Let  not 
your  heart  be  troubled;  ye  believe  in 
God,  believe  also  in  me.  In  my  Father's  house 
are  many  mansions  ;  if  it  were  not  so,  I  would 
haye  told  you.  I  go.  to  prepare  a  place  for  you :

Have  I 
been  so  long  time  with  you,  and  yet  hast  thou 
not  known  me,  Philip  ?  He  that  hath  seen  me, 
hath  seen  the  Father ;  and  how  sayest  thou  then, 
Show  us  the  Father  ?  Believest  thou  not  that  I 
am  in  the  Father,  and  the  Father  in  me  ?  The 
words  that  I  speak  unto  you,  I  speak  not  of 
§§4 
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myself;  but  the  Fathfer,  that  dwelleth  in  me,  he 
doetb  the  works.  Beliere  me  that  I  am  in  the 
Father,  and  the  Father  in  me ;  or  else  believe 
me  for  the  very  works'  sake.  Venly,  verily,  I 
say  unto  you^  he  that  believeth  on  me,  the 
works  that  I  do  sball  he  do  also ;  and  greats 
works  than  these  shall  he  do;  because  I  go 
unto  my  Father.  And  whatsoever  ye  shaU  ask 
in  my  Name,  that  will  I  do,  that  the  Filler  may 
be  glorified  in  ^e  Son.  If  ye  diaU  vA  any 
thing  in  my  Name,  I  will  do  it.

Who,  when  ^  he  came,  and 
had  seen  the  grace  of  God,  was  glad ;  and 
exhorted  fliem  all,  that  with  purpose  of  heart 
they  would  cleave  unto  the  Lord.  For  he  was 
a  good  man,  and  full  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  of 
faith:  and  much  I)e0ple  was  added  uifto  the 
Lord.  Then  departed  Barnabas  to  Tarsus,  for 
to  seek  SauL  And  when  he  had  found  him,  he 
brottg^t  hfan  unto  Antioch.  And  it  came  to 
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pass,  that  a  i^hote  year  they  assembled  th^n- 
selves  \rith  theChurch,  and  taudit  much  people : 
md  the  disciples  wer^  called  Christians  first  in 
Antioch*  And  in  these  days  came  prophets 
firom  Jerusalem  unto  Antioch.  And  there  stood 
up  one  of  them,  named  Agabtts,  and  signiiied  by 
the  Spirit  that  there  should  be  great  dearth 
throughout  all  the  world ;  which  chtm  to  pass 
in  t^ie  days  of  Claudius  Caesar.  .Then  the  di3ci- 
pies,  every  man  according  to  his  ability,  deter-? 
mined  to  send  relief  unto  the  brethren  which 
dwelt  in  Judea.  Which  also  they  did,  and 
sent  it  to  the  elders  by  the  hands  of  Barnabas 
and&ul.

f  If  among  those  who  come  to  be  partakers  of  the  Holy 
Commanion;  the  Minister  shall  know  any  to  be  an  opea 
and  notorious  evil  liver,  or  to  have  done  any  wrong  to  his 
neighbours  by  word  or  deed,  so  Ihat  the  Conmgation  be 
thereby  offended;  he  shall  advertise  him,  that  he  presume 
not  to  come  to  the  Lord's  Table,  until  he  have. openly 
declared  himself  to  have  truly  repented  and  amended  his 
former  evil  life,  that  the  Congregation  may  thereby  be 
satisfied ;  and  that  be  hath  recompensed  the  parties  to 
whom  he  hath  done  wrong ;  or  at  least  declare  himself  *to 
be  in  full  purpose  so  to  do,  as  soon  as  he  conveniently  may. 

f  The  same  order  shall  the  Minister  use  with  those,  betwixt 
.  whom  be  perceiveth  malice  and  hatred  to  rejen :  not  sufier* 
ing  them  to  be  partakers  of  the  Lord's  'Table,  until  he 
know  them  to  be  reconciled.  And  if  one  of  the  parties,  so 
at  variance,  be  pohtent  to  forgive  from  the  bottom  of  his 
heart  all  that  the  other  hath  trespassed  against  him,  and  to 
make  amends  for  that  wherein  £e  himself  hath  offended  ; 
and  the  other  party  wtU  not  be  permiaded  to  a  godhr  unity, 
but  remain  still  in  his  froward  less  and  malice ;  the  Minister 
in  that  case  ought  to  admit  the  penitent  person  to  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  not  him  that  is  obstbate.  Provided,  that 
every  Minister  so  repelling  any,  as  is  herein  specified,  shall 
be  obliged  to  give  an  account  of  the  same  to  the  Ordinary, 
as  soon  as  eonvisniently  may  be. 
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f  The  Table,  at  the  Commmiioii-iimer  bavtnc  a  hk  wluta 
linen  cloth  upon  it,  shall  stand  in  the  bpdj  of  tne  Cborch,  or 
in  the  Chancd.  And  the  Minister,  standing  at  the  right  aide 
of  the  Table,  (HT  where  Morning  aod  £?ening  Prajar  are 
appcnnted  to  be  said,  shall  say  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the 
Collect  following,  the  People  kneeling;  but  die  Lord'a 
Prayer  may  be  omitted,  if  Momiiig  Prayer  hafth  be«i  aaid 
immediately  before.

THOU  s&alt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  aU 
thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul,  and  with 
all  thy  mind.

T  Then  the  Minister  shall  declare  unto  the  People  what  Holy, 
days,  or  Fasting- days,  are  in  the  week  following  to  be 
observed;  and  (if  occasion  beX shall  Notice  be  given  of  tba 
Communion,  and  of  the  Bans  of  Matrimony,  and  other 
matters  to  be  published. 

T  Then  shall  follow  the  Sermon.  After  which,  the  Minister, 
when  there  is  a  Communion,  shall  return  to  the  Lord'a 
Table,  and  begin  the  Offertory,  saying  one  or  more  of 
these  Sentences  following,  as  he  thinketh  most  convenient.

Bread  and  Wine  as  he  shall  think  sufficient.  After  which 
done,  ^e  shall  say.

ALMIQHTY  and  ererliving  God,  who  by  thy 
holy  Apostle  hast  tai:tght  us  to  make 
prayers,  and  supplications,  and  to  give  thanks 
for  all  men ;  We  humbly  beseebh  thee  most  mer- 
cifully [^to  accept  our  alma  and  oblations^  ancT] 
to  receive  thes^  our  prayers,  which  we  oflfer  unto 
thy  Divine  Majesty ;  beseeching  thee  to  inspire 
continually  the  Universal  Church  with  the  spirit 
of  truth,  unity,  and  concord  :  And  grant  that  all 
those  who  do  confess  thy  holy  Name  may  agree 
in  the  truth  of  thy  holy  Word,  and  live  in  unity, 
and  godly  love.  We  beseech  thee  also,  so  to 
direct  and  dispose  the  hearts  of  all  Christian 
Rulers,  that  they  may  truly  and  impartially  ad- 
minister justice,  to  the  punishment  of  wicked- 
ness and  vice,  and  to  the  maintenance  of  thy 
true  religion, and  virtue.  Ciive  grace,  O  heavenly 
Father,  to  all  Bishops  and  other  Ministers,  that 
they  may,  both  by  their  life  and  doctrine,  set 
forth  thy  true  and  lively  Word,  and  rightly  and 
duly  administer  thy  holy  Sacraments.  And  to 
all  thy  people  give  thy  heavenly  grace;  and 
especially  to  this  congregation  hete  present;  that, 
with  meek  heart  aim  due  reverence,  they  may 
hear,  and  receive  thy  holy  Word ;  truly  serving 
thee  in  holiness  and  righteousness  all  the  days 
of  their  life.  And  we  most  humbly  beseech 
thee,  of  thy  goodness,  O  Lord,  to  comfort  and 

•  If  there  be  no  alms  or  oblations,  then  shall  the  wordfi 
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succour  all  those  who,  in  this  transitory  life,  are 
in  trouble,  sorrow,  need,  sickness,  or  any  other 
adversity.  And  we  also  bless  thy  holy  Name 
for  all  thy  servants  departed  this  life  in  thy  faith 
and  fear ;  beseeching  thee  to  give  us  grace  so 
to  follow  their  good  examples,  that  with  them  we 
may  be  partakers  of  thy  heavenly  kingdom. 
Grant  this,  O  Father,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake, 
our  only  Mediator  and  Advocate.  Amen* 

IT  When  the  minister  giveth  warniog  for  the  Getebrttkni  of 
the  Holy  Coniinuiuon,(which  he  shall  always  do  upon  the 
Sunday,  or  some  Holy  Day,  immediately  precedmg,)he 
shall  read  this  Exhortation  following ;  or  so  much  thereof 
80,  in  his.discretion,  he  may  think  coavenieBt. 

DEARLY  beloved,  on day  next  I  pur- 
pose, throurh  God's  assistance,  to  admi- 
nister to  all  such  as  shall  be  religiously  and 
devoutly  disposed  the  most  comfortable  Sacra- 
ment of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ ;  to  be  by 
them  received  in  remembrance  of  his  meritorious 
Cross  and  Passion ;  whereby  alone  we  obtain 
remission  of  our  sins,  and  are  made  partakers 
of  the  Kingdom  of  Heaven.  Wherefore  it  is  our 
duty  to  render  most  humble  and  hearty  thanks 
to  Almighty  God,  our  heavenly  Father,  for  that 
he  hath^.  given  his  Son  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
not  only  to  die  for  us,  but  also  to  be  our  spiritual 
food  and  sustenance  in  that  holy  Sacrament. 
Which  being  so  divine  and  comfortable  a  thing 
to  them  who  receive  it  worthily,  and  so  danger- 
ous to  those  who  will  presume  to  receive  it  un- 
worthily ;  my  duty  is  to  exhort  you,  in  the  mean 
season  to  consider  the  dignity  of  that  holy  mys- 
tery, and  the  great  peril  of  the  unworthy  receiving 
thereof ;  and  so  to  search  and  examine  your  own 
consciences,  (and  that  not  lightly,  and  aAer  the 
manner  of  dissemblers  with  God ;  but  so)  that 
ye  may  come  holy  and  clean  to  such  a  heavenly 
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Feast,  in  the  marriage-garment  required  by  God 
in  holy  Scripture,  and  be  received  as  worthy 
partakers  of  that  holy  Table. 

The  way  and  means  thereto  is;  First,  to  exa- 
mine your  liv^s  and  conversations  by  the  rule 
of  God*s  comoiandme.nts ;  andjvhereinsoever  ye 
shall  perceive  yourselvei  to  have  offended,  either 
by  will,  word,  or  deed,  there  to  bewail  your  own 
sinfulness,  and  to  conf^ss^  yourselves  to  Aluiighty 
God,  with  full  purpose  of  amendment  of  life. 
And  if  ye  shall  perceive  your  offences  to  be  suoh 
as  are  not  only  i^ainst  God,  but  also  against 
yonr  neighbours ;  then  ye.  shall  reconcile  yoor- 
seives  unto  them ;  being  ready  to  make  xestita- 
tion  and  satisfaction,  according  to  the  uttermost 
of  your  powers,  for  all  injuries  and  wrongs  done 
by  you  to  any  other ;  and  being  likewise  ready 
to  forgive  others  who  have  oilended  you,  as  ye 
would  have  forgiveness  of  your  offences  at  God's 
hand :  for  otherwise  the  receiving  of  the  holy 
Communion  doth  nothing  else  but  inor^e  your 
condemnation.  Therefore,  if  any  of  you  be  a 
blasphemer  of  God,  an  binderer  or  slanderer  of 
his  Word,  an  adulterer,  or  be  in  maliee»  or  enry* 
or  in  any  other  grievous  crime;  repent  ye  of  your 
eias,  or  else  ^ome  not  to  that  holy  Table. 

And  because  it  is  req«istte  that  no  man  should 
come  to. the  holy  Comtmuniony  but  with  a  full 
trufit  in  God's  mercy,  and  with  a  ()Qiet  coii- 
soience ;  therelbre,  if  there  be  any  of  you,  who 
by  this  menna  cannot  quiet  his  own  conscience 
hiefein,  but  requireth  further  comfi>rt  or  counsel, 
let  him  come  to  me,  or  to  some  other  Minister 
of  God'a  Word,^nd  open  hui  grief;  that  he  may 
receive  such  godly  counsel  and  advice,  as  may 
tend  to  the  quieiing  of  bis  conaci«»ce,  «ad  the 
remonng'  of  all  scruple,  and  doubtfulness. 
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T  Or,  ia  case  be  shall  see  the  People  negligent  to  come  to 
the  Holv  Communion,  instead  of  the  former,  he  shall  use 
this  ExDortation. 

DEARLY  beloved  brethren,  on  ——  I  intend, 
by  God's  grace,  to  celebrate  the  Lord's 
Supper  2  unto  which,  in  God's  behalf,  I  bid  you 
all  who  are  here  present ;  and  beseech  you,  for 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  that  ye  will  not 
refuse  to  come  thereto,  being*  so  lovingly  called 
and  bidden  by  God  himself.  Ye  know  how 
ffrievous  and  unkind  a  thing  it  is,  when  a  man 
hath  prepared  a  rich  feast,  decked  his  table  with 
all  kind  of  provision,  so  that  there  lacketh 
nothing  but  the  guests  to  sit  down ;  and  yet  they 
who  are  called  (without  any  cause)  most  unthank- 
fully  refuse  to  come.  Which  of  you  in  such  a 
case  would  not  be  moved?  Wno  would  not 
think  a  great  injury  and  wrong  done  unto  him  ? 
Wherefore,  most  dearly  beloved  in  Christ,  take 
ye  good  heed,  lest  ye,  withdrawing  yourselves 
from  this  holy  Supper,  provoke  God's  indigna- 
tion against  you.  It  is  an  easy  matter  for  a  man 
to  say,  I  will  not  communicate,  because  I  am 
otherwise  hindered  with  worldly  business.  But 
such  excuses  are  not  so  easily  accepted  and 
allowed  before  God^  If  ahy  man  say,  I  am  a 
grievous  sinner,  and  therefore  am  afraid  to  come : 
wherefore  then  do  ye  not  repent  and  amend? 
When  Gk>d  caUeth  you,  are  ye  not  ashamed  to 
say  ye  will  not  come  ?  When  ye  should  return  to 
God,  will  ye  excuse  yourselves,  and  say  ye  are 
not  ready  ?  Consider  earnestly  with  yourselves 
how  little  such  feigned  excuses  will  avail  before 
Gk>d.  Those  who  refused  the  feast  in  the  Gospel, 
because  they  had  bought  a  farm,  or  would  try 
their  yokes  of  oxen,  or  because  they  were  mar- 
ried, were  not  so  excused,  but  counted  unworthy 
of  the  heavenly  feast.    Wherefore,  according  to 
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mine  Office,  I  bid  you  in  the  Name  of  God,  I  call 
you  in  Christ's  behalf,  I  exhort  you,  a$  ye  love 
your  own  salvation,,  that  ye  will  be  partakers 
of  this  holy  Communion.  And  as  the  Son  of 
Grod  did  vouchsafe  tp  yield  up  his  soul  by  death 
upon  the  Cross  for  your  salvation ;  so  it  is  your 
duty  to  receive  the  Communion  in  remembrance 
of  the  sacrifice  of  his  death,  as  he  himself  hath 
commanded  :  which  if  ye  shall  neglect  to  do, 
consider  with'  yourselves  how  great  is  your 
ingratitude  to  God,  and  how  sore  punishment 
hangeth  over  your  heads  for  the  same ;  when  ye 
wilfully  abstain  from  the  Lord's  Table,  and 
separate  from  your  brethren, who  come  to  feed 
on  the  banquet  of  that  most  heavenly  food. 
These  things  if  ye  earnestly  consider,  ye  will  by 
God's  grace  return  to  a  better  mind:  for  the 
obtaining  whereof  we  shall  not  cease  to  make 
our  humble  petitions  unto  Almighty  God,  our 
heavenly  Father. 

T  At  the  time  of  the  Celebration  of  the  Gommnmon,  the 
Ftiest  shall  say  this  E^chortatkm. 

DEARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord,  ye  who  mind 
to  come  to  thei  holy  Communioii  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  must 
consider  how  St.  Paul  exhorteth  all  persons 
diligently  to  try  and  examine  themselves,  before 
they  presume  to  eat  <ii  that  Brqad,  and  drink 
of  that  Cup.  For  as  the  benefit  is  great,  if  with 
a  true  penitent  heart  and  lively  faith  we  receive 
that  holy  Sacrament ;  so  is  the  danger  great,  if 
we  receive  the.  same  unworthily.  Judge  therefore 
yourselves,  brethren,  that  ye  be  not  judged  of  the 
Lord ;  repent  ye  truly  for  your  sins  past ;  have  a 
lively  and  steadfast  faith  m  Christ  our  Saviour;  i 
amend  your  lives,  and  be  in  perfect  charity  with  | 
all  men ;  so  shall  ye  be  meet  partakers  of  those  J 
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holy  mysteries.     And  above  all  things  ye  must  | 

five  most  humble  and  hearty  thanks  to  God,  the 
'ather,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  for  the 
redemption  of  the  ivorld  by  the  death  and  passion 
of  our  Saviour  Christ,  both  God  and  man ;  who 
did  humble  himself,  even  to  the  death  upon  the 
Cross,  for  us,  miserable  sinners,  who  lay  in  dark- 
ness and  the  shadow  of  death;  that  he  might 
make  us  the  children  of  God,  and  exalt  us  to 
everlasting  life.  And  to  the  end  that  we  should 
always  remember  the  exceeding  great  love  of 
our  Master,  and  only  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  thus 
dying;  for  us,  and  the  innumerable  benefits  which 
by  his  precious  blood-shedding  he  hath  obtained 
for  us  ;ne  hath  instituted  and.  ordained  holy  mys- 
teries, as  pledges  of  his  love,  and  for  a  continual 
remembrance  of  his  death,  to  our  great  and 
endless  comfort.  To  him  therefore,  with  the 
Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  let  us  give  (as  we 
are  most  bounden)  continual  thanks ;  submitting 
ourselves  wholly  to  his  holy  will  an.d  pleasure, 
and  studying  to  serve  him  in  true  holiness  and 
righteousness  all  the  days  of  our  life.     Amen. 

f  Then  aball  the  Priest  say  to  thdse  who  come  to  receive  the 
Holy  Communion,

gence will  suffer.  And  then,  the  Child  being  named  by 
some  one  who  is  present,  the  Minister  shall  pour  Water 
upon  it,  saying  these  words:

you.  And  that  he  may  know  these  thiags  the 
better,  ye  shall  call  upon  him  to  hear  Sermons ; 
and  <^i]efly  ye  shall. provide,  thftt  he  may  leani 
the  Creed,  tne  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments, and  all  other  tnings  which  a  Christian 
ought  to  know  and  believe  to  'his  soul's  health ; 
and  that  this  Child  may  be  virtuously  brought  up 
to  lead  a  godly  and  a  christian  life  ;  remembering 
always,  that  Baptism  doth  represent  unto  us  our 
profession;  which  is,  to  follow  the  example  of 
our  Saviour  Christ,  and  to  be  made  like  unto 
him ;  that,  as  he  died^  and  rose  again  for  its*  so 
should  we,  who  are  baptized,  die  fmm  sin,  and 
rise  again  unto  righteousness ;  continually  morti- 
fying all  oar  evil  and  corrupt  af^ctions,  and 
daily  proceeding  in  all  virtue  and  gfodliness  of 
living. 

IT  Then  shall  be  add,  and  eay, 

'yr^  are  to  take  c,are  that  this  Child  be  brought 
JL  to  th^  Bishop  to  be  confirmed  by  him,  so 
soon  as  he  can  say  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer, 
and  the  Ten  CommandmentSraiid  t»  sufficietttly 
instructed  in  the  other  parts  of  the  Church-Cate- 
chism»  set  foxth  for  that  purpose.    . 

^  But  if  ihty  who  bnng  the  Infant  to  the  Chnich  ^  make 
such  uncertain  Answers  to  the  Miniater'a  QueatiojMi,  w 
that  it  cannot  appear  that  the  Child  was  bapuzed  with 
Water,  In  the  Name  of  iU  Father,  and  of  the  f^y^J^ 
the  Holy  Ghost,  (which  are  essential  parta  of  Baptiam, 
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thtivki  the  Miinttt  baptise  it  in  the  Form  before  eppoioted 
lor  Public  Baptism  of  Infants ;  saving,  that,  at  the  dipping 
of  the  Child  in  the  Font,  be  shall  use  this  Form  of  words : 

rthou  art  not  already  baptized,  N,  I  baptize 
thee  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,     Amen.

T  When  way  such  Persons  as  are  of  riper  Years  are  to  be 
baptized,  timely  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Minister ;  that 
to  due  care  may  be  taken  for  their  examination,  Mfhe'ther 
they-  be  suffidenUyiofltxucted  in  the  principiee  of  the  Chris* 

,  tian  Religion ;  ana  that  they  may  be  exhorted  to  prepare 
tliemselves,  with  Prayers  and  Fasting,  for  the  receiving  of 
this  holy  Sacrament. 

f  Abdif  they  shall  be  found  fit,  then  the  Godfathers  «nd 
Godmothers  (the  People  being  assembled  upon  the  Sunday, 
Holy  Day,  or  Prayer  Day  appointed)  shall  be  ready  to  pre* 
sent  them  at  the  Font,  immediately  after  the  Second  Lee- 
son,  either  at  Morning  or  Evening  rrayer,  as  the  Minister, 
in  his  discretion,  shalTthink  fit. 

T  And  standing  there,  the  Minister  shall  ask,  whether  uiy 
of  the  PerBOBS  here  presented  be  baptized  or  no  i  If  tbey 
sfaaU  answer.  No  ;  then  shall  the  Minister  «tty  thus :

also  didst  safely  lead  the  children  of  Israel  thy 
people  through  the  Red  Bea,  figuring  thereby 
thy  holy  Baptism;  and  by  the  Baptism  of  thy 
well-befored  Son  Jesus  Christ  in  the  river  Jor- 
dan, didst  sanctify  the  element  of  Water  to  the

How  can  a  man  be  born  when 
he  is  old?  can  he  enter  the  second  time  into 
his  mother's  womb,  and  be  born  ?  Jesus  an- 
swered, Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a 
nian  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit,  he  can- 
not enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.  That  which 
is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh ;  and  that  which  is 
born  of  the  Spirit  is  spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I 
said  unto  thee,  Ye  must  be  bom  again.  The 
wind  bloweth  where  it  llsteth,  and  tl\ou  hearest 
the  sound  thereof ;  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it 
Cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth :  so  is  every  one 
that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 
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T  After  which  he  shall  say  this  Exhortation  following : 

BELOVED,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the  ex- 
press words  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  that 
except  a  man  he  horn  of  Water  and  of  the  Spirit, 
he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God.

Which  also 
showeth  unto  us  the  great  benefit  we  reap  there- 
by. For  which  cause  Saint  Peter  the  Apostle, 
when  upon  his  first  preaching  of  the  Gospel 
many  were  pricked  at  the  heart,  and  said  to  him 
and  the  rest  of  the  Apostles,  Men  and  brethren, 
what  shall  we -do?  replied,  and  said  unto  them, 
Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you,  for 
the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  receive  the 
gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For  the  promise  iis  to 
you  and  your  children,  and  to  all  that  are  afar 
off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord  onr  God  shall  call.

Save  yourselves  frog^  this  untoward 
generation.  For,  (as  the  sam^'apostle  testifieth 
in  another  place)  even  Baptism  doth  also  now 
save  us,  (not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the 
flesh,  but  the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  to- 
wards God,)  by  the  resulrrection  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Doubt  ye  not  therefore,  but  earnestly  believe,

learned  what  their  Godfathers  and  Gbdmothers 
fMnomised  Ibr  them  in  Baptism,  may  themselves, 
with  their  own  mouth  and  consent,  openly  before 
the  Church,  ratify  and  confirm  the  same;  and 
also  promise,  that,  by  the  gfrace  of  €k>d,  they 
will  evermore  endeavour  themselves  faithfully  to 
observe  such  things,  as  they,  by  their  own  con- 
fession, have  assented  unto.

T  At  the  fiay  add  time  appoioted  for  »]AeimBX8tiaM  e£  Ma- 
trimony, thd  Persons  *to  be  married  shall  come  into  the 
body  of  the  Church,  or  shall  be  ready  in  some  proper 
house,  with  their  frieads  tofA  oeichbom;  and  there  stand- 
iDSf  together,  the  Man  on  the  rigbt  hand,  and  the  Woman 
on  the  left,  the  Minister  shall  say, 

DEARLY  beloved,  we  are  gathered  together 
here  in  the  sight  of  Qod,  and  in  the  face 
of  this  company,  to  join  together  this  Mar  lind 
this  Woman,  in  holy  Matrimony ;  -v^hich  is  com- 
mended of  St.  Paul  to  be  honourable  among  aft 
men :  and  therefore  is  not  by  any  to  be  entered 
into  Unadvisedly  or  liffhtly ;  but  reverently,  dis- 
creetly, advisedly,  soberly,  and  in  the  fear  of 
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Qod.  Iftto  thifl  holy  estate  these  two  pefsom 
present  come  now  to  he  joined.  If  any  num 
can  show  just  cause,  why  they  may  not  lawfully 
be  joined  together,  let  him  now  speak,  or  else 
hereafter  for  ever  hold  his  peace.

Break  not  the  bruised  reed,  nor  quench  the  smok»  1 
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iag  flax.  Shut  not  up  thy^  tender  meici^s  in  dis- 
pleasure; but  make  him  to  hear  of  joy  and  glad- 
ness, that  the  bones  which  thou  hast  broken  may 
rejoice.  Deliver  him  from  fear  of  the  enemy,  and 
lift  up  the  light  of  thy  countenance  upon  him, 
and  give  him  peace,  through  the  merits  and  me- 
diation of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

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%  Forasmuch  as  aU  mortal  men  are  subject  to  many  suddea 
perils,  diseases,  and  sicknesses,  and  ever  uncertain  what 
time  they  shall  deimrt  out  ^  this  life;  therefore,  to  the  m* 
tent  they  may  be  ahri^s  in  readiness  to  die,  whensoev«  it 
shall  please  Almigh^^  God  to  caU  them,  the  MnneteiB  shall 
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V  diUgeotiy  from  iim«  to  time  (but  eapeddly  in  the  ome  of 
pestilence,  or  other  infectious  sickness)  exhort  their  parish- 
ioners to  the  often  receiving  of  the  ttoly  Communion  of  the 
Body  iind  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  when  it  shall  be 
publicly  administered  in  the  Church;  tliat  so  d<|iiig,  they 
may,  in  case  of  sudden  visitation,  have  the  less  cause  to  be 
disquieted  for  lack  of  the  same.  But  if  the  sick  person  be 
not  able  to  come  to  theChurch,  and  yet  is  desirous* to  re- 
ceive the  Commuuion  in  his  house:  then  he  must  give 
timely  notice  to  the  Minister,  signifying  also  how  many 
there  are  to  communicate  with  Mm,  (which  fihall  he  Jtwo  at 
tbe  least;)  and  all  thingd  necessary  being  jirepared,  th# 
IVKnister  shall  there  celebrate  the  Holv  Communion,  be- 
ginning with  the  Collect,  Epistle,  and  Gospel,  here  follow- 
ing:

ALMIGHTY,everliving  God,  Maker  of  man- 
kind, who  dost  correct  those  whom  thou 
dost  love,  and  chastise  every  one  whom  thou  dost 
receive;  We heseech  thee  to  hav«  mercy  upon 
this  tliy  servant  visited  with  thine  hand,  and  to 
grant  that  Ae  may  take  his  sickness  patiently,  and 
recover  hia  bodily  health,  if  it  be  thy  fifrdcious 
will ;  and  that  whensoever  hia  soul  shall  depart 
from  the  lM)dy,  it  may  be  without  spot  presented 
unto  thee,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.  -^mcn.

lyyTY  son,  despise  not  thou  the,  chastening  of 
iXl     the  Lord,  n,or  faint  when  thou  art  rebuked 
of  him.

t  After  which  the  Minister  shall  proceed  according  to  the 
form  before  prescribed  for  the  Holy  Conraidnioni  beginnini^ 
at  these  words,  Ye  «Ao  do  truly,  4:.c. 
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f  At  tlie  time  of  the  diftribittivn  of  the  holy  SwFUBent,  Uw 
Minister  shall,  first  receive  the  Communion  hinuself,  and 
after  minister  onto  those  who  are  ap]>ointed  to  communicate 
with  the  sick,  and  last  of  all  to  the  sick  person. 

T  But  if  a  man,  either  by  reason  of  extremity  of  sickness,  or 
for  want  of  warning  in  due  time  to  the  Minister,  or  for  lack 
of  company  to  receive  with  him,  or  by  any  other  iast  itt- 
pediment,  do  not  receive  the  Sacrament  of  Christ  s  Body 
and  Blood,  the  Minister  shall  inatmct  him,  that  if  he  do 
trcdy  repem  him  of  his  sins,  and  staod^thf  beliOTe  that 
Jeans  Chcist  hath  suffered  death  upon  the  cross  ibr  hira, 
aiid  shed  ina  blood  for  his  redemption,  earnestly  remember- 
ing the  benefits  he  hath  thereby,  and  giving  him  hearty 
thanks  therefor,  he  doth  eat  and  drink  the  b<^y  and  blood 
of  our  Saviour  Christ  profitably  to  his  Soul's  health,  al- 
though he  do  not  receive  the  sacrament  with  his  mouth. 

T  When  the  sick  person  is  visited,  and  receiveth  the  Holy 
.  Commumoii  all  at  one  time,  then  the  Minister,  fi>r  more 
expedition,  shall  cut  off  the  form  pf  the  Visitation  at  the 
Psalm,  and  go  sttaight  to  the  Communion. 

T  In  the  times  of  contanous  sickness,  or  disease,  when  none 
of  the  Parish  or  neighbours  can  be  gotten  to  eemmunkate 
with  the  sick  in  their  houses,  for  fear  of  the  infeotiooy  npon 
special  request  of  the  diseased,  the  Minister  alone  may 
communicate  with  him. 
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T  Here  .is  to  be  noted,  that  the  Office  ensuing  is  not  to  be 
used  for  any  uiibaptized  aduhs,  any  who  die  excommuni* 
cate,  or  who  have  laid  violent  hands  upon  themselves. 

T  The  Miniseer,  meeting  the  Corpse  at  the  entrance  of  the 
Churchyard,  and  gping  before  ityeith^into  the  Church,  or 
towards  the  Grave,  shall  sa^,  or  sing, 

I  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the 
Lord:  he  that  belieyeth  in  me,  though  he 
were  dead»  yet  shall  he  live :  and  whosoever 
liveth  and  belie veth  in  me,  shall  never  die.  SL 
John  xl  25,  26. 

I  KNOW  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  h« 
»haU  stand  at  the  latter  day  npon  the  eaarth. 
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And  though  after  ray  skin  worms  destroy  this 
body,  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God :  wnom  I 
shafi  see  for  myself,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold, 
and  not  another.    Job  xix.  25,  20,  27. 

WE  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is 
certain  we  can  carry  nothing  out.  The 
Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken  away; 
blessed  be  the  Name  of  the  Lord.  1  Tim.  vi.  7. 
Job  i.  21. 

T  After  t^ey  are  come  into  theChurch,  shall  be  said  or  suDff 
the  following  Anthem,  taken  from  the  39th  and  90th 
Psalms. 

LORD,  let  me  know  my  end,  arid  the  number 
of  my  days ;  that  I  may  be  certified  how 
long  I  have  to  live. 

Sehold»  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it  were  a 
span  long,  and  mine  age  is  even  as  nothing  in 
respect  of  thee;  and  verily  every  man  living  is 
altogether  vanity.

In  the  morning  it  is  green«  and  groweth  up ;

withered. 

For  we  consume  away  in  thy  displeasure ;  and 
are  afraid  at  thy  wrathful  indignation. 

Thou  hast  set  our  misdeeds  before  thee ; 
and  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  counte-

For  when  thou  art  angry,  all  our  da^a  are 
gone :  we  brinff  our  years  to  an  end,  as  it  were 
a  tale  that  is  told.- 

The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore  years  and 
ten;  and  though  men  be  so  strong  that  thev 
come  to  fourscore  years,  yet  is  their  strength 
then  but  labour  and  sorrow;  so  soon  passeth  it 
away,  and  we  are  gone. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  may 
apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom.

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f  Then  ihail  foHow  the  Leason,  taken  out  of  the  ilfteendi 

Chapter  of  the  first  Epbtle  of  St.  Paul  to  the  Corinthpoa. 

1  Cor,  xy.  2Q. 

NOW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  be- 
come the  first-fruits  of  them  that  slept. 
For  since  by  man  cam^  death,  by  man  came 
also  the  TeBurtection  of  the  dead.  For  as  in 
Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Ohrist  shall  all  be  made 
alive.  But  every  man  in  his  own  order:  Christ 
die  fitst'^uits;  afterward  f hey  that  are  Christ's, 
at  his  coming.  Then  oomelh  the  end,  when 
he  shall  have  delivered  up  the  kingdom  to  Grod, 
even  the  Father;  when  he  shall  have  put  down 
all  rtde,  and  all  authority,  and  power.  For  he 
must  reign,  till  he  hath  put  all  enemies  under 
his  fe^t.  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  dei^troyed 
i»  death.  For  he  hiatk  put  all  things  under  his  feet. 
But  when  he  saith,all  things  are  put  under  him,  it 
is  manifest  that  he  is  except?ed,which  did  put  all 
thin&rs  under  him.  And  when  all  things  shall  be 
sftbdued  unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  a£o  himself 
be  subject  unto  Him  that  put  all  things  under  him, 
that  God  may  be  all  in  all.  Else  what  shall  they 
do  which  are  baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the  dead 
rise  not  at  all?  Why  are  they  then  baptized 
for  the  dead  ?  and  why  stand  we  in  jeopardy 
erftry  hour?  I  protest  by  your  rejoicing,  which 
I  hav^  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I  die  daily.  If 
after  the  manner  of  m^n  I  have  foug^ht  with 
beasts  at  Ephesus,  what  advantageth  it  me,  if 
the  dead  rise  not  ?  let  us  eat  and  '  drink,  for 
to^moivow  we  die;  Be  not  deceived :  evil  com- 
munications corrupt  good  manners.  Awake  to 
righteousness,  and  sin  not;  for  some  have  hot 
the  knowledge  of  God.  I  speak  this  to  your 
shame.  But  some  man  will  say.  How  aro  the 
dead  raised  up?  and  with  what  body  do  they 
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ooiii«^  ?  Tbott  fool !  ik^t  whieh  thou  lowest  is 
not  quickesedy  except  it  die.  Ani  that  which 
thou  sawest»  thou  sowert  not  that  body  that  shall 
be,  but  baio  giraki*  it  mny  chaaoe  of  wheat,  or 
of  some  other  gram.  But  God  gireth  it  a  body 
as  it  hath  pjbaaed.  him*  and  to  eyery  seed  h» 
own  body.  All  flesh  is  not  the  same  flesh ;  but 
there  is  oHe  kind  of  flesh  of  men,  ahotbtt  flesh  of 
beasts^  aitotfaer  of  fishes,. and  mioiher  of  birds« 
There  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies  terres^ 
trial :  but  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and  tho 
glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another.  Theie  is  ona 
glory  of  the. sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon^ 
aad  another  glory  of  the  stars;  for  one  ita< 
di^refh  from  another  star  in  glory •  So  ako  is 
the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  cob« 
ruption ;  it  is  raised  in.  ineormption :  it  is  sown 
in  dishonour ;  it  is  raised  in  glory :  it  is  aawii 
in  weakness;  it  is  raised  in  power:  it  is 
sown  a  natural  body.;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual 
body.  There  is  a  natural  body,  and  there  isa 
spiritual  body.  And  so  it  is  written.  The  first 
man  Adam  was  mside  a  living  soul; the  last  Adam 
was  made  a  quickening  spirit.  Howbeit,  that 
was  not  first  wnich  is  spiritual,  but  that  which  is 
natural ;  and  c^fterward  that  which  is  spiritual. 
The  first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy  :  the  second 
man  is  the  Lord  from  heaven.  As  is  the  earthy, 
such  are  they  that  are  earthy:  and  aa  is  the 
heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly. 
And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy, 
we  shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  3iat  flesh  and  blood 
cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God ;  neither  doth 
corruption  inherit  incorruption.  Behold,  I  show 
you  a  mystery :  we  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we 
shall  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twink- 
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ling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump :  for  the  trumpet 
shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incor- 
ruptible, and  we  shall  be  changed.  For  this 
eorruptible  must  put  on  incorri^^ption,  and  this 
mortal  must  put  on  immortality.  So  when  this 
corruptible  shall  hare  put  on  incorruption,  and 
this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality ;  then 
shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  writ- 
ten. Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory.  O  death, 
where  is  thy  sting?  O  grave,  where  is  thy 
victory?  The  sting  of  death  is  sin;  and  the 
strength  of  sin  is  the  Law.  But  thanks  be  to 
God,  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ.  Therefore,  my  beloved  breth- 
ren, be  ye  steadfast,  unmoveabl^,  always  abound- 
ing in  the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as 
Cknow  that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the 
rd. 

T  When  they  come  to  the  Grave,  while  the  corpse  is  made 
ready  to  be  laid  into  the  earth,  shall  be  sung  or  said, 

MAN,  that  is  born  of  a  woman,  hath  but  a 
short  time  to  live,  and  is  full  of  misery. 
He  Cometh  up,  and  is  cut  down,  like  a  flower ; 
he  fleeth  as  it  were  a  shadow,  and  never  con- 
tinueth  in  one  stay. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death :  of  whom 
may  we  seek  for  succour,  but  of  thee,  O  Lord, 
who  for  our  sins  art  justly  displeased? 

Yet,  O  Lord  God  most  holy,  O  Lord  most 
mighty,  O  holy  and  most  merciful  Saviour,  deliver 
us  not  into  the  bitter  pains  of  etejrnal  death. 

Thou  knowest,  Lord,  the  secrets  of  our  hearts ; 
shut  not  thy  merciful  ears  to  our  prayers  ;  but 
spare  us,  Lord  most  holy,  O  God  most  mighty, 
O  holy  and  merciful  Saviour,  thou  most  worthy 
Fudge  eternal,  suffer  us  not,  at  our  last  hour,  fop 
any  pains  of  death,to  fall  from  thee.

visitation  may  lead  you  to  a  siacere  and  hearty 
repentance. 

.  The  way  and  means  thereto  is,  to  examine 
your  life  and  con7er$ation  by  the  rule  of  God's 
commandments  ;  and  whereinsoever  you  shall 
perceive  yourself  to  have  offended  either  by  will, 
word,  or  deed,  there  to  bewail  your  own  sinful- 
ness, and  to  confess  yourself  to  Almighty  God, 
with  full  purpose  of  amendment  of  life.  And  if 
you  shall  perceive  your  offences  to  be  such  as  are 
not  only  against  God,  but  also  against  yqtur  neigh- 
bours ;  then  to  reconcile  yourself  to  them,  being 
ready  to  make  restitution  and  satisfaction,  accord- 
ing to  the  uttermost  of  your  power,  for  all  injuries 
and  wrongs  done  by  you  to  any  other:  and  being 
likewise  ready  to  forgive  others  who  have  offend- 
ed you,  as  you  would  have  forgiveness  of  your 
offences  at  God's  hand.  Ajid  to  this  true  repent* 
ance  and  chadge  of  mind  you  must  aidd  a  lively 
and  steadfast  faith,  and  dependence  upon  the 
merits  of  the  death  of  Christ,  with  an  entire  resig- 
nation of  yourself  to  the  will  of  God.  Except 
you  repent,  and  believe,  We  can  give  you  no  hope 
of  salvation.  But  if  you  do  sincerely  repent  and 
believe,  God  hath  declared,  though  your  sins  be 
m  red  aUs  ecarlet,  they  shall  be  made  white  as 
snow;  though  your  wickednesses  have  gone  over 
yout  head,  yet  shall  they  not  be  your  destruction. 
We  exhort  you  therefore  in  the  Name  of  God, 
and  of  hia.dear  Son  Jesus  Christ  our  Saviour,  and 
as  yed  tender  your  own  Salvation,  ta  take  good 
heed  of  these  ihings  in  time,  while;  the  day  of  sat 
vation  lasteth ;  for  the  night  cofneth,  when  no 
nian  can  work.  While  you  have  the  light,  be- 
lieve in  the  light,  and  walk  ae  children  of  the 
lights  that  you  be  not  cast  into  outer  darkness ; 
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that  you  may  not  kiioek«  when  the  door  shall  be 
shut ;  and  cry  for  meiey^  whsn  it  is  the  time 
of  justice.  Now,  you  are  the  object  of  Gk>d's 
mercy,  if  by  repeaitatice  aad  true  faith  you  turn 
unto  him ;  but  if  you  neglect  these  thmgs,  you 
will  be  the  object  of  his  justice  and  rengeance. 
NoWf  you  may  claim  the  merils  of  Christ;  but 
if  yoo  die  in  your  sins,  his  su&rings  will  tend  to 
your  greater  condemnation.  O  belored,  consider 
in  this  your  day,  how  fearful  a  thing  it  will  be  to 
fall  into  the  hands  of  the  living  God,  ^en  joxl 
can  neither  fly  to  his  mercy  to  protect  you,  nor  to 
the  merits  of  Christ  to  cover  you  in  that  terrible 
day.

T  When  a  Criminal  is  under  sentence  of  death,  the  Minister 
shall  proceed,  immediately  after  the  Collect,  O  God,  who 
tpareat,  dcrC,  to  exhort  him  after  this  form,  or  other  Mke. 

DEARLY  beloved,  it  hath  pleased  Almighty 
God,  in  his  justice,  to  bring  you  under  the 
sentence  and  condemnation  of  the  law.  You  are 
shortly  to  suffer  death  in  such  a  manner,  that 
others,  warned  by  your  example,  may  be  the 
more  afraid  to  offend ;  and  we  pray  God,  that 
you  may  make  such  use  of  y>our  punishments  in 
this  world,  that  your  soiil  may  be  sared  in  the 
world  to  come. 

Wherefore  we  come  to  you  in  the  bowels  of 
compassion ;  and,  bein^  desirous  that  you  should 
avoid  presumption  on  thov  one  hand,  i&d  despair 
on  the  other,  shall  plainly  lay  before  you  the 
wretchedness  of  yQur  condition,  and  declare  how 
far  you  ought  to  depend  on  the  mercies  of  God, 
and  the  merits  of  our  Saviour.  Consider  then 
seriously  with  yourself,  in  all  appearance  the  time 
of  your  dissolution  draweth  near;  your  stns  have 
laid  fast  hold  upon  you ;  you  are  soon  to  be  le- 
__ 
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laoved  from  »mong  men  by  a  Tiolent. death ;  and 
you  shall  fade  away  suddenly  like  the  grass, 
which  in  the  moraing  is  green  and  groweUi  np^ 
but  in  the:  evening  is  cut  down,  dried  np,  and 
withered.  After  y6u  have  thus  finished  the 
course  of  m  sinful  and  miserable  life,  yon  shall 
appear  before  the  Judge  of  all  flesh ;  who,  as  he 
pronouncea  blessings  on  the  righteous,  shall  like- 
wise say,  with  a  terrible  voice  of  most  just  judg^ 
ment,  to  the  wicked.  Go,  ye  accursed,  into  the 
fire  evierlasting,  prepared  for  the  devil  and  his 
angels. 

Your  sins  have  brought  you  tpo  near  this  dread- 
ful sentence :  it  is  therefore  yonr  part  and  duty, 
my  brother,  humbly  to  confess  ajdd  bewail  your 
great  and  manifold  offences,  and  to  repent  you 
truly  of  your  sins,  as  you  tender  the  eternal  sal- 
vation of  your  soul. 

Be  not  deceived  with  a  vain  and  presumptuous 
expectation  of  Grod's  favour,  nor  say  within  your- 
self, Peace,  peace,  where  there  is  no  peace ;  for 
there  is  no  peace,  saith  my  God^  to  the  wicked. 
God  is  not  mocked ;  he  is  of  purer  eyes  than  to 
behold  iniauity ;  and  without  holiness  no  man 
shall  see  the  Lord.  On  the  other  hand,  despair 
not  of  Grod's  mercy,  though  trouble  is  on  every 
side;  for  God  shiitteth  not  up  his  mercies  for  ever 
in  displeasure :  But  if  we  confess  our  sins,  he  is 
faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our  sins,  and  to 
cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness.  Do  not 
either  way  abuse  the  goodness  of  God,  who  call- 
eth  us  mercifully  to  amendment,  and  of  his  end- 
less pit^  promiseth  us  forgiveness  of  that  which 
is  past,  if  with  a  perfect  and  a  true  heart  we  re- 
turn unto  him. 

Since  therefore  you  are  soon  to  pass  into  an 
endless  and  unchangeable  state,  and  yonr  future 
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happiaeM  or  misery  depends  apon  the  few  mo- 
meiits  which  are  left  you,  I  require  you  strictly  to 
examine  yourself,  and  yoar.estate  both  towards 
God  and  towards  man ;  and  let  no  worldly  con^ 
sideration  hinder  you  from  making  a  true  and  full 
confession  of  your  sins,  and  giving  all  the  satis^ 
faction  winch  is  in  your  power  to  every  one 
whom  you  have  wronged  or  injured ;  that  you 
may  find  mercy  at  your  heavenly  Father's  hand, 
for  Christ's  sake,  and  not  be  condemned  in  the 
dreadful  day  of  judgment. 

Lastly,  beiovedr  submit  yourself  with  Christian 
resignation  to  the  just  judgment  of  God,  which 
ypur  own  crimes  have  brought  upon  you,  and 
be  in  charity  with  all  men ;  being  ready  sincerely 
to  forgive  all  such  as  have  offended  you,  nol 
excepting  those  who  have  prosecuted  you  even 
unto  death :  mid,  though  this  may  seem  a  hard 
saying,  yet  know  assuredly,  that  without  it  youi 
chiarity  is  not  yet  perfect.  And  fail  not  earnestly 
to  endeavour  and  pray  for  this  blessed  tempei 
and  composure  of  mind;  So  may  you  cast  your 
self  with  an  entire  dependence  upon  the  mercies 
of  God,  through  the  merits  of  our  Saviour  and 
Redeemer  Jesos  Christ. ' 

f  Here  the  Minister  ehuU  examine  faim  eonoerning  his  ftdth 
and  rehearse  theArtielea  of  the  Greed,  Dott  thou  believe  it 
trod,  dec.    And  the.crimiqal  shall  answer, 

All  this  I  Steadfastly  believe. 

T  Then  shall  the  Minister  examine  whether  he  refient  him  trul] 
of  his  sins,  exhorting  him  to  a  particular  confession  of  th< 
nn  for  which  he  is  condemned ;  and  upon  confession,  h< 
shaU  iastmct  him  what  satisfaction  ought  to  be  made  tj 
those  whom  he  has  ofiended  thereby;  and  if  he  ^nowetJ 
any  combinations  in  wickedness,  or  any  evil  practices  de 
sisned  against  others,  let  him  be  admonished  to  the  utmoe 
of  his  power  to  diseover  and  prevent  them.

FRET  not  thyself  becaibe  of  tbe  tmgodly ;  hei* 
ther  be  thou  envious  against  the  evil  doeiss: 
F<»  they  ahidl  8oo»  b#  cut  dbi*n  like  the 
grass,  and  be  withered  even  as  the  green  heth. 
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Put  thou  th^  trust  in  the  LoBD,a&d  be  doing 
good ;  dwell  in  the  laiid,  and  verily  thou  shalt 
be  fed. 

Delight  thou  in  the  Lord,  and  he  shall  give 
thee  thy  heart's  desire. 

Commit  thy  way  unto  the  LoED,and  put  thy 
trust  in  him,  and  he  shall  bring  it  to  pass. 

He  shall  make  thy  righteousness  as  clear 
as  the  light,  and  thy  just  dealing  as  the  noon- 
day. 

liold  thee  still  in  the  LoBJ>,and  abide  patiently 
upon  him :  but  grieve  not  thyself  at  him  whose 
way  doth  prosper,  against  the  man  that  doeth 
after  evil  counsels. 

Leave  off  from  wrath,  and  let  go  displeasure ; 
fret  riot  thyself,  else  shalt  thou  be  moved  to  do 
evil. 

Wicked  doers  shall  be  rooted  out ;  and  they 
that  patiendy  abide  the  Lord,  those  shall  inhent 
the  land. 

Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  ungodly  shall  be 
clean  cone :  thou  shalt  look  after  his  place,  and 
he  shsul  be  away. 

But  the  mddji-spirited  shell  possess  the  earth, 
and  shall  be  refredied  in  the  multitude  of  peace. 

The  ungodly  seeketh  counsel  against  the  just, 
and  gnasheth  upon  him  with  his  teeth. 

The  Lord  shall  laugh  him  to  «icom ;  for  he 
hath  seen  that  his  day  is  coming. 

The  ungodly  have  drawn  put  the  sword,  and 
have  bent  their  bow,  to  cast  down  the  poor  and 
needy,  and  to  slay  such  as  are  of  a  rigjiit  con* 
versadon. 

Their  sword  shall  go  through  thdr  own  heart, 
and  their  bow  shall  be  broken. 
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A  small  thing  that  the  righteous  hath>  is  better 
than  great  riches  of  the  ungodly. 

For  the  anns  of  the  ungodly  shall,  be  broken, 
and  the  Lonpupholdeth  the  righteous. 

The  Lord  Imoweth  the  days  of  the  godly ; 
and  their  inheritance  shall  endure  f<Nr  ewer. 

They  shall  not  be  confounded  in  the  perilous 
time ;  and  in  the  days  of  dearth  they  shall  have 
enough. 

As  for  the  ungodly,  they  shall  peridi,  and  the 
enemies  of  the  Lonndiall  -consume  as  the  &t  of 
lambs :  yea,  even  as  &e  smoke  shall  they  con- 
sume a^siy. 

The  ungodly  borroweth,  and  payeth  not  again ; 
but  the  righteous  is  merciful  and  liberal. 

Such  as  aie  blessed  d*  God,  shall  possess  the 
land ;  and  they  that  are  cursed  of  him,  diall  be 
rooted  out. 

The  LoRP  ordereth  a  eood  man^s  going,  and 
mak^  his  way  acceptable  to  himself. 

Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  cast  away ; 
for  the  LoRDupholdeth  him  with  his  hand. 

I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old ;  and  yet 
saw  I  never  the  righteous  forsaken,  nor  his  seed 
begj^ng  their  bread. 

^e  righteous  is  ever  Biereiful,  and  kndeth; 
and  his  seed  is  blessed. 

Flee  from  ev3,  and  do  the  thing  that  is  good; 
smd  dwell  for  eTermore« 

For  the  Lord  leveth  the  tfaiag  that  is  right; 
he  forsaketh  not  his  that  be  go^y,  but  ikey  are 
preserved  for  ever. 

The  unrighteous  shall  be  punished;  as  for 
the  seed  of  the  ungodly,  it  shall  be  rooted 
out 
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The  righteous  shall  inherit  the  land^  and  dwell 
therein  for  ever. 

The  mouth  of  Ihe  righteous  is  exercised  in 
wisdom,  and  his  tongue  will  be  talking  of  judg- 
ment. 

The  law  of  his  €rod  is  in  his  heart,  and  his 
goings  shall  not  slide. 

The  ungodly  seeth  the  righteous,  and  seeketh 
occasion  to  slay  him. 

The  LotiD^mll  not  leave'  him  in  his  hand,  nor 
condemn  him  when  he  is  judged. 

Hope  thou  in  the  LoBD,and  keep  his  way,  and 
he  shall  promote  thee,  that  thou  shalt  possess 
die  land :  when  the  ungodly  shall  perish,  thou 
shalt  see  it. 

I  myself  have  seen  the  ungodly  in  great  power, 
and  flourishing  like  a  green  bay-tree. 

I  went  by,  and  lo,  he  was  gone :  I  sou^t  him, 
but  his  place  could  nowhere  be  found. 

Keep  innocency,  and  take  heed  unto  the  thing 
that  is  right;  for  that  shall  bring  a  man  peace  at 
the  last. 

As  for  the  transgressors,  they  shall  perish  to- 
gether; and  the  end  of  the  ungodly  is,  they 
shall  be  rooted  out  at  the  last. 

But  die  salvation  of  the  righteous  cometh  of 
the  LoBD;who  is  also  their  strength  in  die  time 
of  trouble. 

And  die  Lord  shall  stand  by  them,  and  save 
them:  he  flball  deliver  them  from  die  ungodly, 
and  shall  save  them,  because  diey  put  their  trust 
in  him.

And  he  shall  be  like  a  tree  planted  by  the 
water*8ide,  that  will  bring  forth  his  fruit  in  due 
season. 

His  leaf  also  shall  not  wither ;  and  look,  what- 
soever he  doeth,  it  shall  prosper. 

As  for  the  ungodly,  it  is  not  so  with  them; but 
they  are  like  the  chaff,  which  the  wind  scattereth 
ami?  fiom  the  face  of.  the  earth. 

Inerefore  the  ungodly  shall  not  be  able  to 
stand  in  ik^  judgment,  neither  the  sinners  in  the 
congregation  of  the  righteous. 

But  the  LoBD  knowetfa  the  way  of  the  right- 
eous; and  the  way  of  the.ungodly  shall  jiexisii. 

Psalm  15.     Domine^  qtds  habUabUf 

LOBD,  who  shall  dwell  in  thy  tabemack  ?  or 
who  shall  rest  upon  &y  holy  hiH?

6  Q  Aoti  enetny,  destructions  are  come  to  a 
perpetual  end;  even  as  &e  cities  -^hich  thou 
hast  destroyed,  their  memorial  is  perished  with 
them. 

7  Bm  tlie  LowjAjril  endure  fiw  ever;  he  hath 
also  prepared  his  seat  for  jndgment. 
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8  For  he  sliall  judge  the  world  in  righ^ieous- 
ness,  and  minister  true  judgment  unto  the 
people. 

9  The  Lord  also  will  be  a  defence  for  the 
oppressed,  even  a  refuge  in  due  time  of  trou- 
ble.

17  The  wicked  shall  be  turned,  into  hell)  and 
all  the  people  that  forget  God. 

18  For  the  poor  shall  not  alwav  be  forgotten ; 
the.  patient  abiding  of  the  meek  diall  not  perish 
forever.  •  . 

Id  lip,  Lord,  and  let  not  man  have  the  upper 
hand ;  let  the  heathen  be  judged  in  thy  sight 

20  Pat  them  in  fear,  0  Lord,  that  the  heathen 
may  know  themselves  to  be  but  men.

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Psalm  10.     Ut  quvd,  Domine  9 

WHY  standest  thou  so  far  off,  O  Lord,  and 
hidest  thy  face  in  the  needful  time  of 
trouble  ? 

2  The  ungodiv,  for  his  own  lust/  doth  peise* 
cute  the  poor:  let  them  be  taken  in  the  crafly 
wiliness  that  they  have  imagined. 

3  For  the  ungodly  hath  made  boast  .of  bis 
own  heart's  desire,  and  speaketh  good  of  the 
covetous,  whom  God  abhorreth. 

4  The  ungodly  is  so  proud,  that  he  careth  not 
for  God,  neimer  is  God  in  all  hi&  thoughts. 

5  His  ways  are  alway  grievous  5  thy  juc|g- 
ments  are  far  above  out  of  bis  sight,  and  there-' 
fi>re  defieth  he  all  his  enemies. 

6  For  he  hath  said  in  his  heart,  Tush !  I  i^all 
never  be  east  down,  there  shall  no  haim  happen 
unto  me. 

7  His  mouth  is  fiill  of  cursing,  deceit,  and 
fraud;  under  his.  tongue  is  ungodliness  and 
vanity. 

8. He  sitteth  lurking  in  the  thievish  comers 
of  the  streets,  and  pnvily  in  his  lurking  dens 
doth  he  murder  the  innocent;,  his  eyes  are  set 
;  against  the  poor. 

9  For  he  lie^  waiting  secredy;  erea  as  a 
lion  lurketh  he  in  his  den,  that  he  may  ravish 
the  poor. 

^  10  He  dotLTavishthe  poor^  wken  he  getfjeth 
him  into  his  net. 

11  He  fiiUeth  down^afid  humble&  himself, 
that  the  congregation  of  the  poor  may  fiall  into 
Ibe  hands  of  fiis  Cj^itaiDS. 

12  He  hath  sai4  in  his  heart,  Tush  I  God  hath 
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forgotten ;  he  hideth  away  his  face,  and  he  will 
never  see  it. 

13  Arise,  O  Lord  God,  and  lift  up  thine 
hand  ;  forget  not  the  poor. 

14  Wherefore  should  the  wicked  blaspheme 
God,  while  he  doth  say  in  his  heart.  Tush!  thou

15  Surely  thou  hast  seen  it;  foi*  thou  behold-

9  The  ungodly  -waft  on  ererj  side :  when 
th^  are  exalted,  the  cbildrai  of  men  are  put  to 
rebuke. 

Psalm  13.     Us^  quoy  Daminef 

HOW  long  wilt  thou  forget  me,  O  Lobd  ;  for 
ev^?  how  long  wilt  thou  hide  thy  &ce 
from  me? 

2  How  long  shall  I  seek  counsel  in  my  soul, 
and  be  so  vexed  in  my  heart  ?  how  long  shall 
mine  enemies  triumph  over  me? 

3  Consider,  and  hear  me,  O  Lord  my  God ; 
lighten  mine  eyes,  that  I  sleep  not  in  death  ; 

4  Lest  mine  enemy  say,  I  have  prevaikd 
against  him :  for  if  I  be  cast  down,  diey  &at 
trouble  me  will  rejoice  at  it.

2  They  are  corrupt,  a&d  become  abamiaabk 
in  their  aoings ;  there  is  none  that  doeth  good, 
no  not  one. 

3  The  Lord  looked  dows  firom  heaven  upon 
the  children  of  men,  to  see  if  there  were  any  that 
would  understand,  and  seek  after  God : 
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4  But  they  are  all  gone  out  of  the  way,  they 
are  altogether  become  abominable ;  there  is  none 
that  doeth  good,  no  not  one. 

5  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepulehre;  with 
their  tongues  have  they  deceived :  the  poison  of 
asps  is  under  their  lips. 

6  Their  mouth  is  full  <}f  cursing  and  bitter- 
ness ;  their  feet  are  swift  to.  shed  blood. 

7  Destruction  and  unhappiness  is  in  their 
ways,  and  the  way  of  peace  have  they  not 
known;  there  is  no  fear  of  Grod  before  theb 
eyes.

9  There  were  they  brought  in  great  fear,  evtn 
where  no  fear  was ;  for  God  is  in  flie  generation 
of  the  righteous. 

10  As  for  you,  ye  have  made  a  mock  at  the 
counsel  of  the  poor;  because  he  putteth  his 
trust  in  the  LoiiD. 

11  Who  shall  give  salvation  unto  Israel  out 
of  Sion  ?  "When  the  Lokd  tumeth  the  captivity 
of  his  people,  then  shall  Jacob  rejoice,  and  Israel 
shall  be  glad.

7  Whoso    doeth    these    things    shall    never 

m. 

Psalm  16.     Consarva  me^  Dondne. 

PRESERVE  me,  0  God;  for  in  thee  have  I 
put  my  trust. 

2  O  my  soul,  thou  hast  said  unto  the  Lord, 
Thou  art  my  Grod ;  my  goods  are  nothing  unto 
thee. 

3  All  my  delight  is  upon  the  saints  that  are  in 
the  earth,  and  upon  such  as  excel  in  virtue. 

4  But  they  that  run  after  another  god  shall 
have  great  trouble. 

5  Their  drink-offerings  of  blood  will  I  not 
offer,  neither  make  mention  of  their  names  within 
my  lips. 

6  The  Lord  himself  is  the  {Portion  of  mine  in- 
heritance, and  of  my  cup ;  thou  shalt  maintain 
my  lot. 

7  The  lot  is  fallen  unto  me  in  a  fair  ground ; 
yea,  I  have  a  goodly  heritage. 

8  I  will  thank  the  Lord  for  giving  me  warn- 
ing; my  reins  also  chasten  me  in  the  night- 
season. 
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9  I  have  set  God  always  before  me ;  for  he  is 
on  my  right  hand,  therefore  I  shall  not  fall. 

10  Wherefore  my  heart  was  glad,  and  my 
glory  rejoiced :  my  fle^  also  shall  rest  in  hq>e. 

11  For  why?  thou  shalt  not  leave  my  soul  in 
hell ;  neither  shalt  thou  sufier  thy  Holy  One  to 
see  corruption. 

12  Thou  shalt  show  me  the  path  of  life :  in 
thy  presence  is  the  fulness  of  joy,  and  at  thy 
right  hand  there  is  pleasure  for  evermore. 

Psalm  17.     Exaudiy  Domine. 

HEAR  the  right,  O  Losd,  consider  my  com- 
plaint, and  hearken  unto  my  prayer,  that 
jgoeth  not  out  of  feigned  lips.

7  Show  thy  marvelous  loving-kindness,  thou 
that  art  the  Saviour  of  them  which  put  their  trust 
in  thee,  from  such  as  resist  thy  right  hand. 

8  Keep  me  as  the  apple  of  an  eye ;  hide  me 
under  the  shadow  of  thy  wings, 
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9  From  the  ungodly,  that  trouble  me ;  mine 
enemies  compass  me  round  about,  to  take  awaj 
mj  soul. 

10  They  are  enclosed  in  their  ovm  fet,  and 
their  mouth  speaketh  proud  things. 

11  They  lie  waiting  in  our  way  on  eyery  side, 
turning  their  eyes  down  to  the  ground ; 

12  Like  as  a  lion  Aat  is  greedy  of  his  prey, 
and  as  it  were  a  lion's  whelp  lurking  in  secret 
places. 

13  Up,  Lord,  disappoint  him,  and  cast  him 
down ;  deliver  my  soul  from  the  ungodly,  which 
IS  a  sword  of  thine ; 

14  From  the  men  of  thy  hand,  O  Lord,  from 
the  men  I  say,  and  from  the  evil  world  j  which 
have  their  portion  in  this  life,  whose  bellies  thou 
fillest  with  thy  hid  treasure. 

15  They  have  children  at  their  desire,  and 
leave  die  rest  of  their  substance  for  their  babes. 

16  But  as  for  me,  I  will  behold  thy  presence 
in  righteousness ;  and  wheh  I  awake  up  after  thy 
likeness,  I  shall  be  satisJSed  with  it.

Psalm  18.    DUigam  te^  Domine. 

I  WILL  love  thee,  O  Lord,  my  strength.  The 
Lord  is  my  stony  rock,  and  my  defence,  my 
Saviour ;  my  God,  and  my  might,  in  whom  I  wiU 
trust ;  my  buckler,  the  horn  also  of  my  salvation, 
and  my  refuge. 

2  I  will  call  upon  the  Lord,  which  is  worthy 
to  be  praised ;  so  shall  I  be  safe  from  mine  ene* 
mies. 

3  The  sorrows  of  death  eompassed  me,  and 
the  overflowings  of  ungodliness  made  me  afraid. 
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4  The  pains  of  hell  came-  about  me;  the 
snares  of  death  overtook  me. 

5  In  my  trouble  I  ^11  call  upotn  the-  Lord, 
and  complain  unto  my  God : 

.  6  So  shall  he  hear  my^  voice  out  of  his  holy 
temple,  and  my  complaint  shdl  come  before  him; 
it  shall  enter  even  into  his  ears. 

7  The  earth  trembled  and  quaked,  the  very 
foundations  also  of  the  hills  shook,  and  were 
removed,  because  he  was  wroth^ 

8  There  went  a  smoke  out  in  his  presence, 
and  a  consuming  fire  out  of  his  mouth,  so  that 
coals  were  kindled  at  it. 

9  He  bowed  the  heavens  dso,  and  came 
down,  and  it  was  dark  under  his  feet 

10  He  rode  upon  the  Cherubim,  and  did  fly; 
he  came  flying  upon  the  wings  <^ihe  wand. 

11  He  made  datkness  a  secret  place,  his  pa- 
vilion round  about'  him  with  dark  water,  and 
thick  clouds  to  cover  him. 

12  At  the  brightness  of  his  presence  his  clouds 
removed ;  hailstones  and  coals  of  fire. 

13  The  Lord  also  thundered  out  of  heaven, 
and  the  ICghesA  gave  his  diunder;  hailstones 
and  coals  of  fire. 

14  He  sent  oat  his  arrows,  and  scattered 
them;  he  cast  forth  lightnings,  and  destroyed 
them. 

15  The  springs  of  waters  were  seen,  and  the 
foundations  of  the  round  world  w^re  discovered 
at  thy  chiding,  0  Loft]>,  at  the  blasting  of  the 
breath  of  thy  displeasure. 

16  He  shall  send  down  from  on  high  to  fetch 
me,  and  shall  take  me  out  of  many  waters. 

17  He  shall   deliver  me  firom  my  s^ngest 
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[  eiamy,  and  from  them  which  hate  me ;  for  they 
are  too  mighty  for  me. 

18  They  prevented  me  in  the  day  of  my 
trouble ;  but  the  Loed  was  my  upholder. 

19  He  brought  me  forth  also  into  a  place  of 
liberty;  he  brought  me  forth,  even  because  he 
had  a  favour  unto  me. 

20  The  Lord  shall  reward  me  after  my  right- 
eous dealing,  according  to  the  cleanness  of  my 
hands  shall  he  recompense  me. 

21  Because  I  have  kept  the  ways  of  the  Lord, 
and  have  not  forsaken  my  God,  as  the  wicked 
doth. 

22  Fori  have  an. eye  unto  all  his  laws,  and 
will  not  cast  out  his  commandments  from  me. 

23  I  was  also  uncorrupt  before  him,  and 
eschewed  mine  own  wickedness. 

24  Therefore  shall  the  Lord  reward  me  after 
my  righteous  dealing,  and  according  unto  the 
cleanness  of  my  hands  in  his  eyesight. 

25  With  the  holy  thou  shalt  be  holy,  and  with 
a  perfect  man  thou  shalt  be  perfe^ct. 

26  With  the  clean  thou  shalt  be  clean,  and 
with  the  froward  thou  shalt  learn  frowardness. 

27  For  thou  shalt  save  the  people  that  are  in 
adversity,  and  shalt  bring  down  the  high  looks 
of  the  proud. 

28  Thou  also  shalt  light  my  candle;  the  Lord 
my  Grod  shall  make  my  darkness  to  be  light. 

29  For  in  thee  I  ^all  discomfit  an  host  of 
men,  and  with  the  help  of  my  Grod  I  shall  leap 
over  the  wall. 

30  The  way  of  God  is  an  undeiiled  way ;  the 
word  of  the  Lord  also  is  tried  in  the  fire:  he  is  the 
defender  of  all  them  that  put  their  trust  in  him. 
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31  For  who  is  God,  but  the  Lord  ?  or  ^ho 
hath  any  strength,  except  our  God  ? 

32  It  is  God  that  girdeth  me  with  strength  of 
war,  ano  maketh  my  way  perfect 

33  He  maketh  my  feet  hke  harts'  feet,  and 
setteih  me  up  on  high. 

34  He  teacheth  mine  hands  to  fight,  and  mine 
arms  shall  break  even  a  bow  of  steel. 

35  Thou  hast  given  me  the  defence  of  thy 
salvation ;  thy  rig^t  hamd  also  shall  hold  me  up, 
and  thy  loving  correction  shall  make  me  great. 

36  Thou  shalt  make  room  enough  under  me 
for  to  go,  that  my  footsteps  shall  not  slide. 

37  I  will  follow  upon  mine  enemies,  and  over- 
take them  ;■  nether  will  I  turn- again  till  I  have 
destroyed  them. 

38  I  will  smite  them,  that  they  shall  not  be 
able  to  stand,  but  fall  under  my  feet. 

39  Thou  hast  girded  me  with  strength  unto 
the  battle ;  thou  shalt  throw  down  mine  enemies 
under  me. 

40  Thou  hast  made  mine  enanies  also  to  turn 
their  backs  upon  me,  and  I  shall  destroy  them 
that  hate  me. 

41  They  shall  cry,  but  there  shall  be  none  to 
help  them ;  yea,  even  unto  the  Lord  shall  they 
cry,  but  he  shall  not  hear  them. 

42  I  will  beat  them  as  small  as  the  dust  before 
the  wind :  I  will  cast  them  out  as  the  clay  in  the 
streets. 

43  Thou  shalt  deliver  me  from  the  strivings 
of  the  people,  and  thou  shalt  make  me  the  head 
of  the  heathen. 

44  A  people  whom  I  have  not  known  diall 
serve  me.  
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45  As  soon  as  they  hear  of  me,thej  riiall  obey 
me ;  but  the  strange  children  shall  disseQibfe 
with  me. 

46  The  strange  children  shall  £ul,  and  be 
afraid  out  of  their  prisons. 

47  The  Lord  livetb ;  and  blessed  be  my 
strong  helper,  and  praised  be  Jiie  God  of  my 
salvation:    . 

48  Even  the  God  that  seeth  that  I  be  avenged, 
and  subdiieth  the  people  unto  me. 

49  It  is  he  that  delivereth  me  from  my  cruel 
enemies,  ^nd  setteth  me  up  above  mine  adver- 
saries :  ihou  shalt  rid  me  from  the  wicked  man. 

50  For  this  cause  will  I  give  thanks  unto 
thee,  0  Lord,  among  the  G^t^es,  and  sang 
praises  unto  thy  Name. 

51  Great  prosperity  gtveth  he  unto  his  Bang;, 
and  showeth  loving^kmdness  unto  David,  his 
Anointed,  and  unto  Us  seed  for  evermore.

MORNING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  19.      Ccdi  eTharranl, 

THE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God ;  and 
the  firmament  showeth  his  handy- woik. 

2  One  day  telleth  another;  and  one  ni^t  cer- 
tifiedi  another. 

3  There  is  neither  speech  nor  language ;  but 
their  voices  are  heard  among  them. 

4  Their  sound  is  gone  out  into  all  lands ;  and 
their  words  into  the  ends  of  the  world. 

5  In  them  haUh  he  set  a  tabernacle  for  the  sun; 
which  Cometh  forth  as  a  bridegroom  out  of  his 
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chamber^  and  rejoiceth  as  a  giant  to  ran  his 
course. 

6  It  goeth  forth  firam  the  uttermost  part  of  the 
heaven,  and  runneth  about  unto  the  end  of  it 
again ;  and  there  is  nothing  hid  from  the  heat 
thereof. 

7  The  law  of  the  Lord  is  an  undefiled  law, 
conrertiiig  the  soul ;  the  testimony  of  the  Lord 
is  sure,  and  giveth  wisdom  unto  the  simple. 

8  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and  re- 
joice (be  heart;  the  commandment  of  the  Lord  is 
pure,  and  giveth  light  unto  the  eyes. 

9  The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and  enduredi 
for  ever ;  the  jud^ents  of  the  Lord  are  true, 
and  righteous  altogether. 

10  More  to  be  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea, 
than  much  jfine  gold ;  sweeter  also  than  honey, 
and  the  honey-corab. 

11  Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  servant  taught ; 
and  in  keeping  of  them  there  is  great  reward. 

12  Who  can  tell  how  oft  he  oflendeth  ?  O 
cleanse  thou  me  from  my  secriet  faults. 

13  Keep  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous 
sins,  lest  they  get  the  dominion  over  me ;  so 
shall  I  be  undefiled,  and  innocent  from  the  great 
ofience. 

14  Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  die  me- 
ditation of  my  heart,  be  alway  acceptable  in 
thy  sight, 

15  0  Lord,  my  strength,  and  my  redeemer. 

Psalm  20^     Exaudiat  te  Dominus. 

THE  Lord  hear  thee  in  the  day  of  trouble  ; 
the  Name  of  the  God  of  Jacob   defend 
thee: 
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2  Send  thee  help  from  the  sanctuary,  and 
strengthen  thee  out  of  Sion : 

3  Remember  all  thy  ofierings,  and  accept  thy 
bumt-sacrifice : 

4  Grant  thee  thy  heart's  desire,  and  fulfil  all 
thy  mind. 

5  We  mil  rejoice  in  thy  salvation,  and  tri- 
umph in  the  Name  of  the  Lord  our  God :  the 
Lord  perform  all  thy  petitions. 

6  Now  know  I  ^at  the  Lord  helpeth  his 
Anointed,  and  will  hear  him  from  his  holy  hea- 
ven, even  with  the  wholesome  strength  of  his 
right  hand. 

7  Som^  put  their 'trust  in  chariots,  and  some 
in  horses ;  but  we  will  remember  the  Name  of 
the  Lord  our  God, 

8  They  are  brought  down,  and  fallen;  but 
we  are  risen  and  stand  upright. 

9  Save,  Lord  ;  and  hear  us,  O  King  of  hea- 
ven, when  we  call  upon  thee. 

Psalm  21.     Domine^in  virtute  tua. 

THE  King  shall   rejoice  in  thy  strength,  O 
Lord  ;  exceeding  glad  shall  he  be  of  thy 
salvation. 

2  Thou  hast  given  him  his  heart's  desire,  and 
hast  not  denied  him  the  request  of  his  lips. 

3  For  thou  shalt  prevent  him  with  the  bless- 
ings of  goodness,  and  shalt  set  a  crown  of  pure 
gold  upon  his.  head. 

4  He  asked  life  of  thee ;  and  thou  gavest  him 
a  long  life,  even  for  ever  and  ever. 

5  His  honour  is  great  in  thy  salvation ;  glory 
and  great  worship  shalt  thou  lay  upon  him. 

6  For  thou  shalt  give  him  everlasting  felicity, 
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and  make  him  glad  with  the  joy  of  thy  cotrnte- 
nance. 

7  And  why?  because  the  King  putteth  his 
trust  in  the  Lord  ;  and  in  the  mercy  of  the  most 
Highest  he  shall  not  miscarry. 

8  All  thine  enemies  shall  feel  thy  hand ;  thy 
right  hand  shall  find  out  diem  that  hate  ihee. 

9  I'hou  shalt  make  them  like  a  fiery  oven  in 
time  of  thy  wrath  :  the  Loed  shall  destroy  them 
in  his  displeasure,  and  the  fire  shall  consume 
them. 

10  Their  fruit  shalt  thou  root  out  of  the  earth, 
and  their  seed  fi:^m  among  the  children  of  men. 

11  For  they  intended  mischief  agamst  thee, 
and  imagined  such  a  device  as  they  are  not  able 
to  perform. 

12  Therefore  shalt  thou  put  them  to  flight, 
and  the  strings  of  thy  bow  shalt  thou  make 
ready  against  the  face  of  them. 

13  Be  thou  exalted,  Lord,  in  thine  own 
strength ;  so  will  we  sing,and  praise  thy  power.

Psalm  22.     Deus^^  Deus  trieus! 

My  God  I  my  Gdd !  look  upon  me ;  why 
hast  thou  forsaken  me?  and  art  so  fiu* 
firom  my  health,  and  firom  the  words  of  my  com- 
plaint? . 

2  O  my  God,  I  cry  in  the  daytime,  but  thou 
faearest  not ;  and  in  1^  ni^t^season  also  I  take 
no  rest. 

3  And  thou  continuest  holy,  O  thou  worAip 
of  Israel. 

4  Our  fethers  hoped  in  thee  ;  they  trusted  in 
thee,  and  thou  didst  deliver  them. 
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5  They  cftUod  upon  thee,  and  were  holpen ; 
they  put  their  trust  in  thee,  and  were  not  con* 
founded. 

6  But  as  for  me,  I  am  a  worm,  and  no  man ; 
a  very  scorn  of  men,  and  the  outcast  of  the 
people. 

7  All  they  that  see  me,  laugh  me  to  scorn ; 
they  sboot  out  their  lips^  and  shake  their  heads, 
saymg, 

8  He  trusted  in  Gron,  that  he  would  dehver 
him ;  let  him  deliver  him,  if  he  will  have  him. 

9  But  ihoo,  art  he  that- took  me  out  o{  my 
mother's  womb ;  thou  wast  my  hope,  vrben  I 
hanged  yet  uppn  my  mother's  breasts. 

10  I  have  been  left  unto  thee  ever  since  I 
was  bom ;  thou  art  my  God  even  from  my  mo- 
ther's womb. 

11  0  go  not  from  me ;  for  trouble  is  hard  at 
hand,  and  there  is  none  to  help  me. 

12  Many  oxen  are  come  about  me ;  £it  bulls 
of  Basan  close  me  in  on  every  side. 

13  They  gape  upon  me  with  their  mouths,  as 
it  were  a  ramping  and  a  roaring  lion, 

14  I  am  poured  out  like  water,  and  all  my 
bones  are  out  of  joint;  my  iieart  also  in  the 
midst  of  my  body  is  even  lil^  melting  wax. 

15  My  strengUi  is  dried  up  like  a  potsherd, 
and  my  tongue  cleaveth  to  my  gums,  and  thou 
shah  bring  me  into,  the  dust  of  death. 

16  For  many  dogs  are  come  about  me,  and 
the  council  of  the  wicked  layeth  siege  against 
me. 

17  They  pierced  my  hands  and  my  feet:  I 
may  tell  all  my  Ixmes:  they  stand  staring  and 
looking  upon  me. 
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18  They  part  my  gannents  among  them,  and 
cast  lots  upon  my  vesture. 

19  But  be  not  thou  far  from  me,  O  Lord; 
thou  art  my  succour,  haste  thee  to  help  me. 

20  Deliver  my  soul  from  the  sword,  my  dar- 
ling from  the  power  of  the  dog, 

21  Save  me  from  the  lion's  mouth  ;  thou  hast 
heard  me  also  from  among  the  horns  of  the 
unicorns. 

22  I  will  declare  thy  Name  unto  my  brethren ; 
in  the  midst  of  the  congregation  will  I  praise  thee. 

23  O  praise  the  LoKD,ye  that  fear  nim:  mag- 
nify him,  all  ye  of  the  seed  of  Jacob ;  and  fear 
him,  all  ye  seed  of  Israel. 

24  For  he  halh  not  despised  nor  abhorred  the 
low  estate  of  the  pdor ;  he  hath  not  hid  his  face 
from  him;  but  when  he  called  unto  him,  he 
heard  him. 

25  My  praise  is  of  thee  in  the  great  congrega- 
tion ;  my  vows  will  I  perform  in  the  sight  of 
them  that  fear  him. 

26  The  poor  shall  eat,  and  be  satisfied  ;  they 
that  seek  after  the  Lord,  shall  praise  him :  your 
heart  shall  live  for  ever. 

27  All  the  ends  of  the  world  shall  remember 
themselves,  and  be  turned  unto  the  Lord  ;  and 
all  the  kindreds  of  the  nations  shall  worship  be- 
fore him. 

28  For  the  kingdom  is  the  Lord's,  and  he  is 
the  Governor  among  the  people. 

29  All  such  as  be  fat  upon  earth  have  eaten, 
and  worshipped. 

30  All  they  that  go  down  into  the  dust  shall 
kneel  before  him; and  no  man  hath  quickened 
his  own  soul.  ' 
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31  My  seed  shall  serve  him:  they  shall  be 
counted  unto  the  Lord  for  a  generation. 

32  They  shall  come,  and  the  heavens  shall 
declare  his  righteousness  unto  a  people  that 
shall  foe  bom,  whom  the  Lord  hath  made. 

PsAJLM  23.     Dojninus  regit  me. 

THE  LoBD  is  my  shepherd ;  therefore  can  I 
lack  nothing. 

2  He  shall  feed  me  in  a  green  pasture,  and 
lead  me  forth  beside  the  waters  of  comfort. 

3  He  shall  conyeri:  my  soul,  and  bring  me 
forth  in  the  paths  of  righteousness  for  his  Name^s 
sake. 

4  Vea,  though  I  walk  through  the  valley  of 
the  shadow  of  death,  I  will  fear  no  evil ;  for 
thou  art  with  me ;  thy  rod  and  thy  staff  comfort 
me. 

6  Thou  shalt  prepare  a  table  before  me  against 
them  that  trouble  me;  thou  hast  anointed  my 
head  with  oil,  and  my  cup  shall  be  full, 

6  But  thy  loving-kindness  and  mercy  shaU  fol- 
low me  all  the  days  of  my  life ;  and  I  will  dwell 
in  the  house  of  the  Lord  for  ever.

7  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates ;  and  he  ye 
lift  up,  ye  everlasting  doors ;  and  the  King  of 
glory  shall  come  in. 

8  Who  is  the  King  of  glory  ?  It  is  the  Lord 
strong  and  mighty,  even  the  Lord  mighty  in 
battle. 

9  Lift  up  your  heads,  O  ye  gates ;  and  be  ye 
lift  up,  ye  everlasting  doors;  and  the  King  of 
glory  shall  come  in, 

10  Who  is  the  King  of  glory?  Even  the  Lord 
of  hosts,  he  is  the  King  of  glory. 

Psalm  25.    M  tCy  Dominey  levavi. 

UNTO  thee,  O  Lord,  will  I  lift  up  my  soul ; 
my  God,  I  have  put  my  trust  in  thee :  O 
let  me  not  be  confounded,  neither  let  mine  ene- 
mies triumph  ever  me. 

2  For  all  they  that  hope  in  thee  shall  not  be 
ashamed ;  but  such  as  transgress  without  a  cause 
shall  be  put  to  confasion. 

3  Show  me  thy  ways,  O  Lord,  and  teach  me 
thy  paths. 

4  Lead  me  forth  in  thy  truth,  and  learn  me ; 
for  thou  art  the  God  of  my  salvation ;  in  thee 
hath  been  my  hope  all  the  day  long. 
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6  Call  to  remembrance,  O  Lord,  thy  tender 
mercies,  and  thy  loving-kmdnesses,  ^hich  baye 
been  ever  of  old, 

6  O  r«[aember  not  the  sins  and  offences  of 
my  youth;  but  according  to  thy  mercy  think 
thou  upon  me,  0  Lord,  for  thy  goodness, 

7  Gracious  and  righteous  is  t^e  Lord  ;  there- 
fore will  he  teach  sinners  in  the  way. 

8  Them  that  are  meek  shall  he  guide  in  judg- 
ment ;  and  such  as  are  gende,  them  shsdl  he 
learn  his  way. 

9  AU  the  paths  of  the  Lord  are  mercy  and 
truth,  unto  such  as  keep  his  covenant,  and  his 
testimonies. 

10  For  thy  Name's  sake,  0  Lord,  be  merciful 
unto  my  sin ;  for  it  is  great. 

11  What  man  is  he  that  feareth  the  Lord? 
him  shall  he  teaeh  in  the  way  that  lie  shall 
choose. 

12  His  soul  shall  dwell  at  ease,  and  his  seed 
shall  inherit  the  land. 

13  The  secret  of  the  Lord  is  among  them  that 
fear  him ;  and  he  will  lAow  them  his  covenant. 

14  Mine  eyes  are  ever  looking  untx)  the  Lord  ; 
for  he  shall  pluck  my  feet  out  of  the  net 

15  Turn  thee  unto  me,  and  have  mercy  upon 
me ;  for  I  am  desolate,and  in  misery. 

16  The  sorrows  of  my  heart  are  enlarged :  O 
brmg  thou  me  out  of  my  troubles. 

17  Look  upon  my  adversity  and  misery,  and 
for^ve  me  all  my  sin. 

18  Consider  mine  enemies,  how  many  they 
are;  and  they  bear  a  tyrannous  hate  against 
me. 

19  O  keep  my  soul,  and  dehver  me :  let  me 
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not  be  confounded,  for  I  have  put  my  trust  in 
thee. 

20  Let  perfeetness  and  righteous  dealing  wait 
upon  me ;  f^t  my  hope  hath  been  in^lhee. 

21  Deliver  Israel,  O  God,  out  of  all  Us 
troubles. 

Psalm  26.    Judica  m«,  Dandne. 

BE  thou  my  judge,  Q  Loan^for  i  have  walked 
innocently:  my  trust  hath  been  also  in  the 
Lord,  therefore  shall -I  not  fall, . 

2  Examine  me,  O  Lord,  and  prove  me ;  try 
out  Bty  reins  and-my  heart. 

3  For  thy  loving-kindness  is  ever  before  mine 
eyes ;  and  I  will  walk  in  thy  truth. 

4  I  have  not  dwelt  with  vain  persons ;  neither 
will  I  have  fellowship  with  the  deceitful. 

5  I  have  hated  the  congregation  of  the  wicked; 
and  will  not  sit  among  the  ungodly, 

6  I  will  wash  my  hands  in  innocency,  O  Lord  ; 
and  so  will  I  go  to  thine  altar. 

7  That  I  may  show  the  voice  of  thanksgiving, 
and  tell  of  all  thy  wondrous  works. 

8  Lord,  I  have  loved  the  habitation  of  Ihy 
nouse,  and  the  place  where  thine  honour 
dwelleth. 

9  0  shut  not  up  my  soul  \rith  the  sinners,  nor 
my  life  with  the  bloodthirsty ; 

10  In  whose'  hands  is  wickedness,  and  their 
right  hand  is  full  of  gifts. 

11  But  as  for  me,  I  will  walk  innocently :  O 
deliver  me,  and  be  merciful  unto  ine. 

12  My  foot  standeth  right:  I  ^U.  piaise  the 
Lord  in  the  congregations.

Psalm  27.     Dominus  illwminatio. 

rilHE  LoBD  is  my  light  and  my  salvation; 

X      whom  then  shall  I  fear?  the  Lord  is  the 

strength  of  my  life ;  of  whom  then  shall  I  be 

afraid? 

2  When  the  wicked,  even  mine  enemies  and 
my  foes,  came  upon  me  to  eat  up  my  flesh,  they 
stumbled  and  felU 

3  Though  an  host  of  .men  were  laid  against 
me,  yet  shall  not  my  heart  be  afraid ;  and  thou^ 
there  rose  up  war  against  me,  yet  will  I  put  my 
trust  in  him. 

4  One  thing  have  I  desired  of  the  Lord, 
which  I  will  require,  even  that  I  may  dwell  in 
the  house  of  the  Lord  all  the  days  of  my  life,  to 
behold  the  fair  beauty  of  the  Lord,  and  to  visit 
his  temple. 

6  For  in  the  time  of  trouble  he  shall  hide  me 
in  his  tabernacle ;  yea,  in  the  secret  place  of  his 
dwelling  shall  he  hide  me,  and  set  me  up  upon 
a  rock  of  stone. 

6  And  now  shall  he  lift  up  mine  head  above 
mine  enemies  round  about  me. 

7  Therefore  will  I  offer  in  his  dwelling  an 
oblation,  with  great  gladness :  I  will  sing  and 
speak  praises  unto  the  Lord* 

8  Hearken  unto  my  voice,  O  Lord,  when  I 
cry  unto  thee ;  have  mercy  upon  me,  and  hear 
me. 

9  My  heart  hath  talked  of  thee.  Seek  ye  my 
face :  Thy  face.  Lord,  will  I  seek. 

10  O  hide  not  thou  thy  face  from  me,  nor  cast 
thy  servant  away  in  displeasure. 
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11  Thou  hast  been  my  succour;  leave  me 
not,  neither  forsake  me,  O  God  of  my  salvation. 

12  When  my  father  and  my  mother  forsake 
me,  the  LoBDtaketh  me  up. 

13  Teach  me  thy  way,  O  LofiB,and  lead  me 
m  the  ri^t  way,  because  of  mine  enemies. 

14  Deliver  me  not  over  into  the  will  of  mine 
adversaries:  for  there  are  false  witnesses  risen 
up  against  me,  and  such  as  speak  wrong. 

15  I  should  utterly  have  fiiinted,  but  that  I 
believe  verily  to  see  the  goodness  of  the  Lord 
in  the  land  of  the  living. 

16  O  tarry  thou  the  Lord's  leisure ;  be  strong, 
and  he  shall  comfort  thine  heart ;  and  put  thou 
thy  trust  in  the  Lord. 

Psalm  28.     M  te^  Domine, 

UNTO  thee  will  I  cry,  0  Lord,  my  strength : 
think  no  scorn  of  me ;  lest,  if  thou  make 
as  though  thou  hearest  not,  I  become  like  them 
that  go  down  into  the  .pit. 

2  Hear  the  voice  of  my  humble  petitions, 
when  I  cry  unto  thee ;  when  I  hold  up  my  hands 
towards  the  mercy-seat  of  thy  holy  temple. 

3  O  pluck  me  not  away,  neidier  destroy  me 
with  the  ungodly  and -wicked  doers,  which  speak 
friendly  to  their  neighbours,  but  imagine  mis- 
chief in  their  hearts. 

4  Reward  them  according  to  their  deeds,  and 
according  to  the  wickedness  of  their  own  inven- 
tions. 

5  Recompense  them  after  the  work  of  their 
hands ;  pay  them  that  they  have  deserved. 

6  For  they  regard  not  in  their  mind  the  works 
of  the  Lord,  nor  the  operation  of  his  hands ; 
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therefore  shall  he  break  them  down,  and  not 
build  them  up. 

7  Praised  be  the  Lord  ,  for  he  Jiath  heard  the 
voice  of  my  humble  petitions. 

8  The  LoBo  is  my  strength,  and  my  shield ; 
my  heart  hath  trusted,  in  him,  and  I  am  helped ; 
therefore  my  heart  danceth  for  joy,  and  in  my 
song  will  I  praise  him. 

9  The  Lo&D  is  my  strength,  and  he  is  the 
wholesome  defence  of  his  Anointed. 

10  O  save  thy  people,  and  give  thy  blessing 
unto  thine  inheritance  :  feed  them,  and  set  them 
up  for  ever. 

Psalm  29.  ^fferte  Domino, 

BRING  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  mighty,  bring 
young  rams  unto  the  Lord  ;  ascribe  unto 
the  Lord  worship  and  strength. 

2  Give  the  Lord  the  honour  due  unto  his 
Name ;  worship  the  Lord  with  holy  worship. 

3  It  is  the  Lord  that  commandeth  the  waters ; 
it  is  the  glorious  God  that  maketh  the  thunden 

4  It  is  the  Lord  that  ruleth  the  sea ;  the  voice 
of  the  Lord  is  mighty  in  operation ;  the  voicr 
of  the  Lord  is  a  glorious  voice. 

5  The  voice  of  &e  Lord,  breaketh  the  ceda? 
trees ;  yea,  the  Lord  breaketh  the  cedars  of 
Libanus. 

6  He  maketh  them  also  to  skip  like  a  calf; 
Libanus  also,and  Sirion,  like  a  young  unicorn. 

7  The  voice  of  the  Lord  divideth  the  flames 
of  fire ;  the  voice  of  the  Lord  shaketh  the  wil- 
derness ;  yea,  the  Lord  shaketh  the  wilderness 
of  Cades. 

:   8  The  voice  of  the  Lord  maketh  the  hinds  to 
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bring  forth  young,  and  discovereth  the  thick 
bushes :  in  his  temple  dotii  ereiy  man  speak  of 
his  hono'ir. 

9  The  LoBDsitteth  above  the  water  flood,  and 
the  Lord  remained!  a  Kin^  for  ever. 

10  The  LoED  shall  ^ve  strength  unto  his 
people ;  the  Loao  Adll  give  his  pe<^)e  the  bless- 
ing of  peace.

Psalm  30.     Exaltabo  ie^  Dondne. 

I  WILL  magnify  thee,  O  Lorb  ;  for  thou  hast 
set  me  up,  and  not  made  my  foes  to  triumph 
ever  me. 

2  O  Lord,  my  God,  I  cried  unto  ftee;  and 
tfiou  hast  healed  me. 

3  Thou,  Lord,  hast  brought  my  soid  out  of

5  For  his  wrath  endureth  but  the  twinkling 
of  an  eye,  and  in  his  pleasure  is  life;  hearmess 
may  endure  for  a  night,  but  joy  cometh  in  the 
morning. 

6  And  in  my  prosperity  I  said,  I  AaSL  never 
be  removed :  thou,  Ix)RD,of  thy  goodness,  hast 
made  my  hill  so  strong. 

7  Thou  didst  turn  thy  fece  from  me,  and  I 
was  troubled. 

8  Then  cried  I  unto  thee,  O  Lord  ;  and  gat 
me  to  my  Lord  right  htftnbly.  ^ 
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9  What  profit  is  th«re  in  my  blood,  when  I 
go  down  to  the  pit  ? 

10  Shall  the  dust  give  thanks  unto  thee?  oi 
shall  it  declare  thy  truth  ? 

11  Hear,  O  Lord,  and  have  mercy  upon  me ; 
Lord,  be  thou  my  helper. 

12  Thou  hast  turned  my  heaviness  into  joy ; 
thou  hast  put  off  my  sackcloth,  and  girded  me 
with  gladness : 

13  Therefore  shall  every  good  man  sing  of 
thy  praise  without  ceasing.  0  my  God,  I  will 
give  thanks  unto  thee  for  ever. 

Psalm  31.     In  te^  Dandne^  sper<wi. 

IN  thee,  0  Lord,  have  I  put  my  trust ;  let 
me  never  be  .put  to  confusion;  deliver  me 
in  thy  righteousness. 

2  Bow  down  thine  ear  to  me ;  make  haste  to 
deliver  me. 

3  And  be  thou  my  strong  rock,  and  house  of 
defence,  that  thou  mayest  save  me. 

4  For  thou  art  my  strong  rock,  and  my  castle : 
be  thou  also  my  guide,  and  lead  me  for  thy 
Name's  sake. 

5  Draw  m^  out  of  the  net  that  they  have  laid 
privily  for  me ;  for  thou  art  my  strength. 

6  Into  thy  hands  I  commend  my  spirit ;  for 
thou  hast  redeemed  me,  O  Lord,  thou  God  of 
tnith. 

7  I  have  hated  them  that  hold  of  supersti- 
tious vanities,  and  my  trust  hath  been  in  the 
Lord. 

8  I  will  be  glad,  and  rejoice  in  thy  mercy; 
for  thou  hast  considered  my  trouble,  and  hast 
known  my  soul  in  adversities. 
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9  Thou  hast  not  shat  me  tip  into  the  hand 
of  the  enemy ;  but  hast  set  my  feet  in  a  large 
room. 

10  Have  mercy  upon  me,  O  Lord,  for  I  am 
in  trouble,  and  mine  eye  is  consumed  for  very 
heaviness ;  yea,  my  soul  and  my  body. 

11  For  my  life  is  waxen  old  with  heaviness, 
and  my  years  with  mourning. 

12  My  strength  faileth  me,  because  of  mine 
iniquit}',  and  my  bones  are  consumed. 

13  1  became  a  reproof  among  all  mine  ene- 
mies, but  especially  among  jny  neighbours  ;  and 
they  of  mine  acquaintance  were  afraid  of  me ; 
and  they  that  did  see  me  without,  conveyed 
themselves  from  me. 

14  I  am  clean  forgotten  as  a  dead  man  out  of 
mind ;  I  am  become  like  a  broken  vessel, 

15  For  I  hav^  heard  the  blasphemy  of  the 
multitude,  and  fear  is  on  every  side,  while  they 
conspire  togethtr  against  me,  and  take  their 
counsel  to  take  away  my  life. 

16  But  my  hope  hath  been  in  thee,  O  Lord  ; 
I  have  said.  Thou  art  my  God. 

17  My  time  is  in  thy  hand ;  deliver  me  from 
the  hand  of  mine  enemies,  and  from  them  that 
persecute  me. 

18  Show  thy  servant  the  light  of  thy  counte- 
nance, and  save  me  for  thy  mercy^s  sake. 

19  Let  me  not  be  confounded,  O  Lord,  for  I 
have  called  upon  thee ;  let  the  ungodly  be  put 
to  confusion,  and  be  put  to  silence  in  the  grave. 

20  Let  the  lying  lips  be  put  to  silence,  which 
cruelly,  disdainfully,  and  despitefully  speak 
against  the  righteous. 

21  O  how  plentiful   is  thy  goodness,  which 
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thou  hast  laid  up  for  them  that  fear  thee,  and 
tlmt  thou  hast  prepared  -for  them  that  put  their 
trust  in  thee,  even  before  the  sons  of  men ! 

22  Thou  shalt  hide  them  privily  by  thine  own 
presence  from  the  provoking  of  all  m^i :  thou 
shalt  keep  them  secretly  in  thy  tabernacle  from 
the  strife  of  tongues. 

23  Thanks  be  to  the  Lokd;  for  he  hath  showed 
me  marvellous  great  kindness  in  a  strong  city. 

24  And  when  I  made  haste,  I  said,  I  am  cast 
out  of  the  sight  of  thine  eyes, 

25  Nevertheless,  thou  heardest  the  voice  of 
my  prayer,  when  I  cried  unto  thee. 

26  O  love  the  Lord,  all  ye  his  saints ;  for  the 
Lord  preserveth  them  that  arie  faithful,  and 
plenteously  rewardeth  the  proud  doer. 

27  Be  strong,  and  he  shall  establish  your 
h^art,  all  ye  that  put  your  trust  in  the  Lord. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  32.     Beatij  quorum. 

BLESSED  is  he  whose  unrighteousness  is  for- 
riven,  and  whose  sin  is  covered. 

2  Blessed  is  the  man  unto  whom  the  LoRDim- 
puteth  no  sin,  and  in  whose  spirit  there  is  no 
guile. 

3  For  whilst  I  held  my  tongue,  my  bones  con- 
sumed away  through  my  daily  complaining. 

4  For  thy  hand  is  heavy  upon  me  day  and 
night,  and  my  moisture  is  like  the  drought  in 
summer.. 

5  I  will  acknowledge  my  sin  unto  thee ;  and 
mine  unrighteousness  have  I  not  hid. 

6  I  said,  I  will  confess  my  sins  unto  the  Lord; 
and  so  thou  forgavest  the  wickedness  of  my  sin. 
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7  For  this  shall  every  one  that  is  godly  make 
his  prayer  unto  thee,  in  a  time  -vrhen  thou  mayest 
be  found;  but  in  the  great  water  floods  they 
AkvS\.  not  come  nigh  him. 

8  Thou  art  a  place  to  hide  me  in ;  thou  shalt 
preserve  me  from  trouble;  thou  shalt  compass 
me  about  with  songs  of  deliverance. 

9  I  will  inform  mee,  and  teach  thee  in  the  way 
wherein  thou  sbaH  go ;  and  I  will  guide  thee 
with  mine  eye^ 

10  Be  ye  not  like  to  horse  and  mule,  which 
have  no  understanding ;  whose  mouths  must  be 
held  with  bit  and  bridle,  lest  they  fell  Up(m  thee. 

11  Great  plagues  remain  for  the  ungodly;  but 
whoso  putteth  his  trust  in  the  Lord,  mercy 
embraceth  him  on  every  side. 

12  Be  glad,  0  ye  righteous,  arid  rejoice  in  the 
Lord  ;  and  be  joyful,  all  ye  that  are  true  of 
heart. 

Psalm  33.    Exultaie^  JustL 

REJOICE  in  the  Lord,  O  ye  rifghteous ;  for  ik 
.  becometh  well  th6  just  to  be  thankftil. 
2  Praise  the  Lord  with  harp ;  sing  praises 
unto  him  with  the  lute^  and  instrument  of  ten 
strings. 
j      3  Sing  unto  the  Lord  a  new  song;  sing  praises 
I  kstily  unto  him  with  a  good  courage, 
t      4  Forthe  word  of  the  Lord  is  trae,'and  all  his 
j  works  are  faithful. 

I      5  He  loveth  righteousness  and  judgment ;  the 
j  earth  is  Aill  of  the  goodness  of  ihe  Lord. 

6  By  the  word  of  the  Lord  were  the  heavens 
made;  and  all  the  hosts  of  them  by  the  breath 
of  his  mouth. 
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7  He  gathereth  the  waters  of  the  sea  together, 
as  it  were  upon  an  heap;  and  layeth  up  the 
dee]>,  as  in  a  treasure-house. 

8  Let  all  the  earth  fear  the  Loup :  stand 
in  awe  of  him,  all  ye  that  dwell  in  the 
world. 

9  For  he  spake,  and  it  was  done ;  he  com- 
manded, and  it  stood  fast. 

10  The  LoRDbringeth  the  counsel  of  the  hea- 
then to  nought,  and  maketh  the  devices  of  the 
people  to  be  of  none  effect,  and  casteth  out  the 
counsels  of  princes. 

11  The  counsel  of  the  Lout>  shall  eudure  for 
ever,  and  the  thoughts  of  his  heart  from  genera- 
tion to  generation. 

12  Blessed  are  the  people  whose  God  is  the 
Lord  Jehovah  ;  and  blessed  are  the  folk  that  he 
hath  chosen  to  him,  to  be  his  inheritance. 

13  The  Lord  looked  down  from  heaven,  and 
beheld. all  the  children  of  men;  from  the  habita- 
tion of  his  dwelling,  he  considereth  all  them  that 
dwell  on  the  earth. 

14  He  fashioneth  all  the  hearts  of  them,  and 
understandeth  all  their  works. 

15  There  is  no  king  that  can  be  saved  by  the 
multitude  of  an  host ;  neither  is  any  mighty  man 
delivered. by  mu(^  strength. 

16  A  horse  is  counted  but  a  vain  thing  to 
save  a  man ;  neither  shall  he  deliver  any  man  by 
his  great  strength. 

17  Behold,  the  eye  of  the  Lord  is  upon  them 
that  fear  him,  and  upon  them  that  put  their  trust 
in  his  mercy ; 

18  To  deliver  their  soul  from  death,  and  to 

feed  them  in  the  time  of  dearth. 
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19  Our  soul  hath  patiently  tarrickl  for  the 
Lord  ;  for  he  is  our  help  and  our  shield. 

20  For  our  heart  shall  rejoice  in  him;  because 
we  have  hoped  in  his  holy  Name. 

21  Let  thy  merciful  kindness,  O  Lord,  be 
upon  us,  like  as  we  do  put  our  trust  in  thee. 

Psalm  34.     Bemdicam  Domino. 

I  WILL  alway  give  thanks  unto  the  Lo&d  ;  bis 
praise  shall  ever  be  in  my  mouth. 

2  My  soiil  shall  make  her  boast  in  the  Lord  ; 
the  humble  shall  hear  thereof,  and  be  ^lad. 

3  O  praise  the  Lord  with  me^  and  let  us 
magnify  his  Name  together. 

4  I  sou^t  the  Lord,  and  he  heard  me ;  yea, 
he  delivered  me  out  of  all  my  fear. 

5  They  had  an  eye  unto  him,  uid  were  light* 
ened ;  amT  their  fabes  were  not  ashamed. 

6  Lo,  the  poor  crieth,  and  the  Lord  heareth 
him ;  yea,  and  saveth  him  out  of  all  his  troubles. 

7  The  angel  of  the  Lord 'tarrieth  round  about 
them  that  &ar  him,  and  delivereth  them; 

8  0  taste,  and  see,  how  gracious  the  Lord  is : 
blessed  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  him. 

9  O  fear  the  Lord,  ye  that  are  his  saints ;  for 
they  that  fear  him  lack  nothing. 

10  The  lions  do  lack,  and  sufler hunger;  but 
they  who  seek  the  LoRDsh^U  want  no  manner  of 
thing  that  is  good. 

11  Come,  ye  children,  and  he&rken  onto  me; 
I  urill  teach  you  the  fear  of  the  Lord. 

12  What  man  is  he  that  lusteth  to  live,  and 
woiild  £idn  see  good  days  ? 

13  Keep  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  Ihy  lips, 
dsit  they  ^ak  no  guile.  __^ 
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14  Eschew  evil,  and  do  good ;  seek  peace, 
and  ensue  it. 

15  The  eyes  of  the  Lobb  are  over  th^  ri^t- 
eous,  and  his  ears  are  open  unto  their  prajers. 

16  The  countenance  of  the  Lord  is  against 
them  that  do  evil,  to  root  out  the  remembrance 
of  them  from  the  earth. 

17  The  righteous  cry,  and  the  Lohd  heareth 
ihem,  and  dehvereth  them  out  of  all  their  trou- 
bles. 

18  The  Lord  is  ni^h  unto  them  that  are  of  a 
contrite  heart,  and  will  save  such  as  be  of  an 
humble  spirit. 

19  Great  are  the  troubles  of  the  righteous; 
but  the  LoRDddirereth  him  out  of  all. 

20  He  keepeth  all  his  bones,  so  that  not  one 
of  them  is  broken. 

21  But  misfortune  ^all  slay  the  ungodly; 
and  they  that  hate  the  righteous  diaU  be  deso- 
late. 

22  The  Lord  deliTerethtbe  souk  of  his  ser- 
vants; and  all  they  that  put  ifadir  trust  in  him 
dull  not  be  destitute.  » 


THE  BBP^XTH  DAY, 

MORNING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  35.     Judica  me^  Domine. 

PLEAD  &OU  my  cause,  0  LoRp^with  them 
that  strive  m&L  me,  and  fi^  thou  against 
tibiem  that  fight  againi^  me« 

2  Lay  hand  upon  the  shield  aad  buckler, 
and  stand  up  to  help  me, 

3  Bring  forth  the  spear,  -and  stop  the  yn^f 
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agadost  them  that  persecute  me:  say  unto  mj 
soul,  I  am  thy  salvation. 

4  Let  them  be  confounded,  and  put  to  shame, 
that  seek  after  my  soul;  let  them  be  turned 
back,  and  brought  to  confurion,  that  imagine 
misdiief  for  me. 

5  Let  them  be  as  the  dast  before  the  wind, 
and  the  angel  of  the  Lord  scattering  them. 

6^  Let  their  way  be  dark  and  slippery,  and 
let  the  angel  of  the  Lord  persecute  them. 

7  For  they  hare  privily  laid  their  net  to  de- 
stroy me  without  a  cause;  yea,  even  without  a 
cause  have  they  made  a  pit  for  my  soul. 

8  Let  a  sudden  destruction  come  upon  -him 
unawares,  and  his  net  that  he  hath  laid  privily 
(aitch  himself;  that  he  may  fall  into  his  own 
mischief. 

9  And  my  soul, be  joyful  in  the  Lord;  it 
shall  rejoice  ia  his  salvation. 

10  AH  my  bones  shall  say.  Lord,  who  is  like 
unto  thee,  who  deliverest  the  poor  from  him  that 
is  too  strong  for  him;  vea,.the  poor,  and  him 
that  is  in  nusery,  fiom  him  that  i^ileth  him  ? 

11  False  witnesses  did  rise  up :  they  laid  to 
my  charge  things  that  I  knew  not. 

12  They  rewaided  nae  evil  for  good,  to  the 
great  discomfort  of  my  soul. 

13  Nevertheless,  when  they  were  sick,  I  put 
on.sackciotfa^  and  humbled  my  soal  with  ftisting; 
and  my  prayer  shall  turn  into  mine  own  bosom. 

14  I  behaved  myself  9S  though  it  had  been 
my  £iend  or  my  brother ;  I  went  heavily,  as  one 
tint  moameth  ^  his  mother. 

15  Bat  in  mine  adveraty  they  rejoiced,  and 

gathered    themselves    together;   yea,  the  very 
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abjects  came   together  against    me    unawares, 
making  mouths  at  me,  and  ceased  not. 

16  With  the  flatterers  were  busy  mockers, 
who  gnashed  upon  me  with  their  teetib. 

17  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  look  upon  this  ? 
O  deliver  my  soul  from  the  calamities  which 
they  bring  on  me,  and  my  darling  from  the  lions. 

18  So  will  I  give  thee  thanks  in  the  great 
congregation ;  I  will  praise  thee  among  much 
people. 

19  O  let  not  them  that  are  mine  enemies 
triumph  over  me  ungodly;  neither  let  them 
wink  with  their  eyes,  that  hate  tee  without  a 
cause. 

20  And  why  ?  their  communing  is  not  for 
peace  ;  but  they  imagine  deceitfol  words  against 
them  that  are  quiet  in  the  land. 

21  They  fi;aped  upon^  me  with  their  mouths, 
and  said.  Fie  on  thee !  fie  on  thee !  we  saw  it 
with  our  eyes. 

22  This  thou  hast  seen,  O  Lord  ;  hold  not 
thy  tongue  then ;  go  not  far  from  me,  O  Lord. 

23  Awake,  and  stand  up  to  judge  my  quar- 
rel ;  avenge  thou  my  cause,  my  God  and  my 
Lord. 

24  Judge  me,  OIjokd  my  Gk>d,  according  to 
thy  righteousness ;  and  let  them  not  triumph  over 
me« 

25  Let  them  not  say  in  their  liearts.  There! 
there !  so  would  we  have  it ;  neither  let  them 
say,  We  have  devoured  him. 

26  Let  them  be  put  to  confusion  and  shame 
together,  that  rejoice  at  my  trouble  ;  let  them  be 
clothed  with  rebuke  and  dishonour,  that  boast 
themselves  against  me. 
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27  Let  them  be  glad  and  rejoice,  that  favour 
my  righteous  dealing ;  yea,  let  them  say  alway, 
Blessed  be  the  Lord,  who  hath  pleasure  in  the 
prosperity  of  his  servant. 

28  And  as  for  my  tongue,  it  shall  be  talking 
of  thy  righteousness,  and  of  thy  praise,  all  the 
day  long. 

Psalm  36.     Dixit  injustus. 

MY  heart  showeth  me  the  wickedness  of  the 
ungodly,   Hiat  there  is  no  fear  of  God 
before  his  eyes. 

2  For  he  flattereth  himself  in  his  own  sight, 
until  his  abominable  sin  be  found  out. 

3  The  words  of  his  mouth  are  unririiteous 
and  full  of  deceit :  he  hath  left  off  to  behave 
himself  wisely,  and  to  do  good. 

4'  He  imagineth  mischief  upon  his  bed,  and 
hath  set  Jiimself  in  no  good  way ;  neither  doth 
he  abhor  any  thing  that  is  evil. 

6  Thy  mercy,  O  Losd,  reacheth  \mto  the  hea- 
vens, and  thy  faithfulness  unto  the  clouds.  • 

.  6  Thy  righteousness  standeth  like  the  strong 
naonntains :  thy^  judgments  are  like  the  great 
deep. 

7  Thou,  LoBD,  shalt  save  both  man  and 
beast :  how  excellent  is  thy  mercy,  O  Grod !  and 
the  childr^  of  men  shall  put  their  trust  under 
the  shadow  of  thy  wings. 

S  They  shall  be  satisfied  wi&  &e  pknteous- 
ness  of  thy  house;  and  thou  shalt  give  them 
drink  of  thy  pleasures,  as  out  of  the  river, 

9  For  with  thee  is  the  wdl  of  life;  and  in 
thy  light  shall  we  see  light. 

10  O  continue  forth  thy  loving-kindness  unto 
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them  &at  know  thee,  and  thy  righteousness  unto 
thent  that  art  true  of  heart. 

11  O  let  not  the  foot  of  pride  come  against 
me ;  and  let  not  the  hand  of  the  ungodly  cast 
me  down. 

12  There  are  they  fallen,  all  that  work  wick« 
edness ;  they  are  cast  down,  and  shall  not  be 
able  to  stana. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 

Psalm  37.     Xfoli  amvlari* 

FRET  not  thyself  because  of  the  ungodly ;  nei- 
ther be  thou  envious  against  the  evil  doers : 

2  For  they  shall  soon  be  cut  down  like  the 
grass,  and  be  withered  even  as  the  green  herb. 

3  Put  thou  &y  trust  in  the  Lord,  and  be 
doing  good ;  dwell  in  the  land,  and  verily  thou 
shalt  be  fed. 

4  Delight  thou  in  the  Lord,  and  he  shall 
give  thee  thy  hearth  xlesire. 

5  Commit  thy  way  uoto  the  Losd,  and  put 
thy  trust  in  him,  and  he  ^all  bting  it  to  pass. 

6  He  shall  make  iliy  righteousness  as  clear 
as  tbe  light,  and  thy  iust  dealing  as  the  Jiacm-» 
day. 

7.  HoM  thee  istiQ  in  the  Lord,  and  abide  pa- 
tiently upon  him :  but  grievie  not  thyself  at  him 
-udiose  way  doth  piospei^  against  the  man  that 
doeth  after  evil  counsels. 

8  Leave  off  from  wrath,  and  let  go  displea- 
sure :  jfret  not  fliyseil^  else  shalt  thou  be  moved 
to  do  evil. 

9  Wicked  doers  diall  be  rooted  out ;  and  tiiey 
that  patiendy  abide  the  Lord,  those  shall  inhent 
the  land. 
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10  Yet  a  little  while,  and  the  ungodly  shall 
be  clean  gone :  thou  shalt  look  a^r  his  place, 
and  he  shadl  be  away.      ^ 

11  But  the  meek-spirited  shall  possess  the 
earth,  and  shall  be  refreshed  in  the  multitude  of 
peace. 

12  The  ungodly  seeketh  counsel  against  the 
just,  and  gnasheth  upon  him  with  his  teeth. 

13  The  Lord  shall  laugh  him  to  scorn ;  for 
he  hath  seen  that  his  day  is  coming. 

14  The  ungodly  have  drawn  out  the  sword, 
and  have  bent  their  bow,  to  cast  down  the  poor 
and  needy,  and  to  slay  su<ih  as  are  of  a  ri^t 
eoQversation. 

15  Their  sword  shall  go  through  their  own 
heart,  and  their  bow  shall  be  broken. 

1$  A  latnall  thing  that  the  righteous  hath,  is 
better  than  great  riches  of  the  ungodly ; 

17  For  the  arms  of  the  ungodly  shall  be  bro- 
ken, and  the  LoRDuphoIdeth  the  righteous. 

1^  The  Lord  knoweth  the  days  of  the  godly ; 
and  their  inheritance  i^all  endure  for  ever. 

19  They  shall  not  be  confounded  in  the  peri- 
lous time ;  and  in  the  days  of  dearth  they  shall 
have  enough. 

20  As  for  the  ungodly,  they  diall  perish,  and 
the  enemies  of  the  Ldiud  shall  consume  as  the  fat 
of  Iambs:  yea,  even  as  the  smoke  shall  fhey 
consume  away. 

21  The  ungodly  borroweth,  and  payeth  not 
again;  but  the  righteous  is  merciful  and  libe- 


22  Such  as  are  blessed  of  God,  shall  possess 
the  land ;  and  th^  that  are  cursed  of  him,  shall 
be  rooted  out. 
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23  The  LoBD  ordereth  a  good  man's  going, 
and  maketh  his  way  acceptable  to  himself. 

24  Though  he  fall,  he  shall  not  be  cast 
away;  for  the  Lord  upholdeth  him  with  his 
hand. 

25  I  have  been  young,  and  now  am  old ;  and 
yet  saw  I  never  the  righteous  forsaken,  nor  his 
seed  begging  their  bread. 

26  llie  righteous  is  ever  merciful,  and  lend- 
eth ;  and  his  seed  is  blessed.   . 

27  Flee  from  evil,  and  do  (he  thing  that  is 
good ;  and  dwell  for  evermore. 

28  For  the  Lord  loveth  the  thing  that  is 
right;  he  forsaketh  not  his  that  be  godly,  but 
they  are  preserved  for  ever. 

29  The  unrighteous  shall  be  punished ;  as  for 
the  seed  of  the  ungodly,  it  shall  be  rooted 
out. 

30  The  righteous^  shall  inherit  the  land,  and 
dwell  therein  for  ever. 

31  The  mouth  of  the  righteous  is  exercised 
in  wisdom,  and  his  tongue  will  be  talking  of 
judgment. 

32  The  law  of  his  God  is  in  his  heart,  and 
his  goings  shall  not  slide. 

33  llie  ungodly  seeth  the  righteous,  and 
seeketh  occasion  to  slay  him. 

34  The  Lord  will  not  leave  him  in  his  hand, 
nor  condemn  him  when  he  is  judged. 

35  Hope  thou  in  the  Lord,  and  keep  his  way, 
and  he  shall  promote  thee,  that  thou  shalt  pos- 
sess the  land :  when  the  ungodly  shall  perish| 
thou  shalt  see  it. 

36  I  myself  have  seen  the  ungodly  in  great 
power,  and  flourishing  like  a  green  bay^tree. 
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37  I  went  by,  and  lo,  he  was  gone:  I  sought 
him,  but  his  place  could  nowhere  be  £>und. 

38  Keep  innocency,  and  take  heed  unto  the 
thing  that  is  right ;  for  that  shall  bring  a  man 
peace  at  the  last. 

39  As  for  the  transgressors,  they  shall  perisli 
together;  and  the  end  of  the  ungodly  is,  they 
slmll  be  rooted  out  at  the  last. 

40  But  the  salvation  of  the  righteous  cometh 
of  the  Lord,  who  is  also  their  strei^di  in  tlie  time 
of  trouble. 

41  And  the  Lo&d  shall  stand  by  them,  and 
save  them :  he  shall  deliver  them  from,  tiie  un- 
godly, and  shall  save  them,  because  they  pirt 
their  trust  in  him.

MORNING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  38.     DominCj  m  injurare. 

PUT  me  not  to  rebuke,*  O  Lo&d,  in  thine 
anger;   neither  chasten  me  in  tiby  heavy 
displeasure:  ' 

2  For  thine  arrows  stick  fast  in  me,  and  thy 
hand  presseth  me  sore. 

3  There  is  no  health  in  my  flesh,  because  of 
thy  displeasure ;  neither  is  there  any  rest  in  my 
bones,  by  reason  of  my  sin. 

4  For  my  wickednesses  are  gone  over  my 
head,  and  are  like  a  sore  burthra,  too  heavy  for 
me  to  bear. 

5  My  wounds  stink,  and  are  corrupt,  through 
my  foolishness. 

6  I  am  brought  into  so  great  trouble  and 
misery,  that  I  go  mourning  all  the  day  long,

7  For  my  loins  are  filled  with  a  sore  disease, 
and  there  is  no  whole  part  in  my  body. 

8  I  am  feeble  and  sore  smitten ;  I  have  roared 
lor  the  very  disquietness  of  my  heart

13  As  for  me,  I  was  like  a  deaf  man,  and 
heard  not;  and  as  one  that  is  dumb,  who  doth 
not  open  his  mouth. 

14  I  became  even  as  a  man  that  heareth  not, 
and  in  whose  mouth  are  no  reprbofi. 

16  For  in  thee,  O  Lord,  have  I  put  my  trust ; 
thou  shalt  answer  for  me,  O  Lord,  my  Grod. 

16  I  have  required  that  they,  even  mine  ene- 
mies, should  not  triumph  over  me ;  for  when  my 
foot  slipt,  they  rejoiced  greatly  against  me.

18  For  I  will  confess  my  wickedness,  and  be 
sorry  for  my  sin.

20  They  also  that  reward  evil  for  good  are 
against  me;  because  I  follow  the  thing  that 
good  is. 
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21  Forsake  me  not,  O  LoBD^my  God;  be  not 
thou  far  from  me. 

22  Haste  thee  to  help  me,  O  Lord,  God  of 
my  salvation.

I  SAID,  I  will  take  heed  to  my  wayp,  that  I, 
offend  not  in  my.  tongue.

9  Deliver  me  fiom  all  mine  offences;  and 
make  me  not  a  rebuke  unto  the^  foolish. 

10  I  became  dumb,  and  opened  not  my 
moutih ;  for  it  was  thy  domg. 

H  Take  thy  plague  away  from  me:  I  «a 
even   consumed  by  the   meahs  of   thy  heavy

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12  When  t)Km  wifh  rebukes  dost  cha$ten 
man  for  sin,  thou  makest  his  beauty  to  consume 
away,'  like  as  it  were  a  modi  fretting  a  garment : 
erery  man  therefore  is  but  vanity. 

13  Hear  my  prayer,  O  Lord,  and  with  thine 
ears  consider  my  calling ;  hold  not  thy  peace  at 
my  tears : 

14  For  I  am  a  stonger  with  thee,  and  a 
sojourner,  as  all  my  fathers  were. 

15  0  spare  me  a  little^  that  I  may  recover  my 
strength,  before  I  go  hunce,  and  be  no  more 
seen. 

Psalm  40.    Expectans  expedavL 

1  WAITED  patiently  for  the  Lord,  and  he  in- 
clined unto  me,  and  heard  my  callb^.

6  There  be  some  that  put  their  trust  in  their 
goods,  and  boast  themselves  in  the  midtitude  of 
Uieir  riches. 

7  But  no  man  may  delivev  his  brother,  nor 
iBAke  agreement  unto  God  for  him : 

8  For  it  cost  more  to  redeem  their  souls,  so 
that  he  must  let  that  alone  for  ever ; 

9  Yea,  though  he  live  long,  and  see  not  the 
grave. 

10  For  he  seeth  thai  wise  m<Bn  also  die  and 
perish  together,  as  w^  as  the  ignovant  and  fool-* 
ifidb,  and  leave  their  ridieis  &r  'otBcr. 

11  And  yet  fhey  think  that  Aeir  houses  shall 
conimue  for  ever,  and  that  their  dwelling*pkcet 
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shall  endure  from  one  generation  to  another ;  and 
call  the  lands  aflcr  their  own  names. 

12  Nevertheless,  man  will  not  abide  in  ho- 
nour, seeing  he  may  be  compared  unto  the  beasts 
that  perish ;  this  is  the  way  of  them. 

13  This  is  their  foolishness,  and  their  pos- 
terity praise  their  saying. 

14  They  lie  in  the  hell  like  sheep;  death 
gnawedi  upon  them,  and  the  righteous  shall 
have  dominion  over  th'^m  in  the  morning :  thehr 
beauty  ^all  consume  in  the  sepulchre  out  of 
their  dwelling.

2  like  88  the  smoke  vanisheth,  so  shalt  thou 
drive  them  away;  and  like  as  wax  melteth  at  the 
fire,  so  let  the  ungodly  perish  at  the  presence  of 
God. 

3  But  let  the  righteous  }j^  glad,  and  rejoice 
before  God ;  let  them  also  be  4nerry  and  joyful. 

.  4  0  sing  unto  God,  and  sing  praises  unto  his 
Name;  magnify  him  that  rideth  upon  the  heavens, 
as  it  were  i|pon  an  horse ;  praise  him  in  his  Name 
JAH,  and  rejoice  before  him. 

5  He  is  a  Father  of  the  fatherless,  and  de- 
fendetn  the  cause  of  the  widows ;  even  God  in 
his  holy  habitation.'. 

6  He  is  the  God  that  maketh  men  to  be  of 
one  mind  in  an  house,  and  bringeth  the  prisoners 
out  of  captivity ;  but  letteth  the  runagates  con- 
tinue in  scarceness. 

7  0  God,  when  thou  wentest  forth  before  the 
people ;  when  thou  wentest  through  the  wilder- 
ness, 

8  The  earth  shook,  and  the  heavens  dropped 
at  the  presence  of  God ;  even  as  Sinai  also  was 
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moved  at  the  presence  of  God,  who  is  the  God 
of  Israel. 

9  Thou,  0  God,  sentest  a  gracious  rain  upon 
thine  inheritance,  and  refreshedst  it  when  it  was 
weaiy. 

10  Thy  congregation  shall  dwell  therein ;  for 
thou,  O  uod,  hast  of  thy  goodness  prepared  for 
the  poor. 

11  The  Lord  gave  the  word ;  great  was  the 
companjT  of  the  preachers. 

12  Kings  with  their  armies  did  flee,  and  were 
discomfited,  and  they  of  the  household  divided 
the  spoil. 

13  Though  ye  have  lain  among  the  pots,  yet 
shall  ye  be  as  th6  wings  of  a  dove  that  is  covered 
with  silver  wings,  and  her  feathers  like  gold. 

14  When  the  Almighty  scattered  kmgs  for 
their  sake,  then  w«re  they  as  white  as  snow  in 
Salmon. 

15  As  the  hill  of  Basan,  so  is  God's  hill;  even 
an  high  hill,  as  the  hill  of  Basan. 

16  Why  hop  ye  so,  ye  high  hills?  this  is 
God's  hill,  in  the  which  it  pleaseth  him  to  dwell; 
yea,  the  Lord  will  abide  in  it  for  ever. 

17  The  chariots  of  God  are  twenty  thousand, 
«ven  thousands  of  angels;  and  the  Lord  is 
among  them  as  in  the  holy  place  of  Sinai. 

18  Thou  art  gone  up  on  high,  thou  hast  led 
captivity  captive,  and  received  gifts  for  men; 
yea,  even  for  thine  enemies,  that  me  Lobd  God 
might  dwell  among  them. 

l^"  Praised  be  the  Lord  dail3r,  even  the  God 
who  belpeth  us,  and  poureth  nis  benefits  upon 
us. 

20  He  is  our  God,  even  the  God  of  whom 
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Cometh  salvation:   God  is  the  Lord,  by  whom 
we  escape  death. 

21  God  shall  wound  the  head  of  his  enemies, 
and  the  hairy  scalp  of  such  a  one  as  goeth  on  still 
in  his  wickedness. 

22  The  Lord  hath  said,  I  will  bring  my  peo- 
ple again,  as  I  did  from  Basan ;  mme  own  will  I 
bring  again,  as  I  did  sometime  from  the  deq)  of 
the  sea. 

23  That  thy  foot  may  be  dipped  in  the  blood 
of  thine  enemies,  and  that  the  tongue  of  thy  dogs 
may  be  red  through  the  same. 

24  It  is  well  seen,  O  God,  how  thou  goest ; 
how  thou,  my  God  and  King,  goest  in  the 
sanctuary. 

25  The  singers  go  before,  the  minstrels  follow 
after,  in  the  midst  are  the  damsels  playing  with 
the  timbrels.  * 

26  Give  thanks,  O  Israel,  unto  God  the  Lord 
in  the  congregations,  from  the  ground  of  the 
heart. 

27  There  is  little  Benjamin  their  ruler,  and 
the  princes  of  Judah  their  council ;  the  princes 
of  Zabulon,  and  the  princes  of  Nephthali. 

28  Thy  God  hat^^  sent  forth  strength  for  thee; 
stablish  the  thing,  O  God,  that  thou  hast  wrought 
in  us, 

29  For  thy  temple's  sake  at  Jerusalem;  so 
shall  kings  bring  presents  unto  thee. 

30  When  the  company  of  the  spearmen,  and 
multitude  of  the  mighty  are  scattered  abroad 
among  the  beasts  of  the  people,  so  that  they 
humbly  bring  pieces  of  silver;  jaid  when  he  hath 
scattered  the  people  that  delight  in  war ; 

31  Then  shall  the  princes  ccme  out  of  Egypt; 
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the  Morians'  land  shall  soon  stretch   out  her 
hands  unto  God. 

32  Sing  ui^to  God,  O  ye  kingdoms  of  the 
earth ;  O  sing  praises  unto  the  Lord ; 

33  Who  sitteth  in  the  heavens  over  all,  from 
the  beginning:  lo,  he  doth  send  out  his  voice; 
yea,  and  that  a  mighty  voice. 

34  Ascribe  ye  the  power  to  God  over  Israel ; 
his  worship  and  strength  is  in  the  clouds. 

35  O  God,  wonderful  art  thou  in  thy  holy 
places:  even  the  God  of  Israel,  he  will  give 
strength  and  power  imto  his  people.  Blessed  be 
God. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 

Psalm  69.     Salvum  mefac. 

SAVE  me,  O  God ;  for  the  waters  are  come  in, 
even  unto .  my  soul. 

2  I  stick  fast  m  the  deep  mire,  where  no 
ground  is ;  I  am  come  into  deep  waters,  ^o  that 
me  floods  run  over  me. 

3  I  am  weary  of  crying; my  throat  is  dry;  my 
sight  faileth  me  for  waiting  so  long  upon  my 
God. 

4  They  that  hate  me  without  a  cause  are  more 
than  the  hairs  of  mv  head ;  they  that  are  mine 
enemies,  and  would  destroy  me  guiltless,  are 
mighty. 

5  I  paid  them  the  things  that  I  never  took: 
God,  thou  knowest  my  simpleness,  and  my  faults 
are  not  hid  from  thee. 

6  Let  not  them  that  trust  in  thee,  O  Lord  God 
of  hosts,  be  ashamed  for  my  cause;  let  not 
those  that  seek  thee  be  confounded  through  me, 
0  Lord  God  of  Israel. 
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7  And  why?  for  thy  sake  have  I  suffered 
reproof ;  shame  hath  covered  my  face. 

8  I  am  become  a  stranger  unto  my  brethren, 
even  an  alien  unto  my  mother's  children. 

9  For  the  zeal  of  thine  house  hath  even  eaten 
me,  and  the  rebukes  of  them  that  rebuked  thee, 
are  fallen  upon  me. 

10  I  wept,  and  chastened  myself  with  festing, 
and  that  was  turned  to  my  reproof. 

11  I  put  on  sackcloth  also,  and  they  jested 
upon  me. 

12  They  that  sit  in  the  gate  speak  against 
me,  and  the  drunkards  make  songs  upon  me. 

13  But,  Lord,  I  make  my  prayer  unto  thee  in 
an  acceptable  time. 

14  Hear  me,  O  God,  in  the  multitude  of  thy 
mercy,  even  in  the  truth  of  thy  salvation. 

15  Take  me  out  of  the  mire,  that  I  sink  not; 
O  let  me  be  delivered  from  them  that  hate  me, 
and  out  of  the  deep  waters. 

16  Let  not  the  water-flood  drown  me,  neither 
let  the  deep  swallow  me  up ;  and  let  not  the  pit 
shut  her  mouth  upon  me. 

17  Hear  me,  O  Lord,  for  thy  loving-kindness 
is  comfortable ;  turn  thee  unto  me  according  to 
the  multitude  of  thy  mercies : 

18  And  hide  not  thy  face  from  thy  servant ; 
for  I  am  in  trouble :  0  naste  thee,  and  hear  me. 

19  Draw  nigh  unto  my  soul,  and  save  it ;  O 
deliver  me,  because  of  mine  enemies. 

20  Thou  hast  known  my  reproof,  my  shame, 
and  my  dishonour :  mine  adversaries  are  all  in 
thy  sight. 

21  Thy  rebuke  hath  broken  my  heart ;  I  am 
full  of  heaviness :  I  looked  for  some  to  have 
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fity  on  me,  but  there  was  no  man,  neither  found 
any  to  comfort  me. 

22  They  gave  me  gall  to  eat;  and  when  I 
was  thirsty,  they  gave  me  vinegar  to  drink. 

23  Let  their  table  be  made  a  snare  to  take 
themselves  withal ;  and  let  the  things  that  should 
have  been  for  their  wealth  be  unto  them  an 
occasion  of  falling. 

24  Let  their  eyes  be  blinded,  that  they  see 
not ;  and  ever  bow  thou  down  their  backs. 

25  Pour  out  thine  indignation  upon  them, 
and  let  thy  wrathful  displeasure  take  hold  of 
them. 

26  Let  their  habitation  be  void,  and  no  man 
to  dwell  in  their  tents. 

27  For  they  persecute  him  whom  thou  hast 
smitten ;  and  they  talk  how  they  may  vex  them 
whom  thou  hast  wounded. 

28  Let  them  fall  from  one  wickedness  to 
another,  and  not  come  into  thy  righteousness. 

29  Let  them  be  wiped  out  of  the  book  of  the 
living,  and  not  be  written  among  the  righteous. 

30  As  for  me,  when  I  am  poor  and  in  heavi- 
ness, thy  help,  O  God,  shall  lift  me  up. 

31  I  will  praise  the  Name  of  God  with  a  song, 
and  magnify.it  with  thanksgiving. 

32  This  also  shall  please  the  Lord  better  than 
a  bullock  that  hath  horns  and  hoofs. 

33  The  humble  ^all  consider  this,  and  be 
dad:  seek  ye  after  God,  and  your  soul  shall 
five. 

34  For  the  LoM>heareth  the  poor,  and  de- 
spiseth  not  his  prisoners. 

35  Let  heaven  and  earth  praise  him :  the  sea, 
and  all  that  moveth  therein.  
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36  For  God  \viU  save  Sion,  and  build  the 
cities  of  Judah,  that  men  may  dwell  there,  and 
have  it  in  possession. 

37  The  posterity  also  of  his  servants  shall 
inherit  it;  and  they  that  love  his  Name  shall 
dwell  therein. 

Psalm  70.    Dms^  in  adjiUorium. 

HASTE  thee,  0  God,  to  deliver  me ;  make 
hasle  to  help  me,  O  Lord. 

2  Let  them  be  ashamed  and  confounded  that 
seek  after  my  soul ;  let  them  be  turned  backward 
and  put  to  confusion,  that  wish  me  evil. 

3  Let  them  for  thdr  reward  be  soon  brougtit 
to  shame,  that  ciy  over  me.  There!  there! 

4  But  let  all  those  that  seek  thee  be  joyful 
and  glad  in  thee :  and  let  all  such  as  delight  in 
thy  salvation  say  alway,  The  Lord  be  praised. 

5  As  for  me,  I  am  poor  and  in  misery :  haste 
ihee  unto  me,  O  God. 

6  Thou  art  my  helper  and  my  redeemer :  O 
Lord,  make  no  long  tarrying.

MORNING  PRAYER. 

Psalm  71.     In  fe,  Dominey  speravi. 

IN  thee,  O  Lord,  have  I  put  my  trust ;  let  me 
never  be  put  to  confusion,  but  rid  me,  and 
deliver  me, in  thy  righteousness;  incline  thine 
ear  unto  me,  and  save  me. 

2  Be  thou  my  strong  hold,  whereunto  I  may 
alway  resort :  thou  hast  promised  to  help  me,  for 
thou  art  my  house  of  defence,  and  my  castle. 
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3  Deliver  me,  O  my  God,  out  of  the  hand  of 
the  ungodly,  out  of  the  hand  of  the  unrighteous 
and  cruel  man. 

4  For  thou,  Q  Lord  GioD,  art  the  thing  that  I 
long  for:  thou  art  my  hope,  even  from  my 
youth. 

5  Through  thee  have  I  been  holden  up  ever 
since  I  was  bom :  thou  art  he  that  took  me  out 
of  my  mother's  womb:  my  piaise  shall  be  al- 
ways of  thee. 

6  I  am  become  as  it  were  a  monster  unto 
many,  but  my  sure  trust  is  in  thee. 

7  O  let  my  mouth  be  filled  with  thy  praisei 
that  I  may  sing  of  thy  glory  and  honour  all  the 
day  long. 

8  Cast  me  not  away  in  the  time  of  age ;  for- 
sake me  not  when  my  strength  faileth  me. 

9  For  mine  enemies  speak  against  me;  and 
they  that  lay  wait  for  my  soul  take  their  counsel 
together,  saying,  God  hath  forsaken  him ;  perse- 
cute bim,  and  take  him,  for  there  is  none  to 
deliver  him. 

10  Go  not  far  from  me,  O  God ;  my  God, 
haste  thee  to  help  me. 

11  Let  them  be  confounded  and  perish  that 
are  against  my  soul;  let  them  be  covered  with 
shame  and  dishonour  that  seek  to  do  me  evil. 

12  As  for  me,  I  will  patiently  abide  alway, 
and  will  praise  lliee  more  and  more. 

13  My  mouth  shall  daily  speak  of  thy  right- 
eousness and  salvation;  for  I  know  no  end 
thereof. 

14  I  will  go  forth  in  the  strength  of  the  Lord 
God,  and  will  make  mention  of  thy  righteous- 
ness only. 
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15  Thou,  O  Grod,  hast  taught  me  from  my 
youth  up  until  now ;  therefore  will  I  tell  of  thy 
wondrous  works. 

16  Forsake  me  not,  O  God,  in  mine  old  age, 
when  I  am  gray-headed,  until  I  have  showed 
thy  strength  unto  this  generation,  and  thy  power 
to  all  them  that  are  yet  for  to  come.^ 

17  Thy  righteousness,  O  God,  is  very  high, 
and  great  things  are  they  that  thou  hast  done :  O 
God,  who  is  like  unto  thee ! 

18  O  what  great  troubles  and  adversities  hast 
thou  showed  me !  and  yet  didst  thou  turn  and 
refresh  me ;  yea,  and  broughtest  me  from  tlie 
deep  of  the  earth  again. 

19  Thou  hast  brought  me  to  great  honour, 
and  comforted  me  on  every  side : 

20  Therefore  will  I  praise  thee,  and  thy  faith- 
fulness, O  God,  playing  upon  an  instrument  of 
music :  unto  thee  will  I  sing  upon  flie  harp,  O 
thou  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

21  My  lips  will  be  fain  when  I  sing  unto 
thee;  and  so  will  my  soul  whom  thou  hast  de- 
livered. 

22  My  tongue  also  shall  talk  of  thy  righteous- 
ness all  the  day  long ;  for  they  are  confounded 
and  brought  unto  shame  that  seek  to  do  me  evil. 

Psalm  72.     Deus^  judicium. 

GIVE  the  King  thy  judgments,  0  Grod,  and 
thy  righteousness  unto  the  king's  son. 

2  Then  shall  he  judge  thy  people  according 
unto  right,  and  defend  the  poor. 

3  The  mountains  also  shall  bring  peace,  and 
the  little  hills  righteousness  unto  the  people. 

4  He  shall  keep  the  simple  folk  by  their  right, 
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defend  the  children  of  the  poor,  and  punish  the 
wrong  doer. 

5  They  shall  fear  thee,  as  long  as  the  sun  and 
moon  enaureth,  from  one  generation  to  another. 

6  He  shall  come  down  like  the  rain  into  a 
fleece  of  wool,  even  as  the  drops  that  water  the 
earth. 

7  In  his  time  shall  the  righteous  flourish ;  yea, 
and  abundance  of  peace,  so  long  as  the  moon 
endureth. 

8  His  dominion  shall  be  also  from  the  one  sea 
to  the  other,  and  from  the  flood  unto  the  world's 
end. 

9  They  that  dwell  in  the  wilderness  shall  kneel 
before  him ;  his  enemies;  shall  lick  the  dust. 

10  The  kings  of  Tharsis  and  of  the  isles  shall 
give  presents ;  the  kings  of  Arabia  and  Saba 
shall  bring  ^s. 

11  All  kings  shall  fall  down  before  him ;  all 
nations  shall  do  him  service. 

12  For  he  shall  deliver  the  poor  when  he 
crieth;  the  needy  also,  and  him  that  hath  no 
helper. 

13  He  shall  be  fevourable  to  the  simple  and 
needy,  and  shall  preserire  die  souls  of  the  poor. 

14  He  shall  deliver  their  souls  from  falsehood 
and  wrong;  and  dear  shall  their  blood  be  in  his 
sight. 

15  He  shall  live,  and  unto  him  shall  be  given 
of  the  gold  of  Arabia;  prayer  shall  be  made  ever 
unto  him,  and  daily  shall  he  be  praised. 

16  There  shall  be  an  heap  of  com  in  the  earth, 

high  upon  the  hills;  his  fruit  shall  shake  like 

Libanus,  and  shall  be  green  in  the  city  like  grass 

upon  the  earth. 
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17  His  Name  shall  endure  for  erer ;  his  Name 
shall  remain  under  the  sun  amongst  the  posteri- 
ties, which  shall  be  blessed  through  him ;  and 
all  the  heathen  shall  praise  him. 

18  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God,  even  the  God 
of  Israel,  which  only  doeth  wondrous  things ; 

19  And  blessed  be  the  Name  of  his  Majesty 
for  ever :  and  all  the  earth  shall  be  filled  witL 
his  Majesty.     Amen,  Amen. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  73.     Quam  bonus  Israel ! 

TRULY  God  is  loving  unto  Israel :  even  unto 
such  as  are  of  a  clean  heart; 

2  Nevertheless  my  feet  were  almost  gone,  my 
treadings  had  well-mgh  slipt. 

3  And  why  ?  I  was  grieved  at  the  wicked :  I 
do  also  see  the  ungodly  in  such  prosperity. 

4  For  they  are  m  no  peril  of  death  j  but  are 
lusty  and  strong. 

5  They  come  in  no  misfortune  like  other  folk ; 
neither  are  they  plagued  like  other  men. 

6  And  this  is  the  cause  that  they  are  s&  holden 
with  pride,  and  overwhelmed  with  cruelty. 

7  Their  eyes  swell  with  fatness,  and  they  do 
even  what  they  lust. 

8  They  corrupt  other,  and  speak  of  wicked 
blasphemy;  their  talking  is  against  the  Most 
High. 

9  For  they  stretch  forth  their  mouth  unto  the 
heaven,  and  their  tongue  goeth  through  the 
world. 

10  Therefore  fall  the  people  unto  them,  and 
thereout  suck  they  no  small  advantage. 
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11  Tush)  say  they,  hdw  should  God  perceive 
it  ?  is  there  knowledge  in  the  Most  High  ? 

12  Lo,  these  are  liie  ungodly,  &ese  prosper 
in  the  world,  and  these  have  riches  in  posses- 
sion :  and  I  said,  Then  have  I  cleansed  my  heart 
in  Vain,  and  washed  mine  hands  in  innocency. 

13  All  the  day  long  have  I -been  punished, 
and  chastened  every  morning. 

14  Yea,  and  I  had  almost  said  even  as  (hey ; 
but  lo,  then  I  should  have  condemned  the  gene- 
ration of  thy  children. 

15  Then  thought  I  to  understand  this ;  but  it 
was  too  hard  for  me. 

16  Until  I  went  into  the  sanctuary  of  God : 
then  understood  I  the  end  of  these  men. 

17  Namely,  how  thou  dost  set  them  in  slip- 
pery places,  and  cafstest  them  down,  and  destroy- 
est  them. 

18  O  how  suddenly  do  they  consume,  perish, 
and  come  to  a  fearful  end ! 

19  Yea,  even  like  as  a  dream  when  one 
awaketh;  so  shalt  thou  make  their  image  to 
vanish  out  of  the  city. 

20  Thus  my  heart  was  grieved,  and  it  went 
even  through  my  reins. 

21  So  foolish  was  I,  and  ignorant,  even  as  it 
were  a  beast  before  thee. 

22  Nevertheless,  I  am  alway  by  thee ;  for  thou 
hast  holden  me  by  my  right  hand. 

23  Thou  shalt  guide  me  with  thy  counsel,  and 
after  that  receive  me  with  glory. 

24  Whom  have  I  in  heaven  but  thee  ?  and 
there  is  none  upon  earth  that  I  desire  in  com- 
parison of  thee. 

25  My  flesh  and  my  heart  faileth ;  but  God  is 
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the  strength  of  my  heart,  and  my  portion  for 
ever. 

26  For  lo,  they  that  forsake  thee  shall  perish ; 
thou  hast  destroyed  all  them  that  commit  forni- 
cation against  thee. 

27  But  it  is  good  for  me  to  hold  me  &st  by 
God,  to  put  my  trust  in  the  Lord  God,  and  to 
speak  of  all  thy  works  in  the  gates  of  the 
daughter  of  Sion. 

Psalm  74.     Ut  quid^  Deus9 

OGOD,  wherefore  art  thou  absent  from  us  so 
long?  why  is  thy  wrath  so  hot  against  the 
$heep  of  diy  pasture  ? 

2  O  think  upon  thy  congregation,  whom  thou 
hast  purchased,  and  redeemed  of  old. 

3  Think  upon  the  tribe  of  thine  inheritance, 
and  Mount  Sion,  wherein  thou  hast  dwelt. 

4  Lift  up  thy  feet,  that  thou  mayest  utterly 
destroy  every  ^pemy,  which  hath  done  evil  in 
thy  sanctuary. 

5  Thine  adversaries  roar  in  the  midst  of  thy 
congregations,  and  set  up  their  banners  for 
tokens. 

6  He  that  hewed  timber  afore  out  of  the  thick 
trees,  was  known  to  bring  it  to  an  excellent 
work. 

7  But  now  they  break  down  all  the  carved 
work  thereof  with  axes  and  hammers. 

8  They  have  set  fire  upon  thy  holy  places, 
and  have  defiled  the  dwelling-place  of  thy  Name, 
even  unto  the  ground. 

9  Yea,  they  said  in  their  hearts.  Let  us  make 

havoc  of  them  altogether :  thus  have  Ihey  bumt 

up  all  the  houses  of  God  in  the  land. 

—  ^ 
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10  We  see  not  our  tokens ;  there  is  not  one 
prophet  more ;  no,  not  one  is  there  among  us, 
that  understandeth  any  more. 

,  11  O  Giod,  how  long  shall  the  adversary  do 
this  dishonour  ?  how  long  shall  the  enemy  blas- 
pheme thy  Name  ?for  ever  ? 

12  Why  withdrawest  thou  thy  hand.^  why 
pluckest  thou  not  thy  right  hand  out  of  thy 
bosom  to  consume  the  enemy  ? 

13  For  God  is  my  King  of  old ;  the  help  that 
is  done  upon  earth,  he  doeth  it  himself. 

14  Thou  didst  divide  the  sea  through  thy 
power ;  thou  breakest  the  heads  of  the  (Sragons 
in  the  waters. 

15  Ttou  smotest  the  heads  of  Leviathan  in 
pieces,  and  gavest  him  to  be  meat  for  the  people 
in  the  wilderness. 

16  Thou  broughtest  out  fountains  and  waters 
out  of  the  hard  rocks ;  thou  driedst  up  mighty 
waters. 

17  The  day  is  thine,  and  the  night  is  thine ; 
thou  hast  prepared  the  light  and  the  sun. 

18  Thou  hast  set  all  the  borders  of  the  earth ; 
thou  hast  made  summer  and  winter. 

19  Remember  this,  0  Loep,  how  the  enemv 
hath  rebuked ;  and  how  the  foolish  people  hath 
blasphemed  thy  Name. 

20  O  deliver  not  the  soul  of  thy  turtle-dove 
unto  the  multitude  of  the  enemies ;  and  forget 
not  the  ccmgtegation  of  the  poor  for  ever. 

21  Look  upon  the  covenant ;  for  all  the  earth 
is  full  of  darlmess,  and  cruel  habitations. 

22  O  let  not  the  simple  go  away  ashamed ; 
but  let  the  poor  and  needy  give  praise  unto  thy' 
Name.

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23  Arise,  O  Grod,  maintain  thine  own  cause ; 
remember  how  the  foolish  man  blasphemeth  thee 
daily. 

24  Forget  not  the  voice  of  thine  enemies : 
the  presumption  of  them  that  hate  thee  in- 
creaseth  ever  more  and  more.

UNTO  thee,  0  God,  do  we  give  thanks ;  yea, 
unto  thee  do  we  give  thanks. 

2  ThyNamealso  is  so  nigh ;  and  that  do  thy 
wondrous  works  declare. 

3  When  I  receive  the  congregation,  I  shall 
judge  according  imto  right. 

4  The  earth  is  weak,  and  all  the  inhabiters 
thereof:  I  bear  up  the  pillars  of  it. 

5  I  said  unto  the  fools.  Deal  not  so  madly ;

7  For  promotion  cometh  neither  from  the  east, 
nor  from  the  west,  nor  yet  from  the  south. 

8  And  why?  God  is  the  Judge;  he  putteth 
down  one,  and  setteth  up  another. 

9  For  in  the  hand  of  the  Lord  there  is  a  cup, 
and  the  wine  is  red ;  it  is  full  mixt,  and  he 
poureth  out  of  the  same. 

10  As  for  the  dregs  thereof,  all  die  ungodly 
of  the  earth  shall  drink  them,  and  suck  them  out. 

11  But  I  will  talk  of  the  God  of  Jacob,  and 

praise  him  for  ever. 

—  - 
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12  AH  the  horns  of  the  ungodly  also  will  I 
break,  and  the  horns  of  the  righteous  shall  be 
exalted. 

Psalm  76.    JVbtas  m  JMaa. 

F  Jewry  is  God  known ;  his  name  is  great  in 
Israel. 

2  At  Salem  is  his  tabernacle,  and  his  dwelling 
in  Sion. 

3  There  brake  he  the  arrows  of  the  bow,  the 
diield,  the  sword,  and  the  battle. 

4  Tbou  art  of  more  honour  and  might  than 
the  hills  of  the  robbers,  ^ 

5  The  proud  are  robbed,  they  have  slept 
their  sleep ;  and  all  the  men  whose  hands  were 
migbty  have  found  nothing. 

6  At  thV  rebuke,  O  God  of  Jacob,  both  the 
chariot  and  horse  are  fallen. 

7  Thou,  even  thou  art  to  be  feared ;  and  who 
may  stand  in  thy  sight  when  thou  art  angry  ? 

§  Thou  didst  cause  thy  judgment  to  be  heard 
from  heaven ;  the  earth  trembled,  and  was  still, 

9  When  God  arose  to  judgment,  and  to  help 
all  the  meek  upon  earth.. 

10  The  fierceness  of  man  shall  turn  to  thy 
praise;  and  the  fierceness  of  them  shalt  thou  rfifiain. 

11  Promise  unto  the  Lord  your  God,  and 
keep  it,  all  ye  that  are  tound  about  him ;  bring 
presents  unto  him  that  ought  to  be  feared. 

12  He  shall  refrain  the  spirit  of  princes,  and 
is  wonderful  among  the  kings  of  the  earth* 

Psalm  77.     Voee  mea  mi  Jhmmum. 

1WFLL  cry  unto  God  with  my  voice ;  even 
unto  God  will  I  cry  with  my  voice,  and  he 
shall  hearken  unto  me.  ^ 
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2  In  the  time  of  my  trouble  I  sought  the 
Lord ;  my  sore  ran,  and  ceased  not  in  the  night- 
season;  my  soul  refused  comfort. 

3  When  I  am  in  heariness,  I  will  think  upon 
God  ;  when  my  heart  is  vexed,  I  will  complain. 

4  Thou  holdest  mine  eyes  waking :  I  am  so 
feeble  that  I  cannot  speak. 

6  I  have  considered  the  days  of  old,  and  the 
years  that  are  past. 

6  I  call  to  remembrance  my  song,  and  in  the 
night  I  commune  with  mine  own  heart,  and 
search  out  my  spirit. 

7  Will  the  Lord  absent  himself  for  ever  ?  and 
will  he  be  no  more  entreated  ? 

8  Is  his  mercy  clean  gone  for  ever  ?  and  is 
his  promise  come  utterly  to  an  end  for  evermore  ? 

9  Hath  God  forgotten  to  be  gracious?  and 
will  he  shut  up  his  loving-kindness  in  displea- 
sure ? 

10  And  I  said,  It  is  mine  own  infirmity ;  but 
I  will  remember  the  years  of  the  right  hand  of 
the  Most  Highest. 

11  I  will  remember  the  works  of  the  Lo&o, 
and  call  to  mind  thy  wonders  of  old  time. 

12  J  will  think  also  of  all  thy  works,  and  my 
talking  sliall  be  of  thy  doings. 

13  Thy  way,  O  God,  is  holy:  who  is  so 
great  a  God  as  our  Grod  ? 

14  Thou  art  the  God  that  doest  wonders, 
and  hast  declared  thy  power  among  the  people. 

15  Thou  hast  mightily  delivered  thy  people, 
even  the  sons  of  Jacob  and  Joseph. 

16  The  waters  saw  <hee,  O  Glod,  the  waters 

saw  thee,  and  were  afiraid ;  the  depths  also  were 

troubled. 
—       — 
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17  The  clouds  poured  out  vrater,  the  air 
thundered,  and  thine  arrows  went  abroad. 

18  Hie  voice  of  thy  thunder  was  heard  round 
about :  the  lightnings  dione  upon  the  ground ; 
the  earth  was  moved,  and  shoc4  withal. 

19  Thy  way  is  in  the  sea,  and  thy  paths  in 
the  great  waters,  and  thy  footsteps  are  not  known. 

20  Thou  leddest  thy  people  like  sheep,  by  the 
hand  of  Moses  and  Aaron.

EVENING  PRAYER. 

Psalm  78.     Mtendite^  popule. 

EAR  my  law,  O  my  people ;  incline  your 
ears  unto  the  words  of  my  mouth. 

2  I  will  open  my  mouth  in  a  parable ;  I  will 
declare  hard  sentences  of  old ; 

3  Which  we  have  heard  and  known,  and 
such  as  our  fathers  have  told  us; 

4  That  we  should  not  hide  them  from  the 
children  of  the  generations  to  come  ;  but  to  show 
the  honour  of  the  LoBi>,his  mighty  and  wonder- 
ful works  that  he  hath  done. 

5  He  made  a  covenant  with  Jacob,  and  gave 
Israel  a  law,  which  he  commanded  our  fore- 
fathers to  teach  their  children ; 

6  That  their  posterity  might  know  it,  and  the 
children  which  were  yet  imbom ; 

7  To  the  intent  that  when  they  came  up,  tbey 
might  show  their  children  the  same ; 

8  That  they  might  put  their  trust  in  God ;  and 
not  to  forget  the  works  of  God,  but  to  keep  his 
commandments; 

9  And  not- to  be  as  their  forefathers,  a  faithless 
and  stubborn  generation ;  a  generation  that  set 
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not  their  heart  aright,  and  -whose  spirit  cleaveth 
not  steadfastly  unto  Gtod ; 

10  Like  as  the  children  of  Ephfaim ;  Tvho 
being  harnessed ,  and  carrying  bows,  turned 
themselves  back  in  the  day  erf  batde. 

11  They  kept  not  the  covenant  of  God,  and 
would  not  walk  in  his  law ; 

12  But  foi^t  what  be  had  done,  and  the 
wonderful  works  that  he  had  showed  for  them. 

13  Marvellous  things  did  he  in  the  sig;ht  of 
our  foreiathers,  in  the  land  of  Egypt,  even  in  the 
field  of  Zoan. 

14  He  divided  the  sea,  and  let  them  go 
through;  he  made  the  waters  to  stand  on  an 
heap. 

15  In  the  daytime  also  he  led  them  with  a 
cloud,  and  all  the  night  through  with  a  light  of 
fire. 

16  He  clave  the  hard  rocks  in  the  wilderness, 
and  gave  them  drink  thereof,  as  it  had  been  out 
of  the  great  depth. 

17  He  brought  waters  out  of  the  stony  rock, 
so  that  it  gushed  out  like  the  rivers^ 

18  Yet  for  all  this  they  sinned  more  against 
him,  and  provoked  the  Most  Highest  in  the 
wilderness. 

19  They  tempted  God  in  their  hearts,  and 
required  meat  for  their  lust. 

20  They  spake  against  God  also,  saying.  Shall 
God  prepare  a  table  in  the  wilderness  ? 

21  He  smote  the  stony  rock  indeed,  that  the 
water  gushed  out,  and  the  streams  flowed  withal ; 
but  can  he  give  bread  also,  or  provide  flesh  for 
his  people  ? 

22  When  the  Lord  heard  this,  he  was  wroth ; 
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so  the  fire  was  kindled  in  Jacob,  and  there  came 
up  heavy  displeasure  against  Israel ; 

23  Because  they  believed  not  in  God,  and  put 
not  their  trust  in  his  help. 

24  So  he  ccwnmanded  the  clouds  above,  and 
opened  the  doors  of  heaven. 

25  He  rained  down  m^nna  also  upon  them  for 
to  eat,  and  gave  them  food  from  heaven. 

26  So  man  did  eat  angels'  food ;  for  he  sent 
them  meat  enough, 

27  He  caused  thie  eagt  wind  to  blow  under 
heaven ;  and  through  his  power  he  brought  in 
&e  souljh-west  wind. 

28  He  rained  flesh  upon  them  as  thick  as  dust, 
and  feathered  fowls  like  as  the  sand  of  the  sea. 

29  He  let  it  fall  among  their  tents,  even  round 
about  their  habitation. 

30  So  they  did  eat  and  were  well  filled ;  for 
he  gave  them  their  own  desire :  they  were  not 
disappointed  of  their  lust. 

31  But  while  the  meat  was  yet  in  their 
mouths,  the  heavy  wrath  of  God  camQ  upon 
them,  and  slew  the  \fealthiest  of  them;  yeai, 
jmd  smote  down  the  chosen  men  that  were  in 
Israel. 

38  But  for  all  this,  tb^  sinned  yet  more,  and 
believed  not  his  wondrous  wojrks. 

33  Therefore  their  days  did  he  consume  in 
vanity,  and  their  years  in  trouble. 

34  When  he  slew  them,  they  sought  him,  and 
turned  them  esudy,  and  inquired  after  God. 

35  And  they  remembered  that  God  was  their 
strength,  and  that  the  high  God  was  their  re- 
deemer. 

36  Nevertheless,  they  did  but  flatter  hxm  with 
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their  mouth,  and  dissembled  with  him  in  their 
tongue. 

37  For  their  heart  was  not  whole  with  him, 
neither  continued  they  steadfast  in  his  covenant. 

38  But  he  was  so  merciful,  liiat  he  forgare 
their  misdeeds,  and  destroyed  them  not. 

39  Yea,  many  a  time  turned  he  his  wrath 
away,  and  would  not  sufier  his  whole  displea- 
sure to  arise. 

40  For  he  considered  that  they  were  but  flesh, 
and  that  they  were  even  a  wind  that  passeth 
away,  and  cometh  not  again. 

41  Many  a  time  did  they  provoke  him  in  the 
wilderness,  and'  grieved  him  in  the  desert. 

42  They  turned  back,  and  tempted  God,  and 
moved  the  Holy  One  in  Israel. 

43  They  thought  not  of  his  hand,  and  of  the 
day  when  he  delivered  them  from  the  hand  of 
the  enemy. 

44  How  he  had  wrought  his  miracles  in 
Egypt,  and  his  wonders  in  the  field  of  Zoan. 

46  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood,  so  that 
they  might  not  drink  of  the  rivers. 

46  He  sent  lice  among  them,  and  devoured 
them  up,  and  frogs  to  destroy  them. 

47  He  gave  9ieir  froit  unto  the  caterpillar, 
and  their  labour  unto  the  grasshopper. 

48  He  destroyed  their  vines  with  hailstones, 
and  their  mulberry-trees  with  the  frost. 

49  He  smote  tiieir  cattle  also  with  hailstones, 
and  their  flocks  with  hot  thunderbolts. 

50  He  cast  upon  them  the  furiousness  of  his 
wrath,  anger,  displeasure,  and  trouble :  and  salt 
evil  angels  among  them. 

51  He  made  a  way  to  his  indignation,  and 
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spared  not  their  soul  from  death ;  but  gave  their 
life  over  to  the  pestilence ; 

52  And  smote  all  the  first-bom  in  Egypt,  the 
most  principal  and  ^nightiesl  in  the  dwellings  of 
Ham. 

53  But  as  for  his  ovn  people,  he  led  them 
forth  like  sheep,  and  carried  Hiem  in  the  wilder- 
ness like  a  flock. 

54  He  brought  them  out  safely,  that  they 
should  not  fear,  and  overwhelmed  their  enemies 
with  the  sea. 

55  And  brought  them  within  the  b<»ders  of 
his  sanctuary,  even  to  his  mountain,  which  he 
purchased  with  his  right  hand. 

56  He  cast  out  the  heathen  also  before  them, 
caused  their  land  to  be  divided  among  them  for 
an  heritage,  and  made  the  tribes  of  Israel  to 
dwell  in  their 'tents. 

57  So  tiiey  tempted  and  displeased  tiie  most 
high  God,  and  kept  not  his  testimonies. 

68  But  turned  their  backs,  and  fell  away  like 
their  forefathers ;  starting  aside  like  a  broken 
bow. 

59  For  they  grieved  him  with  their  hill-altars, 
and  provoked  him  to  displeas^re  with  their 
images. 

60  When  God  heard  this,  he  was  wroth,  and 
took  sore  displeasure  at  Israel ; 

61  ^  that  he  forsook  the  tabeniacle^  in  SQo, 
even  the  tent  thit  he  had  pitched  among 
men. 

62  He  delivered  their  poweit  into  captivity, 
and  their  beauty  into  the  enemy's  hand. 

63  He  gave  his  people  over  also  unto  the 
sword,  and  was  wroth  with  his  inheritance. 
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64  The  fire  consumed  their  ypun^  men,  and 
their  maidens  were  not  ^yen  to  marnage. 

65  Their  priests  were  slain  with  the  sword, 
and  there  were  no  widows  to  make  lamentation. 

66  So  the  Lord  awaked  as  one  out  of  sleep, 
and  like  a  giant  refreshed  with  wine. 

67  He  smote  his  enemies  in  the  hinder  parts^ 
and  put  them  to  .a  perpetual  shame. 

68  He  refused  the  tabertiacle  of  Joseph,  and 
chose  not.  the  tribe  of  f^hraim ; 

69  But  chose  the  tribe  of  Judah,  even  the 
hiU  of  Sion,  which  he  loved. 

70  And  &ere  he  built  his  temple  on  high,  and 
laid  the  foundation  of  it  like  the  ground  which 
he  hath  made  continually. 

71  He  chose  David  also  his  servant,  and  took 
him  away  from  the  sheepfolds ; 

72  As  he  was  following  the  ewes  great  with 

Jonng  ones   he  took  him,  that  he .  might  feed 
acob  his  people,  and  Israel  his  inheritance. 

73  So  he  fed  them  with  a  feithful  and  true 
heart,  and  ruled  them  prudently  with  all  his 
power.

MORNING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  79.     DeuSy  venerurd. 

0GH3D,  the  headien  are  come  into  thine  in- 
heritance ;  Ihy  holy  temple  have  tliey  de* 
filed,  and  made  Jerusalem  an  heap  of  stone^. 

.2  The  dead  bodies  of  thy  servants  have  tliey 
given  to  be  meat  unto  the  fowls  of  the  air^  and 
the  flesh  of  thy  saints  unto  the  beasts  oi  the 
land. 
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3  Their  blood  have  they  shed  like  water  on 
every  side  of  Jerusalem,  and  there  was  no  man 
to  bury  them. 

4  We  ale  become  an  open  ^ame  to  our  ene- 
mies, a  veiy  scorn  and  derision  unto  them  that 
are  round  about  us. 

5  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  be  angry  ?  shall 
thy  jealou^  burn  like  fire  for  ever  ? 

6  Pour  out  thitie  indignation  upon  the  heathen 
that  have  not  known  thee ;  and  upon  the  king- 
doms that  have  not  called  upon  thy  Name. 

7  For  they  have  devoured  Jacob,  and  laid 
wastQ  his  dwelling-place. 

8  O  remember  not  pur  old  sins,  but  have 
mercy  upon  us,  and  that  soon ;  for  we  are  come 
to  great  misery. 

9  Help  us,  O  God  of  our  salvatJon,  for  the 
glory  of  thy  N5me :  O  deliver  us,  and  be  merci- 
Jul  unto  our  sins,  for  thy  Name's  sake. 

10  Wherefore  do  the  headien  say,  Where  is 
Ifcow  their  God  ? 

11  O  let  the  vengeance  of  thy  servants'  blood 
that  is  shed,  be  openly  d^iowed  upon  the  heathen, 
in  our  ^ht. 

12  O  let  the  sorrowful  sighing  of  the  prisoa- 
erft  come  before  thee ;  accorSng  to  the  greatness 
of  thy  power,  preserve  thou  (hose  that  are  tp- 
pointed  to  die. 

.  13  And  for  the  blasphemy  wherewith  our 
neighbours  have  blasphemed  thee,  reward  thou 
&e9i,  0  L6rd,  seven-fold  into  their  bosom. 

14  So  we^  that  are  thy  people,  and  sheep  of 
th^  pasture,  shall  give  thee  thanks  for  ever,  and 
wUl  alway  be  showing  forth  thy  praise   from 
generation  to  generation. 
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Psalm  80.     Qui  regis  Israel. 

HEAR,  O  thou  Shepherd  of  Israel,  thou  that 
leadest  Joseph  like  a  sheep ;  show  thyself 
also,  thou  that  sittest  upon  the  Cherubim. 

2  Before  Ephraim,  Benjamin,  and  Manasses, 
stir  up  thy  strength,  and  come  and  help  us. 

3  Turn  us  again,  O  CJod ;  show  the  light  of 
tiby  countenance,  and  we  shall  be  whole. 

4  O  Lord  Grod  of  hosts,  how  long  wilt  thou  be 
angry  with  thy  people  that  prayeth  ? 

5  Thou  feedest  them  with  the  bread  of  tears, 
and  givest  them  plenteousness  of  tears  to  drink. 

6  Thou  hast  made  us  a  very  strife  unto  our 
neighbours,  and  our  enemies  laugh  us  to  scorn. 

7  Turn  us  again,  thou  God  of  hosts;  show 
the  light  of  thy  countenance,  and  we  shall  be 
whole.  ** 

8  Thou  hast  brought  a  vine  out  of  Egypt ; 
thou  hast  cast  out  the  heathen,  and  planted  it. 

9  Thou  madest  room  for  it;  and  when  it  had 
taken  root,  it  filled  the  land. 

10  The  hills  wer^  covered  with  the  shadow 
of  it,  and  the  boughs  thereof  were  like  the 
goodly  cedar-trees. 

11  She  stretched  out  her  branches  unto  the 
sea,  and  har  boughs  unto  the  river. 

12  Why  hast  thou  then  broken  down  her 
hedge,  that  all  they  that  go  by  pluck  off  her 
grapes  ? 

13  The  wild  boar  out  of  the  wood  doth  root 
it  up,  and  the  wild  beasts  of  the.  field  devour  it. 

14  Turn  thee  again,  thou  God  of  hosts,  look 
down  firom  heaven,  behold  and  visit  this  vine ; 

15  And  the  place  of  the  vineyard  that  Ay 
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right  hand  hath  planted,  and  the  branch  that 
thou  madest  so  strong  for  thyself. 

16  It  is  burnt  with  fire,  and  cut  down ;  and 
they  s^all  perish  at  the  rebuke  of  thy  counte- 
nance. 

17  Let  thy  hand  be  upon  the  man  of  thy 
right  hand,  and  upon  the  son  of  man,  whom 
thou  madest  so  strong  for  thine  own  self. 

18  And  so  will  hot  we  go  back  from  thee :  O 
let  us  live,  and  we  shall  c5l  upon  thy  Name. 

19  Turn  us  again,  O  Lobb  Grod  of  hosts ;  show 
the  light  of  thy  countenance,  and  we  shall  be 
whole. 

Psalm  81.     Exultate  Deo. 

SING  we  merrily  unto  God    our  strength ; 
make  a  cheerful  noise  unto  the  God  of 
Jacob.  ^ 

2  Take  the  psalm,  bring  hither  the  tabret,  the 
merry  harp,  with  the  lute. 

3  Blow  up  the  trumpet  in  the  new  moon, 
even  in  the  time  appointed,  and  upon  our  solemn 
feast  day. 

4  For  this  was  made  a  statute  for  Israel,  and 
a  law  of  the  God  of  Jacob. 

5  This  he  ordained  in  Joseph  for  a  testimony^ 
when  he  came  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and 
had  heard  a  strange  languajQ;e. 

6  I  eased  his  shoulder  from  the  burden,  and 
his  hands  were  delivered  from  making  the  pots. 

7  Thou  calledst  upon  me  in  troubles,  and  I 
delivered  thee  ;  and  heard  thee  what  time  as  the 
storm  fell  upon  thee. 

8  I  proved  thee  also  at  the  waters  of  strife. 

9  Hear,  O  my  people  ;  and  I  will  assure  thee, 
O  Israel,  if  thou  wilt  hearken  unto  me, 
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10  There  shall  no  strange  god  be  in  thee, 
neither  shalt  thou  \70rship  any  other  god. 

11  I  am  the  LoRDthj  God,  who  brought  thee 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt :  open  thy  mouth  wide, 
and  I  shall  fill  it. 

12  But  my  people  would  not  hear  my  voice  i 
and  Israel  would  not  obey  me : 

13  So  I  gav€  them  up  unto  their  own  hearts' 
lusts,  and  let  them  follow  their  own  imaginations. 

14  Ohthatmypec^le  would  have  hearkened 
unto  me  !  for  if  Israel  had  walked  in  xny  ways, 

15  I  should  soon  have  put  down  tiLeir  ene- 
mies, and  turned  my  hand  against  their  adversa* 
ries. 

16  The  haters  of  the  Lord  should  have  been 
found  liars ;  but  their  time  should  have  endured 
for  ever. 

17  He  should  have  fed  them  also  with  the 
finest  wheat  flour ;  and  with  honey  out  of  the 
s^ny  rock  should  I  have  satisfied  thee. 

EVENING  PRAYER. 
Psalm  82.      Deus  sUtU, 

GOD  standeth  in  the  congregation  of  princes ; 
he  is  a  Judge  among  gods. 

2  How  long  will  ye  give  wrong  judgment, 
and  accept  the  persons  of  the  ungodly  ? 

3  Defend  the  poor  and  fatherless;  see  that 
such  as  are  in  need  and  necessity  have  right. 

4  Deliver  the  outcast  and  poor;  save'  them 
from  the  hand  of  the  ungodly. 

5  They  will  not  be  learned,  nor  understand, 
but  walk  on  still  in  darkness :  all  the  foundations 

[  of  tlie  earth  are  out  of  course. 
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6  I  hare  said,  Ye  are  gods^  and  ye  are  all  the 
children  of  the  Most  Hi^est. 

7  But  je  shall  die  like  men,  and  fall  like  one 
of  the  princes* 

8  Arise,  O  God,  and  judge  thou  the  earth ; 
for  thou  shalt  take  aU  heathen  to  thine  inherit- 
ance. 

Psalm  83.     B^uSy  quis  sirrdlis  ? 

HOLD  not  thy  tongue^  O  Grod,  keq>  not  still 
silence :  refrain  not  Myself,  O  God ; 

2  For  k),  thine  enemies  make  a  murmuring ; 
and  they  that  hate  thee  have  lift  up  their  head. 

3  They  have  imagined  craftily  against  thy 
people,  and  taken  counsel  against  thy  secret 
ones. 

4  They  have^said,  Come,  and  let  us  root  them 
out,  that  they  be  no  more  a  people,  and  that  the 
name  of  Israel  may  be  lio  more  in  remembrance. 

5  For  they  have  cast  their  heads  togelfaet  with 
one  consent,  and  are  confederate  against  thee ; 

6  The  taberqacles  of  the  Edomites,  and  the 
Ishmaelites ;  the  Moabites,  and  Hagar^ies ; 

7  Gebal,  and  Ammon,  and  Amakk ;  the  V^ 
listines,  ^idi  them  that  dw«ll  at  Tyre. 

8  Assur  also  is  joined  with  them,  and  haye 
holpen  the  childfen  df  Lot 

9  But  do  thou  to  them  as  unto  the  Midian- 
ites ;  unto  Stsera,  and  uhto  Jabin  at  the  brook 
of  Kison ; 

10  Who  peridned  at  Endor,  and  became  as 
the  dung  of  the  earth. 

11  Make  them  and  their  princes  like  Oreb 

and  Zeb ;   yea,  make  all  their  princes  like  as 

Zeba  and  S^Jmana ; 
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12  Who  say,  Let  us  take  to  ourselves  the 
houses  of  God  in  possession. 

13  O  my  God,  make  them  like  unto  a  wheel, 
and  as  the  stubble  before  the  wind. 

14  like  as  the  fire  that  bumeth  up  the  wood, 
and  as  the  flame  that  consumeth  the  moun* 
tains. 

15  Persecute  them  even  so  with  thy  tempest, 
and  make  them  afraid  with  thy  storm. 

16  Make  their  faces  ashamed,  O  Lokd,  that 
they  may  seek  thy  Name, 

17  Let  them  be  confounded  and  vexed  ever 
more  and  more ;  let  them  be  put  to  ghame,  and 
perish. 

18  And  they  shall  know  that  tiu>u,  whose 
Name  is  Jehovah,  art  only  the  Most  Highest  over 
all  the  earth. 

Psalm  84.     Quam  dilecta  ! 

OHOW  amiable  are  thy  dwellings,  thou  Lord 
of  hosts! 
•2  My  soul  liath  a  desire  and  longing  to  enter 
into  the  courts  of  the  Lord  ;  my  heart  and  my 
flesh  rejoice  in  the  living  God. 

3  Yea,  the  sparrow  hath  found,  her  an  house, 
and  the  swallow  a  nest,  where  she  may  lay  her 
young;  even  thy  altars,  O  Lord  of  hosts,  my 
King  and  my  God. 

4  Blessed  are  they  that  dwell  in  thy  house ; 
they  will  be  alway  praising  thee. 

5  Blessed  is  the  man  whose  strength  is  in 
thee ;  in  whose  heart  are  thy  ways. 

6  Who  going  through  the  vale  of  misery  use 
it  for  a  wdUi;  and  the  pools  are  filled  with 
water. 
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7  They  will  go  from  strengtli  to  strength,  and 
unto  the  Grod  of  gods  appeareth  eyery  one  of 
them  in  Sion. 

8  O  Lord  God  of  ho^s,  hear  my  prayer; 
hearken,  O  God  of  Jacob. 

9  Behold,  O  God,  our  defender,  and  look 
upon  the  face  of  thine  Anointed. 

10  For  one  day  in  thy  courts  is  better  than  a 
thousand. 

Ill  had  rather  be  a  do<^r-keeper  in  the  house 
of  my  Grod,  than  to  dwell  in  ttie  tents  of  un- 
godliness. 

12  For  the  Lord  God  is  a  light  and  defence ; 
the  Lord  will  gire  grace  and  worship;  and  no 
good  thing  shaU  he  withhold  from  them  that  live 
a  godly  life. 

13  O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  blessed  is  the  man 
that  putteth  his  trust  in  thee. 

Psalm  85.     Benedixisti^  Bomine. 

LORD,  thou  art  become,  gracious  unto  thy 
land ;  thou  hast  turned  away  the  captiri^ 
of  Jacob. 

2  Thou  hast  forgiven  the  offence  of  thy  peo- 
ple, and  covered  all  their  sins. 

3  Thou  hast  taken  away  all  thy  displeasure, 
and  turned  thyself  from  thy  wrathful  indigna- 
tion. 

4  Turn  us  then,  O  God  our  Saviour,  and  let 
thine  anger  cease  from  us. 

6  Wilt  Ihou  be  displeased  at  us  for  ever?  and 
wilt  thou  stretch  out  thy  wrath  from  one  genera- 
tion to  another  ? 

6  Wilt  thou  not  turn  again,  and  quicken  us, 

that  thy  people  may  rejoice  in  thee  ? 
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7  Show  us  thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  and  grant  us 
thy  salvation.  ' 

8  I  will  hearken  what  the  Lord  God  will  say 
concerning  me;  for  he  shall  speak  peace  unto 
his  people,  and  to  his  saints,  that  they  turn  not 
again. 

9  For  his  salvation  is  nigh  them  that  fear  him  j 
that  glory  may  dwell  in>  our  land. 

10  Mercy  and  trujh  are  met  together :  right- 
eousness and  peace  have  kissed  each  other. 

11  Truth  shall  flourish  out  of  the  earth,  and 
righteousness  hath  looked  down  from  heaven. 

12  Yea,  the  Lord  shall  show^  loving-kindness; 
and  our  land  shall  give  her  increase. 

13  Righteousness  shall  go  before  him;  and  he 
shall  direct  his  going  in  the  way.

9  All  nations  whom  thou  bast  made,  shii| 
Qtimt  and  worship  thee,  O  Iiord ;  and  shall  g^ 
rify  thy  Name. 

10  Fot-thou  art  greaft,  and  doest  wondrou 
things :  thou  art  God  alone. 

H  Teach  me  thy  way,  0  Load,  and  I  wil 
walk  in  thy  truth :  O  knit  my  heart  unto  thee 
that  I  may  fear  thy  Name. 

12  I  will  thank  thee,  O  I^ord  my  God,  wit! 
all  my  heart;  and  will  praise  thy  Name  for  ever 
miOre. 

13  For  great  is  thy  mercy  toward  me;  anc 
thou  hast  delivered  my  soul  nrom  the  nethermosi 
beU. 

14  0  Grod,  the  proud  are  risen  against  me : 
and  the  congregaticms  of  naughty  men  have 
sought  after  my  soul,  and  have  not  set  thee 
before  their  eyes. 

15  But  thou,  O  Lord  (3od,  art  foil  of  com- 
passion and  mercy,  long-suflering,  plenteous  in 
goodness  and  truth. 

16  O  turn  thee  then  unto  me,  and  ha^e  mercy 
upon  me;  give  thy  strength  unto  thy  servant, 
and  help  the  son  of  thine  handmaid. 

17  Show  some  token  upon  me  for  good ;  that 
diey  who  hate  me  may  see  it,  and  be  ai^amed, 
because  diou,  Lobb,  hast  holpen  me,  iand  com- 
forted me. 
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PsAiiM  87.    Fimdammtm  gus. 

HER  foundations  are  upon  the  holy  hills :  the 
Loud  loveth  the  gates  of  Sion  more  than 
all  the  dwellings  of  Jacob. 

2  Very  excellent  things  are  spoken  of  thee, 
thou  city  of  God. 

3  I  will  think  upon  Rahab  and  Babylon,  with 
them  that  know  me. 

4  Behold  ye  the  Philistines  also,  and  they  of 
Tyre,  with  the  Morians ;  lo  there  Was  he  bom. 

5  And  of  Sion  it  shall  be*  reported  that  he 
was  bom  in  her ;  and  the  Most  High  shsdl  sta- 
blish  her. 

6  TTie  LoKD  shall  rehearse  it,  when  he  writeth 
up  the  people,  Ihat  he  was  borii  there. 

7  The  singers  also  and  trumpeters  shall  he 
rehearse :  all  my  fresh  springs  sh^l  be  in  thee. 

Psalm  88.     Dominey  Deus. 

OLORD  God  of  my  salvation,  I  have  cried 
day  and  night  before  thee:  O  let  my 
prayer  enter  into  thy  presence,  incline  thine  ear 
unto  my  calling ; 

2  For  my  soul  is  full  of  trouble,  and  my  life 
draweth  nigh  unto  hell. 

3  I  am  counted  as  one  of  them  that  go  down 
into  the  pit,  and  I  have  been  even  as  a  man  that 
hath  no  strength. 

4  Free  among  the  dead,  like  unto  them  that 
are  wounded,  and  lie  in  the  grave,  who  are  out 
of  remembrance,  and  are  cut  away  firom  thy  hand. 

5  Thou  hast  laid  me  in  the  lowest  pit,  in  a 
place  of  darkness,  and  in  the  deep. 

6  Thine  indignation  lieth  hard  upon  me,  and 
thou  hast  vexed  me  with  all  thy  storms. 
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7  Thou  hast  put  away  mine  acquaintance  6r 
from  me,  and  made  me  to  be  abhorred  oi 
them, 

8  1  am  so  fast  in  prison  that  I  cannot  get 
forth. 

9  My  sight  £uleth  for  very  trouble;  Lo&d, 
I  have  called  daily  upon  thee,  I  have  stretched 
forth  my  hands  unto  thee. 

10  Dost  thou  show  wonders  among  the  dead  ? 
or  shall  the  dead  rise  up  a^in,  and  praise  thee  ? 

11  Shall  thy  loving-kindness  be  showed  in  the 
grave?  of  thy  faithfulness  in  destruction? 

12  Shall  thy  wondrous  works  be  known  in  the 
dark  ?  and  thy  righteousness  iii  the  land  where 
all  things  are  forgotten  ?

14  Lord,  why  abhorrest  thou  my  soul,  and 
hidest  thou  thy  face  from  me  ? 

15  I  am  in  misery,  and  like  unto  him  that  is 
at  the  point  to  die ;  even  from  my  youth  up  thy 
terrors  have  I  suffered  with  a  troubled  mind. 

16  Thy  wrathful  displeasure  goeth  over  me, 
and  the  fear  of  thee  hath  undone  me. 

17  They  cam6  round  about  me  daily  like 
water,  and  compassed  me  together  on  every 
side. 

18  My  lovers  and  friends  hast  thou  put  away 
from  me,  and  hid  mine  acquaintance  out  of  my 
sight.

Psalm  89.     Misericordias  Dondni. 

MY  song  shall  be  alway  of  the  loving-kind- 
ness of  the  Lord  ;  with  my  mouth  will  I 
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ever  be  showing  thy  tnith  from  one  generadoD 
to  another. 

2  For  I  have  said,  Mercy  shall  be  set  up  for 
ever ;  thy  truth  .  ^alt  thou  stablish  ia.  the 
heavens. 

3  I  have  made  a  oovenailt  vrith  my  chosen ;  I 
have  sworn  unto  David  my  semint ; 

4  Thy  seed  will  I  stablish  forever,  and  set 
up  thy  throne  &om  one  generation  to  another. 

5  O  LoBBythe  very  heavens  shall  praise  thy 
wondrous  works ;  ^d  thy  truth  in  the  congre- 
gation of  the  ss^ints. 

6  For  who  is  he  among  the  clouds,  that  ^all 
be  compared  unto  the  Lord? 

7  And  what  is  he  am<Mig  the  gods,  that,  shall 
be  like  unto  the  Loed  ? 

8  God  is  very  greatly  to  be  feared  in  the 
council  of  the  saints,  and  to  be  bad  in  reverence 
of  all  them  that  are  round  about  him. 

9  O  Loed  God  of  hosts,  who  is  like  unto 
thee  ?  thy  truth,  most  mighty  Loed,  is  on  every 
side. 

10  Thou  rulest  the  raging  of  the  sea ;  fhou 
stillest  the  waves  thereof  when  they  arise. 

11  Thou  hast  subdued  Egypt,  and  destroyed 
it ;  thou  hast  scattered  thine  enemies  abroad  with 
thy  mighty  arm. 

12  The  heavens  are  thine,  the  earth  also  is 
thine ;  thou  hast  laid  the  foundation  of  the  round 
world,  and  all  that  therein  is. 

13  Thou  hast  made  the  north  and  the  south ; 
Tabor  and  Hermon  shall  rejoice  in  thy  Name. 

14  TTiou  hast  a  mighty  ann;  strong  is  thy 
hand,  and  high  is  thy  right  hand. 

15  Righteousness  and  equity  are  the  habita- 
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tion  of  thy  seat ;  mercy  and  truth  shall  go  before 
thy  face. 

16  Blessed  is  the  people,  0  Lord,  that  can 
rejoice  in  thee ;  they  shall  \¥alk  in  the  light  of 
thy  countenance. 

17  Their  delight  shall  be  daily  in  thy  Name; 
and  in  thy  righteousness  shall  they  msJce  tbeir 
boast. 

18  For  thou  art  the  glory  of  their  strength, 
and  in  thy  loving-kindness  thou  shalt  lift  up  our 
horns. 

19  For  the  Lord  is  our  defence ;  the  Holy 
One  of  Israel  is  our  King.^ 

20  Thou  spakest  sometime  in  visions  unto  thy 
saints,  and  saidst,  I  have  laid  help  upon  One  that 
is  mighty,  I  have  exalted  One  chosen  out  of  the 
people. 

21  I  have  found  David  my  servani ;  with  my 
holy  oil  have  I  anointed  him. 

22  My  hand  shall  hold  him  fast,  and  my  arm 
shall  strengthen  him. 

23  The  enemy  shall  not  be  able  to  do  him 
violence ;  the  son  of  wickedness  shall  not  hurt 
him. 

24  I  will  smite  down  his  foes  before  his  face, 
and  plague  them  that  hate  him. 

25  My  truth  also  and  my  mercy  diall  be  with 
him;  and  in  my  Name  shall  his  honi  be  exalted. 

26  I  will  set  his  dominion  also  in  die  sea,  and 
his  right  hand  in  the,  floods. 

27  He  shall  call  me,  Thou  art  my  Falser,  ray 
God,  and  my  strong  sidvation^ 

28  And  I  will  make  him  my  First-bom,  higher 
than  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

.      29  My  mercy  will  I  keep  for  him  for  ever- 
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more,  and  my  covenant  shall  stand  fast  witb 
him. 

30  His  seed  also  will  I  make  to  endure  for 
ever,  and  his  throne  as  the  days  of  heaven. 

31  But  if  his  children  fprsake  my  law,  and 
walk  not  in  my  judgments ; 

32  If  they  break  my  statutes,  and  keep  not 
my  commandments;  I  will  visit  their  offences 
with  the  rod,  and  th^ir  sin  with  scourges. 

33  Nevertheless,  my  loving-kindness  will  I  not 
utterly  take  from  him,  nor  suffer  my  truth  to  fail. 

34  My  covenant  will  I  not  break,  npr  alter 
the  thing  that  is  gone  out  of  my  lips :  I  have 
sworn  once  by  my  holiness,  that  I  will  not  fail 
David. 

35  His  seed  shalll  endure  for  ever,  and  his 
seat  is  like  as  the  sun  before  me. 

36  He  shall  stand  fast  for  evermore  as  the 
moon,  and  as  the  faithful  witness  in  heaven. 

37  But  thou  hast  abhorred  and  forsaken  thine 
Anointed,  and  art  displeased  at  him. 

38  Thou  hast  broken  the  covenant  of  thy  ser- 
vant, and  cast  his  crown  to  the  ground. 

39  Thou  hast  overthrown  all  his  hedges,  and 
broken  down  his  strong  holds; 

40  All  they  that  go  by  spoil  him,  and  he  is 
become  a  reproach  to  his  neighbours. 

41  Thou  hast  set  up  the  right  hand  of  his 
enemies,  and  made  all  his  adversaries  to  rejoice. 

42  Thou  hast  taken  away  the  edge  of  his 
sword,  and  givest  him  not  victory  in  the  battle. 

43  Thou  hast  put  out  his  glory,  and  cast  his 
throne  down  to  the  ground. 

44  The  days  of  his  youth  hast  thou  shortened, 

and  covered  him  with  dishonour. 
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45  Lord,  how  long  wilt  thou  hide  thyself? 
for  ever  ?  and  shall  thy  wratli  bum  like  fire  ? 

46  O  remember  how  short  my  time  is ;  where- 
fore hast  thou  made  all  men  for  nought  ? 

47  What  man  is  he  that  liveth,  and  shall  not 
see  death?  and  shall  he  deliver  his  soul  firom 
the  hand  of  hell  ? 

48  Lord,  where  are  thy  old  loving-kindnesses,. 
which  tibou  swarest  unto  David  in  thy  truth  ? 

49  Remember,  Lord,  the  rebuke  that  thy  ser- 
Tants  have,  and  how  I  do  bear  in  my  bosom  the 
rebukes  of  many  peopte ; 

50  Wherewith  thine  enemies  have  blasphemed 
ttee,  and  slandered  the  footsteps  of  thine  Anoint* 
ed.  Praised  be  the  Lord  for  evermore.  Amen 
and  Amen.

Psalm  90.     Dommej  refiigium. 

LORD,  thou  hast  been  our  vefbge,  from  one 
generation  to  another. 

2  Before  the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  or 
ever  the  earth  and  the  world  were  made,  thou 
art  God  from  everlasting,  and  ^orld  without  end. 

3  Thou  tumcst  man  to  destruction ;  again 
thou  sayest.  Come  again,  ye  diildren  of  men. 

4  For  a  thousand  years  in  diy  aght  are  but  as 
yesterday;  seeing  that  is  past  as  a  watch  in 
the  night. 

5  As  soon  as  thou  scatterest  them  they  are 
even  as  a  sleep,  and  fade  away  suddenly  like 
tlie  grass. 

6  In  the  morning  it  is  green,  and  groweth  up ; 
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Dut  ii  th^  erening  it  is  cut  down,  driod  up,  and 
withered 

7  For  we  consume  away  in  thy  displeasure, 
and  are  afraid  at  thy  wrathful  indignation. 

8  Thou  hast  set  our  misdeeds  before  thee; 
and  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  counte- 
nance. 

9  For  when  thou  art  an^  all  pur  days  are 
gone ;  we  bring  our  years  to  an  end,  as  it  were 
a  tale  that  is  told. 

10  The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore  years 
and  ten ;  and  though  men  be  so  strong  that  they 
come  to  fourscore  years,  yet  is  their  stren^h  then 
but  labour  and  sorrow ;  so.soon  passeth  it  away, 
and  we  are  gone. 

1 1  But  who  regardeth  the  power  of  thy  wrath  ? 
for  even  thereafter  as  a  man  feareth,  so  is  thy 
displeasure. 

12  So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we 
may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 

13  Turn  thee  again,  O  Lord,  at  the  last,  and 
be  gracious  unto  thy  servants. 

14  O  satisfy  us  with  thy  mercy,  and  that  soon : 
so  shall  w0  rejoice  and  be  glad  all  the  days  of 
our  life. 

15  Comfort  us  again  now  after  the  time  that 
thou  hast  plagued  us  ;  and  for  the  years  wherein 
we  have  sufferi^d  adversity. 

16  Show  thy  servants  thy  work  and  their 
childr^i  thy  glory* 

17  And  the  glorious  Majesty  of  the  Lord  our 
God  be  upon  us :  prosper  thou  the  work  of 
our  hands  upon  us;  O  prosper  thou  our  handy- 
work. 
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Psalm  91.     Qui  habitat. 

TITHOSO  dwelleth  under  the  defence  of  the 
VV      Most  Higbj  shall  abide  under  the  shadow 
of  the  Almighty. 

2  I  will  say  unto  the  Lord,  Thou  art  my  hope, 
and  my  strong  hold ;  my  God,  in  him  will  I 
trust. 

3  For  he  diall  deliver  thee  firom  the  snare  of 
the  hunter,  and  from  the  noisome  pestilence. 

4  He  shall  defend  thee  under  his  wings,  and 
thou  shalt  be  safe  under  his  feathers ;  his  ^th- 
fulness  and  truth  shall  be  thy  shield  and  buckler. 

5  Thou  shalt  not  be  afraid  for  any  terror  by 
night,  nor  for  the  arrow  that  flieth  by  day ; 

6  For  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in  darkness, 
nor  for  the  sickness  that  destroyeth  in  the  noon- 
day. 

7  A  thousand  shall  fall  beside  thee,  and  ten 
thousand  at  thy  right  hand;  but  it  shall  not 
come  nigh  thee^ 

8  Yea,  with  thine  eyes  shalt  thou  behold,  and 
see  the  reward  of  the  ungodly, 

9  For  thou,  LoKn^art  my  hope ;  thou  hast  set 
thine  house  of  defence  very  high. 

10  There  shall  no  evil  happen  unto  thee, 
neither  shall  any  plag^ue  come  mgh  thy  dwelling. 

11  For  he  shall  give  his  angels  charge  over 
thee,  to  keep  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 

12  They  shall  bear  thee  in  their  bands,  that 
thou  hurt  not  thy  foot  agamst  a  stone. 

13  Thou  shsJt  go  upon  the  lion  and  adder: 
the  young  lion  and  the  dragon  shalt  thou  tread 
under  thy  feet. 

14  Because  he  hath  set  his  love  upon  me, 
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therefore  will  I  deliver  him ;  I  will  set  him  up, 
because  he  hath  known  my  Name, 

15  He  shall  call  upon  me,  and  I  will  hear 
him;  yea,  I  am  with  him  in  trouble;  I  will 
deliver  him  and  bring  him  to  honour. 

16  With  long  life  will  I  satisfy  him,  and 
show  him  my  salvation. 

Psalm  92.     Bonurr^est  cof^teri. 

IT  is  a  good  thing  to  give  thanks  unto  the 
LoBj),attd  to  sing  praises  unto  thy  Name,  O 
Most  Highest ; 

2  To  tell  of  thy  loving-kindness  early  in  the 
morning,  and  of  thy  truth  in  the  night-season ; 

3  Upon  an  instrument  of  ten  strings,  and  upon 
the  lute ;  upon  a  loud  instrument,  and  upon  the 
harp. 

4  For  thou.  Lord,  hast  made  me  glad  through 
thy  works ;  and  I  will  rejoice  in  giving  praise 
for  the  operations  of  thy  hands. 

5  O  Lord,  how  glorious  are  thy  works  !  thy 
thoughts  are  very  deep. 

6  An  unwis^  man  doth  not  well  consider  this, 
and  a  fool  doth  not  Understand  it. 

7  When  the  ungodly  are  green  as  the  grass, 
and  when  all  the  workers  of  wickedness  do 
flourish,  then  shall  they  be  destroyed  for  ever ; 
but  thou.  Lord,  art  the  Most  Highest  for  ever- 
more. 

8  For  lo,  thine  enemies,  O  Lord,  lo,  thine 
enemies  shall  perish;  and  all  the  workers  of 
wickedness  shall  be  destroyed. 

9  But  mine  horn  shall  be  exalted  like  the 
horn  of  an  unicorn  ;  for  I  am  anointed  with  fresh 
oil. 
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10  Mine  eye  also  shall  see  his  lust  of  mine 
enemies,  and  mine  ear  shall  hear  his  desire  of 
the  wicked  that  rise  up  against  me. 

11  The  righteous  shall  flourish  like  a  palm- 
tree,  and  shall  spread  abroad  like  a  cedar  in 
Libanus. 

12  Such  as  are  planted  in  the  house  of  the 
LoBD,  shall  flourish  in  the  courts  of  the  house  of 
our  Cfod. 

13  They  also  shall  bring  forth  more  fixdt  in 
their  age,  and  shall  be  fat  and  well  Hking ; 

14  That  they  may  show  how  true  the  Lord 
my  stren^  is,  and  diat  there  is  no  unrighteous- 
ness in  hun.

Psalm  93.     Vominus  regnavit, 

THE  Lord  is  King,  and  hath  put  on  glorious 
apparel;  the  Lord  hath  put  on  his  apparel, 
and  ^rded  himself  with  strength. 

2  He  hath  made  the  round  world  so  sure,  that 
it  cannot  be  moved. 

3  Ever  since  the  world  began,  hath  thy  seat 
been  prepared :  thou  art  from  everlasting. 

4  The  floods  are  risen,  O  Lord,  the  floods  have 
lift  up  their  voice ;  the  floods  lift  up  their  waves. 

5  The  waves  of  the  sea  are  mightv,  and  rage 
horribly ;  but  yet^the  Lord,  who  dwelleth  on 
high,  is  mightier. 

6  Thy  testimonies,  O  Lord,  are  very  sure : 
holiness  becometh  thine  house  fpr  ever. 

Psalm  94.    Deus  ulUomim* 

OLORD  God,  to  whom  vengeance  belcmge^, 
thou  God,  to  whom  vengeance  belongeth, 
show  thyself. 
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2  Arise,  thou  iyA&d  of  the  world,  and  reward 
the  proud  after  their  deserving. 

3  Lord,  how  long  shall  the  ungodly,  how 
long  shall  the  ungodly  triumph  ? 

4  How  long  shall  all  wicked  doers  speak  so 
disdainfully,  and  make  such  proud  boasting  ? 

5  They  smite  down  thy  people,^  O  Loiud>  and 
trouble  thine  heritage. 

6  They  murder  the  widow  and  the  stranger, 
and  put  the  fatherless  to  death. 

7  And  yet  they  say,  Tush,  the  Lobd  shall  not 
see,  neither  shall  the  God  of  Jacob  regard  it. 

8  Take  heed,  ye  unwise  among  the  people : 
0  ye  fools,  when  will  ye  understand  ? 

9  He  that  planted  the  ear,  shall  he  not  hear? 
or  he  that  made  the  eye,  shall  he  not  see  ? 

10  Or  he  that  nurtureth  the  heathen,  it  is  he  that 
teacheth  man  knowledge  ;  shall  not  he  punish  ? 

11  The  Lord  knoweth  the  thoughts  of  man, 
that  they  are  but  vain. 

12  Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  chastenest, 
O  Lord,  and  teachest  him  in  thy  law ; 

13  That  thou  mayest  give  him  patience  in 
lime  of  adversity,  until  the  pit  be  digged  up  for 
the  ungodly. 

14  For  the  Lord  will  not  fail  his  people ;  nei- 
ther will  he  forsake  his  inheritance. 

15  Until  righteousness  turn  again  unto  judg- 
ment: all  such  as  are  true  in  heart  shall  fol- 
low it. 

16  Who  will  rise  up  with  me  against  the 
wicked  ?  or  who  will  take  my  part  against  the 
evil-doers  ? 

17  If  the  Lord  had  not  helped  me^  it  had  not 
failed  but  my  soul  had  been  put  to  »lence. 
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18  Bat  when  I  said,  My  foot  bath  slipped ; 
thy  mercy,  0  Lord,  held  me  up. 

19  In  the  multitude  of  the  sorrows  that  I  had 
in  my  heart,  thy  comforts  have  refreshed  my  soul. 

20  Wilt  thou  hav«  any  thing  to  do  with  the 
stool  of  wickedness,,  which  imagineth  mischief 
as  a  law  ? 

21  They  gather  them  together  against  the 
soul  of  the  ri^teous,  and  condemn  the  innocent 
blood. 

22  But  the  Lo&Dis  my  refuge,  and  my  God  is 
the  strength  of  my  confidence. 

23  He  shall  recon^pense  them  their  wicked- 
ness, and  destroy  them  in  their  own  malice ;  yea, 
ifae  LoBBOttrGod  shall  destroy  them.

7  For  he  is  the  Lord  our  God ;  and  we  are 
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the  people  of  his  pasture,  and  the  sheep  of  his 
hand. 

8  To-day  if  ye  will  hear  his  Toice,  harden 
not  your  hearts  as  in  the  provocation,  and  as  in 
the  day  of  temptation  in  die  wilderness ; 

9  When  ypur  fathers  tempted  me,  proved  me, 
and  saw  my  works. 

10  For^  years  long  was  I  grieved  with  this 
generation,  and  said,  Jt  is  a  people  that  do  err  in 
tiieir  hearts,  for  they  have  not  known  my  ways : 

11  Unto  whom  1  sware  in  my  wrath,  that  they 
should  not  enter  into  my  rest. 

Psalm  96-     Cantate  Domino. 

OSING  unto  the  Lo&d  a  new  song ;  sing  unto 
the  Lord,  all  the  whole  earth. 

2  Sing  unto  the  LoRp,and  praise  his  Name; 
he  telling  of  his  salvation  from  day  to  day. 

3  Declare  his  honour  imto  the  heathen,  and 
his  wonders  unto  all  people. 

4  For  the  Lord  is.  great,  and  cannot  worthily 
be  praised ;  he  is  more  to  be  feared  than  all  gods. 

5  As  for  all  the  gods  of  the  heathen,  they  are 
but  idols ;  but  it  is  the  Lord  that  made  the  hea- 
vens. 

6  Glory  and  worship  are  before  him;  power 
and  honour  are  i^  his  sanctuary. 

7  Ascribe  unto  the  Lord,  O  ye  kindreds  of 
the  people,  ascribe  unto  the  Lord  worship  and 
power. 

8  Ascribe  unto  the  Lord  the  honour  due  tmto 
his  Name  ;  bring  pres^its,  and  come  into  his 
courts. 

9  O  worship  the  Lord  in  tiie  beauty  of  holi- 
ness; let  the  whole  earth  stand  in  awe  of  him. 
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10  Teli  it  out  among  the  heathen,  that  the 
Lord  is  King ;  and  that  it  is  he  ^ho  hath  made 
the  round  world  so  fast  that  it  cannot  be  moved  ; 
and  how  that  he  shall  judge  the  people  right- 
eously. 

11  Let  the  heavens  rejoice,  and,  let  the  earth 
be  glad ;  let  the  sea  make  a  noise,  and  all  that 
therein  is. 

12  Let  the  field  be  joyful,  and  all  that  is  in 
it ;  then  shall  all  the  trees  of  the  wood  rejoice 
before  the  Load. 

13  For  he  cometh,  for  he  cometh  to  judge  the 
earth;  and  with  righteousness  to  judge  ue  world, 
and  the  people  with  his  truth. 

Psalm  97.     Dommm  regnavit, 

THE  Lord  is  King,  the  earth  may  be  ^lad 
thereof;   yea,  the  multitude  of  the  isles 
may  be  glad  thereof. 

2  Clouds  and  darkness  ^re  round  .about  him: 
righteousness  and  judgment  are  the  habitation 
of  his  seat. 

3  There  shall  go  a  fire  before  him,  and  bum 
up  his  enemies  on  every  side. 

4  His  lightnings  gave  shine  unto  the  world : 
the  earth  saw  it,  and  was  afraid. 

5  The  hills  melted  like  wax  at  the  presence  of 
the  Lord  ;  at  the  presence  of  the  Lord  of  the 
whole  earth. 

6  The  heavens  have  declared  his  righteous- 
n«»,  and  all  the  people  have  seen  his  glory. 

7  Confounded  be  all  they  that  worship  carved 
images,  and  that  delight  in  vain  gods :  worship 
him,  all  ye  gods. 

8  Sion  heard  of  it,  and   rejoiced;   and  the 
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daughters  of  Judah  were  glad,  becailse  of  thy 
judgments,  O  Lord. 

9  For  thou,  Lord,  art  higher  than  all  that  are 
in  the  earth:  thou  art  exalted  far  above  all 
gods. 

10  O  ye  that  love  the  Lord,  see  that  ye  hate 
the  thing  which  is  evil :  the  Lord  preserveth  the 
souls  of  his  saints ;  he  shall  deUver  th^m  from 
the  hand  of  the  ungodly. 

11  There  is  sprung  up  a  light  for  the  right- 
eous, and  joyful  gladness  for  such  as  are  true- 
hearted.  _ 

12  Rejoice  in  the  Lord,  ye  righteous;  and 
give  thanks  for  a  remembrance  of  his  holiness.

9  Let  the  floods  clap  their  hands,  and  let  the 
hills  be  joyful  together  beftwre  the  Lob0  ;  for  he 
is  come  to  ju^e  Sie  earth.

12  Look  how  wide  also  the  east  is  from  the 
west;  so  ftir  hatin  he  set  our  sins  ^rom  us.    * 

13  Yea,  like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  own  child 
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ren ;  eren  so  is  the  Lord  merciful  unto  them  that 
fear  him. 

14  For  he  knoweth  -whereof  We  are  made ; 
he  remembereth  that  we  are  but  dust. 

15  The  days  of  man  are  but  as  grass;  tof 
he  flourisheth  as  a  flower  of  the  field. 

16  For  as  soon  as  the  wind  goeth  oyer  it,  it 
is  gone ;  and  the  place  thereof  shall  know  it 
no  more.

7  At  thy  rebuke  they  flee  ;  at  the  roice  of  thy 
thunder  they  are  afraid. 

8  They  go  up  as  high  as  the  hills,  and  down 
to  the  valleys  beneath;  even  unto  the  place 
which  thou  hast  i^ointed  for  them. 

9  Thou  hast  set  them  their  bounds,  which 
they  shall. not  pass,  neither  turn  again  to  cover 
the  earth. 

10  He  sendeth  the  springs  into  the  rivers, 
which  run  amcmg  the  hills. 

11  All  the  beasts  of  the  field  drink  thereof, 
and  the  wild  asses  quench  their  thirsts 

12  Beside  them  shall  the  folds  of  the  air 
have  iheir  habitation,  and  sing  among  the 
branches. 

13  He  watefeth  the  hills  {rom  above;  ike 
earth  is  filled  with  4he  froit  of  diy  works. 

'  14  He  bringeth  fcnlh  grass  for  the  catde,  and 
green  herb  tor  the  service  of  men ; 

16  That  he  may  bring  food  out  of  the  earth, 
and  wine  tfaiat  mwedl  glad  the  heart  of  hmui  ; 
and  oil  to  make  him  a  cheeilal  countenaAce^  and 
bread  to  stMigtben  man's  heart. 

16  The  trees  ftf  the  LdKoAa  are  Ml  of  s^ ; 
even  the  cetes  (tf  lihanus  which  he  hath 
planted ;  _____ 
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17  Wberein  the  birds  make  their  nests ;  and 
the  fir-trees  are  a  dwelling  for  the  stork. 

18  The  ]iigh  hills  are.  a  refiige  for  the  wild 
goats ;  and  so  are  the  stony  rocks  for  the  conies. 

19  He  appointed  the  moon  for  certain  seasons, 
and  the  sun  knoweth  his  going  down. 

20  Thou  makest  darlmess  that  it  may  be 
night;  wherein  all  the  beasts  pf  the  forest  do 
move. 

21  The  lions,  roaring  after  their  prey,  do  seek 
their  meat  from  God. 

22  The  sun  ariseth,  and  they  get  them  away 
together,  and  lay  them  down  in  their  dens. 

23  Man  goeth  fordi  to  his  work,  and  to  his 
labour,  until  the  eyening. 

24  O  Loiu>,how  manifold  axe  thy  works!  in 
wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  all ;  the  earth  is 
full  of  thy  riches. 

25  So  is  the  ^eat  and  wide  sea  also;  wherein 
are  things  creepmg  innumerable,  both  small  and 
great  beasts. 

26  There  go  the  ships,  and  diere  is  thai  Levia- 
than, whom  thou  hast  made  to  take  his  pastime 
therein. 

27  These  w^ait  all  upon  thee,  diat  thou  mayest 
give  them  meat  in  due  si^usKDn. 

28  When  thou  givest  it  them,  they  gather  it ; 
and  when  thou  openest  thy  hand^  they  are  fi&ed 
witb^good. 

29  When  thou  hides!  thy  fitee,  they  are  to)a* 
bled :  when  thou  takest  away  ibeir  breathy  tbqr 
die,  and  are  turned  again  to  tiieir  dust. 

30  When  thou  letteat  %  breath  ga  forth,  they 
shall  be  made ;  and  thou  ahalt  reaew  the  &oe  of 
the  earth. 
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31  The  glorious  Majesty  of  the  Lokd  shall 
enduffe  foe  erer ;  the  Loro  shall  rejoice  in  his 
works. 

3^  TheearA  ishall  tmmble  at  the  look  of  him ; 
if  he  do  bat  toi^^h  the  hills,  they  shall  smoke. 

33  I  will  sing  unto  the  Lord  as  loag  as  I  live ; 
I  will  psftise  my  God  while  I  have  siy  being ; 

34  And  so  shall  my  words  please  htm:  tny 
joy  ^all  be  in  the  Lcmn.  . 

3d  Aii  for  sinners,  they  shall  be  consumed  out 
of  the  earth,  and  tb&jangodly  shall  come  to  an 
end.  Pcaise  thou  the  Losb,  O  my  soul,  Praise 
the  Lord."  -

Psalm  105.     Cortfitemivi  Domino. 

OGIVE  thsmks  unto  the  LoRD^aad  call*  upon 
bj^  Name ;  tell  the  people  whs^  things  he 
hath  done. 

2  O  let  your  songs  l^e  of  him,  apd  {»aise  him; 
and  let  your  talking  be  of  all  his  wondrous 
works. 

3  Rejoice  in  his  holy  Nai|ie  ;  let  the  heart  of 
them  rejoice,  that  seek  the  Lobd. 

4  Seek  the  Lobi>  and  his  strength.;  seek  his 
fec^  evermore. 

5  Remember  the  maryelkms  works  that  he 
hadi'd^e;  biftwo^dero^^nd  the  judgments  of 
his  mouth;  . 

6  0  ye  seed  of  Abraham  his  senrant,  ye 
children  of  Jacob  his  chosen. 

7  He  is  theLoiUDtOQf  God;  his  judgments  are 

in  all  the  world. 
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8  He  hath  been  alway  mindful  of  his  covenant 
and  promise,  that  he  made  to  a  thousand  genera- 
tions ; 

9  Even  the  covenant  that  he  made  with  Abra- 
ham ;  and  the  oath  that  he  sware  unto  Isaac ; 

10  And  appointed  the  same  unto  Jacob  for  a 
law,  and  to  Israel  for  an  everlasting  testament; 

11  Saying,  Unto  thee  will  I  give  the  land  of 
Canaan,  the  lot  of  your  inheritance : 

12  When  there  were  yet  but  a  few  of  them, 
and  they  strangers  in  the  land ;      n 

13  What  time  as  they  went  from  dne  nation  to 
another,  from  one  kingdom  to  another  people ; 

14  He  suffered  no  man  to  do  them  wrong,  but 
reproved  even  kines  for  their  sakes ; 

15  Touch  notmme  Anointed,  and  do  my  pro- 
phets no  harm. 

16  Moreover,  he  called  for  a  dearth  upon  the 
land,  and  destroyed  all  the  provision  of  bread, 

17  But  he  had  sent  a  man  before  them,  even 
Joseph,  who  was  sold  to  be  a  bond-servant ; 

18  Whose  feet  they  hurt  in  the  stocks;  the 
iron  entered  into  his  soul ; 

19  Until  the  time  came  that  his  cause  was 
known :  the  word  of  the  Lord  tried  him. 

20  The  king  sent,  and  delivered  him;  the 
prince  of  die  people  let  him  go  free. 

21  He  made  him  lord  also  of  his  house,  and 
ruler  of  all  his  substance ; 

22  That  he  might  inform  his  princes  after  his 
will,  and  teach  his  senators  wisdom. 

23  Israel  also  came  into  Egypt,  and  Jacob 
was  a  stranffer  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

24  And  ne  increased  his  people  exceedingiyi 
and  made  them  stronger  than  their  enemies ; 
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25  Whose  heart  turned  so,  that  they  hated  his 
people,  and  dealt  untruly  with  his  servants. 

sSs  Then  sent  he  Moses  his  servant,  and  Aaron 
whom  he  had  chdsen ; 

27  And  these  idibwed  his  tokens  among  them, 
and  wonders  in  the  land  of  Ham. 

28  He  sent  darkness,  and  it  was  dark ;  and 
they  were  not  obedient  unto  his  word. 

29  He  turned  their  waters  into  blood,  and 
slew  their  fish. 

30  Their  land  brought  forth  fiogs ;  yea,  even 
in  their  kings'  chambers. 

31  He  spake  the  word,  and  there  came  all 
manner  of  flies,  and  lice  in  all  their  quarters. 

82  He  gave  them  hailstones  for  rain;  and 
flames  of  fire  in  their  land. 

33  He  smote  their  vines  also  and  fig-trees; 
and  destroyed  the  trees  that  were  in  their 
coasts. 

34  He  spake  the  word,  and  the  graashoppMS 
came,  and  caler^llars  innumerable,  and  did  eat 
up  all  the  grass  in  their  land,  and  devolved  the 
(hiit  of  their  ground. 

35  He  smote  all  the  first-bom  in  their  land ; 
«ven  the  chief  of  all  their  streneth. 

36  He  brought  fliem  forth  abo  with  silver  and 
^Id;  there  was  not  one  JUseble  person  among 
meir  tribes. 

37  Egypt  was  glad  at  their  deporting;  for 
4iey  were  afiraid  of  them. 

38  He  spread  out  a  dcnid  to  be  a  eovering; 
and  fire  to  give  light  m  the  night^season. 

39  At  tiieir  cknre  he  brought  quails ;  and  he 
filled  them  with  the  bread  of  heaven. . 

40  He  opened  the  rock  of  stone,  and  the 
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waters  flowied  oat^  so  that  rirers  ran  in  the  dry 
places. 

41  For  why  ?  he  remembered  his  holy  pro- 
mise;  and  Abraham  his  servant 

42  And  he  brought  forth  his  people  with  joy, 
and  his  chosen  with  gladness ; 

43  And  gave  them  the  lands  of  the  hea- 
then ;  and  they  tock  the  labours  of  the  people  in 
possession ; 

44  That  they  might  keep  his  statutes,  and 
observe  his  laws.

Psi^LM  106.     Confitemini  Dommo. .  . 

OGIVE  thanks  unto  the  XiOrd  ;  for  he  b  gra- 
ciousy  and  his  mercy  endureth  for  ever. 

2  Who  can  express  the  noble  acts  of  the 
LoBD,  or  show  forth  all  his  praise  ? 

3  Blessed  are  they  that  alway  keep  judgmoit, 
and  do  ri^teousness. 

4  Remember  me,  O  Lobd,  according  to  the 
fatonr  tint  thou  bearest  nnto  ^y  people ;  O  visit 
me  with  thy  salvation. 

5  That  I  may  see  the  felicity  of  thy  chosen, 
and  rejoice  in.  the  gladness  of  thy  people,  Bnd 
giTV  ifaanks  with  thine  iiiheritance. 

6  We  have  sinned  with  our  &thers ;  we  have 
done  amiss,  and  dealt  wickedly. 

7  Qvat. htiners  regarded  not  thy  wonders  in 
Egypt,  nether  kept  they  thy  great  goodness  in 
remembrance ;  but  weiie  diaobedifint  at  the  sea, 
even  at  the  Bj€d  Sea. 

8  Neverth^ss,  he  helped  them  for  his  Name's 
sake,  that  he  might  make  his  pdwer  to  be  known. 

9  He  rebuked  the  Red  Sea  also,  and  it  was 
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diied  up ;  so  he  led  them  through  the  deep,  as 
through  a  wilderness. 

10  And  he  sared  them  Scorn  tiie  adversary's 
hand,  and  deUyered  the^n  fvom  the  hand  of  the 
enemy. 

11  As  for  those  that  troubled  them,  the  wa- 
ters overwhelmed  them ;  there  was  not  one  of 
them  left. 

12  Then  believed  they  his  words,  and  sang 
praise  unto  him. 

13  But  within  a  while  thejr  forgat  his  works, 
and  would  not  abide  his  counsel. 

14  But  lust  came  upon  them  in  the  wilderness, 
and  they  tempted  God  in  the  desert. 

15  And  he  ^ve  them  their  de^re,  and  sent 
leanness  withal  into  &eir  soul. 

16  They  angered  Moses  also  in  the  tents, 
and  Aaron  the  saint  of  the  Lobd. 

17  So  the  earth  opened,  and  swallowed  up 
Dathan,  and*  covered  the  congregation  of  Abi- 
ram. 

18  Andihe  fire  was  kindled  in  their  company ; 
the  flame  burnt  up  the  ungodly. 

19  They  made  a  calf  in  Horeb,  and  worship- 
ped the  molten  image. 

20  Thus  they  tamed  their  glory  into  the  simi- 
lilude  of  a  calf  thai  eateth  hay. 

21  And  they  forgat  God  their  Saviouir,  who 
had  done  so  great  thmgs  in  Egypt ; 

22  Wondrous  works  ki  the  land  of  Ham ;  and 
fearful  things  b^  the  Red  Sea. 

23  So  he  said  he  would  have  destroyed  them, 
bad  not  Moses,  his  dbosen  stood  before  bun  in 
the  gap,  to  turn  away  his  wrathfal  indignation, 
lest  he  should  destroy  them. 
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24  Yea,  they  thought  scorn  of  that  pleasant 
land,  and  gave  no  credence  unto  his  word ; 

25  But  murmured  in  their  tents,  and  hear- 
kened not  unto  the  voice  of  the  Lobd. 

26  Then  lift  he  up  his  hand  against  them,  to 
overthrow  them  in  the  wilderness ; 

27  To  cast  out  their  seed  among  Hie  nations, 
and  to  scatter  them  in  the  lands. 

28  They  joined  themselves  unto  Baal-peor, 
and  ate  the  offerings  of  the  dead. 

29  Thus  they  provoked  him  to  anger  with 
their  own  inventions ;  and  the  plague  was  great 
among  them. 

30  Then  stood  up  Phinees,  and  prayed  ;  and 
so  die  pkeue  ceaaed. 

31  And  that  was  counted  unto  him  for  ri^t- 
eousness,  among  all  posterities  for  evermore. 

32  They  angered  him  also  at  the  waters  of 
strife,  so  that  he  punished  Moses  for  their  sakes ; 

33  Because  they  provoked  his  spirit,  so  that 
he  spake  unadvisedly  with  his  lips. 

34  Neither  destroyed  they  the  heathen,  as  the 
LoBO  commanded  them : 

35  But  were  mingled  among  the  heathen,  and 
learned  their  works. 

36  Insomuch  that  they  worshipped  their  idols, 
which  turned  to  their  own  decay ;  yea,  they  of- 
fered their  sons  and  their  daughters  unto  devils ; 

37  And  shed  innocent  blood,  even  the  blood 
of  their  sons  and  of  their  daughters,  whom  they 
offered  unto  the  idols  of  Canaan ;  and  the  land 
was  defiled  with  blood. 

38  Thus  were  they  stained  with  their  own 
works,  and  went  a  whoring  widi  their  own  in- 
ventions. 
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39  Therefore  was  the  wrath  of  the  Lord  kin- 
dled against  his  people,  insomuch  that  he  ab« 
horred  his  own  inheritance. 

40  And  he  gave  them  over  into  the  hand  of 
the  heathen ;  and  they  that  hated  them  were 
lords  over  them. 

41  Their  enemies  oppressed  them,  and  had 
them  in  subjection. 

42  Many  a  time  did  he  deliver  them ;  but 
they  rebelled  against  him  with  their  own  inven- 
tions, and  were  brought  down  in  their  wickedness. 

43  Nevertheless,  when  he  saw  their  adversity, 
he  heard  their  complaint. 

44  He  thought  upon  his  covenant,  and  pitied 
them,  according  unto  the  multitude  of  his  mer- 
cies ;  yea,  he  made  all  those  that  led  them  away 
captive  to  pity  them. 

46  Deliver  us,  O  Lobd  our  God,  and  gather 
us  from  among  the  heathen ;  that  we  may  give 
thanks  unto  thy  holy  Name,  and  make  our  boast 
of  thy  praise. 

46  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Israel,  from 
everlasting,  and  world  without  end  ;  and  let  all 
the  people  say.  Amen.  .

Depart  from  me,  ye  bloodthirsty  men. 

20  Fqt  they  spe^  unrighteioi^dy  against  thee; 
andtbine  en^oiies  take  tbyN^me  in  vain. 

21  Do  not  I  hate  them,  O  Loap,  that  hate 
thee?  and  am  not  I  grieved  with  those  that  rise 
up  against  thee? 

22  Yea,  I  hate  them  right  «>Te;  ^yen  as 
though  tbey  were  mjne  enemies.    ' 

23  Tiy  me,  O  God>  and  seek  the  ground 
of  my  heart;  pror«  me,  and  examine  my 
thoughts. 

24  Look  well  if  there  be  any  way  of  'vicked- 
ness  in  me;  ai^d  lead  me  in  the  way  everhsting.

Art.  I.     Of  Faith  in  the  Hofy  Trmity. 

THERE  is  but  one  living  and  tilie  Qod,  erer- 
lasting,  without  body,  parts,  or  passions  ;  of  ; 
infinite  power,  wisdom,  and  goodness ;  the  Maker, 
and  Preserver  of  aU  things  both  visible  and  iavisi- 
ble.  And  in  unity  of  this  Grodhead,  there  be  three 
Persons,  of  one  substancei'  ppwer,  and  eternity; 
the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost. 

Art.  IL     Of  the  Word^  or  Son  of  Ood^  which 
was  made  very  Mm. 

THE  Son^  which  is  the  Word  of  the  Father,  be- 
gotten from  everlasting  of  the  Father,  the 
very  and  efemal  Grod,  of  one  substance  with  the 
Father,  took  man's  nirture  in  the  womb  of  the 
blessed  Virgin,  of  her  substance :  so  that  two  whol^ 
and  perfect  Natures,  that  is  to  say,  the  Godhead  and 
Manhood,  were  joined  together  in  one  PersQji> 
never  to  be  divided,  whereof  is  one  Christ,  vfory 
Qod,  and  very  Man ;  who  truly  suffered,  was  cruci^ 
fied,  dead,  and  buried,  to  reconcile  his  Father  to 
us,  and  to  be  a  sacrifice,  not  only  for  original  guilt, 
but  also  for  actual  sins  of  men. 

Akt.  IIL    Of  the  going  down  sf  Christ  into  IfeU, 

AS  Christ  died  fat  us,  iand  was  buried ;  so  also 
is  it  to  bo  believied,  that  he  went  dowa  into 
Hell.

HOLY  Scripture  containeth  all  things  necessary 
to  salvation :  so  that  whatsoever  is  not  read 
therein,  nor  may  be  proved  thereby,  is  not  to  be 
required  of  any  man,  that  it  should  be  beKeved  as 
an  article  of  the  Faith,  or  be  thought  requisite  or  neces- 
sary to  salvation.  In  the  name  of  the  Holy  Scrip- 
ture we  do  .understand,  those  canobical  books  of  the 
Old  and  New  Testament,  of  whose  authority  was 
never  any  doubt  in  the  Church.  ^

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tion  of  manneis ;  but  yet  doth  it  not  apply  them  to 
esdablish  any  doctrine ;  such  are  these  following : 

The  Third  Book  of  Esdras,  The  Fourth  Book 
of  Eadraa,  The  Book  of  Tobias,  The  Book  of 
Judith,  The  rest  of  the  Book  of  Esther,  The  Book 
of  Wisdom,  Jesus  the  Son  of  Sirach,  Baruch  the 
Prophet f  The  Song  of  the  Three  Children,  The 
Story  of  Susanna,  Of  Bel  and  the  Dragon,  The 
Prayer  of  Manasses^  The  First  Book  tf  Maecor 
bees.  The  Second  Book  of  Maccabees. 

All  the  books  of  the  New  Testament,  as  they  are 
commonly  received,  we  do  receive,  and  account 
themCanonical. 

Art.  VII.     Of  the  Old  Testament. 

THE  Old  Testament  is  not  contrary  to  the  New : 
for  both  in  the?  Old  and  New  Testament 
everlasting  life  is  offered  to  Mankind  by  Christ, 
who  is  the  only  Mediator  between  God  and  Man, 
being  both  God  and  Man.  Wherefore  they  are 
not  to  be  heard,  which  feign  that,  the  old  fathers 
did  look  only  for  transitory  promises.  Although 
the  Law  given  from  God  by  Moses,  as  touching 
Ceremonies  and  Rites,  do  not  bind  Christian  men, 
nor  the  Civil  precepts  thereof  ought  of  necessity  to 
be  received  m  any  commonweuth;  yet,  notwith- 
standing, no  Christian  man  whatsoever  is  free  from 
the  obedience  of  the  Commandments  which  are 
called  moral. 

Ajit.  VIII.     Cf  the  Creeds. 

THE  Nieme  €rccd,^^d  that  which  is  com- 
monly called  tlt^tJfyostles'*  Creed,  ought 
thoroughly  to  be  received  and  believed :  for  they 
may  be  proved  by  most  certain  warrants  of  Holy 
Scripture. 
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Art.  K.     Of  Original  or  Birth-Sin. 

ORIGINAL  sin  standeth  not  in  the  foUowing"  of 
Adam^  (as  the  Pelagians  do  vainly  ts^;) 
but  it  is  the  fault  and  corruption  of  the  Nature  of 
every  maxuthat  naturally  is  engendered  of  the  off- 
spring of  C^dom,  whereby  man  is  very  far  gone 
from  original  righteousness,  and  is  of  his  own 
nature  inclined  to  evil,  so  that  the  flesh  lusteth 
always  contrary  to  the  Spirit;  and  therefore  in 
every  person  bom  into  this  world,  it  deserveth 
God's  wrath  and  damnation.  And  this  infection 
of  nature  doth  remain,  yea,  in  them  that  are  re- 
generated ;  whereby  the  lust  of  the  flesh,  called  in 
Greek,  ^poys^/ita  oopxo^  (which  some  do  expound  the 
wisdom,  some  sensuality,  some  t^e  affection, 
some  the  desire  of  the  flesh,)  is  not  subject  to  the 
Law  of  Grod.  And  although  there  is  no  condemna- 
tion for  them  that  believe  and  are  baptized ;  yet  the 
Apostle  doth  confess,  that  concupiscence  and  lust 
hath  of  kself  the  nature  of  sin. 

Art.X.     OfFrte-Will. 

rilH£  con<^ion  of  man  aftier  the  fati  of  Adam  is 
X  «Uch,  that  he  cannot  turn  and  prepare  him- 
self, by  his  own  natural  strength  <and  good  works, 
to  faith,  and  calling  upon  God.  Wher^ore  we  liave 
no  power  to  do  good  works  pleasant  and  accepta- 
ble to  God,  without  the  gm<^  of  God  by  Christ 
preventing  us,  that  we  may  have  a  good  wiQ,  and 
working  with  us,  when  we  have  that  good  wifi. 

Art.  XI.    Cfftht  Jttatijicalion  nf  Man. 

WE  are  accounted  righteous  before  Gody  only 
for  the  merit  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Chris^by  Faith,  and  not  for  our  own  works  or  de* 
servings.  Wherefore,  that  we  axe  justified  by 
Faith  only,  is  a  most  wholesome  Doctrire,  and  verj 
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full  of  comfort,  as  more  largely  is  expressed  in  the 
Homily  of  Justificatiott. 

Art,  Xn.     Of  Good  Works. 

ALBEIT  that  GoodWorks,  which  are  the  fruits 
of  Fait]:)^aiKl  follow  after  Justification,  cannot 
put  away  our  sins,  and  endure  the  severity  of 
God's  judgment ;  yet -are  they  pleasing  and  accept- 
ahle  to  God  in  Christ,  and  do  spring  out  necessanly 
of  a  true  and  lively  Faith ;  insomuch  that  by  them  a 
lively  Faith  may  be  as  evidently  known  as  a  tree 
discerned  by  the  fruit. 

Art.  XIII.     Of  Works  before  Justification. 

WOREIS  done  before  the  grace  of  Chris|(^and 
the  inspiration  of 'his  Spirit,  are  not  plea- 
sant to  God,  forasmuch  as  they  spring  not  of  faith 
in  Jesus  Christ ;  neither  do  they  make  men  meet 
to  receive  grace,  or  (as  the  School-authors  say)  de- 
serve grace  of  congruity :  yea  rather,  for  that  they 
are  not  done  as  God  hath  willed  and  commanded 
them  to  be  done,  we  doubt  not  but  they  have  the 
nature  of  sin. 

Art.  XIV.     Of  Works  of  Supererogation, 

VOLUNTARY  Works  besides,  over  and  above, 
God*s  Commandments,  which  they  call 
Works  of  Supererogation,  cannot  be  taught  without 
arrogancy  and  impiety :  for  by  them  men  do  de- 
clare, that  they  oo  not  only  render  unto  God  as 
much  as  they  are  bound  to  do,  but  that  they*  do 
more  for  his  sake,thanof  bounden  duty  is  required : 
whereas  Christ  saith  plainly.  When  ye  have  done 
all  that  are  commanded  to  you,  say,  We  are  unpro- 
fitable servants. 

Art.  XV.     Of  Christ  alone  without  Sin. 

CHRIST  in  the  truth  of  our  nature  was  made 
Wse  unto  us  in  all  things,  sin  only  except, 
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from  which  he  was  clearly  void,  both  in  his  flesh, 
and  in  his  spirit.  He  came  to  be  a  Lamb  without 
spot,  who  by  sacrifice  of  himself  once  made,  should 
take  away  the  sins  of  the  world ;  and  sin  (as  St, 
John  saithj  was  not  in  him.  But  all  we  the  rest, 
although  Daptized,  and  bom  again  in  Christ,  yet 
offend  in  many  things ;  and  if  we  say  we  have  no 
sin,  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not 
in  us. 

Art.  XVI.     Of  Sin  after  Baptism. 

NOT  every  deadly  sin  willingly  committed 
after  Baptism,  is  sin  against  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  unpardonable.  Wherefore  the  grant  of  re- 
pentance is  not  to  be  denied  to  such  as  fall  into  sin 
after  Baptism.  After  we  have  received  the  Holy 
Ghost,  we  may  depart  from  grace  given,  and  fail 
into  sin,  and  by  the  grace  of  Grod  we  may  arise 
again,  and  amend  our  lives.  And  therefore  they 
are  to  be  condemned,  which  say,  they  can  no,  more 
sin  as  long  as  they  live  here)  or  deny  the  place  of 
forgiveness  to  such  as  truly  repent. 

Art.  XVII.     Of  Predestination  and  Election. 

PREDESTINATION  to  Life  is  the  everlasting 
purpose  of  God,  whereby  (before  the  founda- 
tions of  the  world  were  laid)  he  hath  constantly 
decreed  by  his  counsel  secret  to  us,  to  deliver  from 
curse  wid  damnation  those  whom  he  hath  chosen 
in  Christ  out  of  mankind,  and  to  bring  them  by 
Christ  to  everlasting  salvation,  as  vessels  made  to 
honour.  Wherefore,  they  which  be  endued  with 
so  excellent  a  benefit  of  God,  be  called  according 
to  God's  purpose  by  his  Spirit  working  in  due 
season :  they  through  Grace  obey  the  calling :  they 
be  justified  freely :  they  be  made  sons  of  God  by 
adoption :  they  be  made  like  the  imacfe  of  his  only 
begotten  Son  Jesus  Christ :  they  w^  religiously 
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in  good  works,  and  at  length  by  Qod's  mercy,they 
attain  to  eyeiiasting  felicity. 

As  the  godly  consideration  of  Predestination,  and 
ourElection  inC!hrist,  is  full  of  sweet,  pleasant,  and 
unspeakable  comfort  to  godly  persons,  and  such  as 
feel  in  themselves  the  working  of  the  Spirit  of 
Christ,  mortifying  the  works  of  the  flesh,  and  their 
earthly  members,  and  drawing  up  their  mind  to 
high  and  heavenly  things,  as  well  because  it  doth 
greatly  establish  and  confirm  their  faith  of  eternal 
Salvation  to  be  enjoyed  throus^h  Christ,  as  because 
it  doth  fervently  kindle  their  love  towards  God:  So, 
for  curious  and  carnal  persons,  lacking  the  Spirit 
of  Christ,  to  have  continually  before'  their  eyes  the 
sentence  of  God's  Predestination,  is  a  most  danger- 
ous downfall,  whereby  the  Devil  doth  thrust  them 
either  into  desperation,  or  into  wretchlessness  of 
most  unclean  living,  no  less  perilous  than  despe- 
ration. 

Furthermore,  we  must  receive  God's  promises 
in  such  wise,  as  they  be  generally  set  forth  to  us  in 
Holy  Scripture :  and,  in  our  doings,  that  Will  of  God 
is  to  be  followed,  which  we  have  expressly  declared 
unto  us  in  the  Word  of  God. 

Art.  XVIII.    Of  obtaining  eternal  Salvation  only 
by  the  Name  of  Christ. 

THEY  are  also  to  be  had  accursed  that  pre- 
sume to  say, That  eveiry  man  shall  be  saved 
by  the  Law  or  Sect  which  he  professeth,  so  that  he 
be  diligent  to  frame  his  life  according  to  that  Law, 
and  the  light  of  Nature.  For  Holy  Scripture  doth 
set  out  unto  us  only  the  Name  of  Jesus  Christ, 
whereby  men  must  be  saved. 

Art.  XIX..     Of  the  Church. 

THE  visible  Church  of  Christ  is  a  congregation 
of  faithful  men,  in  the  which  the  pure  Word 
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of  God  is  preached,  and  tlie  Sacraments  be  duly 
ministered  according  to  Christ's  ordinance,  in  all 
those  things  that  of  necessity  are  requisite  to  the 
same. 

As  the  Church  of  Hieruaalem^  ^Uxandrim^  aad 
Antioch^  have  erred ;  so  also  the  Church  of  Ronu 
hath  enred,  not  only  in  their  living  and  manner  of 
Ceremonies,  hut  also  in  matters  (^  Faith. 

Art.  XX.     Of  the  Authority  of  the  Church, 

THE  Church  hath  power  to  decree  Rites  or 
Ceremonies,  and  authority  in  Controversies 
of  Faith :  and  yet  it  is  not  lawful  for  the  CJiurch  to 
ordain  any  thmg  that  is  contrary  to  God's  Word 
written,  neither  may  it  so  expound  one  place  of 
Scripture,  that  it  be  repugnant  to  another.  Where- 
fore, although  the  Church  be  a  witness  and  a 
keeper  of  Holy  Wri^,  yet,  as  it  ought  not  to  decree 
any  thing  against  the  same,  so  besides  the  same 
ought  it  not  to  enfprce  any  thing  to  be  believed  for 
necessity  of  Salvation. 

Art.  XXI.     Of  the  Autharity  of  General  Counr 

cilsJ* 

Art.  XXII.     Cf  Purgatory. 

THE  Romish  Doctrine  concerning  Purgatory, 
PardonSjWorshipping,  andAdoration,  as  well 
of  Images  as  of  Relics,  and  also  Invocation  of  Saints, 
is  a  fond  thing, vainly  invented,  and  grounded  upon 
no  warranty  of  Scripture,  but  rather  repugnant  to 
theWordofGod. 

Art.  XXIII.     Of  Ministering  in  the   Congrc' 
gation. 

IT  is  not  lawful  for  any  man  to  take  upon  him  the 
office  of  public  preaching,  or  ministering  the 


*  The  twenty-first  o{  the  former  articles  is  omitted,  because 
it  is  partly  of  a  local  and  civil  nature,  and  is  provided  for,  as  to 
the  remaining  parts  of  it,  in  other  Articles. 
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EacTometi^  m  tlieGongfegation,  before  he  be  law- 
fdlly  called,  raid  sent  to  ej:ecate  the  same.  And 
tkose  we  ought  to  jtidge  lawfuUy  eaUed  and  sentt 
whi^  be  chosen  and  called  to  thiis  work  by  nuen 
who  have  pablie  asthotity  giren  unto  them  in  the 
Cbngregation,  to  call  and  send  Ministezs  into  the 
Lord's  vineyard. 

Akt.  XXIV.  Cf  Speaking  in  the  Congregation  in 
such  a  Tongue  as  the  people  understandeth. 

r\&  a  thing  plainly  repugnant  to  the  Word  of 
Godj  and  the  custom  of  the  Primitive  Church, 
to  have  public  Prayer  in  the  Church,  or  to  minister 
the  Sacraments,  in  a  tongue  not  understanded  of  the 
people. 

Art.  XXV.     Of  the  Sacraments. 

SACRAMENTS  ordained  o^  Christ  be  not  only 
badges  or  tokens  of  Christiatn  men's  profes- 
sion, but  rather  they  be  certain  sure  witnesses,  and 
effectual  signs  of  grace,and  God's  good  will  towards 
us,  by  the  which  he  doth  wort  in^ibly  in  us,  and 
doth  not  only  quicken,  but  also  strengthen  and  con- 
firm our  Faith  in  him. 

There  are  two  Sacraments  ordained  of  Christ  our 
Lord  in  the  Gospel,  that  is  fo  say,  Baptism,  and  the 
Supper  of  the  Lord. 

Those  five  commonly  called  Sacraments,  that  is 
to  say,  Confirmation,  JPenarice,  Orders,  Matrimony, 
and  Extreme  Unction,  are  not  to  be  counted  for 
sacraments  of  the  Gospel,  being  such  as  have 
grown  partly  of  the  corrupt  following  of  the  Apos- 
tles, partly  are  states  of  liffe  allowed  by  the  Scrip- 
tures ;  but  yet  have  not  like  nature  of  Sacraments 
with  Baptism  and  the  Lord's  Supper,  for  that  they 
have  not  any  visible  sign  or  ceremony  ordained  of 
God. 

The  sacraments  W0re  not  ordained  of  Christ  to 
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be  gazed  upon,  or  to  be  carried  aboutt  but  that  we 
should  duly  use  them.  And  in  such  only  as 
worthily  receiire  the  same,  they  hare  a  wholesome 
effect  or  operation :  but  they  that  receive  them  im- 
worthily,  purchase  to  themselres  damnation,  as  Si, 
Paul  saithr 

Art.  XXVI.     0/  the  unworthiness  of  Ministers^ 
which  hinders  not  the  effeet  of  the  Sacramenti, 

ALTHOUGH  in  the  visible  church  the  evil  be 
ever  mingled  with  the  good,  and  sometimes 
the  evil  have  chief  authority  in  the  Ministration  of 
the  Word  and  Sacraments,  yet  forasmuch  as  they 
do  not  the  same  in  their  own  name,  but  in  Christ's, 
and  do  minister  by  his  commission  and  authority, 
we  may  use  their  ministry,  both  in  hearing  the 
Word  of  God,  and  in  Receiving  the  Sacraments. 
Neither  is  the  effect  of  Christ's  oji^dinance  taken 
away  by  their  wickedness,  nor  the  grace  of  Grod's 
^ifls  diminished  from  such  as  hy  faith,  and  rightly, 
ao  receive  the  Sacraments  ministered  unto  them; 
which  be  effectual,  because  of  Christ's  institution 
and  promise,  although  they  be  ministered  by  evil 
men. 

Nevertheless,  it  appertaineth  to  the  discipline  of 
the  Church,  that  inquiry  be  made  of  evil  Ministers, 
and  that  they  be  accused  by  those  that  have  know- 
ledge of  their  offences ;  and  finally,  being  found 
guuty,  by  just  judgment  be  deposed. 

Art.  XXVn.     0/ Baptism. 

BAPTISM  IS  not  only  a  sign  of  profession,  and 
mark  of  difference,  whereby  Christian  men 
are  discerned  from  others  that  be  not  christened, 
but  it  is  also  a  sign  of  Regeneration,  or  New-Birth, 
whereby,  as  by  an  instrument,  they  that  receive 
baptism  rightly  are  grafted  into  the  Church ;  the 
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promises  of  the  forgiveness  of  sin,  and  of  our  adop- 
tion to  be  the  sons  of  God  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  are 
visibly  signed  and  sealed ;  Faith  is  confirmed,  and 
Grace  increased  by  virtue  of  prayer  unto  God. 
The  baptism  of  youngChildren  is  in  any  wise  to  be 
retained  in  the  Uhurch,  as  most  agreeable  with  the 
institution  of  Christ. 

Art.  XXVIII.     Cf  the  Lord* a  Supper. 

THE  Supper  of  the  Lord  is  not  only  a  sign  of 
the  love  that  Christians  ought  to  likve  among 
themselves  on^  to  anotl^er ;  but  rather  it  is  aSacra- 
ment  of  our  Redemption  by  Christ's  death:  inso- 
much that  to  such  as  rightly,  worthily,  and  with 
faith,receive  the  same,  the  Bread  whicn  we  break 
IS  a  partaking  of  theBody  of  Christ ;  and  likewise 
the  Cup  of  Bkssing  is  a  partaldng  of  the  Blood  of 
Christ. 

Transubstantiation  (or  the  change  of  the  sub- 
stance of  Bread  and  Wine)  in  the  Supper  of  the 
Lord,  cannot  be  proved  by  tioly  Writ ;  but  is 
repugnant  to  the. plain  words  of  Scripture,  over- 
throweth  the  nature  of  a  Sacrament,  and  hath  given 
occasion  to  many  superstitions. 

The  Body  of  Christ  is  given,  taken,  and  eaten,in 
the  Supper,  only  after  an  heavenly  and  spiritual 
manner.  And  the  mean  whereby  the  Body  of 
Christ  is  received  and  eaten  in  the  Supper,is  Faith. 

The  sacrament  of  the  Lord's  Supper  was  n6t  by 
Christ's  ordinance  reserved,  carried  about,  Med 
up,  or  worshipped. 

Art.  XXIX.   Of  the  mcked,  which  eat  not  of  the 
Body  of  Christ  in  the  use  of  the  Lord^s  Supper. 

THE  Wicked,  and  such  as  be  void  of  a  hvely 
faith,  although  they  do  carnally  and  visibly 
press  with  their  teeth  (as  St.  Jiuguatine  saith)  the 
Sacrament  of  the  Body  and  Blood  of  Christ ;  yet 
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in  no  wise  ate  they  partakers  of  Christ ;  bat  rather, 
to  their  condemnation,  do  eat  and  drink  the  sign  or 
Sacrament  of  so  great  a  thing. 

Art.  XXX.     Of  both  Kinds, 

r[E  Cup  of  the  Lord  is  not  to  be  denied  to  the 
Lay-people:  for  both  pajfts  of  the  Lord*s 
Sacrament,  by  Chnst's  ordinance  and  command- 
ment, ought  to  be  ministered  to  all  Christian  men 
alike. 

Art.  XXXI.     Of  the  one  Oblation  of  Christ  fvnr 
ished  upon  the  Cross. 

THE  offering  of  Christ  once  made  is  that  per- 
fect redemption,  profpitiation,  and  satis&u^tioB, 
for  all  the  sins  of  the  whole  world,  both  original 
and  actual ;  and  there  is  none  other  satisfaction  for 
sin,  but  that  alone.  Wherefore  the  sacrifices  of 
Masses,  in  which  it  was  Commonly  said,  that  the 
ftiest  did  offer  Christ  for  the  quick  and  the  dead, 
to  have  remission  of  pain  or  guilt,  were  blasphe- 
mous fables,  and  dangerous  deceits^ 

Art.  XXXII.     Of  the  Marriage  of  Priests. 

BISHOPS,  Priests,  and  Deacons,  are  not  com- 
manded by  (jrod's  Law,  either  to  vow  the 
estate  of  single  life,  or  to  abstain  from  marriage : 
therefore  it  is  lawful  for  them,  as  foT  all  o&er 
Christian  men,  to  marry  4t  their  own  discretion,  as 
they  shall  judge  the  same  to  serve  better  to  godli- 
ness. 

Art.  XXXIII.    Of  excommunicate  Persons,  how 
they  are  to  be  avoided* 

I  fTlHAT  person  whkh  by  open  denunciation  of 

iJL      the  Church  is  rightly  cut  off  from  the  nx^ 
of  the  Church,  and  excommunicated,  ought  to  be 
J  taken  of  the  whole  multitude  of  the  faithSil,  as  an 
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Heathen  and  Publican/until  he  be  openly  reconciled 
by  penance,  and  received  into  the  Church  by  a 
Judge  that  hath  authority  thereunto. 

Art.  XXXIV.    Of  An  TradUions  Qfih»  PJmrpb. 

ris  not  necessary  that  Traditions  and.Ceremonies 
be  in  all  places  one,  or  utterly  like;  for  at  aU 
times  they  have  been  divers,  and  may  be  chaiiged 
according  to  the  diversity  of  countries,  times',  and 
men's  manners,  so  that  nothing  be  ordsijined  against 
God's  Word*  Whosoever,  through  his  jprivate 
judgment,  willingly  and  purposely,  doth  openly  1^ 
break  the  IVaditioi^s  andCeremonies  of  the  Church, 
which  be  not  repugnant  to  the  Word  of  God,  and  b6 
ordained  and  approved  by  common  authority^  ought 
to  be  rebuked  openlyt(that  othejc  may  fear  to  do  lihe 
like,) as  he  that  ojSendethi. against  the  common  order 
of  the  Church,  and  hurtett  flxe  authority  of  the 
Magistrate,  and  w;oundeth  the  coiisciences  of  the 
weak  brethren. 

Every  particular  or  national  Church  hath  author- 
ity to  ordain,  change,  and  abolish.  Ceremonies,  or 
Rites  of  the  Church  ordained  only  by  man's  a^thot- 
ity,  so  that  all  things  be  done  to  edifying. 

Art.  XXXV.     Of  ffomiUe^. 

THE  second  Book  of  Homilies,  the  several  titles 
whereof  we  have  joined  under  this  Artide, 
doth  contain  a  godly  and  wholesome  Doctrine,  and 
necessary  for  these  times,  as  doth  the  former 
Book  of  Homilies,  which  were  set  forth  in  the 
time  of  Edward  the  SixiK$  and  therefore  we 
judge  them  to  be  read  in  churches  by  the  Ministers, 
diligently  and  distinctly,  that  they  may  be  under- 
standed  of  the  people. 
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Of  the  Names  of  the  Homilies.

ARTICLES  OF  RELIGION. 


Art.  XXXVI.     Of  Consecration  of  Bishops  and 
Ministers. 

THE  Book  of  Consecration  of  Bishops,  and  Or- 
derin§f  of  Priests  and  Deacons,  as  set  forth  by 
the  General  Convention  of  this  Church  in  1792, 
doth  contain  all  things  necessary  to  such  Consecra- 
tion and  Ordering ;  neither  hath  it  any  thing  that, 
of  itself,  is  superstitious  and  ungodly.  And,  there- 
fore, whosoever  are  consecrated  or  ordered  accord- 
ing to  said  Form,  we  decree  all  sueb  to  be  rightly, 
orderly,  and  lawfully  consecrated  and  ordered. 

Art.  XXXVII.     Of  the  Power  of  the  Civil  Ma- 
gistrates. 

THE  power  of  the  civit  magistrate  extendeth  to 
all  men,  as  well  Clergy  a's  Laity,  in  all  things 
temporal ;  but  hath  no  authority  in  things  purelv 
spiritual.  And  we  hold  it  to  be  the  duty  of  all 
men  who  are  professors  of  the  Gospel,  to  pay  re- 
spectful obedienqe  to  the  Civil  Authority,  regularly 
and  legitimately  coxKStituted. 

Art.  XXXVIII.      Of  Christian  Men's  Goods, 
which  are  not  common. 

THE  Riches  and' Goods  of  Christians  are  not 
common,  as  touching  the  right,  title,  and  pos- 
session of  the  same; as  certain  Anabaptists  do  false- 
ly boast.  Notwithstanding,  every  man  ought,  of 
such  things  as  he  possesseth,  liberally  to  give  alms 
to  the  poor,  according  to  his  ability. 

Art.  XXXIX.    Of  a  Christian  Man's  Oath. 

AS  we  confess  that  vain  and  rash  Sweaxii^  is 
forbidden  Christian  men  by  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  James  his  Apostle,  so  we  judge  that 
Christian  ReUgion  doth  not  prohibit,but  that  a 
man  may  swear  when  the  magistrate  requireth,  in 
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a  cause  of  faith  and  charity,  so  it  be  done  according 
to  tfie  Prophet's  teaching,  in  justice,  judgment,  and 
truth.

THE  PREFACE. 

IT  is  evident  unto  all  men,  diligentlv  readingHoly  Scriptare 
and  ancient  Authors,  that  from  the  ApostW  time  there 
have  been  these  Orders  of  Mimstera  in  Chiiflt'p  Church, — 
Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons.  WhichOffices  were  ever- 
more nad  in  such  reverend  Estimation,  that  no  man  mi^fht 
presume  to  execute  any  of  them,  except  he  were  first  called, 
tried,  examined,  and  known  to  have  such  qualities  as  are  re- 
quisite for  the  same ;  and  also  by  public  Prayer;  with  Imposi- 
tion of  Hands,  were  approved  and  admitted  thereunto  by 
lawful  Authority.'  And  therefore,  to  the  intent  that  these 
Orders  may  be  cmttinued,  and  reveremly  used  and  esteem- 
ed in  this  Church,  no  man  shall  he  accounted  or  taken  to 
be  a  lawful  Bishop,  Priest,  or  Deacon,  in  this  Church,  or 
suffered  to  execute  any  of  the  sioid  Functions,  except  he  be 
called,  tried,  examined,  and  admitted  theiennto,  according 
to  the  Form  hereafter  following,  or  hath  had  Episcopal  Con- 
qecratien  or  Ordination. 

And  none  shall  be  admitted  a  Deacon,  Priest,  or  Bishop,  ex- 
c^t  he  be  of  the  age  which  the  Canon  in  that  case  provided 
may  require. 

And  the  Bishop,  knowing,  either  by  himself,  or  by  sufficient 
testimony,  any  Person  to  be  a  man  of  virtuous  conversation . 
and  without  crime ;  and,  after  examination  and  trial,  finding 
him  siifficieiitly  instructed  in  theHoiy  Scripture,  and  other- 
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wise  Ifearned  as  the  Canons  require,  may,  at  the  times  ap- 
pobitM,  or  elf»,  on  urgent  occasion,  upon  some  other  dayi 
m  the  face  of  the  Church,  admit  him  a  Deacon,  in  such 
manner  and  form  as  followeth.

t  When  the  day  appointed  by  the  Bishop  is  come,  after  Morn- 
ing Prayer  is  ended,  there  shall  be  a  Sermon,  or  Exborta- 
tion,  deciariBg  the  Dmy  and  Office  of  such  as  come  to  be 
admitted  Dea(x>na;  how  necessary  that  Order  is  in  the 
Church  of  Christ,  and  also, how  the  people  ought  to  esteem 
them  in  their  office. 

T  A  Priest  shall  present  unto  the  Bishop,  sitting  in  his  chair 
near  to  the  Holy  Ta  We,  such  as  desire  to  be  oraained  Dea- 
cons, each  of  them  being  decently  habited,  saying  these 
words, 

REVEREND  father  in  God,  I  present  unto  you 
these  persons  present,  to  be  admitted  Dea- 
cons. 

IT  The  Bishop. 

TAKE  heed  that  the  persons,  whom  ye  present 
unto  us,  be  apt  and  meet,for  their  leammg  and 
godly  conrersationj  to  exercise  their  Ministry  duly, 
to  the  honmir  of  God,  and  the  edifying  of  his 
Chinch. 

T  The  Priest  shall  aiwWer : 

I  HAVE  inquired  concerning  them,  and  also  ex- 
amined them,  and  think  them  so  to  be. 

T  Then  the  Bisl.^p  shall  say  unto  the  People  : 

BRETHREN,  if  there  be  any  of   you  who 
knoweth  any  Impediment,  or  notable  Crime 
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in  any  of  these  persons  presented  to  be  ordered 
Deacons,  for  the  which  he  ought  not  to  be  admitted 
to  that  Office,  let  him  come  forth  in  the  Name  of 
God,  and  show  what  the  Crime  or  Impediment  is. 

f  And  if  any  great  Crime  or  Impediment  be  objected,  the 
Bishop  shul  cease  from  Ordering  that  person,  until  sach 
time  as  the  party  accused  shall  be  found  clear  of  that  Crime. 

T  Then  the  Bishop  (eommending  such  as  shall  be  found  meet 
to  be  Ordered,  to  thePhiyers  of  the  congregation)  shall,  with 
the  clergy  and  people  present,  say  the  Litany. 

T  Then  shall  be  said  the  Service  for  the  Communion,  with  the 
Collect,  Epistle,  and  Gospel,  as  followeth. 

The  Collect. 

ALMIGHTY  God,  who  by  thy  Divine  Provi- 
dence hast  appointed  divers  Orders  of  Minis- 
ters in  thy  Church,  and  didst  inspire  thine  Apostles 
to  choose  into  the  Order  of  Deacons  the  first  Martyr 
Saint  Stephen,  with  others ;  Mercifully  behold  these 
thy  servants  now  called  to  the  like  Office  and  Ad- 
ministration :  so  replenish  them  with  the  truth  of 
thy  Doctrine,  and  adorn  them  with  innocency  of 
life,  that,both  by  word  and  good  example,  they  may 
faithfully  serve  thee  in  this  Office,  to  the  glory  of 
thy  Name,  and  the  edification  of  thy  Church; 
through  the  merits  of  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
who  uveth  and  reigneth  with  thee  and  the  Holy 
Ghost,  now  and  for  ever.     Aram, 

The  Epistle.     1  Tim.  iii.  8. 

LIKEWISE  must  the  Deacons  be  grave,  not 
double-tongued,  hot  given  to  much  wine,  not 
greedy  of  filthy  lucre ;  holding  the  mystery  of  the 
faith  in  a  pure  conscience.  And  let  these  also  fiist 
be  proved;  then  let  them  use  the  Office  of  a  Dea- 
con, being  found  blameless.  Even  so  must  their 
wives  be  grave,  not  slanderers,  sober,  faithful  in  all 
things.  Let  the  Deacons  be  the  husbands  of  one 
j  wife,  ruling  their  children  and  their  own  houses 
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well.  For  they  that  have  used  the  Office  of  a  Dea- 
con well,  purchase  to  themselves  a  good  degree, 
and  great  holdness  in  the  faith  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus. 

T  Or  else  this,  oat  of  the  Sixth  Chapter  of  the  Acts  of  the 
Apostles. 

Acta  vi.  2.  ^ 

THEN  the  twelve  called  the  multitude  of  the 
disciples  unto  them,  and  said,  It  is  not  reason 
that  we  should  leave  the  Word  of  God,  and  serve 
tables.  Wherefore,  brethren,  look  ye  out  amoiig 
you  seven  men  of  honest  report,  full  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  wisdom,  whom  we  may  appomt  over 
this  business.  But  we  will  give  ourselves  continu- 
ally to  prayer,  and  to  the  ministry  of  the  Word. 
And  the  saying  pleased  the  whole  multitude.  Aivl 
they  chose  Stephen,  a  man  full  of  faith  and  of  im  .

Answer.    I  trust  so.

DO  you  think  that  you  are  truly  called,  accord-

DO  you  unfeignedly  believe  all  the  Canonical

^"f  Tltiti  you  diligently  read  the  same  unto  the 
yiH     people  assembled  in  the  Church  where  you 
shall  be  sappoiiited  to  serve  ? 
Answer.    I  will.  . 

The  Bishop. 

r[*  appertameth  to  the  office  of  a  Deacoii,  in  the 
Churth  where  he  shall  be  appointed  to  serve,  to 
assist  the  Priest  in  t)ivine  Service,  and  specially 
when  he  niinistereth  the  Holy  Communion,  and  to 
help  him  in  the  distribution  thereof;  and  to  read 
Holy  Scriptures  and  Homilies  in  the  Church ;  and  to 
instruct  the  youth  in  the  Catechism ;  in  the  absence 
of  the  Priest  to  baptise  infants ;  and  to  preach,  if  he 
be  admitted  thereto  by  the  Bishop.  And  further- 
more, it  is  his  Office,  where  provision  is  so  made,  to 
search  for  the  sick,  poor,  and  impotent  people  of 
the  Parish^  to  intimate  their  estates,  names,  and 
places  where  they  dwell,  unto  the  Curate,  that  by 
his  exhortatkHi  they  may  be  relieved  with  the  alms 
of  the  Parishioaex9>  or  others.

thou  be  thereto  licensed  by  the  Bishop  himself. 

TThen  one  of  them  appomted  by  ther  Bishop  shall  re&d  tho 

Gospel. 

St.  Luke  xii.  35. 

LET  your  loins  be  girded  about,  and  your  lights 
burning; and  be  ye  yourselves  like  unto  men 
that  wait  for  their  Lord,  when  he  will  return  from 
the  wedding ;  that  when  he  cometh  and  knocketh, 
they  may  open  imto  him  immediately.  Blessed 
are  those  servants, whom  the  Lord  when  he  cometh 
shall  find  watching.  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  that 
he  shall  gird  himself,  and  make  them  to  sit  down  to 
meat,  and  will  come  forth  and  serve  them.  And 
if  he  shall  come  in  the  second  watch,  or  come  in

TAKE  heed  that  the  persons,  whom  ye  present 
unto  us,  be  apt  and  meet,for  their  learning  and 
godly  conversation,  to  exercise  their  Ministry  dilly, 
to  the  honour  of  God,  and  the  edifying  of  the 
Church. 

'  T  The  Priest  shall  answer : 

IHAVE  inquired  concerning  them,  and  also  ex- 
amined them,  and  think  them  so  to  be. 

T  Then  the  Bishop  shall  say  unto  the  People ; 

GOOD  People,  thisse  are  they  whom  we  pur- 
pose, God  willing,  to  receive  this  day  unto 
the  holy  Office  of  Priesthood:  for  after  due  exami- 
nation, we  find  not  to  the  contrary,  but  that  they 
are  lawfuDy  called  to  their  Function  and  Ministry, 
and  that  they  are  persons  meet  for  the  same.

UNTO  every  one  of  us  is  given  grace,  accord- 
ing to  thie  measure  of  the  giil  of  Christ. 
Wherefore  he  saith.  When  he  ascended  up  on 
high,  he  led  captivity  captive,  and  gave  gifts  unto 
men.  (Now  that  he  ascended,  what  is  it  but  that 
he  also  descended  first  into  the  lower  parts  of  the 
earth  ?  He  that  descended,  is  the  same  also  that 
ascended  up  far  above  all  heavens,  that  he  might 
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fill  all  thiii£9*)  And  he  gave  some  Apostles,  and 
some  Prophets,  and  some  Evangelists,  and  some 
Pastois  and  Teachers;  for  the  perfecting  of  the 
Saints,  for  the  work  of  the  Ministry,  for  the  edifying 
of  the  Body  of  Christ ;  till  we  all  come  in  the  unity 
of  the  ffdth,  and  of  the  knowledge  of  the  Son  of 
God,  unto  a  perfect  mast,  unto  t^e  measure  of  the 
ataibire  of  t^  fulness  of  Christ.

St.  John  X.  1. 

VERILT,  verily,  I  say  unto  you.  He  that  enter- 
eth  not  by  the  door  into  the  sheep-fold,  but 
climbeth  up  some  other  way,  the  same  is  a  thief 
and  a  robber.  But  he  that  entereth  in  by  the  door 
is  the  Shepherd  of  the  sheep.  To  him  the  porter 
openeth,  and  the  sheep  }^e&T  his  voice ;  and  he  call- 
eth  his  own  sheep  by  name,  and  leadeth  them  out. 
And  when  he  putteth  forth  his  own  sheep,  he 
goeth  before  them,  and  the  sheep  follow  him ;  for 
they  know  his  voice.  And  a  stranger  will  they 
not  follow,  but  will  ile^e  from  him ;  for  they  know 
not  the  voice  of  strangers.  This  parable  spake 
Jesus  unto  them,  but  they  understood  not  what 

things  they  were  which  he  spake  unto  them.    Then 
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said  Jesus  unto  them  again,  Verily,  verily,  I  say 
unto  you,  I  am  the  door  of  the  sheep.  All  that 
ever  came  before  me  are  thieves  and  robbers ;  but 
the  sheep  did  not  hear  them.  I  am  the  door ;  by 
me  if  any  man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved,  and  shall 
go  in  and  out,  and  find  pasture.  The  thief  cometh 
not  but  for  to  steal,  and  to  kill,  and  to  destroy :  I  am 
come  that  they  might  have  life,  and  that  they 
might  have  it  more  abundantly,  I  am  the  good 
Shepherd :  the  good  Shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  the 
sheep.  But  he  that  is  an  hireling,  and  not  the 
Shepherd,  whose  own  the  sheep  are  not,  seeth  the 
wou  cominff,  and  leaveth  the  sheep,  and  fleeth; 
and  the  wolf  catcheth  them,  and  scattereth  the 
sheep.  The  hireling  fleeth, because  he  is  an  hire- 
ling, and  careth  not  for  the  sheep.  I  am  the  good 
Shepherd,  and  know  mv  sheep,  and  am  known  of 
mine.  As  the  Father  knoweth  me,  even  so  know 
I  the  Father :  and  I  lay  down  my  life  for  the  sheep. 
And  other  sheep  I  have,  which  are  not  of  this  fold : 
them  also  I  must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my 
voice ;  and  there  shall  be  one  fold,  and  one  Shep- 
herd. 

T  Then  the  Bishop  shall  say  unto  them  as  fblloweth. 

YE  have  heard,  brethren,  as  weD  in  your  private 
examination,  as  in  the  exhortation  which  was 
now  made  to  you,  and  in  the  holy  Lessons  taken 
out  of  the  Gospel,  and  the  writings  of  the  Apostles, 
of  what  dignity,  and  of  how  great  importance  this 
Office  is,  whereunto  ye  are  called.  And  now  again 
we  exhort  you,  in  the  Name  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  that  ye  have  in  remembrance,  into  how 
high  A  Dignity,  and  to  how  weighty  an  Office  and 
Charge  ye  are  called :  that  is  to  say,  to  be  Messen- 
gers, Watchmen,  and  Stewards  of  the  Lord ;  to 
teach,  and  to  premonish,  to  feed  and  provide  for  the 
Lord's  family ;  to  seek  for  Christ's  sheep  that  are 
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dispersed  abroad,  and  for  his  children  who  are  in 
the  midst  of  this  naughty  world,  that  they  may  be 
saved  through  Christ  for  ever. 

Have  always  therefore  printed  in  your  remem- 
brance, how  great  a  treasure  is  committed  to  your 
charge.  For  they  are  the  sheep  of  Christ,  which 
he  bought  with  liis  death,  and  for  whom  he  shed 
his  blood..  The  Church  and  Congregation  whom 
you  must  serve,  is  his  Spouse,  and  his  Body.  And 
if  it  shall  happen  that  the  same  Church,  or  any 
Member  thereof,  do  take  any  hurt  or  hinderance  by 
reason  of  your  negligence,  ye  know  the  greatness 
of  the  fault,  and  also  the  horrible  punishment  that 
will  ensue.  Wherefore  consider  with  yourselves 
the  end  of  the  Ministry  .towards  the  children  of 
God,  towards  the  Spouse  and  Body  of  Christ;  and 
s^  that  ye  never  cease  your  labour,  your  care  and 
diligence,  until  ye  have  done  all  that  lieth  in  you, 
according  to  your  bounden  duty,  to  bring  all  such 
as  are  or  shall  be  committed  to  your  charge, 
unto  that  agreement  in  the  faith  and  knowledge 
of  God,  and  to  that  ripeness  and  perfectness  of 
age  in  Christ,  that  there  be  no  place  left  among 
you,  either  for  error  in  rehgion,  or  for  viciousness 
in  life. 

Forasmuch  then  as  your  Office  is  both  of  so.  great 
excellency,  and  of  so  great  difficulty,  ye  see  with 
how  great  care  and  study  ye  ought  to  apply  your- 
selves, as  well  to  show  yourselves  dutiful  and 
thankful  unto  that  Lord,  who  hath  pjaced  you  in 
80  highalMgnity;  as  also  to  beware  that  neither 
you  yourselves  ofiend,  nor  be  occasion  that  others 
offend.  Howbeit  ye  cannot  have  a  mind  and  will 
thereto  of  yourselves ;  for  that  will  and  ability  is 
given  of  God  alone :  therefore  ye  ought,  and  have 
need,  to  pray  earnestly  for  his  Holy  Spirit.  And 
seeing  that  ye  cannot  by  any  other  means  compass 
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the  doing  of  so  weighty  a  work,  pertaining  to  the 
salvation  of  man,  but  with  doctrine  and  exhortation 
taken  out  of  the  Holy  Scriptures,  and  with  a  life 
agreeable  to  the  same ;  consider  how  studious  ye 
ouffht  to  be  in  reading  and  learning  the  Scriptures, 
and  in  framing  the  manners  both  of  yourselves,  and 
of  them  that  specially  pertaiti  unto  you,  according 
to  the  rule  of  the  same  Scriptures ;  and  for  this  self- 
same cause,  how  ye  ought  to  forsake  and  set  aside, 
as  much  as  ye  may,  all  worldly  cares  and  studies. 

We  have  good  hope  that  ye  have  well  ^weighed 
these  things  with  yourselves,  long  before  ibss  time; 
and  that  ye  have  clearly  determined,  by  Grod's 
grace,  to  give  yourselves  wholly  to  this  Office, 
whereunto  it  hath  pleased  Grod  to  call  you :  so 
that,  as  much  as  lieth  in  you,  ye  will  AppJy  your- 
selves wholly  to  this  one  thing,  slnd  draw  all  your 
cares  and  studies  this  way ;  and  that  ye  will  con- 
tinually pray  to  God  the  Father,  by  the  Mediation 
of  our  only  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  for  the  heavenly 
assistance  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  that,by  daily  reading 
and  weighing  the  Scriptures^  ye  may  wax  riper 
and  stronger  in  your  Ministry  ^  and  that  ye  may  so 
endeavour  yourselves,  from  time  to  time,  t6  sanctify 
the  lives  of  you  and  yours,  and  to  fashion  them 
after  the  Rule  and  Doctrine  of  Christ,  that  ye  may 
be  wholesome  and  godly  examples  and  patterns  for 
the  people  to  follow. 

And  now,  that  this  present  congregation  of 
Christ  may  also  understand  your  minds  and  wiUs 
in  these  things,  and  that  this  your  promise  may  the 
more  move  you  to  do  your  duties ;  ye  shall  answer 
plainly  to  these  things,  which  we,  m  the  Name  of 
God,  and  of  his  Church,  shall  demand  of  you 
touching  the  same. 

DO  you  think  in  your  heart,  that  you  are  truly 
called,  according  to  the  will  of  our  Lom 
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Jesus  Christ,  and  according  to  the  Caiions  of  this 
Church,  to  the  Order  and  Ministry  of  Priesthood  T

THIS  is  a  true  saying.  If  a  man  desire  the  office 
of  a  Bishop,  he  dei^ireth  a  good  work.  A 
Bishop  then  must  be  blameless,  the  husband  of 
one  wife,  vigilaoit,  sober,  of  good  behaviour,  given 
to  hospitalitjr,  apt  to  teach;  not  given  to  wine,  no 
striker,  ^ot  greedy  of  filthy  hicre,  but  patient,  not  a 
brawler,  hot  covetous;  one  that  rukth  well  his  own 
house,  having  his  cMkben  in  subjection  with  all 
gravity;  (For  if  a  man  know  not  how  to  rule  his  own 
house,  how  shall  he  take  care  of  the  Church  of 
God  ?)  Not  a  notice,  lest  being  hfted  up  with  pride 
he  fall  into  the  condemnation  of  the  devil.  More* 
over,  he  must  have  a  good  report  of  them  which 
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are  without;  lest  he  fell  into  reproach,  and  the 
snare  of  the  devil.

And 
now  behold,  I  go  bound  in  the  Spirit  unto  Jerusa- 
lem not  knowing  the  things  that  shall  befall  me 
there;  isave  that  the  Holy  Ghost  witnesseth  in 
every  city,  saying.  That  bonds  and  afflictions  abide 
me.  But  none  of  these  things  move  me,  neither 
count  I  my  life  dear  unto  myself,  so  that  I  might 
finish  my  course  with  joy,  and  the  ministry  which 
I  have  received  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  to  testify  the 
Gospel  of  the  grace  of  God.  And  now,  behold,  I 
know  that  y^e  all,  among  whom  I  have  gone  preach- 
ing the  kmgdom  of  God,  shall  see  my  face  no 
more.  Wherefore  I  take  you  to  record  this  day, 
that  I  am  pure  from  the  blood  of  all  men.  For  I 
have  not  shunned  to  declare  unto  you  all  the  coun- 
sel of  God.  Takeiheed,  therefore,  unto  yourselves, 
and  to  all  the  flock,  over  the  which  the  Holy  Ghost 
hath  made  you  Overseers,  to  feed  the  Church  of 
God,  which  ne  hath  purchased  with  his  own  blood. 
For  I  know  tliis,  that  afler  my  departing  shall  griev- 
ous wolves  enter  in  among  you,  not  sparing  the 
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flock.  Also  of  your  own  selves  shall  men  arise, 
speaking  perverse  things,  to  draw  away  disciples 
alter  them.  Therefore  watch,  and  remember,  that  ' 
by  the  space  of  three  years,  I  ceased  not  to  warn  ' 
every  one,  night  and  aay,  with  tears.  And  now, 
brethren,  I  commend  you  to  God,  and  to  the  Word 
of  his  grace,  which  is  able  to  build  you  up,  and  to 
give  you  an  inheritance  among  aU  them  which  are 
sanctified.  I  havie  coveted  no  man's  silver,  or 
gold,  or  apparel ;  yea,  ye  yourselves  know,  that 
these  hands  have  ministered  unto  my  necessities, 
and  to  them  that  were  with  me.  I  have  showed 
you  all  things,  how  that  so  labouring  ye  ought  to 
support  the  weak ;  and  to  remember  the  words  of 
the  Lord  Jesus,  how  he  said.  It  is  more  blessed  to 
give  than  to  receive.

And  we  most  humbly  beseech  thee,  of  thy  good- 
ness, O  Lord,  to  comfort  and  succour  au  those 
who,  in  this  transitory  life,  are  in  trouble,  sorrow, 
need,  sickness,  or  any  other  adversity.  And  we 
also  bless  thy  holy  Name,  for  all  thy  servants  de- 
parted this  life  in  thy  faith  and  fear ;  beseeching 
thee  to  give  us  grace  so  to  follow  their  good  exam- 
ples, that  with  them  we  may  be  partakers  of  thy 
heavenly  kingdom.  Grant  this,  O  Father,  for  Jesus 
Christ's  sake,  our  only  Mediator  and  Advocate.

DEARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord,  ye  who  mind  to 
come  to  the  Holy  Communion  of  the  Body 
and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  must  consider 
how  St.  Paul  exhorteth  all  persons  diligently  to 
try  and  examine  themselves,  before  they  presume 
to  eat  of  that  Bread,  and  drink  of  that  Cup.

And 
above  aU  things  ye  must  give  most  humble  and 
ggg  — ^ 
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heaxty  thanks  to  God,  the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the 
Holy  Ghost,  fox  the  redemption  of  the  world  by 
the  death  and  passion  of  our  fiariour  Christ,  both 
God  and  man ;  who  did  humble  himself,  even  to 
the  death  upon  the  Cross,  for  us^  miserable  sinneis, 
who  lay  in  dockness  and  the  shadow  of  death ;  that 
he  might  make  us  the  children  of  God,  and  exak 
us  to  eyerksting  life.  And  to  the  end  that  we 
should  always  remember  the.  exceeding  great  love 
^  out  MasteTf  and  only  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ,  thus 
dying  for  us,  and  the  innumerable  be&efits  which 
by  his  precious  blood-shedding  he  hath  obtained 
for  us;  he  hath  instituted  and  ordained  holy  mys- 
teries, as  pledges  of  his  love,  and  for  a  continual 
remembrance  of  his  death,  to  our  great  and  end- 
less comfort.

The  BiiBhop  and 
the  Clergy  who  are  present  shall  go  op  the  aisle  of  the 
Church,  orChapel,  to  the  Communion  Table,  repeating^  the 
24th  Paalm  alternately,  the  Sishep  one  verse,  and  the 
Clergy  another.
